FIRST DAY 
Wednesday, October 3, 1917 


Communion Service—The Conference convened for its forty- 
second session in the First Church of Long Beach, on Wednesday, 
October 3, 1917, 


C. H. Scott, Chairman of the Program Committee, presided at 
the devotional exercises. After the singing of “How Firm a Founda- 
tion,’ J. G. Hill led in prayer. Dr. Harry F. Ward of Boston 
School of Theology, Secretary of the Methodist Federation for 
Social Service, gave the address of the morning on “The Suprem- 
acy of Personality.” 


Communion Service—The Presiding Bishop, Adna W. Leonard, 
called the Conference to order at 9 am. The hymn “Close to 
Thee” was sung and the Bishop led in prayer. ‘America’ was 
sung. The Bishop gave a brief address based on Col, 1:24, empha- 
sizing the ministry of the bleeding heart as the only efficient 
ministry. The Sacrament was administered under the direction of 
E. J. Inwood, Superintendent of the Long Beach District, assisted 
by the other District Superintendents and J. A. Geissinger, the host 
of the Conference. 


Roll Call—E. J. Inwood, Secretary of the last session, called 
the roll and 241 members and probationers responded. 


Organization—On nomination of E. J. Inwood, Geo. B. Cliff 
was elected Secretary and named as his assistants F. G. H. Stev- 
ens, W. C. Botkin, C. O. Kimball, F. J. Seaman, and Russell E. 
Stark. 

O. W. Reinius was re-elected Statistician and named as his 
assistant J. E. Houlgate. 


M. W. Beckwith was re-elected Treasurer and named as his 
assistants I. A. Engle, W. C. Loomis, W. E. Malan, R. E. Wright, 
H. J. Hartsell, E. F. Gates, A. W. Gray, Oliver Saylor, H. C. Tay- 
lor, W. T. Powell, C. T. Harrison. 


M. S. McGee was re-elected Railroad Secretary. 
J. Crawford Trotter was elected Postmaster. 
R. J. Coyne was elected Chorister. 


The bar of the Conference was fixed to include the seats in- 
side the gallery pillars; the Rules of Order of last year were 
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adopted, and the printed minutes were made the Official Journal of 
the-Conference. The printed program was adopted as the Program 
of the Conference with the request that the Bishop give the address 
to the incoming class on Friday at 10 a.m., and this was fixed as 
the order of the day. 


Standing Committees—On motion of E. J. Inwood, the Stand- 
ing Committees as printed in the minutes of last year were elected; 
S. J. McConnell and F. D. Mather being substituted for H. W. 
White and I. L. Spencer on the Board of Stewards; E. F. Gates 
being added to the Conference Relations Committee; E. Guy Tal- 
bott being substituted for C. Wentworth on the Committee on 
Federation; A. J. Hughes for FE. F. Gates on the Committee on 
Resolutions; L. A. Ferris for R. D. Hollington on the Board of 
Education, and Merle N. Smith for E. P. Ryland on the Committee 
on the Courtesy of the Floor. 


J. W. Neely, A. W. Shamel, J. A. Geissinger, and C. V. Cowan 
were made the Committee on Pulpit Supply. 


Presentations—F. G. Watson on behalf of Benj. F. Clarkson of 
Baltimore Conference, presented to the Annual Conference a gavel 
made from the walnut tree under which Strawbridge was buried. 
He also presented to the Bishop a paper weight carved from the 
Strawbridge Oak. ‘The Bishop made a suitable response accepting 
the gavel. The Conference voted its appreciation and instructed 
the Secretary to write a letter of thanks to the donor. 


It being found that there were two Commissions on Finance, 
the, one headed by R. J. Taylor asked to be set aside and their re- 
port was ordered merged with the report of the Commission ap- 
pointed at the close of the last session. 


S. L. Todd was excused from further attendance on the Con- 
ference. 


Memorial Service—D. F. Howe, Chairman of the Committee 
on Memoirs, was called to the chair and presided over the Con- 
ference Memorial service. 


The Conference stood while the Roll of the Honored Dead was 
called, including A. B. Morrison, C. H. Lawrence, J. M. Rich, and 
I. L. Spencer, who have died during this year. 


“There is a Land of Pure Delight” was sung and J. A. McMil- 
lan read the Scripture. C. W. Tarr led in prayer, and the Imperial 
Valley Preacher’s Quartet sang an appropriate selection, 


The memoir of C. H. Lawrence was read by E. A. Healy after 
which “In the Cross of Christ I Glory” was sung. 


The memoir of I. L. Spencer was read by W. M. Jeffers, that 
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of J. M. Rich by S. J. Rogers, and that of A. B. Morrison by S. A. 
Thomson. 

The memoir of Mrs. Don S. Ford was read by A. W. Cum- 
mings; that of Mrs. F. W. Otto by W. L. Y. Davis; that of Mrs. 
H. J. Crist by W. M. Jeffers, and that of Mrs. Vicente Mendoza by 
E. M. Sein. 


“Take the Name of Jesus with You” was sung and the service 
was concluded with prayer by the Bishop. 


The Bishop resumed the chair and the time was extended. 


J. A. Geissinger announced the gift of a copy of Mr. Homer 
Rodeheaver’s song book to each of the members of the Conference 
by the compiler. 


The announcements were made and the poctence adjourned 
with the benediction by the Bishop. 


SECOND DAY 
Thursday, October 4, 191.7 


The Conference convened for its devotional hour at 8 a.m. 
After prayer by Charles Coke Woods, Harry F. Ward gave an 
address on “Equal Rights for All.” 

The Bishop took the chair at 9 a.m. 

The minutes of-yesterday evening’s session were read and 
approved. 

Question 14 was resumed, “Was the Character of Each 
Preacher Examined?” 

The roll of the effective Elders of the Fresno, Los Angeles, 
and Long Beach Districts was called, their characters were passed, 
they reported their collections and at the request of the Bishop 
they also reported whether or not their church records were prop- 
erly kept. 

An Executive Session of the Conference was ordered for Fri- 
day at 9 a.m. to hear the report of the Conference Relations Com- 
mittee. 

The report of the Committee on Education was made the 
Order of the Day for Monday at 10 a.m. 

Leslie E. Fuller, Assistant Professor of Old Testament Inter- 
pretation at Garrett Biblical Institute, and a member of this Con- 
ference, was introduced and spoke of the outlook for Garrett. 


Dr. E. R. Fulkerson, Western Field Secretary of the Board of 
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Foreign Missions, was introduced and represented the work of 
that-Board. 


A. Wesley Mell, Pacific Coast Secretary for the American 
Bible Society was introduced and spoke of the need of Bibles for 
the soldiers. 


H. B. Johnson, Superintendent of the Japanese Mission, and 
E. P. Dennett, pastor of Trinity Church, Berkeley, were introduced. 
Dr. Dennett, at the request of the California Conference, again 
presented the need of work among the Methodist students at 
Berkeley and the matter of our apportionment was referred to the 
Committee on Education. 


Y. W. C. A—Merle N. Smith presented the following resolu- 
tion and it was adopted: 


Recognizing that the Young Women’s Christian Association 
represents the evangelical Christian church in its work among 
young women, we cannot be indifferent to the pending amendment 
to its constitution, which makes possible a personal basis for mem- 
bership in student associations as a substitute for the present 
church membership ,basis. 


We believe the proposed amendment, if adopted, would be 
most dangerous and disintegrating in its tendencies because: 


First. It would tend to minimize the value and importance 
of membership in the Christian church. 


Second. It would lower the evangelical standards among the 
students and would result in a distinct loss of spiritual power. 


Third. It would tend to alienate from the Young Women’s 
Christian Association the sympathy and support of the most loyal 
and devoted members of the evangelical churches. 


For these reasons, among the many, we most earnestly sug- 
gest to the national leaders of the Young Women’s Christian As- 
sociation that the evangelical church membership basis should be 
retained, as the only basis, in all departments of its great organi- 
zation. 


We ask the presiding officer of this Conference, Bishop Adna 
W. Leonard, to present a copy of this resolution to the Board of 
Bishops at its next meeting in November and we request the 
Board of Bishops to adopt a suitable resolution, on this important 
matter to be forwarded to the National Board of the Young 
Women’s Christian Association in New York City. 


Children’s Home Society—The following resolution was pre- 
sented by E. P. Ryland and adopted: 


Whereas: The Children’s Home Society of California, a 
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Christian organization, has been in existence for twenty-five years 
and during that time the Society has found homes for 3,000 chil- 
dren, and 


Whereas: A. H. Gunnett, District Superintendent of the soci- 
ety, is also a member of this Conference and has been assigned to 
the work of the Children’s Home Society by the Methodist Episco- 
pal Conference for the past eighteen years; 


Resolved: That this Conference heartily endorses the great 
work being accomplished by the Children’s Home Society in plac- 
ing homeless children in childless homes, there having been nearly 
1,200 children placed in approved family homes during the past 
three years. 


In accordance with the rules of the Conference the request for 
the reappointment of A. H. Gunnett to this work, was referred to 
the Committee on Conference Relations. 


Huntington Beach Methodist Assembly—The Order of the 
Day was called and Chas. H. Scott read the report of the Directors 
of the Huntington Beach Methodist Assembly. The report called 
for advance in the way of permanent improvements at Huntington 
Beach. 


After debate, the report was adopted, the matter of apportion- 
ment for such improvements being referred to the Commission on 
Finance. (See Report.) 


The time was extended. 


World Situation—Charles Edward Locke offered the following 
resolution and it was adopted: 


Resolved, That a special committee be appointed by the Chair 
to present to the Conference for consideration a statement of the 
attitude of the ministers of the Southern California Conference to- 
ward the present world war and conditions. 


The Bishop announced the receipt of a draft for $400 from the 
Board of Conference Claimants and it was turned over to the 
Board of Stewards. 


Harry Shepherd was appointed to receive subscriptions for the 
Methodist Review. 


The announcements were made and the Conference adjourned 
with the benediction by Will A. Betts.

Friday, October 5, 1917

At the request of the chairman of the Program Committee, the 
hour for the Bishop’s address to the class was changed from 10 to 
11 o’clock. 


The Program Committee was requested to arrange a joint 
meeting of the Conference and the Lay Association on Saturday 
at 9:15, the meeting to be addressed by Billy Sunday. 


Question 6 was asked, “Who Have Been Continued on Trial?” 
C. B. Davidson and John P. Howe were called; their Superintend- 
ents and the Conference Relations Committee reported, and they 
were continued on trial in studies of the second year. 


J. C. Kelsey and G. B. Traveller were called. Their cases were 
reported upon; they were continued on trial and advanced to 
studies of the third year, and G. B. Traveller was elected to Dea- 
con’s Orders. 


J. C. Cunningham and G. A. Vennink were discontinued at 
their own request, the Deacon’s credentials of G. A. Vennink to be 
endorsed and returned to him. 


H. B. McFarland and R. E. Stark were called. Their cases 
were reported upon; they were admitted to Conference, elected 
to Elder’s orders and excused from further examinations. 


Jose L. Tavares, H. T. Lewis, and W. A. Jennings were called. 
Their cases were reported upon; they were admitted to Confer- 
ence, advanced to studies of the third year, and elected to Deacon’s 
Orders, W. A. Jennings being excused from further examinations. 
The case of H. T. Lewis received the necessary two-thirds vote. 


Ralph Chaffee, L. V. Lucas, William A. Reynolds, E. F. Dex- 
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ter, W. B. Smith, and John H. Engle were called. Their cases 
were reported upon; they were continued on trial and advanced 
to studies of the fourth year. Ralph Chaffee being conditioned in 
Comparative Religions. 


During discussion upon the case of G. B. Traveller, while the 
matter of the educational requirements of the Conference were 
at issue, the Bishop ruled that a Conference was a self-governing 
body and had the power to fix its own educational requirements 
for admission, provided such requirements satisfied the minimum 
demanded by the discipline. 


Retreat—On motion of W. E. Tilroe, the Conference Pro- 
gram Committee was asked to arrange for a Ministers’ Retreat 
during the next session of the Conference at such time as would 
not interfere with the remainder of the program. 


Lay Association—The reception of the representatives from 
the Lay Association was fixed as the Order of the Day for to- 
morrow at 9 o’clock. 


An Executive Session was fixed as the Order of the Day for 
tomorrow immediately following the address of “Billy” Sunday. 


Bishop’s Address—The Order of the Day was taken up and the 
class for admission to the Conference was called, consisting of 
Harry B. McFarland, Russell E. Stark, H. T. Lewis and W. A. 
Jennings, Jose L. Tavares being absent. 


“A Charge to Keep I Have” was sung and the Bishop ad- 
dressed the class in a direct and brotherly fashion. 


“Without vision there is no progress—there can be no 
achievement. The hour of vision is what makes the man’s min- 
istry worth while. There are some conditions that make difficult 
the fulfillment of the vision. 


“The minister is surrounded by a materialism expressed in the 
lure of gold and the pursuit of pleasure. He must minister among 
a people turning from creeds and still keep his faith in Jesus 
Christ as a Divine Saviour from sin. He must make the working 
people understand that the church is their most sympathetic and 
helpful friend. 


“Tn the accomplishment of this service there are certain things 
demanded of a minister. He must keep the highest financial in- 
tegrity; he must keep his conduct blameless; he must be punctual 
and dignified in the conduct of all church services. 


“A Minister of the Gospel must have unquestioned loyalty to 
Christ, The Book, and the Flag.” 

The disciplinary questions were put to the candidates and 
were answered satisfactorily. 
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The time was extended. 


Spanish-American Institute—Mr. Frank §$. Wallace, Presi- 
dent of the Directors of the Spanish-American Institute, read the 
report of the Institute and it was adopted. (See report.) 


On motion of W. M. Jeffers, C. V. Cowan was placed on the 
Board of Stewards in his stead. 


Introductions—Dr. C. C. Selecman, pastor of Trinity Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, of Los Angeles, was introduced 
and extended greetings. 


Dr. J. H. Durbahn and Dr. Otto Wilke of the California Ger- 
man Conference; Drs. John L. Reeder, of South America; G. W. 
White, of the California Conference; Ernest D. Smith, of the Board 
of Temperance; Hugh Hamilton, and L. L. Loofbourrow of the 
California Conference were introduced. 


The Conference adjourned with the benediction by George W. 
White. 


FOURTH DAY 
Saturday, October 6, 1917 


The Conference met for the devotional hour at 8 o’clock. Dr. 
Dillon Bronson, of the New England Conference, led in prayer. 


Dr. Harry F. Ward gave the morning lecture on “The Will to 
Serve.” 


The Conference showed its appreciation of the work of Dr.

The Bishop took the chair at 9 o’clock.

Billy Sunday—Billy Sunday was introduced and preached in 
his earnest and inimitable way to the joint session of the Lay As- 
sociation and the Conference. 


On motion of Charles Edward Locke, the Conference extended 
a vote of thanks and appreciation to “Billy” Sunday, and Homer 
A. Rodeheaver for the sermon and music of the morning. ‘The 
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Bishop also expressed our appreciation for the song books given 
by Mr. Rodeheaver to the members of the Conference. 


Question 5 was asked: “Who Have Been Received on Trial?” 
George J. Benefiel, recommended by the First Church, Los An- 
geles, Quarterly Conference; Joseph W. Bruner, recommended by 
the Lakeside Church; Frank R. Néwman, recommended by First 
Church, Long Beach; Leo C. Kline, recommended by Pico Heights 
Church, Los Angeles; Frank M. Toothaker, recommended by the 
Lindsay Church; Oliver W. Bell, recommended by First Church, 
Long Beach; Edgar J. Evans, recommended by Grace Church, 
Long Beach; Stephen L. Smith, recommended by Stephenson Ave. 
Church, Los Angeles, and Alfonso Sanchez, and Leonardo C. 
Flores, recommended by the Santa Ana Mexican Church, were in- 
troduced, admitted on trial subject to their satisfactorily answer- 
ing the disciplinary questions, and advanced to the class of the first 
year, George J. Benefiel and Edgar J. Evans being excused from 
the Conference course of study. 


George J. Benefiel was elected to Deacon’s Orders under the 
Local Preachers’ Rule. 


Edgar J. Evans was elected to Deacon’s and Elder’s Orders 
under the Chaplaincy Rule. 


Oliver Bell was elected to Deacon’s Orders. 


Chan H. Min—Acceding to the request of Bishop Welch, the 
Conference requested the transfer of Chan H. Min from the Cali- 
fornia Conference to this Conference. The Bishop announced his 
transfer and he was elected to Elder’s Orders (under the Mis- 
sionary Rule) it being understood that he was to be transferred to 
the Korea Conference. 


Henry I. Rasmus, Jr—The Bishop stated that he had re- 
quested the N. Montana Conference to receive Henry I. Rasmus, 
Jr., on trial and elect him to Deacon’s and Elder’s Orders under 
the Chaplaincy rule. The Bishop announced his transfer to this 
Conference as a probationer in studies of the first year, it being 
understood that he should take the studies for admission at a later 
date.

SEXTH DAY 
Monday, October 8, 1917

Dr. Harry F. Ward gave an address on “Solidarity.” An ad- 
ditional offering was taken for the work of the Methodist Federa- 
tion for Social Service, 

The Bishop took the chair at 9 o’clock. The minutes of the 
Saturday night session and Sunday afternoon session were read 
and approved. 


Deaconess Board—J. A. Geissinger read extracts from the 
report of the Conference Deaconess Board and it was adopted; 
thereby electing J. A. Geissinger, D. F. Howe and Mrs. George 
Dugger as members of the annual Conference Deaconess Board. 


J. A. Geissinger presented the following resolutions and they 
were adopted: 


Resolved, That we have listened with great interest and profit 
to the morning addresses of Dr. Harry F. Ward on “The Prin- 
ciples of Social Reconstruction,” in which he has set forth with 
remarkable clarity that our present materialistic civilization must 
give place to a new order of society in which the will of man shall 
be brought into harmony with the will of God as revealed in Jesus, 
and the greed for gain shall give place to mutual aid and the will 
to serve. 

We express to him our appreciation and gratitude and indulge 
the hope that he may be given the very largest opportunity to 
speak for the entire church upon this timely and vitally important 
theme. 

Social Service—J. A. Geissinger read the report of the Com- 
mission on Social Service and it was adopted. (See report.) 


Question 14 was resumed and the roll of the effective elders of 
the Pasadena district was called, their characters passed, they 
reported their collections, and at the request of the Bishop, the 
report included the state of the church records. © 


Commission on Finance—Mr. C. E. Carver, Secretary of the 
Commission on Finance, read five separate reports from the com- 
mission and they were adopted, (See report.) 
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Dr. J. W. Van Cleve was introduced and spoke of the work 
of the General Conference Commission on Finance. 


Education—Chas. Edward Locke read the report of the Com- 
mittee on Education. It was ordered that the recommendations 
of the report be considered seriatim. 


The Conference requested that President Bovard, Dean Healy, 
John P. Morley, representative of the Board of Education 
Jubilee Commission and the Bishop, speak to the report and they 
did so with the exception of the Bishop, who asked to be excused 
because of pressure of time. 


The report was considered seriatim and the following sec- 
tions adopted: 


The one approving the work of the Board of Education and 
pledging to it our loyal support. 


The one nominating Trustees for term ending 1920, the Sec- 
retary casting the unanimous ballot for their election:

The one nominating members for the Conference Board of 
Education, which carried their election: H. W. White, C. H. M.

Moore, W. lL. Frew and A. J. Visel. 


The section fixing the apportionment for the support of U. S. 
C., at 46 cents per member was adopted; 4 cents for the Board of 
Education. 


The section recommending to the General Board of Educa- 
cation an appropriation to the Spanish American Institute was 
adopted. 


For the section making an appropriation of 2%4 cents for 
University pastor at Berkeley, and 2% cents for student pastor at 
University Church, L. A., J. A. Geissinger offered a substitute to 
the effect that we apportion 4 cents a member to the work at 
Berkeley. This substitute was referred to the Conference Commis- 
sion on Finance with instructions to apportion $1,000 for work 
at Berkeley on a 100% cash basis and report back to the Con- 
ference. 


The time was extended. 


Dr. Ernest D. Smith of the Board of Temperance, Prohibition 
and Public Morals, was introduced and spoke of the work of the 
Board. 


On motion of L. D. Van Arnam, Chairman of the Board of 
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Stewards, $500 was transferred from General Fund to the Special 
Fund. : 


The Conference recommended to the Conference Commission 
on Finance that the apportionment for Conference Claimants be 
40 cents per member, and such apportionment was authorized. 


Eleven hundred and one dollars was appropriated from the 
Conference receipts for Conference Claimants to the Board of Con- 
ference Claimants at Chicago. 


The Bishop announced the following commissioners on divi- 
sion of territory of the Nevada Mission: F. M. Larkin and John 
Oliver. 

G. W. White and Harry E. Milnes, the Commissioners from 
the California Conference, were introduced. ‘The Bishop stated 
that Dr. John F. Wilson, the Superintendent of the Mission, was in 
Long Beach and requested the Commission to proceed with their 
work as soon as possible. He also asked E. A. Palmer, the retir- 
ing Superintendent of the Mission, to act as an advisory member of 
the Commission. 


A, W. Shamel requested consideration for a resolution con- 
cerning Standardization of Salaries, and it was referred to the 
Commission on Finance. 


S. S. Sampson was excused from attendance at the afternoon 
session. 


The following brethren were excused from further attendance 
upon the Conference: Eli McClish, J. A. Crouch, J. G. Hill, and 
Tully C. Knoles. 

The Bishop announced that there would be an afternoon busi- 
ness session and that C. E. Locke would preside at an evening 
session for the consideration of reports. 

The Conference adjourned with the benediction by H. E. 
Milnes. 


Afternoon Session 


The Bishop took the chair at 3 o’clock. F. M. Larkin led in 
prayer. : 

The minutes of the morning session were read and approved. 

Executive Session—An executive session was ordered follow- 


ing the reading of the Journal tomorrow morning, to hear the final 
report of the Conference Relations Committee. 


On motion of E. A. Healy, the Bishop was asked to speak of 
our educational work at some convenient time this afternoon. 
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Upon the favorable report of the Committee on Conference 
Rélations, the Conference requested the Bishop to appoint A. H. 
Gunnett to the work of the Children’s Home Society. 


Dr. J. D. McNaughton was introduced and spoke concerning 
the need of Syrian relief. 


C. H. Scott reported that $150 raised for David Pakchjoyan 
two years ago was not needed by him, and on motion of the Con- 
ference he was instructed to turn it over to Armenian relief. 


C. E. Locke, for the Commission on Finance, reported recom- 
mending an apportionment of 214 cents per member for aiding to 
maintain a student pastor at Berkeley in place of the substitute 
offered by J. A. Geissinger this morning, and it was authorized. 
He also reported recommending that the District Superintendents 
devise methods to raise, in aid of the Huntington Béach Assembly, 
$650 from both the Los Angeles and Pasadena Districts; $400 from 
the San Diego District, and $300 from the Long Beach District. 
The recommendation was adopted. 


The report of the Committee on Education was adopted as a 
whole. (See report.) 


Resolution—H. W. Peck presented the following resolution 
and it was adopted: 


Whereas, The course of study for ministers of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, published in the Discipline of 1916, has awak- 
ened a widespread dissatisfaction because of the introduction of 
doctrines contrary to our accepted standards; and 


Whereas, About three thousand of our young ministers, the 
future leaders of Methodism, who ought to be thoroughly indoc- 
trinated and established in the fundamentals of our faith, are being 
taught doctrines plainly contrary to the teachings of the Word of 
God and the standards of Methodism; and 


Whereas, Bocks which have been from the beginning of 
Methodism the unquestioned standards of doctrine, such as Wes- 
ley’s Sermons, have been replaced by books containing teachings 
contrary to the Word of God and the standards of Methodism. 


Therefore, Be It Resolved, That the Southern California Con- 
Terence, in annual session assembled, protests against the present 
course of study, and that we earnestly recommend a careful re- 
consideration and reconstruction of the course of study, so as to 
bring it into harmony with the Scriptures, Methodist doctrine and 
history, and our Articles of Religion. 


Be It Further Resolved, That the Secretary of this Conference 
be and is hereby instructed to send a copy of this Resolution to 
the fall meeting of the Board of Bishops at Atlantic City, New 
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Jersey, October 28-30, 1917, requesting them to refuse to confirm 
the present course of study for ministers, 


Division of Nevada—G. W.. White presented the report of the 
Commission appointed to make division of. the territory of the 
Nevada Mission: Division lines of Nevada Mission between the 
California and Southern California Annual Conferences to begin 
at the northwest corner of Inyo County, California; thence east

The Conference adjourned with the benediction by Baw. 
Pasko. 
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Charles Edward Locke called the Conference to order at 7:30 
o'clock. “Love Divine” was sung and P. H. Bodkin led in prayer. 
“O, Thou in Whose Presence My Soul Takes Delight” was Sung. 


District Superintendents’ Accounts—The report of the Com- 
mittee auditing District Superintendents’ accounts was read and 
adopted. (See report.) 

Board of Foreign Missions—John Hedley read the report of 
the Conference Board of Foreign Missions and it was adopted. 
(See report.) 

Hospitals—B. C. Cory read the report of the Committee on 
Hospitals and it was adopted. (See report.) 

By request, Alfred Inwood addressed the Conference on the 
work of the hospital. 

Federation—The report of the Committee on Federation was 
read and adopted. (See report.) 

Pastoral Address—A. W. Lamport read the Pastoral Address 
and it was adopted (see report) and its publication was requested 
in the California Christian Advocate. 

F. M. Larkin presented the following resolution and it was 
adopted: 

RESOLVED, That we hereby commend the efforts of the 
Ministers’ Wives’ Association to endow a room in the Methodist 
Hospital and suggest that special efforts should be made during 
the Conference year to complete the endowment. 

Public Morals—B. H. Wilson read the report of the Commit- 
tee on Public Morals and it was recommitted. 

Epworth League—H. W. White read the report of the Confer- 
ence Epworth League and it was adopted. (See report.) 

Sunday Schools—R. J. Taylor read the report of the Confer- 
ence Board of Sunday Schools and it was adopted. (See report.) 

R. J. Taylor presented the following resolution and it was 
adopted: 


“THE PARTNERSHIP PLAN 


WHEREAS, Our great Church is preparing for a Centenary 
Celebration of the Methodist Boards in 1919. ; 
WHEREAS, Our Board of Sunday Schools has adopted the 


goal “A Million for Missions in 1919,” the general aim being to 
vitalize the work of missionary education in all of our Sunday 


Schools, 
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WHEREAS, The Sunday Schools of Methodism last year gave 
$676,000 to Missions, an average of 15% cents per member, 


RESOLVED, That we promote the Partnership Plan, as set 
forth by the Board of Sunday Schools, 


That we seek a 25% increase in the Sunday School missionary 
offerings for 1918, 


That we request the District Superintendents to appoint a 
Counselor in each District to promote the Partnership Plan.

The Doxology was sung and the Conference adjourned with 
the benediction by A. C. Welch. 


SEVENTH DAY 
Tuesday, October 9, 1917 


The Conference met at 8 a. m. 


“OQ Sometimes the Shadows are Deep” was sung and E, A. 
Palmer led in prayer. 


J. Stitt Wilson addressed the Conference on the theme “The 
Value of a Man.” 


The Bishop took the chair at 9 o’clock. 


The minutes of yesterday afternoon’s session were read and 
approved. t 


The minutes of yesterday evening’s session were read and 
approved. 


The Conference went into Executive Session. 


The Secretary read the names of the charges from which no 
payment had been received for the publication of the minutes. 


J. Stitt Wilson—On motion of Alfred Inwood the Conference 
expressed its appreciation of the address given by J. Stitt Wilson. 


Wm. J. Conquest, an elder in the African Methodist Episcopal 
Church, was recognized as a local elder. 


F. M. Moody, whose case was referred to the District Super- 
intendents last year, was made effective and was located. 


The vote by which O. M. Butterfield who was discontinued, 
was reconsidered and he was continued on trial and advanced to 
studies of the second year. 
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Question 23 was asked: “Who are the Supernumerary Min- 
isters?” and G. G. Stewart and E. H. Price were granted the Super- 
numerary Relation; and H. K. Vann, J. DeBord, O. B. Waite, J. 
P. Livoni, and A. B. Embree were continued in the Supernumerary 
Relation, A. B. Embree being continued in that relation by the 
Disciplinary two-thirds vote. 


G. L. Cole was made effective and was granted the Retired 
Relation. 


M. A, Meagher was granted the Effective Relation. 
The doors were opened. . 


A. W. Adkinson was excused from further attendance on the 
Conference. 


The rules were suspended that action might be taken on a 
change in our financial rules in open session. 


J. B. Green, Field Secretary and Treasurer of Conference 
Funds, read the report of the Conference Board of Trustees and 
it was adopted with permission to publish certain portions of the 
report. 


A vote of thanks was extended to J. B. Green for his wise 
administration of our funds and carefulness in making reports. 


J. B. Green and D. F. Howe were requested to convey the 
greetings of the Conference to Mrs. A. M. Hough. 


A suggested change in the financial rules to increase the an- 
nual payments from one-half of 1% to 1% of salary was referred 
to a committee of five to be appointed by the Bishop, of which 
J. B. Green should be chairman, said committee to consider the 
entire matter and report at next session. "The Bishop appointed 
J. B. Green, Charles Edward Locke, E. A. Healy, E. W. Pasko, 
and W. C. Botkin. 


Dr. Samuel J. Greenfield was introduced and represented the 
work of the Board of Conference Claimants. 


A committee of five was authorized to inquire as to the ad- 
visability of a Conference Claimant’s Endowment Campaign, fol- 
lowing the U. S. C. endowment campaign. The Bishop appointed 
J. A. Geissinger, J. B. Green, B. S. Haywood, W. A. Betts, atid 
G. A. Warmer. 


Conference Trustees—The following were nominated as 
Trustees of the Conference, the Secretary was instructed to cast 
the ballot and they were declared elected: 

J. B. Green, F. D. Mather, E. W. Pasko, E. J. Inwood, W. M. 
Sterling, F. G. H. Stevens, and A. Ray Moore. 


Charles Edward Locke presented a supplemental paragraph 
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to the report of the Committee on Education requesting the Presi- 
dency of Bishop Leonard next year. The Secretary put the motion 
and the supplemental report was adopted unanimously. (See re- 
port.) 


Home Mission Report—On motion of J. E. Fischer, the para- 
graph of the report of the Board of Home Missions dealing with 
Federation was reconsidered, and it was laid on the table. 


The Bishop expressed his readinesss to co-operate in all plans 
of comity and federation which harmonize with the provisions of 
the General Conference. 


Federation—Our Committee on Federation was requested to 
present at our next session a General Conference. Memorial so 
changing the law of the Church as to permit of larger co-operation 
along the lines of comity and federation. 


Dr. Edward Laird Mills, representing the Board of Home 
Missions and Church Extension was introduced and presented the 
following Centenary Agreement from his Board, which was 
adopted: 


THIS AGREEMENT made between THE BOARD OF 
HOME MISSIONS AND CHURCH EXTENSION OF THE 
METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH, hereinafter called Board, 
by its Corresponding Secretary, and SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 
CONFERENCE, hereinafter called Conference. 


The said Board hereby agrees to and with the above named 
Conference that in case the said Conference shall in the years 
1918 and 1919, respectively, remit to the said Board for regular 
work amounts equal in the aggregate to the sums paid to the said 
Board in the year 1917 for regular work the said Board will ap- 
propriate not less than the same amount of money to the above 
named Conference in the years 1918 and 1919, respectively, as it 
appropriates to it in the year 1917. 


The Board further agrees to appropriate to the above named 
Conference in the years 1918 and 1919, respectively, (in addition 
to the foregoing appropriation) sixty per cent of its increase in re- 
mittances to the Board for regular work in said years, respectively, 
above its remittances for the year 1917, which increases shall be 
applied to the support of enterprises in said Conference agreed 
upon by the Board and the Conference Board of the above named 
Conference. 


It is understood between the parties hereto that the settlement 
upon which the Board shall make its appropriations in 1918 and 
1919 shall be on the basis of the Board’s records in Philadelphia 
and not on the basis of the minutes of the said Conference. 
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This agreement will not be binding until the Board in its 
annual meeting in November, 1917, approves it. 


The reraittances shall be computed for the Conference years 
ending in 1918 and 1919, respectively, and appropriations shall be 
for years immediately succeeding. 


State of the Church—H. E. Murkett read the report of the 
Committee on State of the Church and it was adopted. (See re- 
port.) 

California Christian Advocate—F. M. Larkin, Editor of the 
California Christian Advocate, was introduced and outlined the 
work of the Advocate for the coming year. 


W. C. T. U.—On motion of Benj. S. Haywood, the Conference 
recognized the work of the W. C. T. U. in providing comfort bags 
and hospital supplies for our soldiers and recommended the co- 
operation of our Churches. 

Mr. and Mrs. H. B. Tolle of Paso Robles were introduced to 
the Conference, this being their 50th wedding anniversary. 

It was stated that this was the 16th wedding anniversary of 
Bishop and Mrs. Leonard and the Secretary was requested to send 
a telegram of congratulation to Mrs. Leonard. 

S. W. Gamble was introduced and spoke on the Sabbath ques- 
tion and offered his services to the pastors in the presentation of 
this question. 

Federation—The following resolution, presented by Chas. H. 
Scott, was adopted: 

WHEREAS, A resolution has been placed before this Con- 
ference proposing an interdenominational organization to deter- 
mine questions of church location and consolidation, the provisions 
of which, in the judgment of this Conference, contravene the pro- 
visions of our denominational law; 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That we are in heartiest 
accord with the objects sought by this proposed organization, and 
assure our brethren of the other denominations of our co-opera- 
tion in dealing with the important questions proposed. 

The Conference adjourned with, the benediction by Bishop 
Leonard. 


Afternoon Session 


F. M. Larkin called the Conference to order at 2:40 o’clock. 


“Q, Thou in Whose Presence My Soul Takes Delight” was 
sung and Alexander Hardie led in prayer. 
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The Bishop took the chair. 
The minutes of the morning session were read and approved. 


The list of Effective Elders of the Spanish and Portuguese 
District was called and their characters were passed. 


W. S. Boys of the Methodist Book Concern spoke of the pub- 
lishing interests of our Church and the Bishop presented the divi- 
dend, which amounted to $4,159. 


Conference Relations—On recommendation of the Conference 
Relations Committee, John H. Hodges, an Elder in the Methodist 
Church of Canada, was recognized on his credentials and admitted 
to the Conference. 


J. E. Cope was granted the Supernumerary Relation. 


On motion of Alfred Inwood it was recommended that the 
pastors fittingly celebrate the Luther Anniversary on October 28. 


The roll of Effective Elders holding special appointments was 
called and their characters were passed. 


V. Hunter Brink read his report as a Conference Evangelist. 


The Secretary was requested to send the hearty greetings of 
the Conference to C. C. Hartzler in Africa. 


The roll of the Effective Elders of the San Diego District was 
called, their characters passed, they reported their collections and 
the state of their church records. 


Publishing Minutes—On motion of G. B. Cliff, the assessment 
for publication of the minutes was fixed at one-fourth of one per 
cent of the pastors’ salaries, including house rent, the District 
Superintendents to pay $5 each and those holding special ap- 
pointments to pay $1 each, this assessment to be in force for this 
year and next year. 


Clerical Help—An assessment of 25 cents each was levied upon 
each preacher to secure clerical help for next year. 


A collection was ordered to cover the expense of printing the 
Conference programs, and also in appreciation of the services of 
the care-taker of the local church. ‘The collection amounted to 
$36.36 of which $22.26 went to the care-taker. 


Self Entertainment—On motion of J. A. Geissinger, a com- 
mittee was ordered to investigate the matter of self-entertainment 
and report at the next session. The Bishop appointed Alfred In- 
wood, FE. P. Ryland, F. D. Mather, C. D. Lewis, and A. Ray Moore. 


‘It was further ordered that in case self-entertainment was 
decided upon, the decision as to the place should be tentative, de- 
pending upon the securing of special rates at the hotels. 
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Question 36 was asked: “Where Shall the Next Conference 
Be Held?” 


It was tentatively decided that the next session of the Con- 
ference should be held in the Orange Belt section, the final de- 
cision to rest with the District Superintendents and to be deter- 
mined by possible hotel rates and local arrangements. 


Question 19 was asked: “Who Have Withdrawn?” It was an- 
nounced that W. F. Lusk had withdrawn from the ministry. 


Question 24 was asked: “Who are the Retired Ministers?” 
The following were called, their characters passed, they were con- 
tinued in the Retired Relation and some of those present ad- 
dressed the Conference:

J. B. Green read an additional report of the Conference Board 
of Home Missions and Church Extension including the recommen- 
dations of our askings from the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension and the appropriation of money to the various 
charges. The report was adopted. 

Public Morals—B. H. Wilson read the report of the Com- 
mittee on Public Morals and it was adopted. (See report.) 

Huntington Beach—J. B. Green nominated the following as 


Directors of the Huntington Beach Methodist Assembly, the Sec- 
retary was instructed to cast the ballot and they were declared 


elected: 


F. D. Mather, Chas. H. Scott, Geo. B. Cliff, J. G. Hill, A. J. 
Visel, Chester A. Harding, and S. 5. Sampson. 
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Question 28 was asked: “What is the Statistical Report?” 


O. W. Reinius, Statistician, gave the totals of the statistical 
tables and they were received and approved. 


The District Superintendents were granted the privilege of 
printing the nominations for the Standing Committees and Boards 
for the ensuing year, including the list of thirteen laymen and 
twelve preachers to constitute the committee to care for the work 
among the soldiers of the area. 


At the request of the Cabinet a collection amounting to $358 
was taken to assist the Cabinet in making certain adjustments in 
the appointments. 


By a rising vote, the Conference extended its thanks to those 
Conference Claimants who had relinquished their claims. 


The Secretary was requested to convey greetings to the soldier 
boys of the Conference who are in the service. 


Resolutions—R. J. Taylor read the report of the Committee on 
Resolutions in which thanks were extended to the local church 
and its workers, the press, the special speakers, and to our presid- 
ing Bishop. 

Spanish and Portuguese Mission—The Conference requested 


that, if possible, a Spanish and Portuguese Mission be organized 
within this area. 


Question 29 was asked: “What is the Conference Treasurer’s 
Report?” 
M. W. Beckwith, Treasurer, read the totals of his report. 


Question 30 was asked: “What is the Aggregate of the Ben- 
evolent Collections ordered by the General Conference, as re- 
ported by the Conference Treasurer?” 


The amount was stated as $77,224. 


Question 31 was asked: “What are the claims on the Confer- 
ence Funds?” ; 


The amount was stated as $40,650. 


Question 32 was asked: “What has been received on these 
Claims, and how has it been applied?” 


The amount was stated as $29,008, of which amount $27,247 
had been apportioned to the Conference Claimants, $1101 had been 
sent to the Board of Conference Claimants at Chicago, leaving a 
small balance for needy cases. 


Question 34 was asked: “What amount has been apportioned 
to the Pastoral Charges within the Conference to be raised for 
the support of Conference Claimants?” 
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The amount was stated as $20,820. 


It was ordered that after the devotions and the reading of 
the minutes the Conference stand adjourned. 


The minutes of the afternoon session were read and approved. 


J. B. Green and C. W. Tarr, the only remaining charter mem- 
bers of the Conference, with the District Superintendents, were 
called to the platform, the charter members of the Conference led 
in prayer, the Bishop addressed the Conference and read the ap- 
pointments and the Conference adjourned with the benediction.

(a) District Superintendents 


FRESNO DISTRICT 


The preachers have had a fine year of work, and have made 
full proof of their ministry in great achievements. The bumper 
crops and high prices have enabled them to make a financial rec- 
ord, perhaps the highest in the history of the District; and the 
spiritual devotion of the men has put the divine impress on every- 
thing, and helped breathe the spirit of evangelism through all the 
activities of the church. 

Building Activities—Six new churches, one tabernacle, one 
social hall, and five parsonages have been built this year; and 
three of these churches have been built to occupy entirely new 
territory where there has never been a church before, and four 
of the parsonages are entirely new homes. 

A church valued at $2,500.00 has been built at Calwa City. 

Parlier has built a magnificent church, commodious and ele- 
gant. The building cost with furnishings $16,000. Harry Ryder 
has proven himself a master builder and community pastor in this 
splendid enterprise. ‘The church was dedicated by Geo. W. White 
of the San Francisco District on June 10th. 

It is a delight to report the success of the community church 
at Poplar. This year the Ladies’ Aid Society has built a parson- 
age costing $1,500, and the men, under the leadership of G. Brom- 
ley Oxnam, have built a church worth $6,500, and all benevolences 
paid in full. 

Sultana is building a fine cement block church to cost $6,000. 

A unique church is nearing completion at Palmdale, where 
the United Presbyterians, having no membership, sold us their 
property and surrendered the field. 


A social hall has been built on to the church at Ingomar, cost- 
ing $1,100, which is all paid for, and this makes a plant of com- 
munity proportions and utility. 


New Work—But the greatest missionary achievement of the 
year has been at Coalinga. Last fall, Don A. Allen, a superan- 
nuated member of the Des Moines Conference, was appointed to 
that field. In five months he had secured lots in the heart of the 
town for $1,200 and worth very much more. In seven months he

had a parsonage on the lots and ten months the people were 
housed in their own tabernacle. 

A new society of fourteen members has been organized by 
J. S. Walton at Seville on the Cutler Ct. 

The Church, South, had a small work at Delta View, which 
it turned over to us, and it was added to the Goshen charge. 

The Federated Congregations at Sanger have been fused into 
one blessed spiritual whole under the leadership of Brother Rice. 

Parsonage—Besides the parsonage built at Poplar, and the 
house bought and moved on to the church lots at Coalinga, three 
other homes have been provided for the preachers. 

Riverbend, early in the year, built a very neat four-roomed 
parsonage. 

Waukena has built a good country home for its preacher. 

First Church, Fresno, purchased in June a fine new parsonage 
home, two blocks and a half from the church. 

Debt Paying and Improvements—Debt paying and improve- 
ments have been the order of the day. Visalia has paid $750 on 
the debt and $550 on improvements. 

Thanks to the wise leadership of D. K. Burnham, most of the 
debt has been collected at Selma. 

Madera has fixed up its basement and made other improve- 
ments and begun a social program of community evangelism. 

The Wasco church was dedicated July 15th. 

Seventeen societies report debts paid to the amount of $8,942 
and twenty-nine societies report $33,159 paid on improvements. 

Evangelism—A fine revival at Stevenson on the Irwin Circuit 
strengthened the church. The Porterville church had a very help- 
ful revival from which P. P. Carroll reports thirty-five conversions. 

An exceptionally fine evangelistic meeting was held in First 
Church, Fresno, with Norman Guice in charge of the singing, and 
Will A. Betts his own evangelist. These meetings resulted in over 
one hundred conversions and additions to the church. This church 
has had a very fine year and reports a net increase of over one 
hundred and fifty in membership. 

Fifty-nine members have been added to the church at Poplar 
through its social evangelistic program. Lindsay also has a total 
program of church activity which is shaping the intellectual and 
social ideals of the church and community. 

Claude A. Smith has made a Boy Scout company a real arm 
of evangelism at Patterson. 

Armona has done well under W. T. Powell who has strength- 
ened its community program. E. E. Marshall has done excellent 
work at Corcoran, and M. K. Stone has done good work at Earli- 
mart. The faithful work of S. E. Winebrenner has counted in 
success at Del Rey. Delano has had an exceptionally fine year 
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under the leadership of W. A. Reynolds. H. C. Taylor has had a 
good year at Kings River. 

Benevolences—Last year just three charges raised all their 
benevolences in full, but judging from reports in my hands, nearly 
every church will make an increase this year, and many societies 
will report all benevolences taken in full. 

Thirty-three charges show a fine increase over last year for 
the W. F. M. S., and 26 charges show a fine increase for the W. 
H. M. S.; in fact 18 societies report more than the total giving of 
the District for this Society last year. 

Special Notice—The Reedley church under the pastorate of 
C. R. Montague, has doubled its membership in two years, and 
reports over $2,100 raised for benevolences. This is the first 
church on the District to pay as much for the salvation of others 
as for its own support. 

Walter C. Buckner has served six years at Tulare, and dur- 
ing that time remarkable achievements have been made. 

Harry C. Slater, who comes to us from Wisconsin Conference 
makes a splendid addition to our forces. He has captured the 
whole community of McFarland.

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Sierra Chautauqua—After several experiments in trying to 
find a permanent home for a Methodist Summer Assembly a Com- 
mittee composed of preachers of our church and’of the “Church, 
South,” and by the authority of the San Joaquin Valley Methodist 
Ministers’ Association, entered into a contract to purchase the 
Carlson resort, a delightful spot, bosomed in the rugged and 
majestic mountains and stately pines and amid the tumbling, 
rollicking, and laughing waters of the High Sierras, a place where 
the environment helps the imagination to realize itself. 


The place has been renamed “Sierra Chautauqua.” 


Our purchased and added improvements, which consist of 
hotel, store, hall, laundry, tent city and so forth, are located on 
the forest reserve, to which the government has given the Associa- 
tion an unlimited lease, and it also gives us the right to sublease 
the lots for building purposes to- our constituency, and already 
some 115 lots have been sold, and many cottages built and planned 
for. 

The Association had a most successful season this year. ‘The 
Epworth League Institute held in July kad a registration of 285, 
with over 400 camped on the grounds. At this Institute scores 
of our young people made life decisions for Christ and humanity. 
A successful Sunday School and Missionary Institute was held 
at which Hugh C. Gibson, John Hedley and Mrs. M. M. Northrup 
rendered very practical and spiritual service. 


God has blessed our labors and Christ has ministered richly 
in hearts of our people.

LOS ANGELES DISTRICT 


Great cities have ever been challenges to the Church of Christ 
and His ambassadors. ‘There are now within Los Angeles proper 
fifty-two Methodist Episcopal Churches where the preaching is 
done in English, three German Methodist Episcopal Churches, two 
Japanese, one Chinese and one Swedish. In addition to these 
churches there are the Methodist Rescue Mission, the University 
of Southern California and the Methodist Hospital. 


Churches—Our churches are for the most part well located, so 
that no citizen of Los Angeles is living more than one and one- 
half miles from a Methodist Church. Most of them are well or- 
ganized and equipped and are rendering most valuable service in 
the work of the Kingdom of Jesus Christ. 


Rescue Mission—Our Rescue Mission is located on Fifth 
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Street, along which flows an almost constant stream of humanity 
and many men and women are being saved through the work of 
the leaders of this Mission. 

Methodist Hospital—This splendid hospital ranks among the 
best in Southern California and is doing a work for humanity in 
the name of Christ that is gracious and beautiful. The near future 
will almost certainly demand the increase in the facilities and 
buildings of our hospital to care for the multitudes who seek heal- 
ing within its walls. This particular service should lie on the 
consciences of the members of the church until we shall have pro- 
vided adequate room for the demand that is made upon us. 

University of Southern California—The University of Southern 
California continues to have an ever enlarging opportunity, and 
what it accomplishes as an educational center is limited only by 
the support it receives from the church. The Methodists of South- 
ern California owe it to the State and to the Kingdom to make 
this University to be the greatest possible force for Christian edu- 
cation. When we stop to consider that approximately ninety per 
cent. of the young men coming into the ministry of the Southern 
California Conference are receiving their training at the Maclay 
School of Theology, we will realize how important this particular 
part of the University’s work is. What Maclay is to the church, 
the University at large is to the Southern part of the State. The 
very large number of teachers and physicians and men and women 
of the different professions who are to take prominence in Cali- 
fornia in the future are receiving their training at our University. 
If we meet the demand in the largest way we will build up a great 
school, shot through with the spirit of Jesus Christ and influenc- 
ing the characters of these leaders of the future. 

Statistics—In many of our churches a most heroic work has 
been done in the face of conditions that were very disturbing. Suf- 
fice it to say that the men who have served this year on the Los 
Angeles District are devoted to their Lord and to His church. 


Dedications—During the year three beautiful church buildings 
have been dedicated, two of them having been well on toward 
completion at the last Conference; Westland, St. James and Bel- 
vedere. The pastors of these churches have revealed fine wisdom in 
bringing such notable enterprises to a successful issue. They have 
led their congregations to victory under circumstances that were 
trying and difficult. 

Parsonages—During the year the First Church, Hollywood, 
has secured a beautiful parsonage and the Belvedere Church has 
reconstructed its Parish House and has made of it a very pleasant 
home for the pastor. 

Policy—Los Angeles has grown with a rapidity almost. un- 
paralleled in the history of cities. During the past fifteen years 
many new churches have been organized. It seems to be the part 
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of wisdom now to make strong, secure, some of these bodies. To 
that end special effort will be put forth. The obligation obtains in 
a marked degree to use the men and the money of the Kingdom of 
Christ in the wisest way. No longer is a denomination justifiable 
in expending men or money in unseemly rivalries or overlapping 
of work, nor*should we undertake to multiply churches except 
where the demand is evident. The denominations must more and 
more consent to act on these matters harmoniously and under 
some wise and well defined plan. 

We are endeavoring in Los Angeles to make ourselves strong 
in all strategic centers. ‘This we are bold to believe will be ac- 
complished. At the same time care is being taken in looking after 
every section of the city so that we may not fail in our duty to 
the Kingdom anywhere. ‘There is in all this work an admirable 
spirit of fraternity and Christian chivalry existing among the de- 
nominations that promises only good for the future. 

Los Angeles Missionary and Church Extension Society—This 
Society is continuing to render an invaluable service to our Metho- 
dism in Los Angeles and is planning for even larger work next 
year than it has ever been able to accomplish heretofore. ‘The 
vision of the city as it may be is coming more and more to the 
men and women who are interested in this Society, and it is reason- 
able to believe that the results of their work, large as they have 
been in the past, will be greatly increased in the years that are to 
come. 

Methodist Center—There is a rapid development as a commer- 
cial and industrial center in the section of Los Angeles bounded 
by Third street on the north, Main on the west, Washington on 
the south and Santa Fe on the east. Here are being built the 
freight terminals and many industries will center here. Within 
this section of the city are adequate public school facilities, com- 
mercialized amusement places and every form of appeal that self- 
interest makes where human life is intense. ‘There are now thous- 
ands of people living within the bounds of this parish, and as the 
industries develop their numbers will be multiplied. This is a 
parish destined to be notable on account of the work of the church 
within its bounds. Here we now have two good church buildings, 
Newman and Hamilton, the members of which are among the most 
devoted and efficient in our city, and are ready to co-operate in the 
plans that are being made for the future. 

The teeming child life and home life of this section of Los 
Angeles and the fine red-blooded class of industrial people living 
there demand of the church her best efforts. The Newman Church 
offers an admirable home for our Methodist center, and, together 
with Hamilton, would serve for the next few years for the work 
that we have in contemplation. When our new building is avail- 
able, which the liberality of Mr. J. E. Carr is to make possible for 
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us in due time, we will have found ourselves in this work and will 
be able to go forward with confidence. 


John Henry Jowett, doubtless having in mind the words of 
our Lord, urges that we treat every man as though he were Christ. 
And John Masefield sings: 


“T knew that Christ had given me birth 
To brother all the souls on earth.” 


Nowhere could the church find richer opportunity to do a great 
work than in this parish filled with peoples from many nations, and 
speaking, as yet, many tongues. It is our earnest hope that there 
may grow up there a great “CHURCH OF ALL NATIONS,” 
after the successful example that is being set for us at Morgan 
Memorial in Boston and at the Church of All Nations in the City 
of New York. 


God’s Providences—The care of a gracious Father has been 
over all our parsonage homes this year. While severe sickness has 
come to some of them, yet even that has been but a testing of our 
faith, and such testing has made'stronger our trust in God and in 
the fine bonds of the unselfish loves of home. Into but one home 
has death come during the year. Mrs. F. W. Otto, devoted wife 
and mother, died on March 24th. She was a true Christian and had 
served her Lord and her loved ones and her church with beautiful 
fidelity: 


The Sunday Campaign—Our preachers and church members 
have been and are very active in the campaign now being carried 
on under the leadership of Billy Sunday. In the work of ushering 
and of the chorus our people are doing their full share. In per- 
sonal work and the home Prayer Meetings the Methodists seem 
to have been called upon to do the major part. This is as it should 
be because of our spiritual heritage. It will be an unhappy day 
when Methodists lose the art of soul winning and of effectual inter- 
cessory prayer. 


The Campaign for Prohibition—In the present effort to rid 
Los Angeles of the saloons and certain other forms of the liquor 
evil, our people are earnestly engaged, and with fair hope of suc- 
cess. We could wish that every vestige of the liquor traffic might 
be eliminated from Los Angeles. We will lend ourselves without 
reserve to eliminate every bit of it that we can, hoping for the day 
to come when not only our city, but our country as well, will be 
free from the shame of the beverage liquor traffic. 


The Future—One should speak with reserve always of the 
future, but Los Angeles Methodism faces a great tomorrow. A 
complete Hospital, our great University, properly endowed and 
equipped, the Church of All Nations and the Methodist Mission 
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placed on a firm basis, and sustained so as to make them to become 
greater vital forces in the work of Christ in Los Angeles, the 
proper meeting of the challenge of the multitudes of Mexicans at 
our door, and a positive and constructive teaching and living and 
serving on the part of the thousands in our churches, and the bring- 
ing of multiplied thousands more to Christ—these things call upon 
us for renewed consecration and an unquestioning faith. A great 
city is our great challenge. 


And yet what of the wide world! These are incomparable days 
and never before have the words of Jesus, Our Lord, when He 
taught us to pray, “Thy Kingdom Come,” had such a content of 
meaning as we are now enabled to put into them. The church, our 
church, has a vision that reaches to the far ends of the earth. Los 
Angeles Methodism will not fail to answer the challenge of the 
city. Los Angeles Methodism will not fail to answer the challenge 
of the world need. I am persuaded that we are but getting ready 
for our mighty tomorrow. Our Lord calls us and we will answer 
with a perfect consecration. 


Ey P. RYLAND: 
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PASADENA DISTRICT 


The tasks are so many and the year has been full of problems, 
but with all of them to look back upon, we are very thankful for 
the year and for the many victories that have come to the men of 
the District, and for the fine way they have tried to meet every 
issue. It has not been a year without its sadness, for the death 
angel has visited four of our parsonage homes. ‘Three times it 
was in the homes of retired ministers, but the sorrow was none 
the less because they were not in the active service. The first call 
came to the home of Brother Don Ford, our pastor at Tropico, 
when the dear and loving companion of his heart was summoned 
to her eternal home. Her life had been so beautiful and so full of 
sunshine that even in her going there seemed to be a radiant beam 
of the divine light that could not be hid. Another wife was called 
in the person of Mrs. Henry J. Crist, the wife of one of our retired 
brothers living at South Pasadena, and with her going a beautiful 
life of usefulness was ended. And then two of the stalwart soldiers 
of the cross, two of the long time members of this Conference, who 
lived within the bounds of the Pasadena District at the time of their 
death, Col. A. B. Morrison, who began his ministry sixty-three 
years ago and who so faithfully wrought through so many years, 
dying at his home in Glendale, and I. L. Spencer, who began his 
ministry forty-one years ago and who meant much to this Confer- 
ence, passing on to his reward from his home in South Pasadena. 
Faithful had been these comrades and long will their good deeds 
remain in our memories. In each of these four cases a faithful 
companion was left to mourn and they have the sympathy of this 
entire Conference. 

Two of our force have been compelled to drop out during the 
year. E. H. Price of Puente found himself and wife both threat- 
ened with a nervous break-down and had to ask to be relieved for 
a year. C. W. Babcock, a supply from the Wyoming Conference, 
preached three times in his charge at Del Rosa on Sunday, June 
10th, and went to bed feeling as well as usual, but during the night 
he suffered a stroke of paralysis and has not since been able to 
take his work. Our sympathies go to both of these families. 

There was some confusion in the beginning of the year in all 
of our districts, owing to the change of boundary lines. The Pasa- 
dena District lost twenty-one charges from the West and North 
ends and in their place received ten new ones from the Eastern 
portion of the San Diego District. It increased the length of the 
District to about 300 miles, running from Los Angeles on the west 
to the Colorado river on the east. It worked a great hardship at 
first, but I think in another year it will scarcely be known that a 
change ever occurred. 

Building and New Work—It has not been a year of many 
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undertakings along the building line, and yet some very fine work 
has been done by those who have undertaken it. Mention was 
made last year of the contemplated building at Glendale and on 
June 10th our fine new First Church in that city was dedicated. 
The building and equipment cost $45,000 and is a gem of beauty and 
convenience. Every detail has been worked out so that every de- 
partment of the church life will be well cared for. We doubt if a 
more handsome and practical building can be found in our Confer- 
ence. 

We have been very unfortunate in the matter of fires, having 
had three that proved serious and one not so serious. On the night 
of Sunday, December 17th, after the evening service was over, our 
church at San Bernardino was burned, leaving little more than the 
walls standing. It having been built of substantial brick and the 
walls remaining unhurt, it was decided to rebuild the interior and 
add an up-to-date Sunday School department. It is almost com- 
pleted, dedication to come very soon after Conference, and when 
finished, at a cost of $20,000, will be one of the best churches in 
the Conference. It is a heroic piece of work and we all rejoice 
with them. 

Our church at Covina has surely had its share of trouble, for 
on the night of February 3rd almost the entire Sunday School 
department was destroyed by fire. They immediately began the 
construction of a splendid new department, which is double the 
size of the old one, and was nearing completion when another fire 
occurred on the night of July 19th, entirely destroying their beauti- 
ful auditorium, leaving them for a second time without a place of 
worship. They are now holding services in the Sunday School 
department and expect soon to begin the erection of their new 
auditorium. When completed they will have a new church through- 
out. It has meant great sacrifice for them, but they have met it 
without complaint. At Monrovia they had a scare of fire one Sun- 
day morning, but the damage was slight, fully covered by in- 
surance. 

Early in the year it was found that the church building at 
Ramona was not well located, so the building was moved to a new 
site a half mile south and an addition built at a cost of about $5,000. 
The building is more than three times its former size and gives 
excellent facilities for service. It is now a handsome church and 
will meet a big need in that community. 

At Upland a new Sunday School department has been built 
costing $10,0000 and will be dedicated within two weeks. It will 
be a fine addition to their church and is an up-to-date Sunday 
School department in every way. 

At Grace Church, Ontario, a new parsonage has been pur- 
chased at a cost of $1010, but valued at $2000. 

Quite a good deal of improving has been done at other places. 
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At South Pasadena the entire basement was remodeled at a cost 
of $1250. Glendora has entirely completed and equipped their new 
basement and made other improvements to the amount of $1000. 
Other churches making improvements are as follows: Alhambra, 
First, $50; Azusa, $135; Blythe, $200; Chino, $155; Cucamonga, 
$300; Lordsburg, $294; Monrovia, $250; Mountain View, $150; Lake 
Avenue, Pasadena, $260; Lincoln Avenue, Pasadena, $200; Scott 
Chapel, Pasadena, $87; Washington Street, Pasadena, $100; San 
Dimas, $300; Tropico, $35; and Victorville, $260. 


Two new Sunday Schools have been organized in the Palo 
Verde Valley, making five Sunday Schools and three preaching 
places in that valley under the direction of one pastor. 


Debt Raising—Among the most-notable victories in debt rais- 
ing this year was that of the First Church in Ontario, when they 
completely wiped out their debt of $14,000 against the church and 
have in good subscriptions sufficient to pay off all of the indebted- 
ness against the parsonage. It was a joyous day for that church. 
First Church in Alhambra reduced their debt by $3000; Marengo 
Avenue, Alhambra, have theirs entirely subscribed and $750 of it 
paid; Altadena entirely cleared theirs by paying $200; Blythe com- 
pleted theirs of $200; Ramona paid $1325; Colton, $2200; Eagle 
Rock, $100; El Monte, $500, thus clearing their entire property with 
the exception of street bonds; Glendora, $3000; Lordsburg, $2500; 
Mountain View, $375; Puente, $80; Grace, Redlands, $500; Rialto, 
$600; San Gabriel, $100; South Pasadena, $280; Upland, $1000, thus 
completing their entire debt; Chino subscribed the $800 against 
their church and all of tt has been paid; Yucaipa paid $75. 


Organizations—This has been an exceptional year in all of 
‘the organizations of the church. The women’s societies have done 
some very noble and heroic work. The men’s gospel team move- 
ment has increased in its yalue and the Every-Member Canvass 
plan has worked wonders in the finances of many of the charges. 
The Efficency Conference, put on in three places in the District 
by Bishop Leonard and his helpers, was a great uplift and stimu- 
lated many of our men to co-operate with the pastors in doing a 
most excellent work. The Sunday Schools have had a good year 
and some of the new plans put into them have brought gratifying 
results. The Epworth League movement has had a most wonderful 
year. With a fine corps of workers in the District Cabinet, they 
have gone into every league in the district and some splendid ad- 
vances have been made. The convention at Pomona with more than 
700 young people in attendance and the largest registration at the 
great institute at Huntington Beach of any district in the Confer- 
ence, show something of the fine work done by this energetic band 
- of young people. 
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Benevolences—This has been a very hard year on benevo- 
lences on account of the many extraneous collections that have been 
taken. I believe every one of these outside causes have been most 
worthy, but it has made it very difficult for some of the churches 
to meet their apportionments. Yet in spite of all this gratifying 
gains will be shown. ‘There will be gains in every item of the 
benevolences, both for the general boards and for local benevolent 
causes. We are glad to report that the district has adopted the 
Parish Abroad Plan for our giving to foreign missions. The whole 
district has taken for its field of operations seven stations in for- 
eign lands and a fine interest is being manifested. Each church 
in the district is taking some part in the great task set before us 
and will receive reports direct from their own field, and every 
quarter the District Superintendent is to send information to each 
church about the work in each of the fields, thus widening the 
vision of the whole district. The plan is ready for operation im- 
mediately after Conference. 


Patriotism—It has been said that the Methodist Church can 
always be counted upon when a patriotic duty is before her. I 
am sure this is a correct statement, and when I tell you that the 
churches of the Pasadena District have sent more than 300 boys 
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out of her membership into the service, besides many from the 
Sunday School, you can well understand that that statement is 
true. Besides this there has been contributed by the churches of 
the District more than $3000 for the Red Cross besides large 
amounts for the Y. M. C. A. and for the Board of Home Missions 
for its army work. 


Evangelism—Revival fires have burned all over the District 
this year. More of the men have done their own preaching than 
for a long time. Some held four and five week meetings, and while 
some of them did not have a great many conversions, the churches 
were greatly strengthened. More than five hundred conversions 
have been reported. The Superintendent gave four months of his 
time to this work and God greatly blessed his efforts. It is one 
of the pleasures of life to go back to-some of the charges and have 
some tell you that they have been having a good time since the 
night they answered the invitation and gave themselves to Jesus 
Christ. For all of these blessings I would like to return most 
hearty thanks. 


In conclusion permit me to say that I wish I had the time and 
space to mention some of the heroic services rendered by the men 
and women of our parsonage homes during this year. It has been 
a hard year for many of them on account of the high cost of living 
and the low salaries received. But they have not complained. With 
the finest devotion to the cause, with the sweetest of spirit under 
heavy trials, they have pressed on and given the message as be- 
cometh a true servant of God. They have shown the finest spirit 
toward their Superintendent and never once has there been one 
word spoken that hurt or marred the good feeling. We cannot 
thank them enough for their spirit of loyalty. May God bless 
every one of them is my prayer.

SAN DIEGO DISTRICT 


Every item of interest pertaining to the San Diego District 
was turned over to me in the finest condition by my predecessor, 


Alfred Inwood. Happily for me, this splendid man did his work 
well. 


During the year I have traveled about sixteen thousand miles 
in the discharge of my official duties, by automobile alone. In 
this company of Methodist Preachers, I have no desire to suggest 
that Bishop Asbury is in peril of losing his laurels as the “Apostle 
of the Long Road.” Mileage, however, is not everything. “The 
Kingdom of God cometh not by observation.” This cannot be

said of the Superintendent of the San Diego District, for his method 
of arrival is by automobile with the cut-out wide open. 

It were well to recall the “Efficiency Conferences.% I am of 
the opinion that the minister writing to me concerning them was 
correct in his estimate when he said: “Nothing as big as this has 
struck this Conference for years.” They marked with many of 
our churches, a new epoch. 

The Epworth League Institute held at Huntington Beach was 
an enthusiastic success. Nearly a thousand registrations marked 
the high tide of young people’s institutes in Southern California. 
I shall be greatly disappointed if next year there is not in attend- 
ance fifteen hundred of these wonderful Epworth Leaguers of our 
Conference. 

The Camp Meeting was not up to the expectation of those 
who have it in charge. “To be, or not to be,” is the question that 
ought to be settled concerning this time-honored institution of 
our Church. 

Churches Dedicated—At San Jacinto, under the pastorate of 
Brother S. A. Smith, the enterprise started some years ago, but 
halted for a period, has been completed and a-beautiful building 
was dedicated, with no debt save the loan granted by the Church 
Extension Society-of thirty-five hundred dollars. 

Down at Imperial Beach where Brother Straw, a superannuated 
preacher, supplies, “Love’s Labor’ found expression in a neat and 
comfortable building. To this church was granted a donation of 
one-hundred dollars by the Church Extension Society, all else was 
the gift of a people with little means, but with big loving hearts. 

Churches Remodeled and Reopened—At Coronado, the build- 
ing was moved one-half block and remodeled at a cost of some- 
thing like eighteen hundred dollars, the additional expense of the 
lot being five hundred dollars. In February, Bishop Leonard re- | 
opened and dedicated this commodious place of worship. 

The total debt now on the property is one thousand: dollars, 
partly provided: for by subscription. 

Paid on Debts and Improvements—Calexico, $420; Chula Vista, 
$633; Corona, $5,500; El Centro, $1,450; Fairmont, $225; Hunting- 
ton Beach, $1,000; Imperial, $275; La Habra, $500; La Mesa, $600; 
Murrietta, $125; Mission Hills, $1,510; National City, $700; New- 
port and Harper, $200; Oceanside, $640; Perris, $135; Richland 
Ave., $825; Santee, $320; Taylor, $122. 

Property Purchased—Anaheim purchased a beautiful parson- 
age at a cost of five thousand dollars on the main avenue of that 
fine center, and now the pastor and his family are happy in this 
new and commodious home. 

At Normal Heights we have taken over the Civic Center Build- 
ing. It is a fine*property, valued with the ground, at four thou- 
sand dollars. The purchase price was fifteen hundred dollars. 
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We needed a parsonage at La Mesa, and the Trustees were 
offered a delightful home for seventeen hundred dollars, and they 
promptly bought it, so that now we have a goodly parsonage all 
furnished for the pastor who serves that people. 


By the will of Joseph Clegg, an honored member of Fairmont 
Church, there is available soon a gift of five hundred dollars for 
use by that society. 


From the reports sent me by the pastors, there will be a sub- 
stantial increase in many of the churches to the benevolent causes. 
No pastor has reported decreased collections. 


The revival spirit has prevailed throughout the District, and 
evangelistic services have been held in almost all of the charges. 


Military Cantonments—Fourteen miles from San Diego is sit- 
uated one of the great military camps of the nation. With Dean 
Healy, I made a visit to Camp Kearney to investigate conditions 
there. Later with some of the Methodist Preachers of San Diego 
I went again on this mission. ‘This was the result of the investi- 
gation: 


The urgent necessity on the part of our own Church to enthusi- 
astically interest itself, through the organized channels, in the 
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Boys in Khaki, who are to maintain the manhood, the morals, the 
democracy and love of the great Republic on European battle 
fields. The ablest men of our Church ought to be sent to work 
among, and speak to these men on matters pertaining to patriot- 
ism, the plane of noble living, and holy doing. 


Changes in Pastorates—One change in pastorate has taken 
place during the year. The fascination of a New England pastor- 
ate caught R. D. Hollington of First Church, San Diego, in its 
glittering snare, and in his stead came Lincoln A. Ferris from the 
Baltimore Conference. Already this brotherly pastor has won the 
hearts of his.people, and wide recognition in the city. 


Special Mention—First, the Spanish and Mexican work. If I 
were called upon to designate what I deem to be the most im- 
portant feature of our Conference task, I would unhesitatingly 
answer, the Spanish and Mexican work. I am not certain that I 
would not have it take precedence in one or two instances over 
our regular work in importance, and demanding immediate atten- 
tion. Calexico, where lies Mexicali a dump heap on her doorstep 
just over the Mexican line, should at once have a pastor appointed. 
With Vernon M.McCombs last spring, I went over the situation, 
and it developed a condition which, to say the least, is startling. 
This Conference should give Brother McCombs better support in 
his work than it has in the past. Our young people are a large 
factor in the help given to this arm of our Conference trust. The 
romance attached to missionary effort among the Latin-speaking 
people of South America, takes hold of the Epworth Leaguers 
with goodly zest. That is well; but it is this problem with its 
tragedy in our own dooryard which it were well for us to do our 
best to solve. Why should we not give this man, with an all-con- 
suming passion for his work, every help we can? 

Second, our Indian Mission. Sometime there is a flower hid- 
den so far away in the dense foliage, that we lose sight of its 
beauty. Perhaps we have forgotten that Brother Crouch has one 
of the largest parishes in the Conference. His is the opportunity 
of ministering to two thousand Indians; one thousand on the Yuma 
Reservation, and an equal number of Cocaphas, a nomadic tribe 
which has forsaken Mexican soil and has asked the privilege of 
becoming a ward of the United States. 

Third, Sunday Schools: When we forget to put full emphasis 
on this phase of our task, we fail to recognize the widest door for 
evangelism opened in these days to the Church. Brother Gibson 
should be given the greatest possible opportunity to put into 
effect his plans in this direction. 

Fourth, Special Increases. B. S. Haywood will report from 
Riverside First Church an increase in collections over last year of 
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$1,000. He will also report a special gift of $5,000 for the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society. H. W. Peck comes with an increase 
over last year of $2,300 for these causes. This is the First Church 
Santa Ana’s big drive and advance. 

Fifth, New Preaching Apportionments. We have opened up 
new preaching places in several localities. Delt Mar is a beautiful 
seaside resort on the highway to San Diego. Brother Minney, 
pastor at Cardiff, has begun services here with prospects of good 
success. At Roseville, a point in San Diego, Brother Simmonds, 
as supply,-has organized a Sunday School and given the people a 
preaching service once each Sabbath. Out in Imperial Valley, 
Brother Carpenter, supplying the Seeley charge, has established 
not less than a half-dozen new preaching places_among the sand 
dunes of that far-famed section. Of one thing J am certain—that 
God will take care of the church-that will take care of the for- 
saken and seemingly forgotten portions of the land. 

In three instances death has cast its shadow over the threshold 
of parsonage life in San Diego District. To the father of Howard 
Clark, our pastor at El Centro, the angel came late in the spring- 
time and took him home where: 

“Sweet fields beyond the swelling flood 
Stand dressed in living green.” 

Engaged in Red Cross work in her father’s parish, the daugh- 
ter of J. C. Livingstone, pastor at High Grove, was taken ill. Re- 
covering somewhat, hopes were entertained that she would recover 
fully, but the relapse came and this beautiful girl—beautiful in 
person, character and life—went out where the cross is not red 
but forever white as the light of God. Lonely now is the father’s 
heart in High Grove parsonage. With the falling of a scaffold on 
which he was working, the nineteen year old son of T. H. Wilkin- 
son came to his death. A noble boy who won the confidence and 
love of all. I met him in the parsonage life, and was immediately 
impressed with his manly bearing. The gloom of this tragedy 
will not soon be lifted from Brother and Sister Wilkinson’s hearts, 
though they bear it heroically. With them, however, His Grace is 
sufficient. To these three afflicted homes go the sympathy and 
prayers of hundreds of loving friends.

LONG BEACH DISTRICT 


As this is the first report of this new district, a few facts about 
its general character may not be out of place. It is a strip of 
territory, about 350 miles long, practically all of which is on the 
coast, great both in its present achievements, and its future possi- 
bilities. The year has been one of shadows, of sunshine and vic- 
tory, but nowhere of defeat. 
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On Easter morning, C. H. Lawrence, our pastor at Ventura, 
slipped away to join the Church of the First-born. Courteous, 
scholarly, a born gentleman, an intensely evangelical preacher, 
utterly devoted to Christ, burning with a passion to win men to 
his Saviour, such was Charles H. Lawrence. I was exceedingly 
fortunate in securing Frank C. Edwards to take the place thus 
made vacant, and he has carried on the work begun by Brother 
Lawrence, with marked success. 

Long Beach District, no doubt, holds the conference record in 
reporting the birth of five babies in our parsonages this year. The 
happy fathers are: G. B. Traveller, F. C. Buck, J. Gabrielson, H. B. 
McFarland, and J. E. Engle. 

Early in human history, God said, “It is not good for man to 
be alone.” Two of my young preachers have heeded that injunc- 
tion, and have acted accordingly: J. Crawford Trotter, and Will 
Schubert. 

Outstanding Achievements—By a singular coincidence one 
of my first duties was the dedication of a new church at Romie on 
the Greenfield circuit, Nov. 12th, 1916, for it was from this very 
circuit I was recommended for Admission on Trial into the South- 
ern California Conference. Leon W. Moore, the pastor there has 
had a good year. A revival interest has been manifested, and a 
gain of 22 in the membership made. 

New work has been commenced by E. B. Yost in the Lock- 
wood district, Monterey Co., a most spiritually destitute and 
neglected part of this District. 

Paso Robles has had a year of great victory under the leader- 
ship of C. J. Oleson; a large gain in benevolences, and an increase 
of 34 in the membership is reported. At San Luis Obispo the 
church has long been under a crushing debt; this year the Ladies’ 
Aid Society undertook to carry the interest, which was a dollar a 
day, and collected 17 tons of paper as one means to raise the 
money. Brother Saylor undertook to raise $1,000 a year for the 
debt. A subscription of over $3,000 was secured, and the first one 
thousand has been paid. 

The Arroyo Grande camp-meeting took on new life this year. 
The way was well prepared by a gracious revival at Arroyo Grande 
earlier in the year. A deep spiritual influence pervaded all its 
sessions, and best of all souls were converted, believers strength- 
ened, and that whole section of our work has felt its influence. 

At Shandon, J. H. Amis, pastor, the parsonage has been fin- 
ished at an outlay of $250. 

‘At Lompoc, one of its laymen has given $1,000 as a special 
gift for Home and Foreign Missions. 

First Church, Long Beach. Under the leadership of its pastor, 
J. A. Geissinger has wiped out its entire indebtedness of $30,000. 
It has given this year about $15,000 for the benevolences, besides 
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neatly $29,000 for annuities. A new dining hall, new indirect light- 
ing system, new gallery exits, and other improvements have been 
made at an expense of $6,000, and the total amount laid on God’s 
altar for all purposes this year, is over $94,000. Nor is this alll, 
The gifts of this Official Board made possible the continuance of 
the work at Seal Beach, this year, and the great Sunday School 
class of H. S. Taggart has raised a fund for an Evangelistic Cam- 
paign this coming winter, that will touch every weak charge on 
this District, and a committee of three leading laymen has been 
appointed to look over the whole local field, and plan a program 
for the Methodism of the future. 

A similar victory has been achieved by Grace Church, Long 
Beach, under the leadership of its efficient and-popular pastor, J. 
W. Neely. A debt-paying campaign was instituted early in the 
summer, and on Sept. 3rd, at an anniversary service, the mortgage 
was burned, and the entire indebtedness of $12,000 was wiped out. 
This church reports a gain of 70 in its membership, the largest in 
the District, and an advance in its benevolent offerings over last 
year of $500. 

Trinity, Long Beach, has also kept up with the procession, 
wiping out $1,200 indebtedness. Brother C. V. Cowan, its pastor, 
comes before this conference to ask for a change of relation. 

Santa Paula, C. H. M. Sutherland, pastor, has paid off its entire 
indebtedness of $1,200, and at the Efficiency Conference, in the 
presence of Bishop Leonard, burned up its mortgage, while Bards- 
dale, C. B. Allen pastor, reports $1,705 for the regular benevolences, 
$700 gain over last year, and $920 for special, making a total $2,625 
or ian average of over $19 per member for that charge. 

Burbank, J. P. Barker, pastor, has purchased a fine new site 
upon which in the near future a church will be built in keeping 
with the need of this rapidly growing community. 

Chatsworth, F. D. Mather, pastor, has renovated its church 
building at an expense of $800, largely as the result of the work 
of the consecrated women of that place. At North Lankershim 
lots have been donated by the Janss Realty Co., through the kind- 
ness of Dr. Harwood, a retired Congregationalist minister and 
plans will soon be under way for the erection of a building there. 
At Van Nuys, W. L. Miller, pastor, a debt of $1,000 has been paid 
off their church property, and the second largest gain in church 
membership reported. At Owensmouth, at the beginning of this 
years, we had one of the problems of the Conference. A Federated 
church had been formed, taking ina large part of our membership. 
No wiser appointment could have been made than that of Geo: R. 
Graff to this field. With rarest skill he has saved the day for the 
church in that rich, growing community. At Lennox Ave., Ingle- 
wood, G. A. Hunt, pastor, $700 were spent in needed improve- 
ments, and a subscription covering this amount and also the entire 
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indebtedness on the property was taken, Brother Hunt has also 
opened up work at Inglewood Acres. First Church, Inglewood, 
FE. Sedweek, pastor, also paid off $1,500 indebtedness. The Lyn- 
wood-Bellflower work deserves more than passing notice. Through 
a comity arrangement we withdrew from Bellflower, and the Pres- 
byterians from Lynwood. J. E. Engle, our pastor there, has greatly 
endeared himself to this new community, the membership in- 
creased, a Sunday School enrollment of 120 secured, a new Sunday 
School re-opened in the Belle-Vernon district, just south of Lyn- 
wood. Time fails me to tell of Downey, Will Schubert, pastor, 
which has paid off its entire indebtedness, and has had the revival 
fires burning throughout the entire year; of Venice, R. E. Stark, 
pastor, where dens of evil have been ferreted out, places closed 
under the Red-light Abatement Law and 1,100 dry votes cast even 
there through having a live-wire community-serving Methodist 
preacher; and Redondo put in the Dry Column, forever to stay 
there, largely the result of John Hedley, whose church stands on 
the honor-roll in all its benevolences; and Whittier, where Geo. 
B. Cliff has led that church in every department of its work to the 
year of great victory; and of Huntington Park, where Alfred 
Hughes, its pastor, has been everlastingly at it, and achieved re- 
sults not surpassed in any District in our Conference; and of Avery 
of Tejunga, whom no years can superannuate, travelling 1,800 
miles and receiving a salary of $60, that he may hold that section 
to God and Methodism, and forty others whose names I have not 
time to mention, who have lived and loved and labored and served, 
that the Kingdom of our Christ might come to the Long Beach 
District. From many of our parsonages and from all of our 
Churches, the boys have gone forth marching to the colors; 31 
from First Church, Long Beach, alone. W. G. Barron, J. W. 
Neely, F. M. Clark, C. V. Cowan, all have boys who volunteered 
for the service. Two of our young preachers have heard that call 
—Oliver W. Bell, recently recommended for admission to Con- 
ference and Frank Matthews, our pastor at Woodcrest, who was 
relieved of the work that he might enter the service. 

The Efficiency Conferences have borne good fruit on this Dis- 
trict. Seventy-seven weeks of special meetings have been held. 
We shall report a splendid gain in membership, a large increase 
in the benevolences, as well as $60,000 raised on debt, and $15,000 
on improvements. 

The Woman’s Work on the District, is most prosperous. The 
Ladies’ Aid Societies have raised $12,000, the W. H. M. S. have 
raised $6,407, the W. F. M. S. have raised $9,032, an increase of 
$3,024 over last year’s gifts from the same churches. 

The Sunday School work on the District is undoubtedly the 
most encouraging of all our departments of service. Sunday School 
Institutes were held in seven different parts of the District, led by 
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H. C. Gibson, and with few exceptions the Sunday Schools of the 
District have a high grade of efficiency and devotion. 

And now I cannot close without a word of appreciation for the 
kindness shown me, personally, during the year. We, of the Long 
Beach District have not done all we thought to do this year, but 
we have done our best.

SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE DISTRICT 


Making men more precious than gold. (Isa. 13:12) 

Over the gateway of an old English college, one reads the in- 

scription: 

“Gold of head that will not lie; 

Gold of heart that will not die.” 
and that motto might fittingly be written over the portals of our 
Mexican and Portuguese missions and schools, for a divine al- 
chemy is there going on, which is “making a man more precious 
than fine gold.” 

Officially, our field is coincident with this good Conference, 
which in size equals seven Belgiums, all of England and Scotland, 
or one third of all Germany. If we include Lower California which 
has been left to us who can best get at it, our actual field is as 
large as Spain or Italy plus Portugal, or nearly six Panamas—a 
vast task with laborers few. 

Our District now has 22 salaried workers, 21 regular preach- 
ing places and outstations, and 8 Epworth Leagues. During the 
year the workers have dealt with more than 7800 Latin Ameri- 
cans in 45 different communities. We have 345 full members, an 
increase of 25% and 220 preparatory members—this notwithstand- 
ing 224 who have joined American churches or been lost by death, 
removal or sin. There have been 170 converts. $357 have been 
given to benevolences, an increase of 86%, $1016 to self-support, an 
increase of 28%, and $1498 total giving, an increase of 42%. Our 
workers have during the year made 27,000 visits, sold 585 Bibles 
and given 1321 copies of the Silent Missionary, 17,500 tracts, trav- 
eled 59,000 miles and written 12,000 letters. 

Anaheim, Fullerton and Placentia—Enrique Narro and his en- 
ergetic family have had fine success with more than 50% advance 
in full members, Sunday school scholars and total giving. New 
Sunday schools are regularly held now in Fullerton and Placentia. 
There are now 35 full members and 34 probationers, 15 converts, 
among them a bandit who took part in the Christmas exercises 
this year. The most significant event of the year was the dedica- 
tion of the new church by Bishop Leonard on a week day after- 
noon, October 7th. The Bishop, from his unique experience in the 
Latin world was able to make the services very impressive. At 
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the close he raised nearly sufficient funds for a parsonage, which 
is to be built on the fine lot where the beautiful Kittle Memorial 
Mexican Church now stands. Rosa Narro, one of our three dea- 
coness girls from San Francisco, has been a great aid to her father 
and mother. The Deaconess Training School, under Dr. Willis’ 
fine direction, is making these young Mexican women more prec- 
ious than gold. No real grip for God will ever be gotten upon 
Latin America until her womanhood is reached, and nobody can 
reach them like these Spanish deaconess girls. 

Hanford, Tulare and Ingomar—Jose L. Tavares has had some 
significant results in the midst of his pioneer efforts to solve a 
great California problem, viz: to help God make the incoming mul 
titudes of Portuguese into men and women who will be more 
precious than the gold they are making and hoarding. During the 
year 22 Portuguese and Mexicans have decided for God. 


Long Beach and Zaferia—Alfonso Sanchez and wife have al- 
ready organized regular meetings in two centers. The Sunday school, 
night school and sewing classes are well attended. The pastor has 
made 500 visits to over 150 different Mexicans, has given 300 helps 
of food or clothing to 45 different needy ones. The benevolences 
are raised in full and they have won three bright converts in this 
Conference city. 

Los Angeles, Plaza and Bloom Street—We are glad to report 
real progress; 20% increase in members, 15 converts, 11 baptisms, 
$320.00 given in self support, $20.00 for Foreign Missions on Self- 
Denial Sunday, and $557.00 total giving are facts of really thrilling 
character. The benevolences are more than up in full. Brother 
Sein is still handicapped by being bottled up in the little dark hall 
which will not seat all his members. ‘The nine Sunday school 
classes jam into these quarters, some sitting on the platform. The 
meetings held, however, are radiant; the members have $191.00 in 
the bank toward the new Plaza Church. Very important are the 
Plaza meetings Sunday afternoons when Brother Sein addresses ~ 
from 100 to 300 Mexicans upon live questions, such as: Socialism 
and Religion; Machines and Men; The Goddess Reason; The 
Battle Against Alcohol; Is the Bible Immoral? Herbert Sein is 
the first from our Spanish and Portuguese District to -enter 
U. S. C. He is preparing for the ministry. 

Women Who Are More Precious Than Fine Gold—Mrs. Vin- 
cent, the J. O. C. missionary, is doing a wonderful work minister- 
ing during the year to over 300 different Latin Americans, going 
like the “little mother’ as the Mexicans call her, to hospitals and 
needy homes, giving out food and clothing and nearly $50.00 in aid 
of the utterly poor. She mails the 3000 El Mexicanos each quarter. 

Employment was found in two weeks for about 250. There is 
a steady stream of people in chronic emergency and the the task is 


growing. 
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We have not time to tell of the utterly faithful labors of 
Berta Wright, Esther Turner and Mabel Holly, who are working 
hours beyond the California alloted day for women and pushing on 
this work. We want to make special mention of Maria Soto, who 
is now our Bible woman in Los Angeles, having finished a year 
in San Francisco National Training School. The Plaza congre- 
gation are paying $12.00 monthly for her traveling expenses. 

Pasadena—Pasadena has had a good year, entertaining the 
great District Efficiency Conference in January along with our 
first District Conference and then a big Sunday school and Young 
People’s Convention, May 10-13. The total giving has been $365. 
Deaconess Adela Chavez has come from El Paso and the congre- 
gation is paying $5.00 monthly for their deaconess. The work in 
Pasadena is reaching out remarkably into all the community life— 
Day Nursery, employment in the packing houses, the City Wel- 
fare Bureau, and the heretofore sporadic Mexican philanthropy. 


Puente and El] Monte—Miguel Narro has already reached some 
120 different persons with the Gospel in Puente, has sold 10 Bibles, 
has given away 123 Bibles and portions. Pastor Narro is being 
‘Supported by friends in Puente and Trinity Church, Pomona. 

' Rivera and Olinda—The work at Rivera and Olinda and the 
other points of the circuit, where there are now 21 members, some 
of whom but a short time since were far from God, would be 
dmpossible without the support of the Olinda Epworth League 
gifts and the remarkably fine personal co-operation of the Whittier 
Epworth League and Brotherhood. ‘This little mission has raised 
all its benevolences and given $14.00 in self support. A pretty fair 
record for a young pastor, Emilio Hernandez, who seven years ago 
‘was an illiterate, gambling peon, but who is now on trial in our 
Conference and reads, writes and speaks with almost equal facil- 
ity in two languages. 

Santa Ana, El Modena and Westminster—It has been a year 
of fiery trial for this preacher, Brother Vicente Mendoza, who 
‘came from the greatest pastorates in Mexico and several years’ 
service as editor of the Mexican Advocate, to breast the problems 
‘and. heartaches of our work. Saddest of all was the death of his 
wife and the mother of four children. The touch of organization and 
culture is seen in all Mendoza’s work. The Orange County friends, 
led by Orange and Santa Ana, have secured a Ford for the cir- 
cuit, by means of which Brother Mendoza is now able with his 
talented family to minister to Garden Grove and Delhi and to 
‘serve better the mother charge. There have been 23 converts, to- 
tal giving doubled, also benevolences, which are up in full, 


San Fernando Valley—This new circuit has made a steady ad- 
vance through the year. The pastor, Brother Flores, has sup- 
‘ported his family of five with a salary of $8.00 monthly and 
through the work of his hands. He has had 36 converts, 13 bap- 
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tisms and has preached the Gospel by means of his bicycle through- 
out the whole length of the Valley. 

Santa Paula, Fillmore and Ventura—On Faster, at the close 
of the sermon 43 of those thousand Mexicans in Santa Paula decided 
for God and were baptized and received into the Church by Pastor 
Antonio Jiminez. We held a Quarterly Conference in the fruit 
season when some of even the American Churches were closed, 
but there was a large audience of Mexicans. 


The Ventura County Spanish Board have assumed a budget 
which included the purchase of an auto, which makes possible an 
efficient ministry to all the surrounding country including Moor- 
park, Piru and Nordhoff. During the year the Mexicans of Santa 
Paula promptly paid their share in buying the lot upon which 
we hope soon to build a parsonage. Some hint as to the success 
of the Santa Paula Circuit is seen in the fact that a prominent Con- 
gregationalist there recently, after careful investigation, said that 
he was so much impressed with what had been done in Santa 
Paula that he wanted to give a thousand dollars to the Plaza In- 
stitutional Church of Los Angeles. Mr. Whiteside, prominent in 
the county, says, “For the amount of money invested I believe that 
the results from the Spanish Work in Ventura County are greater 
than those from any other Christian work in the county.” 

Spanish-American Institute—The report of the President of 
the Board to the Conference will show a fine financial condition 
with three new buildings erected. Forty-four Mexican boys and 
one Portuguese boy are being made more precious than fine gold. 
The tuition has been increased to $10.00 monthly. There is now 
room in the new building for twenty more boys. Words can never 
be found to express the debt we owe to Frank S. Wallace as Pres- 
ident of the Institute Board who so earnestly labors and gener- 
ously gives in this great enterprise. We are glad to refer with 
praise to the W. H. M. S. Frances De Pauw Industrial School for 
Mexican girls in Hollywood, where sixty beautiful girls are being 
trained in a wonderful way for a companion service to that of the 
boys of our Institute. 

Northern California Opened—Sacramento and San Francisco 
are the circuit of Francisco Olazabal, who was transferred at the 
last Conference. It is inspiring to have Latin-American services 
in our capital city and in the famous old metropolis of San 
Francisco, where our deaconess girls are helping to develop two 
fine missions. Brother Olazabal has already organized a class in 
San Francisco with 22 full members and a good list of proba- 
tioners. 

The Border: Calexico—One of the high-lights of the year was. 
the exploration of the Imperial Valley as a guest of Doctor Ras- 
mus. Calexico is the center from which to work godless Lower 
California. Across the barbed wire fence lies Mexicali where they 
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assemble in troops in the harlots’ houses. We have a fine young 
lay preacher at Calexico. Brother Ore has persuaded his people 
to put $100 in their budget for the border missionary. So, at last, 
we are occupying the border where the devil has certainly sported 
undisturbed these decades past. 

Plaza Institutional Church—-There is a growing conviction that 
the hour has struck for launching the Plaza Church. The birthday 
of the Plaza Church was really the 13th of last October, when 
Bishop Leonard delivered his masterly lecture on “The Church and 
the Unemployed” to a great audience in the Trinity Auditorium. 
The receipts were well up toward $1000.00 Prominent Mexicans 
and American officials were present. The Bishop made a com- 
manding statement concerning the enterprise. Several good con- 
tributions followed. On January first the lot was purchased, af- 
ter having secured subscriptions more than totaling its cost of 
$26,700.00 Subscriptions of money and property total to date $40,- 
182.00. A strong Methodist Board of Latin-American Missions is 
seriously at the enterprise. It has caught the imagination of the 
Board-of Home Missions. They have given us their word that the 
next gift from the Opportunity Fund will unquestionably be $15,- 
000.00 at least for the Plaza Church. Meanwhile, the program 
is well begun. Hundreds of Relief Bags are being placed in homes 
and churches to receive supplies of every sort. The department 
of employment has found work for hundreds. A printing press 
has been promised us. The clinic, with three doctors and a Mexi- 
can nurse and other attendants is crowded with sufferers who are 
also supplied with clothing at small cost and with Gospel mes- 
sages and song while awaiting their treatment. Leading physi- 
cians and other professional men of Los Angeles eagerly await the 
Plaza Church in order to render service to the suffering Mexicans 
whom they may not admit to their offices without damage to 
their practice. During the year we have been interviewed by two 
prominent Mexicans of Los Angeles who have heard of our work 
and desire to learn more of it. They speak in highest terms of the 
plans for the Plaza Church. : 


What would bring to pass the Plaza Church? If each charge 
of this Conference will send in subscriptions averaging $2.00 per 
member, payable during the year, you will see before next Con- 
ference the Plaza Church rising commandingly where the ways 
part in the heart of Los Angeles. We ought to hasten at this; 
other foreigners are coming. They soon learn Spanish. The 
growth of our marvelous metropolis will soon place us in the 
plight of foreigner-swamped New York, Boston and Philadelphia. 

We Christian American Churches are the Mother of these 
Latin-Americans whom we call Mexicans. From us they got their 
birth in liberty and progress; they must look to us for life eter- 
nal. While we are watching the bear-pit of vice all about us, this 
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child of ours is slipping away and is being torn to pieces. Once 
more I bid you, verify this by visiting jails, hospitals and those 
huts of the lowly. How many of you pastors will meet the chal- 
lenge of an average of a least $2.00 a member from your charges 
for the Plaza Church? God waits the time when He through us 
may make them more precious than even the fine gold of your gen- 
erous sacrifices.

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(b) Reports of Standing Committees 


COMMISSION ON FINANCE 


Organized under the alternative plan, as per Section 328 of the 
Discipline 


The best, easiest and quickest way to the desirable things in 
church finance, is the budget plan with the every-member canvass, 
together with the systematic giving secured by the duplex envelope 
system. 

The adoption of the alternative plan, and the creation of the 
Commission on Finance as provided in Section 328 of the Discip- 
line, was an adaptation of the budget plan, the units in this case 
being individual churches and not individual members of the 
church. 

This Commission met October 6th, 1917, in the First Metho- 
dist Church of Los Angeles, and organized by the election of E. P. 
Clark as Chairman, and Chas. E. Carver as Secretary, and created 
an Executive Committee consisting of Dr. E. P. Ryland, W. F. 
Cronemiller, and the President and Secretary. Dr. J. B. Green 
was elected Treasurer of the Commission, and his office made the 
office of the Commission. 

It was the judgment of your Commission: 

(1) That all District Superintendents’ salaries should be 
equal; 

(2) That all apportionments for these three items for Minis- 
terial support; i. e., Bishops support, Conference Claimants, and 
District Superintendents’ support, should pass through one cen- 
tral treasurer's office, and that the District Superintendents’ sal- 
aries should be paid out of that office; 


(3) That the District Superintendents should receive their 
salaries monthly; 


(4) That the local churches should be asked to remit their 
apportionments monthly; 

(5) That by reason of the various types of churches—some 
having a small membership and a comparatively large paying 
ability, and others a large membership with a comparatively small 
paying ability—a more equitable apportionment would result if 
one-half was on the basis of membership and the other half on 
the basis of salaries paid pastors. 


These are the standards toward which your Commission has 
worked. 


But just as every official board or local church should do with 
its pastor, so did we with the District Superintendents, We 
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authorized them to draw on the Treasurer on the tenth of every 
month for their salaries. 


Owing to the great inconvenience to which many pastors and 
benevolent treasurers are put in securing half a dozen different 
money-orders or drafts in remitting as many items of their benev- 
olent funds to their several benevolent boards, it is the recom- 
mendation of your Commission that there should be an all-the-year- 
around general office and General Treasurer in this Conference to 
whom all benevolent funds should be sent monthly. 


Furthermore, this plan will enable this General Treasurer to 
gather up out of the various charges, early in the year, the in- 
numerable small items of benevolent funds and forward their total 
in substantial amounts to the several General Boards, and there 
put them to work, and not have those items lying idle in the local 
Treasurer’s hands until the end of the Conference year. 


It is the recommendation of this Commission that its office at 
501 Exchange Building, Los Angeles, be the place to which all 
benevolent funds should be remitted, and that the Treasurer of 
the Commission be the Treasurer to receive and forward these 


funds.

Report No. 3—It is the recommendation of this Commission 
that hereafter only one Conference-wide financial campaign shall 
be put on in any one year, and that the Conference itself shall de- 
cide what that campaign shall be. Your Commission further rec- 
ommends that hereafter any such Conference-wide campaign shall 
be first submitted to this Commission for their approval and rec- 
ommendation to the Conference.

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Report No. 5—This Commission has been designated by the 
Conference as the Commission on Finance, and special powers 
have been delegated to it. These powers have to do with the ad- 
ministration and conservation of certain funds. Into this Com- 
mission you have just merged another Commission, which under 
the splendid leadership of Robert J. Taylor has been doing a vital 
work. By methods educational, this other Commission has been 
planting the seed and cultivating the ground from which these 
funds grow. ‘This is fundamental, and the results attained should 
be conserved and the work carried on. 

By means of a questionaire sent to Pastors and District Super- 
intendents, this other Commission has been gathering information 
as to the general use of the financial plan, and as to the results 
that came from such use. From the information so gathered, a 
survey of the Conference has been made with the following re- 
sult: 

It was the almost unanimous opinion that the use of the finan- 
cial plan 

First—Increased the benevolences; 

Second—In many cases increased the pastor’s salary; 

Third—In a number of cases helped raise the church debt; 

Fourth—Brought a real awakening and developed the spiritual 
life of the church. 

And yet, in spite of this testimony, out of 274 charges in the 
Conference, only 123 are using the plan, 67 are using it in part, and 
87 make no pretence whatever of using it. 

In view of the above, your Committee would recommend that 
the three representatives from each District on this Commission 
be a Committee in that District, whose special business it shall be 
under the leadership of the District Superintendent to see that 
every charge in the District puts into practical operation the new 
financial plan; they to aid and assist in the organization of any 
charge where it seems necessary so to do, or where they are called 
upon for assistance.

COMMISSION ON SOCIAL SERVICE 


It is with a profound sense of the present strait of the world 
that your Commission brings its report this year, 

.No one can be indifferent to the human anguish in the world 
in such a time as this, to the broken homes, the troubled hearts, 
the shaking foundations and the disturbed conditions of human 
thinking. 

We are clear that this is no time for hesitation or equivoca- 
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tion. It is a time for sacrificial action. It is a time for heroic serv- 
ice on the part of all of us. And it is a matter for general con- 
gratulation that in such a time as this thousands and millions of 
men have left their homes, their places of business, their vocations, 
their idealistic pursuits and all that has made life dear to them, 
and have gone forth to face peril and death, that the world may 
be saved for humanity and human brotherhood. And yet other 
millions remaining at home have moved forward under the com- 
pulsion of the same lofty idealism and patriotism. 

Your Commission believes that in such a time as this the 
church should help, as much as lies in its power, in the accom- 
plishment of this task. 

At the same time, the church should seek to save our Ameri- 
can people from yielding to any spirit of hatred or blood-thirsti- 
ness. Our present war is not a war to wreak vengeance but to 
make the world a better place to live in. We must do our part to 
keep alive good-will among men and the splendid ideals of liberty, 
justice and brotherhood that have been purchased at the pales of 
precious blood. 

The duties of the Church in war-time have been set forth very 
convincingly by the Federal Council of Churches and published in 
pamphlet form by our own Methodist Federation of Social Service. 

The world needs now, more than it needs anything else, that 
all of its life shall be shot through with the spirit of Christ. We 
must interpret the principles of Christ in their social, industrial, 
national and international bearings as well as in their personal 
meanings. That is the most sublime challenge of the times to the 
church. 

We must guard against the encroachments of the spirit of mil- 
itarism, which places its confidence in brute force and moves with 
aimless feet, undirected by any great spiritual purpose. 

We should guard against thinking that the closing of the open 
saloon and abolition of whiskey is the winning of the war against 
the liquor traffic. Let us not be satisfied with anything short of 
the absolute, downright, outright destruction of this insidious 
enemy of the nation and the race. 

Let us see to it that our present labor laws in general and 
our child labor laws in particular, are kept intact throughout the 
period of the war. Let us be alert to the menace of vice at our 
cantonments. If we give our youth to save the Republic, we have 
a right to ask the nation to leave nothing undone to return them 
to us strong and clean. Let us stand unflinchingly for democracy, ° 
not simply for democracy in name, nor for political democracy 
simply; but for the most thorough-going social and industrial 
democracy. If this war ends without great gains for human life, 
without large solutions for the problems incident to our living to- 
gether, it will be an unjustifiable waste of human life. 
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During the coming year the Commission hopes”to carry out 
the following program: 


I. EDUCATIONAL PROPAGANDA 

1. Promote the use in our Sunday Schools of the social 
study courses provided by the Sunday School Board. 

2. Assist the Epworth League to carry on the studies and 
activities in social service suggested by the national 
office. 

3. Circulate the pamphlets prepared by the Methodist Fed- 
eration for social service. 


Il. WAR TIME NEEDS : 
Assist the pastors of the Conference in meeting the particu- 
lar social needs created in this territory by the war. 


III. COMMUNITY SERVICE CHURCHES 
Render what service it can to any churches seeking to carry 
out a community service program.

CONFERENCE DEACONESS BOARD 


The Home has enjoyed its usual success and prosperity. 
Twenty-five deaconesses are connected with the Home. Fifteen 
have served churches; one is engaged at the Methodist Mission; 
one in settlement work; one in social service; two in Travelers’ 
Aid work; one in charge of the Immigrant Home at San Pedro; 
one in charge of the Deaconess Rest Home at Huntington Beach. 
These, with the Superintendent, have comprised the corps of 
workers, while two others have been on leave of absence. 

Miss Chaffee, for seventeen years a member of this Home,. 
was given a year in the east for study of deaconess and settle- 
ment work. 

During the Conference Year honorable discharges have been 
given to three deaconesses as follows: 

Jan., 1917—Ellen Anderson, to engage in hospital work. 

Jan., 1917—Florence Smith, tc marry Mr, Arthur Hartwell. 

Sept., 1917—Hazel Morehouse, to marry Mr. W. W. Cross. 

Mary Ryan came to us in February to serve as parish dea- 
coness at Asbury Church. Her transfer from the Missouri Con- 
‘férence has been requested. 

Some months ago the “San Gabriel Settlement Association,” a 
non-sectarian organization, requested the appointment of a dea- 
coness to take charge of their settlement work. Mrs. Widaman 


was assigned to this work in May and has proven herself able for 
the task. 
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Work of Deaconesses of the Home—Calls made, 19,507; calls 
received, 2000; meeting conducted, 359; persons helped by Trav- 
elers’ Aid, 6578; children taught in religious classes, 4083; taught 
in industrial classes, 1630; religious instruction to adults in classes, 
4,100; number of families given relief 670; other persons given 
material relief, 533; number for whom employment was secured, 
147; amount used in relief work, $987.65. 

July 27, 1917, the Deaconess Rest Home at Huntington Beach 
was dedicated. 

The location of the Deaconess Home for the past three years, 
far out at one side of the city and on top of a steep hill, was found 
to be an impossibility for both work and workers and a move was 
necessary. We are now very centrally located at 1015 South Fig- 
ueroa street, and hope with the extra time and strength to be able 
to do more efficient work than ever.

SPANISH-AMERICAN INSTITUTE 


Progress has marked the fourth year of the Spanish-American 
Institute under the leadership of the efficient superintendent, John 
P. Howe, and his devoted co-workers. 

New Buildings—Three buildings have been added to the prop- 
erty. The principal one is a substantial two-story dormitory. The 
lower floor is used temporarily for industrial training and gymna- 
sium. The second floor is equipped as a dormitory for thirty 
boys. Cost, including furnishings, about $6,000.00. This is the 
third building in the complete group of nine. 

A new temporary building, 25x60 feet, includes dining room to 
seat ninety people, a convenient kitchen and large storeroom. Cost, 
with some furnishing, $600.00. There is also a large new barn built 
at a cost of about $250.00. Several hundred dollars were spent for 
other furnishings and improvements. 

Financial—Receipts from all sources for building fund were 
approximately $7,500.00, for current expense $7,250.00, and for pur- 
chase of atittomobile $450.00. Total receipts $15,200.00. This 
amount has covered all disbursements and the year is closed with 
a small balance in each fund. Total assets exceed $30,000.00. All 
property is free from debt. 

A detailed financial statement will be filed with the Secretary 
of the Conference and also mailed to each pastor. 


New Accounts—Your Board of Directors has welcomed the 
necessity of opening three new accounts. 

First: “Endowment Fund,’ which has an initial gift of 
$4,200.00. The giver is happy in knowing that always, throughout 
the coming years, there will be two needy Spanish-American boys 
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receiving Christian training and education because of the income 
from this gift. 

Second: “Annuity Fund,” this account has already been cred- 
ited with two gifts of $1,000.00 each. 

Third: “Bequests.” A check for $1,111.11 came to this ac- 
count from an Estate now being administered. It is a partial pay- 
ment of the total bequest. The money was used in building fund. 

Watch these three accounts grow. Many of the members of 
this Annual Conference can, by thoughtful suggestion, help them 
grow. 

Students—During the greater part of the year there were 
thirty-five boys in the Institute. In September, with the opening 
of the new building, the number was increased to forty-five. Other 
boys will be admitted as the necessary support is assured. 

Best of all is the very evident influence of Jesus Christ on the 
lives of the boys. Their plastic minds respond to the Christian 
atmosphere of their new home. e

HUNTINGTON BEACH METHODIST ASSEMBLY 


We are glad to report that we have had our most successful 
year. 

The Epworth League Institute had 673 young people actually 
in attendance on its classes and 964 registered as attending some 
part of the gathering. 

Scores of these fine young people were enlisted for lives of 
Christian service and many of them have already entered upon 
special training for their life work. 

The camp meeting, under Dr. Henry Ostrom and John P. 
Hillis, with Dr. D. F. Howe in charge of the morning prayer meet- 
ings, was not so largely attended as some years, but in spiritual 
benefit this was the best camp meeting yet held on our grounds. 

During the thirteen years since organization we have paid all 
current expenses and have made continuous though inexpensive im- 
provements. Our only indebtedness is $4,600 on assessments for 
street paving. We have thirteen acres of land, finely shaded by 
eucalyptus trees, the tabernacle and two cement tennis courts. All 
other improvements on the grounds belong to the Tent City Com- 
pany. 

We desire the attention of the Conference toward moulding 
the future of the Huntington Beach Methodist Assembly. The 
Directors believe that the forward step should be taken and that 
this is the time to take it. 

Does Southern California need a Summer Religious Center? 
It does, and greatly. A place must be provided to hold what has 
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become one of the most vital things to the young peoples’ work— 
the Epworth League Institute. Many of us believe that there 
should be a gathering which would do for the whole Church what 
the Institute does for the young people. There should be a place 
where, at the minimum of expense and the maximum of inspira- 
tion, our people can get from a week to a month of thorough 
training under conditions which are conducive to a Christian vaca- 
tion. If the old-fashioned camp meeting has passed away, it is 
only to make room for the Church Institute, with all the evan- 
gelistic passion of the camp meeting and the added features of 
training in service. 

Moreover, the other denominations and allied Christian insti- 
tutions of Southern California should have a center. What Asilo- 
mar is to the religious life of Northern California can be ac- 
complished in Southern California when some denomination or 
society has the enterprise to furnish the convenient and attractive 
méeting place. 

If there is need for such an institution, the next question is 
should it be on our grounds at Huntington Beach? We believe 
that time and the progress of Southern California have settled the 
only questions there ever were about our location, and the possi- 
bilities of expansion where we are. For three years this Con- 
ference has had a Commission appointed to report a more favor- 
able site, if one could be found, but they have found none. This 
summer, On our own responsibility, members of our Directorate 
have examined the coast from the Santa Monica Mountains to 
Laguna, and we feel warranted in saying that there is no other so 
available site. If there ever were better ones they are taken up, 
or are financially impossible now. 

On its merits Huntington Beach is the right place for a great 
Summer Center for Southern California. The great auto and 
trolley arteries opened up in recent years have made it more acces- 
sible than any other beach point. 

Can such an institution be built up on our grounds at Hunt- 
ington Beach? We believe it can. Several things are necessary to 
accomplish this. 

First—The Conference must get really back of it, so that, ex- 
cept for the San Joaquin Valley and Northern Coast points every 
preacher and member will be loyally and enthusiastically inter- 
ested. 

Second—There must be adequate, comfortable and pleasing 
improvements made. 


Third—There must be changes in our organization which 
will make it represent the churches and auxiliary organizations of 
the whole Conference. 


Fourth—It must be wholly under our own control, both as 
to program and care of the people who attend. 
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Fifth—Its scope must be expanded to meet the needs of the 
training and evangelism we have suggested, and to furnish an in- 
expensive vacation center for the thousands of the Methodists 
inland. 

Is the vision of its possibilities great enough so that you wish 
to put this Conference solidly and enthusiastically into it? 

Second—We have prepared an illustration of some improve- 
ments which would make our grounds what they ought to be. 


Third—We propose a by-law under our articles of incorpora- 
tion which will provide for a managing board, to arrange and con- 
duct our sessions which shall be made up of the Directors, the 
Presidents of the Conference Epworth League, Sunday School 
Board, Brotherhood, Laymen’s Association, Woman’s Foreign and 
Woman’s Home Missionary Societies, and some laymen. 

Fourth—We have negotiated with the Tent City Company for 
the cancellation of their lease, which has three more years to run, 
and have the option te buy or not to buy the equipment as its 
condition, our needs and the prices set may seem to us expedient. 

Fifth—To provide the necessary funds to carry out the pro- 
ject, we refer to the Conference Commission of Finance the ques- 
tion of making an apportionment of ten cents per member to those 
charges not supporting one of the similar institutions for a special 
section of the Conference. Such apportionment to be made an- 
nually for the next four years. With this backing we believe that 
private subscriptions will provide all the additional funds needed.

All of the “isms” of 
the day are thus demanding a hearing. Because many of our 
members are uninformed and have read little or nothing relating 
to our beliefs and doctrines, some are continually yielding to these 
crafty teachings. Your committee believe that the time has come 
for the Church to arouse herself and meet these challenges. 

First—By making better use of the California Christian Advo- 


cate. This paper has laid great emphasis upon loyalty to our 
Church and has been exceedingly faithful in stating our doctrines. 
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WE THEREFORE RESOLVE, That the California Christian 
Advocate be commended to our families and that we consider it 
our bounden duty to place in every charge at least one Advocate 
for every seven members. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That every Pastor shall be 
requested to recognize one Sunday on or before December Oth for 
the presentation of the paper to the Church for new subscribers. 

Second—Through the distribution of special literature, your 
committee would urge the placing of suitable literature on a table 
in the vestibules of our Churches for distribution. That this may 
be done intelligently. 

“RESOLVED, That our Publishing Agents be requested to 
prepare brief statements from some of our greatest works and 
strongest articles, in pamphlet form that they may be procured 
by our Churches at a minimum charge. That they also be re- 
quested to print in the Advocate once a month such books and 
pamphlets as may be ready for distribution.

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BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS AND CHURCH 
EXTENSION 


The Board of Home Missions and Church Extension begs 
leave to report to the Conference as follows: 

We have met regularly on the first Monday of each month, 
with an average attendance of eleven members, and have given 
patient consideration to the many questions that have come before 
us. Altogether, we have inquired into and taken action regarding 
twenty-eight church and parsonage enterprises, and in most of 
these cases the Parent Board at Philadelphia has granted the re- 
quests endorsed by us. The need of help in certain sections of 
our Conference is very great. The funds available are altogether 
out of proportion to the demand. This condition makes it neces- 
sary for us to be even the more guarded in the expenditure of the 
amount available, and so we are trying to work in harmony with 
our sister churches with the end in view of having the Bible 
taught and the Gospel preached throughout the whole territory of 
Southern California without undue overlapping and without neg- 
lecting any community. 

We are glad to know that the Home Missions Board of our 
denomination is to soon enter upon a great campaign in harmony 
with and akin to that just begun by the Foreign Board.

LATIN-AMERICAN MISSIONS 


The Methodist Board of Latin-American Missions, a cor- 
poration, consists of a Board of Directors of.twenty-one’ members 
and an Advisory Board of fifteen members, formed the 26th day 
of June, 1916. 

Progress—We have secured cash and subscriptions covering 
the entire cost of the lot, $25,000, and properties to the amount of 
$13,500 given for the building of the Plaza Institutional Church, 
which will afford religious, educational, industrial and social op- 
portunities to 300,000 Latin-Americans centering in Los Angeles. 


A temporary building will be erected where religious services 
will be held, a medical clinic, industrial store, industrial, educa- 
tional and social classes, employment office, entertainments, read- 
ing room and day nursery. ¥ 

Work Now Being Done—We could not even wait for the 
temporary building. In the little Mission Hall at 225 Bloom 
street, we have a Sunday School with five nationalities—Mexican, 
Spanish, Austrian, Italian and Hungarian—a medical clinic, where 
during the last year, with the clinic open only Monday and Thurs- 
day mornings, medical attention was given to 1,364 Latin-Ameri- 


, 
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cans. Two hundred and twenty-five dollars have been spent for 
medicines and provisions. We have started sewing classes where 
women and children are taught to sew. Employment was found 
for 250 men, women and children last year, legal assistance given, 
jails and hospitals visited, house to house visits. This is just 


touching the vast work to be done here. We hope to do much this 
coming year. RJA TOR: 


COMMITTEE ON HOSPITALS 


The Hospital has come to have a large place in the philan- 
thropic activities of Methodism, no department of her work bring- 
ing her closer to the heart of Christ. 

Already there are more than forty hospitals in the homeland 
and over fifty on the foreign field. Those in the homeland have 
endowments and properties of more than $12,000,000, and gave 
medical aid last year to over 60,000 sufferers. 

Many. of these hospitals are under the general direction of 
Methodism, some others that of the Deaconess Board, and nine, 
of which our Hospital is one, are under the care of the Women’s 
Home Missionary Society, and all are doing the most effective 
.service for our Master. 

But this report must deal chiefly with our own Hospital, and 
we are glad to report its very successful operation during the 
second year of the new enterprise. Each department is being 
most efficiently handled. The administration is most excellent and 
the atmosphere created predominantly Christian. 

Through its Social Service Department it has constantly min- 
istered to the need of the suffering poor, and we are glad to report 
that during the past year no worthy applicant has been refused 
aid if such were a case that could be admitted under our regula- 
tions and the laws of the State. 

There were admitted during the year 279 complimentary and 
discount patients, to whom were given 2,749 days of service at a 
cost of $5,134.00. To this should be added $3,000.00 in the ward 
service and $5,000.00 (a very conservative estimate) for the free 
services of physicians and surgeons secured directly by the Hos- 
pital for the aid of these sufferers, making a total of $13,134.00 for 
this loving Christly service, and this does not include the half 
rates so frequently paid by the Church or organization to which 
the patient belonged. 

An item of special interest is that of the loving service ren- 
dered the ministers for some member of their families. During 
the past year thirty-two have been cared for, representing a lov- 
ing gift of 308 days of service, costing the Hospital $1,304.00. 


The following is a summary of the general work done: 
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Patients admitted during the year, 2,464; number of births, 
293; number of major operations, 690; number of minor opera- 
tions, 856; number of days of service, 32,876. 

The auditor’s report shows that the total earnings of the 
Institution were $115,405.28. The expenses, $115,316.76, leaving a 
net balance for the year of $88.52, thus showing that the Hospital 
has been able to meet all its current expense. This is all the more 
remarkable in view of the large interest charges amounting to 
more than $8,000.00, and of the very large increase in the cost of 
all hospital supplies. Nothing but the most careful management 
could have given the Institution this result. 

The amount received in gifts and subscriptions during the year 
is $8,857.00 and annuities $4,000.00. 

The total amount of endowment is $10,150.00, including the 
Ministers’ Wives’ Fund, on which has been paid to date $1,419.00. 
When the endowment of this fund is completed (the amount being 
$5,000.00), the wives of the members of our Conference will be 
entitled to the free use of a room in the Hospital. In addition to 
this we have now $9,000.00 of non-income-bearing endowment. 

There are seventy splendid girls in the Training School and 
the Hospital is trying not only to give them the best practical 
training, but to help them get the true idea of Christian service. 

A new home for nurses has been purchased during the year, 
giving another temporary home and providing an admirable loca- 
tion for the home that some day is to be. 

For the past five months our Rest Home has been open to 
convalescents and twelve have found rest and health there in 
periods varying from two weeks to two months. 

The Hospital is doing a fine service for the Kingdom and is 
worthy of the continued and most hearty suppost of all our

EPWORTH LEAGUE 


Our Conference organization makes much of the work of the 
District Leagues. Here the pledges to missions and other matters 
of business are attended to. This year the District Conventions 
were held simultaneously, thus making possible the interchange of | 
speakers, greatly strengthening the program for all. 

The attendance of registered delegates at these conventions 
reaches the magnificent total of 1879 for the Conference, divided 
among the Districts as follows: Los Angeles, 597; Long Beach, 
250; San Diego, 159; Pasadena, 648; Fresno, 225; and their total 
giving to missions reaches nearly $5,000.00. Of this $3,120.00, or 
$260.00 per month, was for the work of the Spanish and Portuguese 
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District, which the League has taken as its special work in this 
Conference. Our goal is $500.00. per month, and our motto, “Pray 
for the Plaza.” 


INSTITUTES 


Huntington Beach—It is with genuine pleasure we report some 
of the facts concerning the splendid assembly of our 
young people at Huntington Beach. Our total registration was 
963, and 673 of these were definitely enrolled in one or more of 
the classes. Of these 178 received the Central Office certificates. 
Our total receipts were $775, and our expenses $478, so that we 
have a balance on hand of $297, of which $242 is in the dining 
room fund, a profit showing the splendid ability of our dining 
room committee, and assuring the dining room as a permanent 
institution. 

The really vital character of the instruction given was shown 
in the Climax Meeting on Sunday afternoon, when 79 of our 
choicest young people consecrated their lives to distinctively 
Christian» work, and many of these have already started. their 
preparation. 

The Sierra Institute, with a faculty of seventeen, 285 registra- 
tions, and ten life work decisions, beside fifty consecrating them- 
selves to definite work in their home churches, must take its place 
as a vital factor in the work of the San Joaquin Valley; and we 
rejoice with the Fresno District in this the initial year of their 
undertaking. 

Changes in the Constitution of the Conference Board—The 
Committee presents the following changes in our Constitution for 
your approval: 

Article Three: Membership—The membership of this Board 
shall consist of three representatives from each District within 
this Conference, one of whom shall be the District Superintendent, 
who shall take office immediately upon his appointment; the Dis- 
trict President, and one other from each District who shall be 
elected by the District Convention; or if they fail to elect to be 
appointed by the District Cabinet. The last two shall take office 
at the time of the Annual meeting. Three members at large shall 
also be elected by the Board. 

Article Five: Meetings—The Annual Meeting of this Board 
shall be held on Friday of Institute Week at the Institute. At this 
meeting the officers for the new year shall be elected to take office 
at the close of the Institute. 

Special meetings of the Board may be called at any time by 
the President or by any three members of the Board. 

Article Six: Program Committee—In order to meet the need 
of a combined Institute between the Southern California Confer- 
ence and the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, a committee of 
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five shall be elected by this Board to meet a like committee of 
three from the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and these 
eight shall elect a ninth member. This Committee shall also elect 
one of their number to be Dean of the Faculty, and Chairman of 
the Program Committee. Of the five to be elected as a Commit- 
tee on Program, the President and Secretary of the Conference 
Board of the Epworth League shall be two of the number. The 
other three may or may not be members of the Board. 

These changes we now ask you to approve.

BOARD OF SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


The outstanding miracle of the twentieth century is the Sunday 
School. In proportion to the amount of energy, time, and thought 
given to the Sunday School enterprise it returns greater results 
than any other movement of the Christian Church. It furnishes 95 
per cent of the ministers, 85 per cent of the Church members, 95 
per cent of the Church workers, and 75 per cent of the Church 
organizations. ‘The Church invests in the Sunday School 10 per 
cent of the time of its pastors and Church workers, and less than 
one per cent of its contributions, 

We oppose very positively the industrial processes that make 
boys and girls sources of income, and we condemn parents who 
sacrifice the highest interests of their children for material gain. 

The Church too must come to a new sense of her trusteeship. 
She must give an account of the impressionable years of each life 
given into her care. How-many pastors and Official Boards are 
willing to come face to face with a twenty year survey of the work 
done for the boys and girls of the Church families and the youth of 
the community? A danger of our Church is adultism. Over 90 per 
cent of the activities of the local Church are determined by adults 
who are often removed from the child in sympathy and purpose. 
We need Church officials to construct Methodist Cathedrals and 
lead on in great reforms, but the imperative need of the Kingdom 
of Methodism is a child in the midst of every Official Board. 

The governments of the world have called millions of youth 
into training. Is the Kingdom of God less important? The great- 
est challenge before Methodism today is to use every educative 
force to train world leaders for tomorrow and the most potent 
force is the Sunday School. 

The Board of Sunday Schools is eager to co-operate with 
every pastor. The Corresponding Secretary, Dr. Blake, solicits 
a wider interest in Sunday School problems and programs, and a 
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careful use of the lesson helps and publications. We are proud of 
the books and periodicals that come from our Methodist presses. 
They stand first in total material output and rank first in subject 
matter. We urge pastors to make a careful study of our diversified 
literature and not hastily give orders for non-Methodist publica- 
tions, Of the 312 Sunday Schools of our Conference 285 report as 
follows: 214 are using our own literature, 64 are using it in part, 
and 7 are using other publications. 

We call the attention of every pastor to Sec. 480 of the Discip- 
line, which requires that each year the interests of the Sunday 
School Board be presented and a collection taken. ‘This is im- 
portant as the Board has this year paid the salary of the Confer- 
ence Superintendent of Sunday Schools, Hugh C. Gibson. We are 
grateful that the Board has helped us to help ourselves, and we 
commend the splendid work done by Bro. Gibson. 

That the Conference Superintendent of Sunday Schools may 
have greater leadership in the increasing complexity of the Sunday 
School task, we recommend the election of a Conference Sunday 
School Council of five ministers and four laymen, of which the 
Superintendent shall be an ex-officio member. The duties of this 
Council shall be to assist the Superintendent in carrying out the 
following program which we recommend: 

1. A careful survey of the Sunday Schools of the Conference 
and noting the weak, strong, and strategic Schools. 2. Setting up 
the group Conference Program with the Institute idea, having 
Special reference to rural problems. 3. Promoting evangelism. 
4. Introducing the Graded Lesson Helps. 5. Community service. 
6. Missionary Education and giving with special reference to the 
Partnership Plan. 7. Constructive recreational programs. 8. 
Teacher training. 

We nominate for the Conference Sunday School Council: F. G. 
H. Stevens, Geo. B. Cliff, Floyd J. Seaman, D. B. Loofbourrow, R. 
J. Taylor, I. J. Reynolds, T. F. Watson, A. L. Whiteside, H. W. 
Brodbeck. 

In keeping with the proclamation of Governor Stephens we 
recommend that all of our Schools observe Sunday, November 4th, 
as “Go-To-Sunday-School-Sunday.” 

We recognize the work being done by the International Sunday 
School Association, and acknowledge our indebtedness for stand- 
ards and inspiration. 

It is our purpose to seek the fullest co-operation with the 
Southern California State Sunday School Association that all over- 
lapping and duplication may be avoided. We recommend that in 
the matter of financial aid our own Board have first claim. 

We ask that the State Association consider the organization 
of its Executive Committee on the basis of representatives elected 
by the denominations. 
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The Los Angeles Community Training College of Religious 
Education offers college grade work under college and Uae sty 
instructors. 

The plan of accredited Bible Study for High School students 
provides that effective courses of Bible Study shall be corrélated 
to the curriculum of the High Schools and shall be taught in the 
respective Sunday Schools under teachers of High School rank. 
Students successfully completing the work and passing the State 
examination are accredited one unit in four years toward grad- 
uation. 


The following figures are suggestive: 

Number of Church Members—1916, 51,337; 1917, 52,358. 
Number of Officers and Teachers—1916, 6,290; 1917, 6,264. 
Number of Sunday School Scholars—1916, 75,153; 1917, 71,419. 
Number of Conversions—1916, 3,224; 1917, 2,688. 

Number of Accessions to the Church—1917, 2,280. 


The Sunday School, judged from the point of view of the 
Church is efficiency personified. But judged by what the Sunday 
School is meant to accomplish, its failures are not only serious, 
but are alarming. We have the boys and girls in the most impres- 
sionable years of life, yet we allow three out of five to drift out, 
away from the Church, and out of touch with vital Christianity. 
This loss is preventable. We have high standards of requirements 
for the School; we have the best of lesson helps. May God help 
us to be true shepherds and bring our scholars into conscious rela- 
tion with Jesus Christ, and into fellowship with the Church.

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COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 


All education should and will bring the reverent student nearer 
to God, but because there is much that.goes by the name of educa- 
tion which is pagan and godless, the Christian College has its own 
gloriously indispensable place in the best culture, and hence the 
reason for the denominational college and university. Our Meth- 
odism is not only the greatest evangelistic Church, but no other 
denomination equals our own in the number of its institutions of 
learning. It is our pardonable pride that the call of our great 
Church is not only to the heart with its tender emotions, but also 
to the head with possibilities of cultural achievement. 

The Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
was established fifty years ago. The Jubilee program, including the 
Board’s appeal for one million dollars permanent endowment, the 
income only to be used to aid needy and deserving institutions to 
meet their current expenses and to supplement pensions provided 
by the individual colleges for their retired professors, commands 
our enthusiastic support. Already, Methodist Colleges and schools 
have added nineteen millions to their endowment and equipment. 
There was a gain of more than 7,000 students during the last quad- 
rennium. 

The Student Loan Fund derived from free-will-offerings on 
Children’s Day, the oldest of the Board’s activities, has assisted 
25,000 Methodist boys and girls to secure an education. 37 students 
attending schools of the Church whose homes are in this Confer- 
ence were granted loans from Children’s Day Fund, this year, the 
total amounting to $1,884.00. 

The Aid of Institutions Fund derived from the Public Educa- 
tional Collection and Special gifts, through which the Board helps 
struggling institutions in the Highlands of the South, on the 
Western frontier, and schools in peril in all sections, is of ever in- 
creasing service. 

The Department of Religious Work co-operates in the conduct 
of evangelistic campaigns; devises and promotes an organized 
program of religious effort and practical Christian service on the 
college campus. : 

Through its function of Counselor and Administrator of Uni- 
versity Senate legislation the Board of Education helps to maintain 
high standards of scholastic work in our Church institutions. 

When the historian shall place in permanent story the record 
of the growth of Methodism in Southern California he can only 
faithfully discharge his obligation by according to the University 
of Southern California a full meed of praise for the great work 
which has been accomplished. Week after week, throughout the 
entire year, under the skillful administration of President Geo. F. 
Bovard, our University is carrying forward its prodigious work. 
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It is certain that no one of the great schools of our Methodism is 
achieving such results with so many limitations. Your Committee 
feels that the psychological moment has arrived for a great forward 
movement for equipment and endowment for our University. 

The Conference in its 1916 session authorized the trustees of 
the University of Southern California to secure the co-operation 
of the Jubilee Commission of the Board of Education in a cam- 
paign to raise one million dollars for additional buildings and en- 
dowment for the University. In pursuance of this authorization 
an advisory committee was raised to serve during the campaign 
and the University trustees requested the Jubilee Commission to 
send a representative of its organization to assist in preparing for 
and conducting the campaign. In response to this request, Dr. 
John P. Morley of the Commission has been some months in the 
Conference, and under his expert direction the preparation and 
plans for the campaign have largely been completed. We hereby 
express our sincere confidence in the Jubilee Commission which 
has succeeded so universally in its campaigns in other Conferences, 
and we pledge ourselves to co-operate in its plans and under its 
direction that the goal set may be attained during the coming year. 

We wish to once again assure President Bovard of our un- 
bounded esteem and confidence. 

It is a matter of much felicitation that our resident Ne 
Adna W. Leonard is able to give the University his masterful 
guidance as President of the Board of Trustees, 

Your Committee respectfully nominates the following persons 
to serve as trustees for a term of three years. 

1920—Geo. I. Cochran, W. F. Cronemiller, J. B. Green, F. M. 
Larkin, Charles Edward Locke, Edward P. Johnson, A. E. Pome- 
roy, Don Porter, Merle N. Smith, F. G. H. Stevens. 

Your Committee wishes to again record its sincere satisfaction 
in the work being done by Maclay College under the devoted care 
of Dean Ezra A. Healy. 

In these heroic and tragic: days more than 250 of the young 
men of the University classes and 250 alumni have already gone 
to the front, and the enrollment of students at the University will 
be several hundred less this year because of the war demands. It, 
therefore, becomes necessary, because of the decrease in income 
from tuition that the friends of the University shall substantially 
increase their giving. We, therefore, recommend that the. ap- 
portionment for this year be 46 cents per member; two sevenths 
of which shall go to the Maclay College, and four cents additional 
per member for the general Board of Education. While the days 
in which we are living call for heroic deeds from the young men 
who are in the army, they, likewise, call for heroic giving on the 
part of those who are entrusted with the care of the interests at 


home. " 
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We also recommend to the General Board of Education to 
make an appropriation to the Spanish-American Institute at Gar- 
dena. 

We recommend an apportionment of two and one-half cents 
per member for the support of religious work at the State Univer- 
sity at Berkeley. 

Your Committee beg leave to most respectfully suggest that 
throughout our entire Conference there should be increased en- 
thusiasm for our own University. When it is remembered that 
only the State University surpasses the University of Southern 
California in point of attendance among all the schools of higher 
education in our State; and the scholastic standards of our Uni- 
versity are equal to the leading universities of America; and that 
it shares with the State University and the Leland Stanford Uni- 
versity in its graduate department for the training of High School 
teachers; and that the graduates of the University of Southern 
California are honoring their Alma Mater in post graduate work in 
Eastern institutions, and that all over California and the country 
the Alumni of our University, are making good, whether in busi- 
ness or professional life, your Committee recommend that with 
zealous optimism all of the friends of the University shall rally 
to its interests and heartly promote its welfare, and that each 
charge this year put forth a special effort to meet its full appor- 
tionment. 

We wish to record our high appreciation of the presence with 
us in this session of our Conference of our beloved - Resident 
Bishop A. W. Leonard and to assure him of our great pleasure in 
his brotherly and masterful administration. We hereby instruct 
the Secretary of our Conference to notify the Secretary of the 
Board of Bishops, at their Spring meeting, that in making the as- 
signments, it is the earnest desire of the members of this Con- 
ference, in view of the million dollar campaign for equipment and 
endowment for the University of Southern California, that Bishop 
Leonard, as President of the Board of Trustees of the University 
and as our enthusiastic leader in this campaign, shall be appointed 
to preside over the Southern California Conference at its next

CONFERENCE BOARD OF FOREIGN MISSIONS 


Last year, just prior to the close of the Conference, your 
Board, through the courtesy of the Treasurer, was able to an- 
nounce that the contributions from churches and Sunday Schools 
(including special gifts) had reached the improved average of 71 
cents per member. That was a substantial advance on previous 
records, and although there have been many additional calls upon 
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the generosity of Christian people this year, it is our joy now to 
state that the amount contributed and now reported to the ‘T'reas- 
urer at this Conference, is $45,065, from all sources, an increase of 
$7,889 over last year, or an average of 87 cents per member, 16 
_ cents more than last year. 

It is, however, desirable whenever we strike the averages of our. 
Benevolent offerings, to remember that the General Conference 
Commission on Finance, in preparing those charts and lists with 
which every pastor is now familiar, rigidly excludes all special 
gifts from its calculations. 

Our special gifts for Foreign Missions in 1916 totaled $8,856, 
and when we exclude that figure, our average drops at once to 54 
cents per member. There is great need therefore, still, for some 
earnest and faithful missionary education among our people. 

Let us glance at some other revelations of the 1916 Report. 
There were reported then, apart from the Spanish-Portuguese 
work, 272 charges in this Conference. Twenty-three of these, with 
a total membership of 836, or an average of 36 per charge, con- 
tributed nothing, whatever, to the cause of Foreign Missions. 

There were 331 Sunday Schools reported in this Conference 
last year. Fifty-four of these, with a total enrollment of 6,662, or 
an average enrollment of 124, reported no collections taken for 
Foreign Missions. 

Since figures are often more eloquent than fancies, perhaps 
the brethren will accept a little more eloquence along the same lines. 
Last year, 39 Sunday Schools contributed less than $20 to Foreign 
Missions, 37 gave less than $10, and 38 less than $5, or in other 
words, out of 331 Sunday Schools within the bounds. of our Con- 
ference, 168 of them contributed less than $2 a month each. 

Pastors are requested to see that all Benevolent monies are 
sent in to the Treasurer of the Conference Commission on Finance, 
at least once every three months. 

May we not hope that very soon there will not be either a 
Church or a Sunday School in our Conference that will not at least, 
make an attempt to meet its obligations to the great Missionary 
Enterprise? 

This is a day of sacrifice, when men are counting not- their 
lives dear unto themselves for the sake of home, and country, and 
flag. For the Christian every day is a day of sacrifice, and our 
people need to be trained to the high task of sacrificial giving for 
the sake of the Kingdom of God, and for the glory of our King 
Jesus, “whose we are and whom we serve.” 

In closing, the Conference Board of Foreign Missions rejoices 
in the announcement of the projected plan for the fitting celebra- 
tion to the Missionary Centenary, by the raising of a sum of $41,- 
000,000 to carry on the work of the Lord in foreign lands.

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PASTORAL ADDRESS 


To the Laity of the Methodist Episcopal Church of Southern 

California: 

“Grace be unto you and peace from God our Father and the 
Lord Jesus Christ.” 

Our Conference Secretaries are about to place before you in 
printed form the tabulated results of another year of religious 
achievement. We are hopeful that these will be sufficient in their 
entirety to cause you to “thank God and take courage.” We en- 
treat you to study these statistical tables with care and caution, 
that you may be able to judge for yourselves what our great 
Church is doing, and whether we are in any serious sense either 
failing or drifting. We, your pastors, while heartened by the fig- 
ures which show the many activities and sacred industries which 
are being operated in the name of our holy Christianity, are never- 
theless deeply concerned for the spiritual side of our Church life! 
Emphasis on personal Christian experience is now light and feeble. 
Class meetings, love feasts, camp meetings and special days of 
fasting are now mostly left behind; while all forms of creaturely 
activities are being founded and operated somewhat to the neglect 
of these’ greater things. Great stress is laid upon doing, while 
smaller attention is given to being. Our creaturely activities need 
not be less—but a larger and more impressive emphasis should 
come to the spiritual side. : 

We recommend and urge that all our people become truly and 
deeply pious. That secret and family prayer be uniformly observed. 
That pastors be encouraged by their congregations in every effort 
to put on a truly spiritual program. ‘That our people do not slight 
Thanksgiving Day by giving themselves frivolities and visitations 
only—but that they assemble in God’s house, and humble them- 
selves before the Lord, and show themselves truly thankful. That 
Yuletide, or Christmas, be redeemed from some things which it 
were well wholly to omit, and that a deeper religious significance 
be given to that sacred Anniversary. We believe that our modern 
adventure by which we have joined other Churches in a sublime 
and holy approach to Eastertide, by consecutive days and nights 
of religious worship, has proved a blessing to thousands of our 
people. Sunday Schools, Epworth Leagues and Organized Bible 
Classes need nothing quite so much as religious deepening. 

We, your pastors, acknowledge ourselves, morally obligated, 
to a wise and efficient ministry, both in preaching and in the ad- 
ministration of religious affairs. We do not, for we can not, pre- 
sent one half of the appeals that come to us for aid to what seem 
to be worthy objects. We are determined to look after the stand- 
ard benevolences of our own Church first of all. We, therefore, 
invite and entreat the Laity of our Churches to all possible devo- 
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tion and liberality in support of our Disciplinary Collections. It 
is not to the credit of Methodism that so many of our members 
give nothing at all to these great objects, while others—well able— 
give but meagerly. We are compelled to make reports which are 
far from adequate. We greatly need your increased liberality. 

We further desire your faithful co-operation in every attempt 
to brighten, sweeten, and deepen the holy influences of Christian 
living, so that Church, and home, and organized society, and the 
whole sweep of Christian civilization may more and more bear the 
impress of the Gospel of God’s dear Son. We pledge ourselves, as 
your pastors, and entreat you as the Laity to maintain the true 
dignity and spiritual significance of the New Testament Sacra- 
ments.

PUBLIC MORALS 


More determinedly than ever, we declare ourselves the enemies 
of everything tainted with moral doubt and the friends of every 
move toward moral progress. 

The church is the greatest conserving force of public morals. 
Her standards should be set high and under no circumstances 
should she compromise with a spirit of worldliness. Pleasure- 
seeking instead of church attendance and Sabbath amusements in 
the place of Sabbath worship, will break down Christian experi- 
ence, destroy the home life, and prostrate the church. We, there- 
fore, declare ourselves in favor of a stricter observance of the 
Sabbath. We are in favor of a Sunday law for our state that will 
give to all of our citizens one day of rest in seven. We hail with 
delight the growing temperance sentiment. We consider the drink- 
ing of alcoholic beverages the most fruitful source of human misery 
and the saloon the world’s chief death-trap. We favor the reading 
of a portion of the Bible, at least once a day, in all of our public 
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schools, and pledge ourselves to work for the enactment of a law 
granting that privilege. 

We stand for a strict enforcement of the Red-light Abatement 
Law. 

We view with sorrow and alarm the ravages of divorce on 
the home, and we pledge ourselves to vigilance in complying with 
the requirements of the Methodist discipline in regard to marrying 
divorced persons. 

We rejoice in the friendly attitude of President Wilson and 
Secretary of War Baker and Secretary of Navy Daniels toward 
guarding the moral welfare of our boys in the Army and Navy. 
We highly commend the late order of Secretary Daniels regarding 
the use of cigarettes, and trust that the same order will be issued 
for the army. 

We submit the following resolutions: 

Whereas, The conservation of our national life and ideals are 
dependent upon the dignity, strength and manhood of our sailors 
and soldiers, and 

Whereas, The iniquitous liquor traffic at once a traitor and out- 
law, is doing all possible to demoralize the personnel of our army 
and navy, and 

Whereas, This same liquor traffic is attempting to destroy the 
efficiency of such trade and vocations as must by their nature con- 
tribute to the successful prosecution of the present war. There- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That we, the Southern California Conference in 
convention assembled, hereby petition the President of the United 
States, together with the Secretary of War and the Secretary of 
the Navy, to prohibit the sale or gift of intoxicating liquor to soldiers, 
sailors or private citizens in any and.all camps, forts, barracks, 
cantonments, naval bases, arsenals, shipyards, supply houses, fac- 
tories, and any and all other locations where men are employed in 
occupations which are vital to our national welfare and life, and 
that the zone around-such places, as are hereinbefore referred to, 
be made to conform with the present prohibitory ruling of the 
War Department. 


Whereas, The American Tobacco Company is carrying on a 
widespread advertising campaign.through the newspapers of our 
country in connection with its offer to send special packages of 
tobacco to our soldiers at cost, the newspapers carrying these ad- 
vertisements being their agents to raise subscription funds from 
the public, and 

Whereas, “Tobacco heart” has been one of the most frequent 
causes for rejection among men examined for military service, 


Therefore, we condemn, as unpatriotic this whole enterprise, 
and urge the newspapers and people of our communities not to 
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assist the tobacco trust in any way in this effort to make life-time 
tobacco users of our soldiers, under the guise of patriotic service. 

We furthermore feel that we have been made in a special way 
the trustee of the welfare of men stationed at Fort McArthur-and 
the Naval Training Station at San Pedro, Los Angeles, California. 
And, whereas, the existing Federal law does not close the saloons 
located in that part of the city of Los Angeles known as San 
Pedro, we hereby petition the Federal Government to extend the 
zone around the fort and station situated in the city of Los An- 
geles, so as to remove the saloons at least five miles from the 
military and naval stations.

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RULES OF BOARD OF EXAMINERS 


1. Examinations in the Conference Courses of Study will be held the Tues- 
day preceding the opening of Conference and at the seat of the Conference, 
and that afternoon at 4 o’clock the Board of Examiners will hold its annual 
meeting. 


2. All applicants for Admission on Trial must present certificates of gradu- 
ation from a High School or from an institution of equal standing, and as early 
as possible in the conference year shall send to the Chairman of the Board for 


application blanks to be filled out and returned to him. 


3. All candidates holding bachelor degrees from accredited colleges shall 
be exempt from further examination in all studies not included in the terms 
biblical and theological and all graduates of accredited theological seminaries 
shall be exempt from examination in theological and biblical studies. Certificates 
of such work shall be sent to the Registrar not later than September Ist. 


4. All applicants, whether theological students excused from the courses 
of study, or when coming from other conferences or from another denomination, 
shall be examined as to their personal attitude regarding our Doctrine and Dis- 
cipline by a committee of three, said committee to report to the Board of Ex- 
aminers. 


5. A syllabus of each book in the “Collateral Reading and Study’’ shall be 
presented to the Registrar and this rule shall apply to the College and Seminary 
graduates who are excused from examination in the Courses of Study. These 
latter shall also write the sermon required. They shall also present a certificate 
giving the grade of each study for work done in college or seminary. 


6. Candidates for the Cofiferences classes shall be marked on a scale of 100. 
This shall be the maximum and 70 the minimum. And no person shall be ad- 
vanced if conditioned in more than one study. 


7. Sermons must be typewritten and sent to W. E. Tilroe, University of 
Southern California, not later than Sept. Ist. ‘They should contain from 2000 
to 3000 words. The paper used should be letter size and folded, not rolled, when 
sent. Deduction will be made on each paper in which the spelling, grammar, 
penmanship or general execution is slovenly. 


8. “It is the sense of this Conference that the educational standard of 
those to be admitted to full membership in this Conference shaun be a college edu- 
cation and a seminary course in theology, except in cases of unusual ability or of 
exceptional need of the work.” 


9. The Registrar and Examiners will be glad to communicate with the 
undergraduates regarding studies. Inclose stamps for reply.

Sn Memoriam 


A. B. MORRISON 


Andrew Brown Morrison was born in the state of Ohio, May 
26, 1831, and went up to his coronation in Glendale, Cal., on Friday, 
October 6, 1916. He was reared in a Christian home, and was con- 
verted and united with the church in his early youth. He was one 
of twelve children, all of whom joined the Methodist church, and 
of the seven boys, five of them became Methodist preachers, only 
one of whom, A. P. Morrison, survives his distinguished brother. In 
1854 Doctor Morrison entered the Southern Illinois Conference, 
and steadily advanced in his profession until the strongest churches 
demanded his capable services, and for two full terms he served 
as District Superintendent. After years of notable ministries in 
Illinois and Iowa, he came in 1887 to the Southern California Con- 
ference, and was appointed to Visalia. He was twice chosen to 
represent his brethren in the General Conference. For a score of 
years, with indefatigable energy and consecrated endeavor he faith- 
fully discharged the duties of a devoted and talented preacher and 
pastor in the Southern California Conference, until in 1908, on ac- 
count of precarious health, he was compelled to ask for the Retired 
Relation. He located in picturesque Glendale and still employed 
his extraordinary capabilities in the Lord’s work, organizing the 
West Glendale Methodist Episcopal Church, which he lovingly 
served as pastor for four years. ‘The divine momentum which he 
had acquired during the forty-four years in the active work did 
not lose its fruitfulness and power when he came to be an honored 
and happy octogenarian. Dr. Morrison was a sturdy, stalwart 
preacher. He was cast in heroic mould. The intensity of his nature 
was softened by a bubbling and ever-present humor. Though his 
sermons were strong, they had no sting; though they may not 
always have been diplomatic, they were always sympathetic. There 
was no spirit kindlier than his, and no ministry more generous and 
unselfish. During the days of the Civil War this brave young 
Methodist preacher heard the call of his country and enlisted as a 
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chaplain. He had not been long at the front when he was detailed 
to go home and recruit a company of which he was made the cap- 
tain. For deeds of valor he was steadily promoted to the rank of 
Major and Colonel, and finally reached the distinguished honor 
of Brigadier-General. In 1885 Dr. Morrison was happily married 
to Miss Charlotte A. Milner, who was a loving and devoted wife 
and the tender mother of his children, only one of whom, Mrs. 
Adah Morrison Milner, survives her precious mother and father. 
Mrs. Morrison ascended to her coronation in 1892, during her hus- 
band’s successful pastorate at Santa Monica. Dr. Morrison was 
married again in 1897, in Portland, Oregon, to Miss Anna M. 
Lowrey, who has been his faithful companion during the declining 
years, and remains to sincerely mourn his loss. He suffered greatly 
during the last weeks of his life. During his last hours in his par- 
tial delirium he would say, “I must go; I am afraid I can’t get off 
today.” Opening his eyes just before he went away, and seeing 
his daughter at his side, he said, “Dear Adah! the Lord abides!” 
and just before his departure he exclaimed, “O-~Lord, open the 
gates and let me in.” And of him we may say, “Lay a sword upon 
his coffin for he was a soldier for humanity.”

I. L. SPENCER 


I. L. Spencer, one of the pioneers of the Southern California 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, was born at Cape 
Girardeau, Mo., December 26, 1855, and died at his home in South 
Pasadena, California, June 14, 1917. 

He began his ministry in the Saint Louis Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, serving pastorates in Freder- 
icktown, Caladonia and Kirkwood, Mo., and spent one year in the 
supernumerary relation. 

Illness in his family caused him to seek a more congenial 
climate. 

In 1885 he transferred to the Southern California Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church and for nearly a quarter of a 
century he did the work of a Methodist preacher, serving the fol- 
lowing charges: Main Street, L. A.. Lompoc, Ventura, Union Ave- 
nue, L. A., Central Avenue, L. A., San Fernando, Monrovia, North 
Pasadena, Whittier and Compton. 

He took a supernumerary relation in 1905 and superannuated 
in 1910. After his retirement he was constantly in the service of 
the church, responding to the call of the brethren to preach, con- 
duct funerals, or any other work needed to be done. 
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He is survived by his sorrowing wife (nee Minnie Lapham) 
and five children. 

He gave much of his time and splendid business ability to the 
service of the Board of Trustees of the Annual Conference, of 
which he was a member for twelve years. He was also a mem- 
ber of the Board of Stewards, proving himself sympathetic and 
helpful in every interest that came under his care. 

During his last illness, of several weeks, he said to the writer, 
and also to other ministers, “If some morning you hear that I have 
slipped away in the night, you will know where I have gone.” 

His was a victorious life and a triumphant death. He did not 
regret the early privations and discipline that led to self-mastery. 
He was an efficient pastor and was blest with a good degree of 
evangelistic spirit, and the conversion of sinners was the invariable 
fruits of his revival efforts. 

His funeral was held from the First Methodist Church, Los 
Angeles, Dr. J. B. Green officiating. 

Others taking part in the services were, Charles Edward 
Locke, Otto Wilke, J. E. Fischer, F. D. Mather, Alfred Inwood, 
and the writer. His body was laid to rest in the beautiful Rose- 
dale Cemetery, Los Angeles, to await a blessed resurrection.

J. M. RICH 


Jeremiah Morse Rich was born in Northfield, Vermont, De- 
cember 10, 1847, died in Long Beach, Cal., October 27, 1916. 

On November 26, 1868, he married Miss Caroline Louise Young 
of Bethel, Vermont, who for all these years was a sympathetic 
helper and inspiration in his work of love. 


To Mr. and Mrs. Rich were born four children, two of whom 
passed away some years ago; Maude and Fred Morse Rich live to 
comfort their mother. 

The subject of this memorial when sixteen years of age gradu- 
ated from the academy at West Berlin, Vermont. At eighteen he 
entered Randolph Center School, where he pursued college studies 
as long as his health would permit, but a breakdown forced him to 
leave school without graduating. 

At twenty-nine years of age, after teaching for some time, he 
entered the Ministry of the Methodist Episcopal Church and 
preached for twenty-eight years. His first charge was West Ber- 
lin, Vermont; his next Worcester, where after eighteen months, 
throat trouble compelled him to give up his work. He came west

to Kansas, and was appointed to Lyons, where he built-a church. 
He also served Larned and Sedgwick. 


Continued ill health brought him to Southern California in 
1885. His appointments in this Conference were Garden Grove, 
Orange, Colton, Santa Paula, San Jacinto, Covina, Bakersfield, Ven- 
tura, and Lompoc. He served as Statistical Secretary for this Con- 
ference for seven years. 

In 1904, Brother Rich had a nervous breakdown and took the 
supernumerary relation. Two years later he had recovered; was 
given a charge in the Arizona Mission, where he served with more 
than ordinary success Tombstone, South Bisbee, Cananea, Mexico, 
and Sulphur Springs Valley. In each of these fields his unselfish 
ministry, good cheer and inspiring hope are remembered with deep 
affection. 

In 1909 he settled on a ranch in Southern Arizona where he 
served the Master as faithfully as when he had an appointment. 
For five more years he was the adviser and Christian leader of 
young and old, of farmers and miners in this growing section of 
new country. He was a real pioneer and believed the church was 
necessary in building the foundation of the state. Everybody but 
evil doers loved this man of God who was so noble of heart and 
dignified of bearing. When in Cananea, Mexico, he was known by 
Americans and Mexicans of all classes as a true Prophet of God. 

Two years and a half before his death he was stricken with 
apoplexy, and brought to Long Beach, where he was given every 
care by the members of his devoted family. His faith in Christ for 
whom he had lived, took the sting out of death. 

The funeral service was held in Grace Methodist Episcopal 
Church of Long Beach, near which he spent the last two years of 
his life, and was conducted by the pastor, J. W. Neely, assisted by 
a number of the brethren of the Conference.

and last Ventura, from which, on the morning of Easter Sunday 
of this year, God called him home. 

Many words might be fitly chosen to describe the personality 
of our brother. If I were asked to cite the most appropriate, it 
would be fidelity. He seemed to have always in view his aim to 
persuade men to be reconciled to God. This was his one work 
and he pursued it with a ceaseless industry. He had oft expressed 
the desire that when the end came he might go quickly and directly 
from the service of the Master, and the Father lovingly granted 
his wish. 

Though in ill-health, the two weeks preceeding his home-going 
were spent in strenuous Christian endeavor—in revival services— 
that he hoped might culminate in a great spiritual ingathering on 
Easter Day. Every forenoon was spent in pastoral visitation, 
cheering the aged, comforting the sick and urging upon all the vital 
importance of preparation for the life to come. 

During the last days the pastor had been preparing the Easter 
morning address, to be given at sunrise, at the foot of Mission 
Cross, on the hillside above the city. His theme was: “The Tri- 
umph of the Cross.” 

The morning dawned—this servant of the Most High arose at 
3:40 that he might review his subject and leisurely make the climb 
to the brow of the hill. A passer-by found him resting on the 
slope, to whom he stated that the way was difficult, but he knew 
no such word as fail, and, faithful—even in his failing strength— 
he pressed on to meet the sun, and just reached the foot of the 
cross when the “Triumph” came to him and he “was not for God 
took him” and the experience of the sublime expression of Saint 
Paul, which he so loved to quote, was his forevermore—“Absent 
from the body, present with the Lord.” 

He gloried in the cross of Christ! How beautiful that he 
was privileged to die beneath its shadow.

MRS. H. J. CRIST 


Mary A. Stark Crist was born June 15, 1853, at Lebanon, Conn., 
and died at South Pasadena, Cal., October 24, 1916. Her parents 
were of the sturdy pioneer stock who were related to early New 
England traditions, and figured in patriotic legends preceding the 
American Revolution. Her education was rounded out at a promi- 
nent young ladies’ seminary at Brattleboro, Vermont. For a time 
she taught in the public schools, but later it was her pleasure to 
minister to her parents until life’s sunset closed upon them both. 
A journey for recuperation and rest brought her to Southern Cali- 
fornia, where her health was entirely restored. It was here that 
she became acquainted with H. J. Crist, and they were united in 
marriage June, 1904, in Lebanon, Conn. Together they served the 
churches at Tulare, Porterville and Chino. Since the retirement 
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of Brother Crist in 1909 they resided in South Pasadena, where 
she actively identified herself with every department of the work 
of the church.

MRS. DON S. FORD 


On July 3, 1882, a bright baby girl was born to Mr. and Mrs. 
A. P. Torrey, of Flint, Michigan. In due time the little babe was 
given the name of Lelah Beatrice. In early childhood the family 
moved to Wichita, Kan., where Lelah grew to a beautiful young 
womanhood. In the earliest years of her remembrance she recog- 
nized Jesus as her Savior. When but a child she made a public 
confession of Christ and joined the First Methodist Episcopal 
Church of Wichita, Kansas. Here she became an earnest and tire- 
less worker, especially among the young people. When she was 
only a little girl she sought and professed the great scriptural and 
Methodistic experience of Perfect Love. Her consecrated daily 
life constantly endorsed her spoken testimony concerning this rich 
heritage so precious to her. In 1907, the family came to Los An- 
geles and joined the West Lake Methodist Church. Lelah entered 
at once heartily into the activities of the church. Her specialty 
was in the Epworth League, where she filled various offices. In 
1910 she was elected First Vice President of the Los Angeles Dis- 
trict Epworth League. In 1911 she was made President of the 
district organization. Her work was such that she was re-elected 
in 1912 for a second term. Due in no small way to her untiring 
efforts, the Spanish work of Southern California was started. On 
June 17, 1913, Miss Torrey was united in marriage to Don S. Ford. 
They were sent at once to Hamilton Church, Los Angeles, where 
the young wife entered heartily into the activities of the church 
until failing health compelled her to relinquish this work that had 
become the joy of her life. In 1915 they were sent to the church 
at Tropico, where Mrs. Ford slowly passed down to the “Valley 
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of the shadow of death.” As the new day began to dawn on Wed- 
nesday, December 6, 1916, this young woman bade her husband, 
parents and friends a loving farewell, and went to be forever with 
her Lord. She was not afraid to go. She said there is no river 
where she passed over and told her friends she could hear the 
heavenly music. Beside her sorrowing parents and husband, she 
leaves a baby boy—Paul Torrey Ford—a little more than one year 
old. The funeral was largely attended and was conducted from 
the Tropico Methodist Episcopal Church. District Supt. A. Ray 
Moore, of the Pasadena District, had charge of the service. It was 
a beautiful funeral service in which Mrs. Ford’s Christ was exalted 
—in fact, just such a funeral as she would doubtless have chosen 
had she given the directions for it.

(a) Rules of Order 


i Conference shall meet at 8:30 a..m., spend half-an hour in devotional exercised 
the regular business session commencing promptly at 9:00 and closing at 11:45 a. m. 

2. The regular standing Committees shall be appointed at the morning session of 
the first day. 


3. The District Superintendents shall be a Committee to nominate Standing 
Committees. 

4, All motions must be reduced to writing at the request of the Secretary of the 
Conference or of the Presiding Officer. 

5. When a member wishes to speak he must arise and address the chair, but shall 
not proceed until he is properly recognized by the President. 

a = The President shall distinctly call the name of the member to whom he. assigns 
e floor. 

7. Motions made and seconded, reports made and accepted, shall be deemed the 
property of the Conference, and cannot be withdrawn without the consent of the Conference. 

8. All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to indefinitely postpone, 
shall be taken without debate. 

9. The following motions may take precedence of the original motion and pre- 
cedence of each other in the order they are here named: (1) To adjourn to a given time. 
(2) To adjourn indefinitely. (3) To take up the order of the day. (4) To lay on the table. 
(5) To move the previous question. (6) To postpone to a given time. (7) To refer toa 
Committee. (8) To amend. (9) To postpone indefinitely. 

10. Members shall not be interrupted while speaking, except by the President, or 
a member through the President. 

11. All questions of privilege must be decided by the President. 

12. No Member shall speak on any question more than once until all who wish 
have spoken. No member shall speak more than ten minutes, except by permission of 
the Conference. Nor shall it be in order to move the previous question, nor to lay on the 
table at the close of a speech in which the pending question has been discussed. 

13. The one who offers a motion or resolution may have five minutes to close the 
debate and this right shall not be forfeited by a motion ordering the previous question or 
to lay on the table. 

14. Any person voting in the majority may move a reconsideration, but such motio 
shall not be debatable. 

15. All members are required to be present at the regular sessions of the Conference. 

16. No one is allowed to vote outside the bar of the Conference. 

17. The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call of one-third of the 
members present.

18. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule during the devotional 
exercises, :

FIRST DAY 
Wednesday, October 2, 1918 


The Conference convened for its forty-third session in the 
First Church of Bakersfield, on Wednesday, October 2, 1918.

Dr. A. C. Stevens, Superintendent of the San Francisco Dea- 
coness Training School, was introduced and spoke briefly aelariNe 
to the work of the school. 


The Secretary requested the addresses of the men in service, 
and they were furnished by members of the Conference. 


C. E. Locke presented the following resolution and it was 
adopted: 


Ist. We decidedly favor retaining the insignia of rank for 
our chaplains, believing it to be the only possible method of bring- 
ing to the Chaplaincy the standing necessary to the highest eff- 
ciency in service; indicating years of service; commanding proper 
recognition from official ranks of the Army; and providing ade- 
quate remunerations. 


2nd. In view of the apparent unjust regulations obtaining 
only in regard to the Chaplaincy, requiring seven years of service 
in the rank of First Lieutenant before reaching the rank of Cap- 
tain, and ten years additional in a Captaincy before becoming 
eligible to the rank of Major, which is the highest obtainable rank 
for chaplains, and limited to fifteen occupants at one time; we 
believe that this injustice should be removed by changing the 
status of Chaplaincy rank to accord with that given the Medical, 
Dental, and Veterinarian Corps. 


Ora S. Stout was elected to Local Deacon’s Orders. 


Mr. C. E. Carver presented the following resolution passed 
by the Lay Association and upon motion it was ordered written 
into the Minutes: 


RESOLVED, First. That the Layman’s Association of the 
Southern California Conference unreservedly commends the Cen- 
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tenary Drive in its magnificant challenge to the Church and 
pledges its hearty support. 


Second. That in the anticipation of the great demands to be 
made upon our resources, we would urge that the pastors of this 
Conference as early as convenient during the next Conference 
year to carry out the four weeks Christian Stewardship program 
and co-operate in every way possible in a Conference-wide cam- 
paign in harmony with the plans of the Committee for the promo- 
tion of Spiritual Resources and the Committee for the promotion 
of Christian Stewardship and Tithing. 


Third. That we approve of the slogan “One Million Tithers in 
Methodism,” and accept our pro-rata of that and adopt the slogan 
“Ten Thousand Tithers in the Southern California Conference.” 


Commission on Finance—Mr. Carver presented the report of 
the Commission on Finance, and after the amendment of section 
four, the report was adopted. (See Report.) 


The suggestion of the Commission on Finance that the Board 
of Conference Claimants be given right of way in its financial 
campaign during 1919-20 was ordered written into the report of 
the Commission. 


Spanish-American Institute—Mr. Frank S. Wallace of the 
Board of Directors of the Spanish-American Institute, presented 
the report of the Spanish-American Institute and it was adopted. 
(See Report.) 


C. D. Lewis and Walter Buckner were elected to the Board 
of Directors of the Spanish-American Institute class of 1922. 


C. D. Lewis presented the following resolution and it was 
adopted: 


RESOLVED, That the number of the Directors of Trustees 
of the Spanish-American Institute, formerly the Spanish-American 
Industrial Training School for boys, be increased from nine to 
fifteen and that the President and Secretary of the said Institute 
be authorized to execute under the corporate seal of said Institute 
a certificate of such increase and to file the same with the County 
Clerk of Los Angeles County and a certified copy thereof with 
the Secretary of State of California, whereupon such increase in 
the number of such Directors or Trustees shall take effect. 


RESOLVED, That the power to repeal, amend and adopt 
due By-Laws for the Spanish-American Institute be, and the same 
is, hereby delegated to the Board of Directors or Trustees of said 
Institute. 

The following were elected additional Directors for the Span- 
ish-American Institute: Harry McComb, Harry G. Philp, John P. 
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ELcwes Miss Bessie A. Wilson, Mrs. C. H. Matson and Mrs. E. J. 
Weightman. 


J. R. Clark was given the Supernumerary Relation. 


Dr. E. P. Dennett of the California Conference, was intro- 
duced and spoke relative to the work of the Berkeley pastor. 


Dr. James McGaw, Secretary of the National Reform Asso- 
ciation addressed the Conference. 


The Doxology was sung and the Conference adjourned. 


SIXTH DAY 
Monday, October 7, 1918 


The Conference was called to order by the Bishop at 8:00 a.m. 
The hymn, “I Love Thy Kingdom, Lord,’ was sung. Dr. Julius 
Soper led in prayer. 


The Secretary read the minutes of Saturday afternoon’s ses- 
sion and they were adopted. 


Quorum—On question of G. W. Wilson, the Bishop ruled a 
quorum is the group of ministers present at any regularly called 
session of an Annual Conference. 


C. A. Kent was instructed to arrange for an extra coach on 
today’s train. 


It was ordered that with the exception of the Chairman and 
those introducing reports, debates be restricted to three minutes, 
and that all other business be cleared, except reports of Standing 
Committees, and if it be necessary these be printed without 
reading. 

Program Committee—On motion of J. A. Geissinger, it was 
srdered that the Conference Program Committee be composed of 


the resident Bishop, the District Superintendent and the pastor- 
host of the Conference. 


F. D. Mather—John Hedley presented the following resolution 
and it was adopted: 


WHEREAS, One of our honored brethren, Dr. F. D. Mather 
has been nominated (which in his case carries election) to the 
Legislature of the State of California, as the representative of the 
67th Legislative District, on both the Republican and Prohibition 
tickets, the Conference offers him its most hearty congratulations 
on this mark of public confidence and esteem, and prays for him a 
successful term of service at Sacramento. 


The order of the day was called and J. B. Green presented 
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the Treasurer’s report of the Board of Trustees. The report was 
accepted. (See Report.) 
A memorial’ from the Wisconsin Conference concerning 


churches of other languages was referred to the Committee on 
Memorials. 


J. B. Green requested definite action on securing expert aid 
in handling. the Treasurer’s report. 


On motion of A. W. Adkinson, the whole matter was referred 
to the Commission of Finance with power to act. 


Education Report Reconsidered—On motion of E. A. Healy, 
the report of the Committee on Education was reconsidered. 


On motion of E. A. Healy it was ordered that the Educational 
Committee’s report be amended by apportioning 20 cents per 
capita on the Church membership for public education, and that 
the Conference undertake to bring in $15,646.00 to make up the 
46 cents per member for the University of Southern California. 
The report was adopted as amended. 


Publishing Minutes—On motion of G. B. Cliff, the assessment 
for publication of the Minutes was fixed at one-fourth of one per 
cent of the pastors’ salaries, including house ‘rent; the District 
Superintendents to pay $5.00 each, and those holding special ap- 
pointments to pay $1.00 each, this assessment to be in force for 
this year and next year. 


‘The memorial referring to the Course of Study from the. New 
Jersey Conference was referred to the Committee on -Memorials: 


Memorials Committee—On motion of E. J. Inwood, the fol- 
lowing were nominated as a Committee on Memorials to General 
Conference: C. B. Dalton, L. T. Guild, L. A. Ferris, T: Burden, 
Henry I. Rasmus, A. W. Adkinson, Charles Edward Locke, A, W. 
Lamport, F. M. Larkin and S. J. Carroll. 


A telegram was read from the New lle eu coins re- 
aifrming its support of the Government in-the present war. 


President Wilson—The Secretary was instructed to send a 
telegram to President Wilson expressing our confidence in him 
and urging that no peace be made on any condition short of the 
unconditional surrender of the Central Powers. 


Conference Trustees—The following were elected Trus- 
tees of the Conference: J. B. Green, W. M. Sterling, A. Ray Moore, 
F, D. Mather, F. G. H. Stevens, E. W. Pasco, and E. J. Inwood. 


Memorial Committee—By general consent, E. A. Healy and 
H. W. Peck were added to the Committee on Memorials, and it 
was ordered that the report of this Committee be presented not 


later than 2s session of the next Conference.

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Cabinet Recommendations—The following recommendations 
from the Cabinet, were presented and adopted: 


That the District Superintendents appoint the Committees and 
Boards and select the Chairmen to prepare and read the reports. 


WHEREAS, By order of the General Conference, the Board 
of Conference Claimants is in a campaign for a generous endow- 
ment for the various funds for retired ministers, their widows and 
orphans, and 


WHEREAS, Our hearty co-operation is already pledged 
thereto by every desirable consideration; therefore, be it 


RESOLVED, That the Southern California Conference hereby 
commit itself to a definite program in this interest for the Con- 
ference year 1919-1920, appointing at this session an Executive 
Commission to carry such program into effect. 


RESOLVED: FURTHER, That the Resident Bishop and his 
Cabinet, the Chairman and Secretary of the Board of Stewards, 
one pastor and one layman from each District, elected by the 
Conference, on nomination of the District Superintendents, com- 
pose such Commission. 


Question 28 was asked, “What is the Statistical report?” 


Statistician’s Report—O. W. Reinius, Statistician, gave the 
totals of the statistical tables and they were received and approved. 
(See Report.) 


On motion of E. J. Inwood, it was ordered that the Con- 
ference express its earnest appreciation of the splendid loyalty and 
fidelity of the members of the Church during this trying year, 
and also that a vote of thanks be given O. W. Reinius for his in- 
valuable services as Statistician. 


Assessment for Treasurer—It was ordered that the Confer- 
ence reaffirm its assessment of 25 cents per member of the Con- 
ference for the help of the Treasurer. 


Social Service Report—B. S. Haywood read the report of the 
Committee on Social Service and Public Morals. J. A. Geissinger. 
requested that reference be made in the report of the Govern- 
ment’s splendid work in raising the wages of the industrial work- 
ers of the country and its effort to remove child labor and exces- 
sive woman labor from the social order. The suggestion was ac- 
cepted and the report was adopted. (See Report.) 


W. A. Betts read the report of the Centenary Committee, and 
it was adopted. (See Report.) 


Stewardship Campaign—On motion of A. Ray Moore, it was 
ordered that the simultaneous campaign for Centenary Steward- 
ship be put on in the month of November. 
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L. A. Ferris presented an additional report on the Centenary 
concerning Evangelism, and it was adopted. (See Report.) 


League of Nations—C. B. Dalton presented the following reso- 
lution, and it was adopted: 


WHEREAS, We entered the present world war for enduring 
peace and our boys “over there” are offering their lives for the 
establishment of a new world order, and 


WHEREAS, Our great President, Woodrow Wilson, has, in 
Providentially guided leadership, defined in clear terms the inner 
meaning of the struggle and set forth as its central demand the 
creation of a League of Nations with adequate sanctions for the 
enforcement of peace, and 

WHEREAS, This demand has the cordial and hearty endorse- 
ment of all of our great allies as indicated by the official utterances 
of Lloyd George and Premier Clemenceau, and others, and 


WHEREAS, “Never again” has been the insistent cry of the 
soldiers in the trenches, and 


WHEREAS, The Inter-Allied Labor Council of London has 
pledged its support and the common people everywhere, upon 
whom the burdens of war fall heaviest, re-echo, in the midst of 
their common world anguish the cry of the soldier, “never again,” 
therefore, be it 


RESOLVED, That the hour is now ripe for the organization 
of such a League of Nations. We are further convinced that its 
organization should be made a condition of returning peace. Out- 
lawry among nations must cease. They, as well as individuals, 
must give allegiance to the Ten Commandments and the Sermon 
on the Mount. If we are not pacifists—and we are not—neither 
are we militarists. We hate war, and hating war we have ac- 
cepted a war that was forced upon us that we might put an end 
to war. And we earnestly call upon our people to cultivate such 
hatred and horror of war as will supply the necessary motive 
power to create such a world organization as shall make war for- 
ever impossible and insure that our noble dead shall not have died 
in vain. 

Preachers’ Sons in Service—It was ordered that the roll of 
the boys from the parsonages in the United States Service be 
printed in the Minutes. 

Question 31 was asked, “What are the claims on the Confer- 
ence funds?” 

L. D. Van Arnam presented the report of the Board of Stew- 
ards, and it was adopted. (See Report.) 


Annuity Endowment Fund—J. B. Green presented the report 
of the Special Committee appointed at the session of 1917 re- 
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ferring to the amount to be paid annually on account of Annuity 
Endowment Fund. It was ordered that this matter be postponed 


for a year. 


Gift to A. Ray Moore—Merle N. Smith, on behalf of the men 
of the Pasadena District presented a gift of silver to A. Ray Moore 
and Mrs. Moore. “Blest Be the Tie That Binds,” was sung, after 
which A. Ray Moore made an appropriate response. 


J. E. Fischer requested that the Secretary be instructed to 
remove the “c” from his name in all future references in the 


Minutes. 
The Bishop requested F. M. Larkin to take the Chair. 


Question 25 was asked, “Who are the Triers of Appeals?” 


F. D. Mather, J. W. Neely, J. Nicholson, H. S. Ryder, and L. 
D. Van Arnam were elected. 


A. H. Gunnett—E. W. Pasco presented the following resolu- 
tion, and it was adopted: We reaffirm our action of last year in 
commending the work of the Rev. A. H. Gunnett as District Super- 
intendent of the Children’s Home Society, and recommend him to 
our people. 


A. W. Lamport presented the report on the State of the 
Church, and it was adopted without reading. (See report.) 


R. J. Taylor presented the report of the Special Committee 
referring to E. D. Barton. 


E. D. Barton was granted location at his own request. 


F. D. Mather read the report of the Directors of the Hunt- 
ington Beach Assembly, and the following were elected Directors 
for the ensuing year: S. S. Sampson, C. H. Scott, F. D. Mather, J. 
G. Hill, A. J. McKenzie, C. B. Dalton and John Oliver, 


Rules for Examiners—F.. A. Healy requested a change in the 
title referring to the Board of Examiners, from “Rules of the 
Board of Examiners” to “Rules for the Board of Examiners,” and 
also moved the following substitute for Rule 8, and it was adopted: 


A pre-requisite to being admitted to full membership in the 
Conference shall be the Bachelor’s Degree from an approved col- 


lege or university, and graduation from one of our theological 
seminaries. 


Exceptions for special reasons may be allowed under this 
rule when endorsed by a two-third vote of the Conference. 


A. Ray Moore presented the report of the Missionary and 
Evangelistic Society, and it was approved without reading. 
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It was ordered that the disbursements to the various churches 
from the Board of Home Missions be printed without reading. 


Board of Latin-American Missions—The following were nomi- 
nated as Trustees of the Methodist Board of Latin-American Mis- 
sions, and they were elected: Class of 1921, Mrs. Chas. Edward 
Locke, A. Ray Moore, E. M. Sein, P. A. Lord, A. W. Lownsbery 
and V. M. McCombs. 


R. J. Taylor presented the Joint Benevolence Committee re- 
port, and it was approved without reading. 


Dr. Wilbur F. Sheridan—B. S. Haywood presented the follow- 
ing resolution, and it was adopted: 


Information having reached us of the serious condition of 
the health of Rev. Dr. Wilbur F. Sheridan, General Secretary of 
the Epworth League— that at this time he can no longer speak 
and unable to take food except in liquid form, and unable to com- 
municate with others except in the manuel alphabet of the deaf 
mute, though his mental vigor remains at its best; be it therefore 


RESOLVED, That the Southern California Conference in an- 
nual session assembled sends to Dr. Sheridan and his faithful 
wife, our prayerful sympathy and our commendation for the 
marked fortitude and Christian zeal that ‘characterizes them in 
their affliction. 


F. B. Cowgill read a report of the Committee on Resolutions 
and it was adopted. (See Report.) 


The Bishop resumed the Chair. 


On motion of H. I. Rasmus it was ordered that the Statistical 
Secretary and Treasurer be elected at this session, 


Treasurer’s Report—M. W. Beckwith read the Treasurer’s re- 
port and it was ordered printed. A vote of thanks was given to 
the Treasurer and his assistants. 


It was ordered that the names of the Statistician and Treas- 
urer be printed when reference is made to their office. 


It was ordered that the residue of $6.00 in the hands of M. 
W. Beckwith be turned over to J. B. Green and the Treasurer be 
made custodian of vouchers. 


A telegram of greeting was received from Stella B. Irvine of 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union. 


The Minutes were adopted without reading. 
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The Bishop read the appointments, and the Conference ad- 
journed sine die with the benediction by the Bishop.

Reports 


(a) District Superintendents 
Written and Read By John Oliver, By Appointment of the Cabinet. 


Deaths—We are exceedingly glad to report that there has been 
but one death in our effective ranks this year. Eli McClish has 
gone to his reward. He was scholarly, spiritual, brotherly, a great 
and faithful servant of the churchsand humanity. Three of our re- 
tired brethren have also been translated, G. L. Cole, W. C. Wil- 
son, and W. G. Leonard. Mrs. A. N. Fields passed away in Hon- 
olulu. She was a woman of faith and spiritual power. 

Death also visited three of our parsonages. January 8th, the 
loved wife of C. O. Kimball of Glendora, was called from earth 
to heaven. She was a fine Christian personality, talented, cultured 
and lovable. Her death was a great loss to the family, the church 
and the community. 

Death also visited the home of Brother and Sister Burnham 
and took their only boy Paul, who had long been frail and suf- 
fering. The fellowship between this father and son was beautiful, 
and the boy’s simple faith has made the death chamber a garden 
of fragrant memories. 

Ezra, the only son of Brother and Sister Cocking, was also 
called to the home of eternal light and love. Tihe parents have 
met this great loss with Christian heroism. 

Death also called A. T. Roberts, a local preacher, attending 
the University, preparing himself for our ministry. His death is 
keenly felt by his student comrades, and the East 38th Street 
Church of which he was pastor. 

To all these bereaved ones we bring tender assurances of 
Christian affection, and say: “The morning cometh when there 
shall be no more partings.” 

War Activities—The Conference has never had a year of more 
active service than this. ‘The preachers and churches have been 
busy in season and out of season in ministerial and war activities. 
Everywhere they have labored with energy and enthusiasm to 
strengthen the efforts of the nation to stop the mad and bloody 
rush of animalism, and to establish righteousness in the earth. 
Preachers and people have responded to every call and met every 
issue with loyal determination, The church has surprised her- 
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self, and won the admiration of the nation by the spontaneous, 
vigorous and effective service she has given. 

The service flag which hangs in every one of our churches, 
many of the stars on which are becoming golden, measures the 
price of liberty, and the interest of the church and community in 
this now great world affair. Eighteen of our preachers have en- 
tered some form of war service, as will appear elsewhere in the list 
of special appointments. Merle N. Smith has given six months’ 
service to the Y. M. C. A. in France. 

Change of Pastors—Early in the year Alfred Hughes was 
taken out of Huntington Park and sent to Santa Barbara, and 
Hugh C. Gibson was appointed to Huntington Park. This has 
proven a splendid arrangement. In June Bede A. Johnson (on 
account of sickness) gave up Marengo Ave. church and entered 
business. Since then Dr. M. W. Hawks has supplied the charge. 
E. W. Kinchen moved to New Orleans to take charge of a church 
in that-city. L. G. Robinson has supplied Scott Chapel. When 
John Hedley took charge of First church, Pasadena, I. A. Engle 
was sent to Gardena, and Geo. Haffen went to Rialto. Geo. W. 
Bruce came from the Nebraska Conference to serve the church at 
Sultana. Vicente Mendoza, our Mexican pastor at Santa Ana, 
has been appointed by our Board of S. S. as Latin-American S. 
S.. Missionary in California. J. C. Nava takes the Santa Ana 
circuit. 

Building Activities—Upland has completed its new Sunday 
school department building at a cost of $10,000. The San Ber- 
nardino church has been remodeled and improved at a cost of 
$20,000; and the new $20,000 church at Covina was dedicated, Sept. 
22nd, by Bishop .Leonard. A very elegant $30,000 church, a 
veritable cathedral, will be dedicated at Lamanda Park early in 
November, and Asbury, Los Angeles, is building one of the best 
planned and most complete community churches of the Confer- 
ence. 


Larchmont Heights, Los Angeles, has done an heroic piece. 
of work in securing a new site and in the building a $4,500.00 
church which was dedicated by Bishop Frank Warne of India. 
Dr. J. A. Harwood, a Congregational minister, has made possible 
a new church at Fruitland Acres, near Lankershim. ‘The old 
church at Montalvo has been salvaged and put into a new enter- 
prise at Belmont Heights, Long Beach. Lynwood is in the midst 
of a new building enterprise, and Santa Barbara will soon have 
completed a $25,000 new church project. Artesia has built a social 
hall. 


The El Canto congregation has purchased the church and lot 
of the Christian denomination and improved the same. Fine 
Provision has been made for the Sunday School and Social in- 
terests of Brawley in the construction of a social hall. River- 
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side First church has spent considerable money on some fine 
property improvements. 

The Madero church was struck by lightning and completely 
destroyed by fire last May. After much delay, plans have been 
accepted, and a new church, adequate to the future of Methodism 
in this place, will be built. Coalinga has plans for a new church 
to cost $5,500, and Grace church, Fresno, has secured an elegant 
site for building purposes. One of the very best future projects is 
the new enterprise at Anaheim, where the pastor has secured 
$16,000 in bankable paper, toward a new building. A new pipe or- 
gan has also been promised for this church. But war conditions 
postpone this and other church building. The historic adobe 
buildings on the Plaza, Los Angeles, which were once the head- 
quarters of Gen. Fremont and Stocton, have been torn down and 
in their place now stand two portable buildings, the temporary 
quarters of the Plaza community center. 


Combination and Sale of Property—The plan to combine the 
churches at Sanger and Kingsburg is being consummated; the 
church, South, taking the field at Kingsburg, and we taking the field 
at Sanger, as voted by the Commission. These adjustments mean 
much for the future of the kingdom and our common Methodism 
in these places. 

In the intensive program for Los Angeles city, some com- 
binations and adjustments have been made and others are con- 
templated. Hamilton church is now in the colored belt of the 
EFast-side, and arrangements have been made to turn over the 
property to the congregation of Mason Chapel. The Board of 
Home Missions and the City Missionary Society have made this 
combination possible. 

The church and parsonage at Buena Park have been sold and 
a much more favorable location secured for our future work. The 
sale of the Cypress church on the same circuit will help to cen- 
tralize our work and make possible an adequate plant. 

The church at Gustine on the Ingomar circuit has been sold; 
and the church property at Clovis has been sold by contract and 
converted into a hospital; and, when, the obligation to the Board 
of Home Missions and Church Extension has been satisfied, the 
proceeds from the sale will go to expand the Normal Church at 
Fresno, as Clovis is now part of the Normal circuit. 


Parsonages—E1 Segundo has built a neat new parsonage, and 
Inglewood has purchased a lovely home for its preachers. Easton, 
near Fresno, has secured a fine commodious site for a new church 
and parsonage and built a modern preacher’s home on the same. 
Earlimart has also built a parsonage at considerable sacrifice on 
the part of pastor and people. 

Evangelism—It has been a year of spiritual development, In- 
creased emphasis has been put on the evangelistic program in the 
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Sunday school, and the statistics of this department of our church 
life will show splendid fruitage. It has not been convenient for 
some churches to hold special meetings, but the steady, continu- 
ous pressure of the evangelistic appeal in a program which cul- 
minated at Easter, brought the highest results to the churches 
which tried it. We desire to commend a passionate, spiritual pro- 
gram of continuous evangelism through the whole life of the 
church. We wish all our preachers would give themselves to a 
complete, personal and spiritual program of evangelism, rather 
than to attempt to load the obligation for a revival effort on 
sporadic revival meetings which do not revive. The social arm of 
the church in many places is the heart-gripping and evangelistic 
hand-shake and invitation to the unconverted and unchurched. 


Institutes—The Epworth League Institutes held at Sierra 
Chautauqua, Arroyo Grande, and Huntington Beach, were highly 
successful. There were over one thousand registrations at Ar- 
bamar. Dr. Chas. E. Guthrie and the splendid faculty of spiritual 
leaders and teachers did excellent work and made deep and lasting 
impressions on our young people which resulted in life decisions 
and consecrations to definite tasks. The clean play fellowship, 
and the safe and sane teaching of the principles of the kingdom 
and Methodism, made a large place for the ministry of the Spirit 
in the life-molding ideals which these institutes bring to our 
youth. These gatherings make surer and more immediate of reali- 
zation the Kingdom of God. 

We desire to commend the Conference Board of Control for 
foresight, purpose and program, 

The Camp Meeting and Assembly held at Huntington Beach 
were well worth while, but war conditions affected the attendance. 
But the directors of the Association are making this place a grow- 
ing center of spiritual power. 

Benevolences—Among the multiplicity of calls for war work 
and war relief, the benevolences have suffered in some few places, 
but, we have reason to believe, when all the reports are tabulated, 
that this will prove one of the greatest, if not the greatest year 
for benevolences in the history of the Conference. 


The Woman’s Home and Woman’s Foreign Missionary So- 
cieties have done well. These Godly women, in whose hearts burn 
the missionary passion, have been everlastingly at it informing 
our woman folk as to the world’s need, and drawing them into 
fellowship and prayer and service for the world’s redemption. 


It is a splendid recommendation for the local church where the 
W. H. M. §S. ministers to needy cases in the community, and we 
suggest to this fine organization to multiply this work in our local 
churches. / 

The U. S. C. Campaign—But the highest achievement of the 
year has been in the campaign for the endowment of the Uni-

versity. It was well organized; and, thanks to the active loyalty 
of the preachers, it was carried to a most successful issue. The 
world’s need of Christian leadership made the canvass a high mode 
of personal, spiritual evangelism. As a result of this campaign 
practically every church in the Conference is vitally related to our 
Conference program of Christian education. Bishop Leonard was 
one of the main factors in the inauguration of the campaign and 
worked most strenuously throughout the Conference to bring it to 
a success. 

On the Fresno District, the church South, opened its doors 
to the campaign and some of its preachers helped in the canvass. 
The Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at Clovis, subscribed over 
$3000 to the University, and ovens to send its sons ana aes 
to this great school. 


Miscellaneous Items—Two weeks ago at Taft, the Quarterly 
Conference voted thirty-seven persons into affiliated membership. 
This company of Christian people represent many denominations, 
but this relation brings them into effective fellowship and active 
service for the kingdom. 

A Methodist society has been reraiced and incorporated at 
Mojave. This field came to us through the work of the pastor at 
Tehachapi and the administration of the denominational superin- 
tendents’ federation. A Committee has also been appointed by 
this organization to consider the advisability of coupling the Con- 
gregational work at Arvin with our Thomson Memorial church. 


Our New Territory—The new territory which came to the 
Conference from the Nevada Mission has in it the most glorious 
motintain scenery in America. It is an inspiration to visit the 
Owens River valley, from which the Sierra Nevada, the highest 
mountain range in America, rises abruptly in all its shaggy 
grandeur, and where perpetual snow and glaciers abide, and 
Mount Whitney kisses the skies. 

The towns are old and of the forty-niner type. The church has 
made little impression on these communities, for it has not al- 
ways sent capable men into the territory, and has had no com- 
munity program. However, the men on the field now, have the 
vision and are giving a good account of themselves, With the 
selective and appointing power of this Conference these towns 
and villages will get the service necessary for their salvation. Just 
as soon as possible a circuit should be made with Keeler, Trona, 
and Castago, where there are nearly two thousand folks without 
Gospel privilege. 

Temperance—Thanks to the church, “When Johnny comes 
marching home again,” he will find our national house cleaning 
complete on the booze question. The Fresno Convention planned 
wisely and well, and the work of the anti-liquor forces at the 
primary election not only assures the ratification of the consti- 
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tutional amendment, but also guarantees the election of the best 
body of Christian men ever chosen to take the leadership of our 
empire state. 

We desire to record our high appreciation of Dr. Erwin S. 
Chapman, and Dr. D. M. Gandier for their wise, loyal and spirit- 
ual leadership in this more than twenty year engagement. Their 
counsel has been of the highest order, and their devotion to our 
collective interests deep and personal. Their public utterances 
always put the heart of victory into every situation. 


Fresno District Record— 


Thanks to the loyalty, enthusiasm and 
evangelistic passion of preachers and peo- 
ple, within the past six years the Fresno 
District has built twenty new churches, 
fifteen of them to occupy entirly new fields. 
Six new social halls have been opened to 
help socialize the truth. Fourteen new par- 
sonages have been provided, ten of them 
where the preacher had no home before. 
Twelve new societies have been organized 
and incorporated, and sixteen missionary 
charges have become self-supporting. 

This record does not include the coast 
territory which it was my privilege to 
superintendent for four years. 

I have been dominated by the pro- 
found conviction that the evangelistic appeal must be made to the 
total individual and community life through the whole life of the 
church, and thanks to the response of the preachers, there has 
been some small measure of success. The saloons have gone out 
of all this territory but Fresno and Bakersfield, and here these be- 
lated institutions are “on the blink.” The red light districts are 
gone forever, and a new day has come in the social relation of 
church and community. 


A summer school and home for Christian people has been 
established in the delightful and inspiring Sierra Chautauqua, and 
with fair attention this will become a mount of vision and spiritu- 
al school of social service and salvation to the great San Joaquin 
valley empire.

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Spanish and Portuguese District— 


Looking at the advance of the past 
six years, the line of Methodist mis- 
sions in California has moved from the 
two dingy, flimsy shanties in Pasadena 
and Bloom Street, Los Angeles, with 
but one heroic officer on the line, until 
it now has been extended over a care- 
fully secured line reaching from Calex- 
ico and the Mexican Border up through 
the following centers of this empire 
state, which is fifty per cent larger than 
all of Italy: Santa Ana, Orange, Gar- 
den Grove, Westminster, Anaheim, Ful- 
lerton, Placentia, Olinda, Rivera, La 
Habra, Long Beach, Compton, Watts, 
Los Angeles, Glendale, Pasadena, La- 
manda Park, San Fernando, Fillmore, 
Bardsdale, Ventura, Saticoy and Santa Paula.~ The Portuguese 
are holding the San Joaquin sector’ with no fortifications nor 
music, with Hanford as an axis of operations. 


All considered, the best progress of the six years past has 
been won this year under very untoward circumstances. It shows 
an advance in full members of 17%, with a total membership now 
of 724. Seven years ago, there were only some 43 Methodist Latin- 
Americans in the State of California. The most wonderful thing 
is that this advance is despite painful losses. This is a net gain 
of 100 this year alone though there have been lost 160 members, 
the largest number, 34, being at Los Angeles Plaza where we have 
only a hut instead of the needed great headquarters. There have 
been 202 converts this year, an increase of 18% over last year. 
The number of adherents this year has nearly trebled, now num- 
bering 1340. There has been an increase of 40% in local preachers 
and exhorters and the number of all Christian workers has trebled. 
The 17 Sunday schools of last year now number 23. The present 
Sunday school enrollment of 870 is an increase of 30% this year. 
The thirteen Leagues have a membership of over 350. There has 
been a 40% increase in the number of auxiliary organizations in 
the Mexican churches, including the first Mexican Methodist 
brotherhood in the United States in Pasadena. The $422 for 
benevolences is an increase of 18%, self-support has increased 
40%; total giving nearly $2000, an increase of 25%. The property 
value has more than doubled, but still is only $36,000 and that 
mostly invested in good locations. The Centenary will build some 
strong citadels on the locations for the great victories and larger 
ingatherings. 

Victory costs. During the last seven years, the budget has 
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grown from $1,000 to $35,000, including the Spanish-American In- 
stitute and the Plaza Community Center. 

The most noteworthy progress of the Spanish work is the 
rapidly growing company of workers now numbering forty-three 
of those trained and those being trained. Along the whole front 
of the Latin-American work in California there are now twenty 
salaried Mexican workers and twenty-one American toilers. Each 
remembers that he is a learner and that this is a new thing in 
Christian missions, being a peculiar form of Foreign-Home Mis- 
sions. During the year these workers have made 50,000 visits, 
traveled 70,000 miles, written 9,000 letters, cared for 4,200 cases 
of poor and sick, held 4,000 Gospel services, and sold and given 
1,000 copies of God’s Word and 35,000 other silent messengers. 

Certain conclusive needs 
stand out clearly before our 
Latin-American workers: 
First, the Plaza Institutional 
church with facilities for the 
Goodwill Industries, a: Girls’ 
Home and a Men’s Dormi- 
tory. Second, the Spanish- 
American Institute must 
have three or four times as 
much land and the needed new buildings and equipment with sup- 
port to take in the mass movement of boys and young men who 
await admission and Christian training with no other door open to 
them. Third, the Border where Dr. Rasmus has shown utmost co- 
operation and sympathy in terms of money as well as appeal. 
Fourth, Community programs for Santa Ana and Ventura, great 
and historic centers of Southwest Mexican life centering in those 
county seats. Fifth, we would tremble as we face a Portuguese 
situation which has never yet been successfully met in the United 
States, did we not increasingly discover that these people, also, are 
wanting to be on our side when they get a chance to come across. 
Sixth, San Francisco, a port of entry, is a center of utmost import- 
ance with scores of Christian Mexicans now there awaiting organi- 
zation and a pastor. Lower California, Nevada, Sacramento Val- 
ley and the great Imperial and San Joaquin Valleys with the gold 
mines up in the mountains, all must form a part of the victorious 
line in the Latin-American missions for which we Methodists are 
responsible in this Area. 

Service stars are seen in the Mexican churches. Incidentally, 
the most important achievement of the year in the Mexican work 
from the standpoint of liberty and Pan-American peace, may be 
the contribution Methodism is thus making to the marvelous 
change in the attitude of the Mexicans to the United States. 
Great patriotic meetings have been held. At the American patri- 
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otic rally in Shrine Auditorium, over 800 Mexicans attended with 
great banners. The Mexican band furnished most of the music 
for that tremendous gathering. Loyalty to the Allies is now un- 
bounded among the Mexicans. 

There were over 2,000 Mexican soldiers at Camp Kearny at 
one time. Misses Higgins and Turner and Brothers Gonzales, 
Mendoza and McCombs assisted in organizing the Mexican Y. M. 
C. A. work there. Our workers prepared for the soldiers a book- 
let in Spanish with 30 favorite soldier hymns and Bible selections. 
Mess call did not reveal greater hunger than those Spanish and 
Portuguese soldiers exhibited for the Word of God’and Gospel 
Hymns. 

V. M. McCombs and A. Ray Moore—With this Conference 
session Vernon M. McCombs, the versatile and spiritually pas- 
sionate District Superintendent of the Spanish-Portuguese Dis- 
trict, completes the allotted term of this office. During these six 
years he has laid permanent spiritual foundations for the salva- 
tion of the Spanish-speaking peoples, and helped build no mean 
structure thereon. This dear Brother carries the fragrance of the 
presence of God in his personality, and makes people think of 
spiritual things. He has been a blessing to us in all our work, and 
we are glad to know he is to continue in service to this people. 


We are sorry, indeed, to lose our genial and spiritual com- 
panion, A. Ray Moore, but we bid him Godspeed in a field of 
labor for which he is eminently fitted. His fine sense of honor 
and gentle, thoughtful ministry have been a benediction. His 
ready humor has been a tonic and the saving grace in many a 
tense situation, and his contagious laugh is better than medicine. 
We shall be glad to welcome him to our churches in the great 
Centenary task he is to help us to achieve. 

What of the Future?—But we are more concerned about the 
future of the churchand of humanity than about the present report 
of the charges. The work of the conference reveals the fact that 
the churches are in vital relation with the present national and 
world movements, and the investment of the preachers in con- 
structive war work reveals a resident power and purpose which 
will be mighty factors in the reconstructive period. 

The church is face to face with new problems and conditions 
of life. A new world is in the making. Old forms of thought 
and molds of civilization are being discarded and destroyed. New 
ideas and ideals will dominate in the social reconstruction. ‘The 
Kingdom of God has become a living possibility. 

But is the church flexible and democratic enough to adjust 
herself to the new day? Can she give the supreme evidence of her 
divine fellowship in a prophetic declaration of coming light and 
life and civilization, or will she be satisfied with an interpreta- 
tion of a traditional past? Does the preacher at home vision the 
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promised land to possess it? Will he leave his material thinking 
in the dying world of rum and rebellion and move into the booze- 
less age of clear spiritual thinking and the clean social fellow- 
ship of a Christ-made civilization? 

What kind of preachers are needed to heal this suffering, 
sorrowing, broken-hearted, war-cursed world? Will they make 
the investment to give Christ the immediate supremacy in the 
affairs of men? The world has hoped, and hungered, and prayed 
for the kingdom of God to become a fact in experience; and the 
church that will make faith spell conduct, and give herself in a 
blazing passion of earnestness to this one task, will gain the con- 
fidence and win the gratitude of God and man: 

Race Consciousness and Preaching—Our sons and brothers in 
Europe are finding race kinship in the common ideals of right- 
eousness for which they stand. They will come out of the war 
with a race consciousness, an international mind, in which the 
ideas and ideals of brotherhood will find spiritual acceptance, and 
through which the church can make kingdom-thinking a world- 
wide fact, and the foundation and inspiration of the new and 
Christian social order. 

No man can preach the Gospel of the new day unless he has 
a kingdom vision of the world’s need. He must think, and pray, 
and plan in total race terms, ‘The day of the universal has come 
both in thinking and acting. No preacher should be appointed 
to any worth while charge, if he has no kingdom vision and pro- 
gram. The Centenary movement is divinely opportune. The 
preacher is himself to blame, if he does not find the material and 
fitment for service in this great epochal movement. 

The preacher who has any question about the deity of Christ 
and his race sufficiency, and who isnot willing to follow His 
leadership to the last full measure of a living immortal sacrifice, 
does not belong in our ranks. He cannot march with us. 


We hope the Centenary will lead us to a great and holy spirit- 
ual enduement; and send leaders just sufficient to teach us how to 
tackle the task. The best general is the one who instructs in 
strategy and methods that win, and leaves the local leader with 
confidence to achieve the results. Show our preachers and churches 
how, from the community and rural church to the world task, 
and they will reach the objective. They mean business. 


Giving Christ a Voice in World Affairs—The world church, 
which we are in the process of making, must, as Bishop Bash- 
ford says, give Christ a dominant voice among the nations. At 
present there is danger of sympathy for suffering and hatred of 
brutality taking the place of an active opposition to sin. Let us 
not forget that behind the walls of nationalism in Europe, not 
only was the murder of human liberty deliberately planned but the 
engines for its destruction were also designed and forged, and 
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the church had little voice or protest against this stupendous sin. 
The national church has proven itself inadequate, if not an in- 
ternational failure. 

Too many of our universities had lost the holy illuminating 
spirit of evangelism, so that instead of discriminating in vigorous 
thought against materialistic philosophy, they were actually hob- 
nobing with it. The most sacred task and spiritual obligation of 
the church of Christ, is to preserve the foundations of Christian 
education. The most precious treasure and the most vital hope 
of this Conference, and the most broadly important for home and 
school and church and state is the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia; and the generous and magnificent gifts from every part of 
this Conference put the authorities of this great school under the 
most profound obligation to hold true and to strengthen its Chris- 
tian foundations. On these foundations this Conference is ready 
to do anything and everything to make it possible for the Uni- 
versity to meet its unrivaled opportunity. 


The World Church and the New Social Order—There must be 
a federal interlocking of world Christian interests so that in the 
light of an illuminated race-conscience, the church, with the 
authority of Christ, can say to any nation: “Thou shalt do no 
murder;” and under the ministry of the spirit the nations shall be 
taken by the hand of Christian fellowship and in the love of God 
made brothers. 

After the war the social problems are going to be intensified; 
and the church that is voiceless against the profiteering at home 
while the boys are making the supreme sacrifice, can never lead 
in a new national and world order. 


No group or groups of men can be allowed to control the 
meat, and oil, and grain, and food products, or any necessity of 
life for their own profit, while our national machinery is so cap- 
able and efficient in the equitable distribution of all these things 
for the common good. 

Uncle Sam is now teaching and revealing much of the new 
social order. Poverty can be cured. With some crop shortage, 
and with millions of extra dependents to feed, under the wise’ ad- 
ministration of the government, we have enough to eat, and at the 
same time the conscious fellowship of self denial has made democ- 
racy the guest of every home and banquet hall. 

An enlarging and socialized conception of God is taking hold 
of his people. Prof. Rauschenbusch says in his book, “A Theol- 
ogy for the Social Gospel,” “Today entire social classes sit in 
ashes and challenge the justice of the God who has afflicted them 
by fathering the present social system.” But the protest against 
the reactionary decision of the Supreme Court in the protection 
of child labor, and the new program of the church and labor will 
soon make such conceptions of God traditional. 
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The Gospel according to Methodism demands a new social 
order from booze to guaranteed standards of living and freedom 
of culture. And we declare that, according to the doctrine of the 
Kingdom, every form of evil is to be destroyed; sin is to be for- 
given, not revenged, and the sinner is to be refashioned in a new 
birth. The new birth is still the only foundation upon which a 
decent, humane and abiding civilization can be built and the prin- 
ciples of the Kingdom be brought to realization. 

The love of God must be made the dominant factor in all 
social, industrial and state relations. The principles of the King- 
dom cannot be realized through class or national hatred, nor by 
selfishness anywhere, but only by a total race-affection, tender 
and broad and deep, and as enduring as the love of Christ. 

To Americanize the citizens under our flag, we must bring a 
spiritual conception of humanity to each one of them, so as to 
make them kin with us in our spiritual ideals for the whole human 
family of which we are but a part. It takes a spiritual mind to 
make an American citizen. 

Gerteral Allenby has captured the Holy City and driven the 
Turk with his lust and brutality out of Palestine, and we must, 
we can, and we will capture the cities and the world and drive 
lust and sin and vice to death and hell, where they belong. 


Race Security—The safety and security of the race is in its 
moral leadership, and this leadership the church alone can sup- 
ply through individual salvation and Christian education. A free 
church in the free states of America and England has put on the 
throne of its free citizenship two moral and spiritual leaders in 
whom lie the safety and security of peoples and property. 

So far the church is the only moral and spiritual institution 
which has been able to reproduce itself. College and social set- 
tlements come and go; materialistic social conceptions of life line 
the path of experiment; communistic notions have revealed a life- 
less poverty, and advertised that without moral manhood no in- 
stitution can develop safe and sane moral existence. 


The Church and the Y. M. C. A.—The church has given the 
Y. M. C. A. and the Red Cross its great world and national lead- 
ers, and recently has poured a richer, broader and more spiritual 
service into the Y. M. C. A. through the ministers who have 
volunteered to serve in its ranks. This great organization is min- 
istering richly for the church of America and humanity every- 
where. It must be kept spiritual, and.we, as one of the great 
churches that make its life and activity possible, must insist that 
to fully and faithfully represent our interests, the spiritual note 
must dominate in all its activities. May God bless the Young 
Men’s Christian Association and multiply its power and affective- 
ness. 


Sin Problems After the War—After the war some problems of 
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sin will come back popularized and intensified. We call your at- 
tention to four items: 


_(1) An unbridled and government-sanctioned tobacco ap- 
petite. 


(2) The rehabilitated prize fight. 

(3) <A continental Sabbath. 

(4) The common use of blasphemous utterance. 

The serpent of unclean speech is creeping through the land, 
and, unless we strike and scotch it every time it shows its head, 
the fountains of common speech will become coarse and indecent, 
and our social relations polluted. Already the Christian concep- 
tions of our most worthy President, and the fine sense of our his- 
toric Christian courtesy have been violated by unholy advertise- 
ments. Let us not be weary in exhorting our people to clean and 
wholesome speech, 

Regard for the Sabbath has ever been a keen conflict in this 
state, but with the notions of this institution which the soldiers 
are likely to bring back from Europe, the problem will be intensi- 
fied. This nation cannot retain its high moral conceptions with- 
out the Christian Sabbath, hence the preservation of this insti- 
tution is essential to the salvation of the soul of America. We 
must not be lax in the insistency of our declarations on this im- 
portant matter. 

The Armistice Danger—There will be great physical and 
moral danger to our soldier boys, when the Central Powers shall 
sue for peace, as they surely will; and under an armistice, when our 
armies will be inactive during peace negotiations, there will be 
most urgent need of the ministry of the church in all her spiritual 
and social strength. The best and most passionately evangelistic 
preachers and laymen of America should be drafted to guard and 
protect and to counsel with our sons during these days of peril. 
Plans to meet this crisis should be made at once. 

The Church of the Future—Individually and collectively we 
are attending the school of economics and sociology conducted by 
Uncle Sam. He is a fine teacher and is gaining some new and un- 
forgettable experiences himself. He has not only given us some 
profitable lessons in conservation and reduction of economic 
waste; but, with the help of the Y. M. C. A, he has taught us 
that clean amusements and play-fellowship are a moral tonic, 
good for religious as well as physical and social health. 

The church of the future will be the community church, liv- 
ing not for herself, but for Christ, and ministering in his name to 
the whole life of the people. She will love humanity and share in 
its total race life, with a faith that will spell conduct, and will 
articulate all her activities in service to the ends of the earth. 
She must be spiritually democratic enough to adjust her govern- 
mental life so as to guarantee a square deal in opportunity, salary 
and service to every preacher and to all her other servants. 
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Preachers’ Salaries—If the church is to effectively preach a 
new and Christian social order, and to sanctify the uses of 
wealth, an order of spiritual values must take the place of salary 
grades, which too often degrade in their odious contrast. Our 
ministry is restive as never before in the face of better salaried 
openings. If the church is to be the voice of God in the affairs 
of men, there must be social equity in this matter of salary. This 
conference is rich enough and intelligent enough to make an 
‘equitable adjustment of salaries that would come nearer spelling 
‘equality and brotherhood. 

Some of our best men have gone to serve at the front; others 
are being called, and we owe it to ourselves and to them and to 
the interests of the Kingdom for which we stand, that we will 
not close up the ranks and occupy their places without provision 
for their reception in equitable relations upon their return. 

British labor has laid down the fine kingdom principle of a 
standard of living; and, if the preacher is worthy of his hire, and 
there is any practical brotherhood in the church we should lead 
the world in practical salary adjustment. 

One thing further. Is it fair and brotherly to pay the preacher 
from $1200 to $5000 per year, a janitor $50 to $100 per month, and 
a talented, trained and consecrated deaconess a sum which I am 
ashamed to name? 


Stewardship—A new appraisement and distribution of wealth 
is coming. Everything is in a flux, and nothing appears more 
definitely anticipated in the coming social order than that surplus 
wealth shall be used for the common good. 

Folks are giving for our common humanity as never before, 
and, if Methodism has cultivated the matter of stewardship, 
preachers and their families would have had a comfortable sup- 
port, Russia and China might have been saved, and safer founda- 
tions would have been found for their democracy. 


If wealth is to get its true meaning and service, and our peo- 
ple are to be brought to full-orbed spiritual and personal develop- 
ment, they must, through stewardship, be brought into personal 
partnership relations with God in their daily and vocational ac- 
tivities. This is a matter not only for preaching and teaching, 
but also for practical personal work. Now is the time to exhort 
the people to get into partnership in the world-wide task of the 
kingdom through practical investments of life and money. 

If this rich Conference will tithe its income, the Methodist So- 
cial Center and the Plaza Church of All Nations will soon become 
a fact in the city of Los Angeles, and the hospital which is doing 
such glorious service, under a burden of debt, would be set free 
for an enlarged social and spiritual service. 

The Community Pastor—Preachers who can tackle and carry 
to completion a community task are the need of the hour. No 
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other class of men are so much sought after by the churches, and 
the pastor who does not go to make his church the instrument of 
God to establish his Kingdom in that community does not belong 
to this age. If he has no workable kingdom vision and program, 
he is nothing but a boarder in the church, and can get a more hon- 
est support on the outside. The study of a preacher’s benevolent 
record through a term of years and pastorates will prove a fair 
gauge of his kingdom preaching and program. 

The community pastor must be a good mixer. Every candi- 
date for our ministry should be thoroughly questioned and tested 
on this point. The dominant note in the community church is the 
social application of the principles of Christ, and a non-social per- 
sonality cannot effectively preach or take the lead in the social 
program which means community salvation. 


The real community pastor who has faith in his program and 
the community will learn to love the community well enough to 
stay by it to see his program through. ‘The objective of a Chris- 
tian community program cannot be reached by pop-gun pastor- 
ates, but by a steady continuous ministry of years. Patch-work 
pastorates are the bane of our Conference life, and make impos- 
sible a symmetrical Gospel development of either the pastor or 
the church or the community. 

Our church schools are doing well, but our men, most of them, 
need specific and intensive training for community leadership. The 
Board of Home Missions could do nothing better than to take 
some of our young men in groups for two or three months of 
intensive training for community work. 

Federation—The church must relate itself more strongly and 
definitely to the God given impulse of federation. We do not have 
the missionary money nor the men, and we are not under obliga- 
tion as “the” one church to convert the whole world. There are 
other organizations to work in federal relations with us in this 
great and glorious task. The boys who return from Europe, and 
who will be the fathers of the next generation, will care more 
for the things that unite than for the things that divide humanity; 
and, thank God, there will be enough of our own men return from 
the Y..M. C. A. and the chaplaincy to lead us in true federal rela- 
tions in Christ. If this is not done, there will be continued dis- 
appointment where communities are asking for union, and God 
will answer their prayers through some other channel. 

The Preacher Needed—The preacher for the new day must 
not only be visioned and programmed in the things of the king- 
dom, but he must know the power of the Holy Spirit in the full- 
ness of His own personality. There is no might nor power in us, 
and no full kingdom expression is possible save as the spirit of 
the living God gives us power and utterance. It is well to real- 
ize again that we were raised up to spread scriptural holiness 
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through the whole life of the people that all their relations may 
be true and wholesome. 

The preacher who is a laggard in prayer in these days is the 
most slothful in business and will never function in setting free 
the energy of God to make a righteous world or an abiding peace. 
Only through communion in prayer can he discover the divine 
purpose and become sufficient to lead the church. 


The Preacher and Study—The average preacher does not 
study broadly and deeply enough to attain a seamless mind in 
whole realms of thought. His study is too often of the patch- 
work variety.. Too often he reads but to get ideas and illustra- 
tions for sermons, and not to socialize his whole thought of life 
and personality in kingdom conceptions of service. He loses in 
spiritual fellowship and leadership in that he does not master the 
great minds and make them his companions and co-laborers in 
intellectual achievement and spiritual endeavor, and thus his 
thinking becomes fragmentary and isolated. 


No program of the local church or of the denomination should 
take the pastor out of his study during the morning hours; and, 
when the pastor has a comfortable support, no temptation of other 
work or wages, under the guise of patriotism or any other noble 
call, should tempt one called of God to tire his body, or take the 
time essential to his own personal development and preparation 
so that he or his people will be compelled to apologize for his 
utterances. We ought to create a conscience on this matter. 


The Consecration Necessary—Every new and enlarging op- 
portunity calls for renewed consecration. It is going to take su- 
preme courage to face the sin and wrongs of the social order, and 
to mold life according to the kingdom plan. Christ measured His 
life in three vital years, the harvest of which will never be fully 
reaped. 

To remain in sacrificial relations with our sons and brothers 
across the seas, we must count our lives dear only when invested 
for the common good; and, no matter what the cost and how tense 
the service, we must make the kingdom a fact in individual and 
social experience. 

I conclude with the record of one of our own sons in the Gos- 
pel. Fred B. Trotter, whom our own U. S. C. trained, and this 
Conference made a minister, was appointed last fall to Patterson. 
Early in the year he wrote to his District Superintendent and 
said: “I have surrendered my exemption claims as a minister, and 
put mystelf in the draft; I am*going to France.” I asked Fred 
by what mental process he came to surrender his ministerial ex- 
emption claims and to join the draft. He said: “I have thought 
the whole thing through. I have no one dependent on me and I 
can afford to go. I am not going to waste my life. I have a 
vision of the Kingdom, and I am going to make my investment; 
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and I would just as soon invest my life in one supreme act as to 
have it dribbled out over a period of thirty or forty years!” 
Brethren, this is the spirit, this is the heroism, this is the 
stability and consecration, that will validate the new social 
order and make the kingdom of Christ a fact in our total race 
life. If we will commit ourselves individually and collectively to 
this one preparation and task, we shall bring light where there is 
darkness, comfort where there is sorrow, relief where there is 
pain, and in the tears of today will appear the spiritual rainbow 
of tomorrow, and the promises of God will not fail, but the knowl- 
edge of the Lord and His righteousness shall cover the lands as 
the waters cover the sea; and to this one supremely glorious task 
we, with you, pledge our full measure of service, and remain,

HUNTINGTON BEACH METHODIST ASSEMBLY 


The Fourteenth Annual gathering held on our grounds at 
Huntington Beach was noteworthy. Large numbers of our pas- 
tors were there, many remaining for three weeks, one week of Ep- 
worth League Institute, and two weeks of the Assembly. This is 
the most encouraging feature of our work. ; 

One thousand and eighty-four young people attended the Ep- 
worth Institute. Under the inspiring leadership of Dr. Guthrie, 
two hundred young people in solemn earnest pledge, stood at the 
altar of our church, ready for any service to which the church 
might direct. 

The Rev. Lincoln A. Ferris, D.D., pastor of our First Church 
at San Diego, was the principal speaker for the Assembly. His 
messages were strong, eloquent and deeply spiritual. 

W. A. Betts, J. G. Hill, Gov. Wm. D. Stephens, Hon. J. Stitt 
Wilson, Prof. Tully C. Knoles, Dr Edward Laird Mills, and other 
speakers contributed in large measure to the success of the meet- 
ing . . 

One year ago the Board brought to your attention a convic- 
tion that the time had come for a forward step in the affairs per- 
taining to our Huntington Beach Methodist Assembly. You in- 
structed us to take the step. So, during the year, we negotiated 
with the Huntington Beach Tent City Co. for the cancellation of 
their lease, and purchased their equipment for a consideration of 
$5,000, which is less than 50 per cent of the present wholesale 


values. 
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We are face to face with an opportunity at Arbamar big 
enough to call out the best within us. Already three sister de- 
nominations are considering our grounds as their gathering place 
for next year. It is easily within the range of the probable that 
inside of five years Arbamar can have continuous gatherings from 
June Ist to October Ist of each year. In the judgment of your 
Directors the supreme hour in the history of this work has come. 
With an unshaken confidence in the leadership of Methodist 
preachers and an abiding faith in the vision and loyalty of our 
laity we look with joy into the future of this work. 


SOCIAL SERVICE AND PUBLIC MORALS 


American Christianity is now distinctly committed to the so- 
cial half of the Gospel. In its advance the Methodist Episcopal 
Church has been a leading factor. With but seven per cent of the 
Nation’s population, yet Methodism today in church affiliation 
claims 18 per cent of the American Army now mobilized for world 
emancipation. 

It is a challenge to the home church to awake to action along 
paths somewhat forgotten. We Methodists may well draw a pro- 
gram from the example a little restless man of the 18th century 
with whose practical temper, cool head and sane and wise methods 
were conbined as in few men devotion to the largeness of God’s 
truth as he saw it, and ethical passion; and who became the unique 
leader of the religious, theological and moral reform of his day. 

With millions of the very flower of our virile manhood march- 
ing off to war where their lives will be placed on the altar of su- 
preme sacrifice for the greatest and most ennobling cause for which 
humanity has ever taken up the sword, there is bound to be a com- 
plete transformation of the social order, both in this country and 
throughout the world. There are problems to face which must be 
fought out and solved for the first time. There is no precedent 
to follow; the trail must be blazed. The one organization that is 
looked to for the righteous and wise solution of world difficulties 
is the Church of God; and we, its ministers and laymen, must so 
thoroughly keep abreast of the times and so carefully study the 
developments of the age as to enable us to intelligently instruct 
and lead those with whom we come in contact. 

None of us can be presumptuous enough to claim to know the 
panacea for our present situation, or for the situations as they 
will arise in the future. ‘T‘he issues are involved and complicated. 
At most we can but indicate the direction to be taken. 

When there were 1,500,000 soldiers in France there were as 
many girls engaged in work distinctly of a war nature in the 
United States. A conditon like this makes the problem of social 
service and public morals so tremendous as to challenge the very 
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heart of the American people. The great labor questions which 
are daily growing in complication can only be mentioned among 
the things to be regulated. 

With our men traveling all over the world in our naval and 
military service, there is bound to be developed a restless spirit 
of wanderlust. It can not be ignored. And with millions of our 
young women experiencing the joy of the independence that the 
pay roll brings, we, as thinking men, must assume our individual 
responsibility for the logical and just readjustment of social and 
moral conditions. 

To keep abreast of the age without losing the gathered forces 
of the ages is the task and duty of the Christian church and its 
ministry. These are crisal days. Life will never be the same 
when the battle-flags are furled; nor will earth’s institutions be 
permitted to work as heretofore. 

The new church must arise, strong and powerful, with heal- 
ing in its wings, and a message to every class and race of men. 
Browning truly said: 

“Tt takes a soul 
To move a body; it takes a high-souled man 
To move the masses.” 


Joseph Cook foresaw the coming day when he sent out that 
commingling of fact and prophecy that, “The nineteenth century 
made the world into a neighborhood; the twentieth century will 
make it into a brotherhood.” But to our own versatile Chief 
Magistrate, that master “carpenter of phrases,” is credited the 
foregleam of vision which the present world-struggle will achieve; 
the formula upon which we must now all take our stand, namely: 
“The brotherhood of mankind must no longer be a fair and empty 
phrase; it must be given a structure of force and reality. The na- 
tions must realize their common life, and effect a workable part- 
nership;’”’ and to this end America will give her last dollar and 
her last man, 

Appreciative of the masterful putting of the new order now 
coming, and the new world now in the making, as sketched by 
the District Superintendents in their annual message, and of the 
comprehensive vision there given of social service-type impera- 
tive to success, this committee would request that their address 
be accepted as the ringing message of this Annual Conference; 
and we ask that it be read at an early date in every pulpit through- 
out the Conference. 

Commending the entire document, we beg leave to emphasize 
its putting of some “SIN PROBLEMS AFTER THE WAR,” and 
earnestly suggest advance preparations to meet these “FOUR” 
after-war problems of sin that will return to us largely popularized 


and intensified. 
1. An unbridled and government-sanctioned tobacco appetite, 
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2. The rehabilitated prize-fight. 

3. A Continental Sabbath. 

4. The common use of bhasphemous utterance, and semi- 
profane expletives that are even now frequently used by orators 
(and some of them ministers of the Gospel) in public address. 


Brethren, if the world is to be saved from destruction (physi- 
cal no less than spiritual destruction), it will be saved only by the 
Christian religion of purity. 

The Fore-gleam of National Prohibition—It is both a pleasure 
and an inspiration to review the work of the agencies which have 
undertaken the task of ridding the nation of the traffic in alcoholic 
liquors. 

First—In this we would today give our loyal indorsement to 
our own Church Temperance Society. _We rejoice in its wise and 
zealous efforts in behalf of temperance instruction, information 
and legislation. We have a Conference fellowship pride in its 
secretarial leadership, and call Dr. Clarence True Wilson a prophet 
with honor in his own “Nazareth.” 


Second—We gladly greet the W. C. T. U., and its own Metho- 
dist State President, as ranking ever among the most effective foes 
of the saloon. Its active War Work policy, its tobacco-less “com- 
fort kits,” and its constant devotion to Christly service, command 
our admiration and loyal help. We will welcome its representa- 
tives to our pulpits, and ever pray for it the fullest measure of 
success. 

Third—The Anti-Saloon League, both of the state and na- 
tion, continues to be truly “the church in action against the 
saloon.” ; 

The clarion call is now sounding to Christian men and women 
of AMERICA. It is the opportunity to finish one hundred years’ 
war against alcohol, and to dethrone its power forever. California 
must be one of the states which ratify the National Dry Amend- 
ment next January. To make sure of this, we call upon the peo- 
ple here and now to join in swelling such a majority for Governor 
Stephens and C. C. Young, and for members of the Senate and 
Assembly who have pledged themselves to work for ratification, 
that the mandate of the people on this issue will be unmistakable. 


In addition to electing a governor, lieutenant governor, sen- 
ate and assembly that will ratify the National Dry Amendment, 
the people will be called to vote on November 5th upon two 
measures relating to the liquor traffic. These are the so-called © 
“Rominger Bill,” Number One on the ballot, which will be en- 
titled, “Liquor Regulation,’ and the “Bone-Dry” measure, en- 
titled “Prohibition,” which is Number Twenty-Two. Should each 
‘of these measures receive'a majority vote, our State Constitution 
provides that only that one which receives the larger affirmative 
vote shall prevail. It is, therefore, vitally important that all in

sympathy with prohibition vote “No” on Number One and “Yes” 
on Number Twenty-two. 

We recommend that this Conference again appoint one min- 
ister and one layman to represent our church in the Executive 
Council of the Anti-Saloon League of Southern California, and we 
nominate Rev. A. W. Cummings and Hon. A. J. Wallace. 

We congratulate the leaders of the Bone-Dry Federation in 
successfully putting on the November ballot the “Bone-Dry” Pro- 
hibition measure, and we pledge them and all good citizens our 
hearty support in making this initiative measure a part of the 
laws of California this year. The final battle of one hundred 
years is now before us. It is for us to “go over the top,” and 
take the enemy’s last trench in California. 

Social Service and Public Morals interests must also give 
heed to another foe against the home and church. The forces 
seeking to dethrone our Christian Sabbath, though under the guise 
of so-called Christian leadership, must be understood. We know 
of no agency more potent in combat therewith than the defense 
of the Christian Sabbath as directed by the Rev. S. W. Gamble, 
Field Secretary of the National Reform Association on the Sab- 
bath Campaign in California; and we here give our hearty en- 
dorsement and pledge our co-operation to his efforts. 

The Methodist Hospital of Southern California—If values are 
made by contrasts, then our condition without this institution en- 
ables us to learn afresh its value. The management thereof illus- 
trates anew otir common faith and purpose. They and their co- 


laborers 
“Know the use of tears; know sorrow’s worth,” 


but help many see 
“That pain can be love’s re-birth.” 

We pledge again our united co-operation, and recommend 
that in all our churches a special Thanksgiving Day offering be 
made for this institution—the friend of man. 

It is most gratifying to note that the year has given service 
to almost 3,000 patients, one-third of whom have been compli- 
mentary and discount patients—just three less than one patient 
for every day in the year, gratituitously treated. This represents 
the sum of over $5,000, and is social service with emphasis. AI- 
most 1,500 surgical operations have been performed. The total 
receipts have been almost $140,000. All expenses have been paid, 
and a net earning of $3,352 shows a most successful ending in the 
most difficult and expensive year ever known in hospital manage- 
ment. / 

Not only Methodists but more than 300,000 Protestants adja- 
cent to its location are looking to Methodism for Christian Hospi- 
tal service. Appreciative, therefore, of this God-given opportunity, 
it is our belief and conviction that at the very earliest date pos- 
sible we should strongly recommend that a campaign be formu- 
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lated and executed to provide the needed funds to liquidate the 

indebtedness and make possible the equipment and endowment of 

this greatly needed House of Healing and Christian Service.

DEACONESS WORK 


The past year has been one of the most strenuous in our his- 
tory. The moving of the home a year ago was followed in rapid 
succession by a series of campaigns in all of which our deacon- 
esses rendered valuable service. ; 

Different lines of “war work” have engaged our attention and 
some time from each deaconess. 

The San Gabriel Settlement work under the efficient supervi- 
sion of Mrs. Widaman has become an established factor for good 
among the Mexicans of that place. In the clinic 824 persons re- 
ceived free treatment. 

At San Pedro, Miss Sanborn in addition to meeting about 300 
steamers and helping 241 persons, has been privileged to give 
friendly ministry to many of the soldiers in camp there. 

Miss McCory and Miss Spafford, Travelers’ Aid deaconesses, 
have rendered valuable service to the traveling public, meeting 
about 5,000 trains and helping 6,400 person; erring girls have been 
saved, tired mothers relieved, and sorrowing hearts comforted. 

‘The “Woman’s Home Missionary Society” is co-operating 
with the “City Missionary Society” in the Church of all Nations 
and we are endeavoring to establish a helpful ministry to the 60,000 
people of the community. Miss Edwards has been untiring in her 
work with the women and children and the relief work. 

In addition to Sunday school and other religious services in 
which 4,785 children and young people have been taught, the dea- 
conesses are touching the lives of children through the following 
departments of club and class work: sewing, domestic science, 
gymnasium, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, girls’ clubs, play hour, story 
hour, gardening, etc., in which 2,273 children were enrolled. 

Mothers’ meetings have been attended by 95 mothers. 

Misses Smith, Lawson, Fries, Cheney, Way and Pratt have 
served city parishes. 

Misses Adams, Mills, Guthrie, Wilkinson, Phillips, served 
parishes throughout the Conference. 

This work is invaluable to the church in helping to bring the 
kingdom to many hearts and homes, 

Number calls made, 17,844; calls on sick or “shut-ins,” 2161, is 
only a part of this important work. 

Miss Applegate continues with the “Immigrant Home” at San 
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Diego, and Miss Steele in charge of the Rest Home at Hunting- 
ton Beach. 

Material relief has been given to 729 families and 320 single 
persons. 

Employment was found for 203 persons. In relief work we 
have used supplies to value of $536.42 and cash $1,328.70. 

Miss Morehouse and Miss Phillips withdrew from the work 
and were married during the year. 

Miss Lawson, Miss Way and Miss Adams for various reasons 
were granted leave of absence. 

Miss Cheney responded to an urgent call from the First Meth- 
odist Church of Oakland, Cal. 

Miss Chaffee. after two years’ absence, has returned to us 
and will engage in the new Settlement work we are about to open 
on the Eastside in Los Angeles. 

Miss Sayre will also return to the work this year.

EDUCATION 


The program of the educated man is the accomplishment of 
the impossible; to ‘him every problem is an opportunity. The 
pessimist talks despairingly about problems; the optimist talks 
hopefully about opportunities. To the man of trained mind every 
so-called problem, whether in mathematics, or ethics, or educa- 
tion, or religion, or patriotism, is a challenge. It is not a problem 
unless it has a solution. Everything that ought to be done can 
be done. Where there is an ought there is an obligation, and 
where there is an “ought to be done” there is always “a can be 
done.’ Wherever there is a moral imperative there is a moral 
possibility. 

There is a command of Holy Writ which says we must “grow 
in grace,” but it is accompanied by the further injunction, “and 
knowledge.” Christianity is as much a thing of the head as 
of the heart. A man whose resources all run to his heart is no 
more an ideal Christian than the man who regards his head only. 
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Each of these is a monstrosity. Our forefathers wisely built a 
school house over against the Church, and the pioneers of Meth- 
odism in America laid the corner-sstone of the College simultane- 
ously with the foundation of the Church; and in all subsequent 
years our people have considered themselves derelict to their duty 
if they have not supported enthusiastically the cause of Christian 
Education. 

If Christian education has needed any vindication it has re- 
ceived it most gloriously during the present world crisis. The 
masterful leaders in this great allied warfare against the savage 
banditry of the Predatory Potsdam gang are college and university 
men. One of the pre-requisites if an ambitious patriotic young 
man would command a ship of the air or a ship of the sea, is 
that he must have had a degree from a first-class institution of 
learning. 

And, today, mirabile dictu, Uncle Sam has told his fine neph- 
ews who are eighteen years of age, and not yet called into the 
service,.that he will pay them thirty dollars a month if they will 
go to college. 

The theory of our government is that the educated soldier is 
the best soldier. It is no wonder Pershing’s Crusaders are driving 
the Hun before them. Ninety-five per cent of the German youth 
have no opportunity of going beyond the eighth grade in school— 
only the high caste Prussian war lord party have the privileges 
of the Gymnasia and the Universities. "The masses of the Ameri- 
can ‘soldiers are common-school, and high-school, and college men. 
They are just as strong physically as the Hun, and added to brawn 
they have the exhaustless resources of brain, and brain and brawn 
re-enforced by powerful Christian convictions of righteousness, 
and justice, and sympathy, and lovers of home and defenders of 
motherhood and girlhood, our American hosts are sweeping like 
indignant tornadoes against the strongholds of lust for power and 
world domination. We are not discounting heart-power, but the 
man power of the Allied Army is dependent as well upon the 
brain power of the fighting man. 


Your Committee on Education desires, therefore to felicitate 
the members of the Southern California Conference that in this un- 
expected world crisis our great University of Southern California 
has proven itself a mighty citadel of patriotism, culture, and re- 
ligion. Our people have grandly, momentously, responded to the 
daring call of the Church, and have laid a million and a quarter 
dollars on the altars of Christian education for the endowment 
and equipment of our own University. 

Once more a problem became an opportunity. The pessimists 
said it could not be done, the optimists said it could be done, and 
even the most sanguine anticipations were more than realized, 
and under the masterful generalship of Bishop A. W. Leonard and 
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the Board of Education, with Dr. Hancher as the invincible leader, 
the campaign for one million dollars went well over the top, with 
several hundred thousand dollars to spare. It was magnificent! 
The most phenomenal victory ever won for Christian education 
under the auspices of the University of Southern California. We 
extend to President Bovard and the Board of Trustees our most 
cordial congratulations; and our heartiest thanks to the Jubilee 
Commission and the Board of Education for their indispensable 
co-operation; and also for the colossal success of their Jubilee 
Program in which nearly thirty millions of dollars have been given 
to Christian education. 

It may be necessary to remind ourselves that the money se- 
cured in this great campaign is not available for running expenses. 
The demands of this world war took more than 600 students out 
of the University last year and the income from tuition was very 
seriously impaired. An increased obligation is laid upon our min- 
istry to meet in full the assessments upon their charges. 

We, therefore, recommend that the apportionment for this 
year be 46 cents per member; two-sevenths of which shall go to 
the Maclay College, and four cents additonal per member for the 
general Board of Education. While the days in which we are 
living calls for heroic deeds from the young men who are in the 
army, they, likewise, call for heroic giving on the part of those 
who are entrusted with the care of the interests at home. 

We further recommend the continuation of the apportion- 
ment of two and one-half cents per member for the support of 
religious work at the State University at Berkeley. 

All the activities of our great University have been substan- 
tially stimulated by the enthusiastic co-operation of our beloved 
Resident Bishop, A. W. Leonard. He has regularly, and some- 
times at much personal inconvenience, attended and presided at 
the sessions of the Board of Trustees, and has given the institu- 
tion the benefit of his wise counsel and skillful guidance. 

President Bovard has the unbounded confidence of the Trus- 
tees and Faculties, and the universal esteem of the Alumni and 
Student Body, and Dean Ezra A. Healy’s gracious influence is 
everywhere felt. 

Your Committee respectfully nominates the following per- 
sons to serve as Trustees for a term of three years: Ezra A. 
Healy, Stephen Townsend, Geo. L. Hazzard, Bishop Adna W. 
Leonard, Julius A. Brown, Wm. D. Stephens, F. O. Story, E. P. 
Clark, S. P. Mulford and C. I. D. Moore. 

Your Committee on Education wishes to record its satisfac- 
tion in the broadening work of the Spanish-American Institute 
realizing as we do that it is preparing the Latin-American youths 
for entrance to our great University. 

We have learned with thrilling interest that our University has 
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become the center of great patriotic and military activity, and that 
already more than 800 young men of draft age are now enrolled 
in the Student Army ‘Training Corps; that there is a detail of 
regular army officers; that a barracks and mess hall are now in 
process of erection at Government expense, and that hundreds of 
young men will there receive military as well as academic train- 
ing. No doubt Bishop Leonard and Dr. Bovard will be able to 
give the Conference some most interesting details concerning this 
new department of work in our University. 

We wish to nominate for the Conference Board of Education 
for three years, H. S. Ryder, C. M. Crist, R. J. Taylor, L. A. Ferris, 
Dr. C. S. Stoddard, W. S. Allen, M. M. Parker and E. P. Clark. 

It would be regarded as an act of supererogation, if not im- 
pertinence, for your Committee to urge a steadily increasing in- 
terest on the part of all of our ministers and members in the work 
of our University. The large offerings of the past few months 
indicate that our University has a warm place in the hearts of our 
people,-but we have not reached our ideal. It is an achievement 
to have secured one million dollars but we should not be satisfied 
to relax our effort until five millions have been secured; and after 
that goal shall have been attained then many additional millions 
will be in sight. Men are learning today that. money does not 
belong to a man because he has made it, and after the war men 
will voluntarily give away what the exegencies of the war today 
are requiring them to give up. Making money is a great game but 
men are finding that they must give it away to save their coun- 
try, and their homes, and after the war they will continue to give 
it away to save their honor and their souls.

EPWORTH LEAGUE 


Throughout the general Church, notwithstanding the absence 
of many of the young men, and perhaps as a consequence of the 
serious world crisis which this awful war has precipitated, there 
is a manifest increase of interest in the Epworth League and its 
noble work. 

If the attendance is usually less, and there is a preponderating 
number of young women, yet the young men away in the service 
of their country seem to be present in spirit. There is an earnest 
determination to “Keep the Home Fires Burning Till the Boys 
Come Home.” 

The District Conventions throughout the Conference have 
been increasingly enthusiastic, and the attendance and interest in 
the Huntington Beach Institute far surpasscd any previous year. 

The hope of the future of the church is in the young people 
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of the present, and, of course, every wise minister will devote 
much of his time to his young people. Whether the young peo- 
ple attend the services of the public congregation is largely with 
the pastor. If the League meetings are made a substitute for the 
worship of the sanctuary the Epworth League will be a hindrance 
rather than a help, but a diplomatic and resourceful preacher can 
usually handle what sometimes comes to be a vexing situation. 

It is the young men who are today fighting, and many young 
women are devoting their splendid gifts, to make the world a safe 
place in which fo live, and so it will be that the young people will 
always be a powerful factor in making the world a desirable place. 
in which to live, and we greatly rejoice in the achievements. of 
the Epworth League and promise our in¢reased interest and co- 
operation.

REPORT OF COMMISSION ON FINANCE 


Section 1—The 1916 session of this Conference adopted the 

ALTERNATIVE PLAN as provided in Section 328 of the new 
Discipline, and created a COMMISSION ON FINANCE. 
' During the first year of the existence of this Commission it 
assumed jurisdiction over only those items on ministerial support 
given it by the Discipline; that is, Bishop’s support, Conference 
Claimants, and District Superintendents’ support. 

The Commission selected Dr. J. B. Green as its Treasurer, and 
made his office at 905 Wright & Callender Bldg., Los Angeles, 
California, the office of the Commission. 

The Commission further took what steps seemed necessary 
by methods educational to have the pastors of the Conference 
remit regularly and’ on a monthly basis, where possible, to Dr. 
Green’s office their apportionments for these items of ministerial 
support. 

Just as every official board or local church should do with its 
pastor, so did we with the District Superintendents. We author- 
ized them to draw on the Treasurer on the 10th of every month 
for their salaries and we paid those salaries on those dates. Is 
there a pastor here, be his church large or small, to whom this. 
does not suggest the thought of putting the finances of his own 
local church on the same business-like basis? 

‘The splendid response of the Conference to this alterdative! 
plan, and the results obtained, demonstrated the feanibiptys of: 
broadening the work of the Commission. 

Owing to the great inconvenience to which many ae or: 
Benevolent Treasurers are put in securing several different money-. 
orders or drafts in remitting the various items of their benevolent: 
funds to their several ‘benevolent boards—not to speak of the utter. 
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confusion in the minds of some as to where to make those remit- 
tances—it was the judgment of this Commission that there should 
be an all-the-year-round general office and General Treasurer in 
this Conference to whom all benevolent funds should be sent. By 
such a plan every pastor and benevolent treasurer could easily 
come to know the General Treasurer and his office, and one 
money-order would carry the remittance on a dozen benevolent 
items. 

Furthermore, such a plan would enable this General Treasurer 
to gather up out of the various charges early in the year the in- 
numerable small items of benevolent funds and forward their total 
in substantial amounts to the several general boards and there 
put them to work. This would mean a large saving of interest 
to those boards. It seemed better to thus save those general 
boards those items of interest than to have a large number of small 
items of benevolences lying idle in the local church Benevolent 
Treasurer’s hands until the end of the Conference year. 

The last session of this Conference approved the above recom- 
mendation of this Commission, and made the office of the Com- 
mission at 905 Wright & Callender Building, Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, the place to which all benevolences, both Disciplinary and 
Local, should be sent, and designated the Treasurer of this Com- 
mission as the Treasurer to receive and forward these funds. 

Of this broadened work of the Commission we have also had 
the highest expressions of approval from the ‘Treasurers of the 
various Disciplinary Boards. 

_ The Commission would therefore recommend that its office 
at 905 Wright & Callender Building, Los Angeles, be continued as 
the General Office in this Conference, to which all benevolences, 
both Local and Disciplinary, should be sent, and that the Treas- 
urer of this Commission be made the Treasurer to receive and for- 
ward these funds. 


Section 2—In order that all local Conference apportionments 
might have mature and deliberate consideration, and not be set- 
tled on the floor of the Conference in the midst of heated debate, 
authority was at your last session given ‘to this Commission to 
hear the claims of those receiving these apportionments, and to 
bring recommendations to the Conference regarding them. 


By action of the last general Conference, 20% of the educa- 
tional apportionment must be sent to the Board of Education un- 
less the said board waives the same. By reason of the fact that 
subscriptions to the U. of S. C.’s million-dollar campaign date as 
of January 1, 1919, and no appreciable income will come from that 
source for one year from that date; and by reason of the fact that 
only $7,000.00 in cash has actually been received from this cam- 
paign, while the expenses of the campaign were about $35,000.00, 
a good portion of which went to the Board of Education; and by 
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reason of the heavy expense being put on the University at this 
time to provide barracks for the men in military training; it is the 
recommendation of this Commission that this Conference by for- 
mal action request the Board of Education to waive its claim for 
this 20% of the educational apportionment for the Conference year 
1918-1919, 

It would further recommend that the Bishop of this area be 
requested to reinforce this request of the Conference. 


Section 3—It is the recommendation of this Commission that 
the apportionment for the Berkeley Pastor be fixed at two and 
one-half (2%) cents per member. 


Section 4—It is the recommendation of this Commission that 
in lieu of an apportionment for the Huntington Beach Methodist 
Assembly, the first Sunday in May be fixed by the Conference as 
ARBAMAR DAY, and that steps be taken to have it properly 
recognized in all churches not already supporting a similar local 
institution, and that a collection be then taken for the support of 
the Assembly. 


Section 5—It is the recommendation of this Commission that 
the apportionment for the M. & E. Society be fixed at Thirty (30) 
Cents per member. 


Section 6—It is the recommendation of this Commission that 
the budget of $12,000 for the Los Angeles City Missionary Society 
be approved and apportioned on the churches of the Los Angeles 
District. 


Section 7—It is the recommendation of this Commission that 
for the Conference year of 1918-1919 an apportionment of Thirty 
(30) Cents per member ‘be made for Latin-American Missions in 
the Southern California Conference; Five (5) Cents of this to be 
for the Plaza Community Center, Eight and One-Third (8 1-3) 
Cents for the Spanish-American Institute, and Sixteen and Two- 
Thirds (16 2-3) Cents for general work in the Conference. 

By the adoption of Report No. 3 of this Commission at the 
last annual Conference, it was ordered that only one Conference- 
wide financial campaign shall be put on in any one year, and de- 
termined that any such Conference-wide campaign should first be 
submitted to this Commission for its approval and recommenda- 
tion to the Conference. Notice has been given to this Commis- 
sion that one year from this date the Conference Claimants En- 
dowment Fund would ask for the approval of this Commission and 
its recommendation to the Conference for a Conference-wide cam- 
paign during the Conference year 1919-1920.

We felicitate ourselves that one of our much beloved brethren 
has been chosen as the executive secretary of the San Francisco 
area, and we covenant with Dr. A. Ray Moore to so do our part as 
to achieve a complete victory. 


We believe that the $80,000,000 will be laid on the altars of 
the Church during the next five years, and that the membership of 
our churches will be greatly stimulated and increased, and that 
there will be a remarkable spiritual awakening throughout the 
length and breadth of our beloved Methodism.

CENTENARY PROGRAM OF EVANGELISM. 


The Department has formulated a program of evangelism for 
the Centenary Drive. The purpose is to arouse every church in 
Methodism to a renewed effort to win men to Christ. This will 
be done as in previous years by means of coaching conferences 
and institutes and in the training of special pastor-evangelists and 
workers. Literature will be provided and will be at the disposal 
of the District Superintendent and Pastors. All the agencies of 
the Church, Sunday school, Epworth League and Brotherhood will 
be enlisted in this work. It is hoped by this united and earnest 
effort the Church will be brought to a higher degree of efficiency 
and spirituality, and to more than double the splendid increase of 
last year. It can be done, and it will be done if by preparation, 
prayer, passion and persistency we all go after it. 
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The Aim 


1. To deepen the spiritual life of every member of the church 
and to urge upon him his duty and privilege to do some definite 
work to help bring in the Kingdom of God, upon earth. 

2. To inspire every local church to undertake an outstanding 
program of evangelism in social justice, and righteousness in its 
community, with ‘as much intensity and passion as characterizes 
our missionaries on the foreign field in this regard. Men want a 
church big enough and good enough to make this a good world. 

3. To undertake in a very definite and serious way to reach 
the un-churched masses in the community of the church. This is 
the great problem of Protestant-Christianity and the churches 
make little or no effort to solve it. 

4. To have every church and preaching station in Methodism 
to set a goal of at least 100% increase in membership for the year, 
within the period of the Centenary Campaign. 

This aim may be accomplished by the adoption and faithful 
execution of the following program: 


District Program 


1. Let each district in Methodism organize a committee of 
five on evangelism or, where there are sub-districts, have one out- 
standing pastor and layman from each sub-district with the su- 
perintendent appointed a committee on evangelism for the district, 
which committee shall outline a program for the district. 

2. Let some plan be adopted whereby every pastor may have 
outside assistance if necessary to help him when his special meet- 
ings are held. 

3. Let laymen be drafted for this work whenever necessary. 

4. The department of evangelism will be glad to assist, as far 
as it is able, the district superintendent, in securing accredited 
evangelists for work on their districts. 

5. The department will also be ready at an early date to fur- 
nish leaflet literature that will augment the word (and testimony) 
of the pastor and Christian worker. 

6. The pastors should be impressed with the great import- 
ance of giving themselves diligently and prayerfully to the study 
of themes that fit into the actual spiritual needs of their people; 
and urged upon to preach new, fresh sermons on living, spiritual 
issues of the modern day that will arrest the attention of the 
community. The essentials are all important at this time. 

7. The pastors should study to make their mid-week service 
one of great profit and intense spiritual inspiration, that a revival 
in this important service of the church may be assured at once 
and made permanent. (Leaflets on this subject may be had from 
the Department of Evangelism.) 

8. The pastors should be urged to make this year one of 
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purposeful pastoral calling. Opportunities for personal evangelism 
in the home are almost unlimited and ought to be improved. 
(Leaflets in preparation.) 

9, Every pastor should adopt a program of every-Sunday 
evangelism and make adequate preparations for a series of special 
meetings sometime during the year. 

10. The pastor should make clear to all the full import of 
genuine conversion; that it not only leads a man to believe cer- 
tain things and to feel certain ways, but to do certain things. 
Every church member should be a real asset to the church and a 
true representative of Christ in making his community a safe 
place for good people to live in. 


The Local Church Program 


1. To secure the regular attendance of the membership at 
the services of the church, the church services must be made 
spiritual, attractive, uplifting and compelling. The church must 
be united and brotherly, and give evidence of true fellowship and 
love and a cordial welcome and genuine interest in the strangers. 
Empty pews afford little inspiration for the preacher and a less 
incentive for the unconverted to decide for the Christian life. A 
campaign for church attendance is most urgent at this time. 

2. To inaugurate a campaign of family religion: the setting 
up of a family altar and the securing as far as is possible, the name 
of every Christian member of the family for membership in the 
League of Intercession. (Cards for enrollment may be had on 
application.) Bishop W. P. Thirkield’s book, “Service and Prayer 
for Church and Home,” should be placed in every Methodist 
family. 

3. To have every church make a community list of its un- 
saved and unchurched constituents and use every legitimate 
means to win them to Christ and the Church. 

4. To set before the Church a program of personal evangel- 
ism that will make clear to the membership its evangelistic obli- 
gation. The membership should be trained in personal evangel- 
ism that the unconverted may be tactfully approached and wisely 
led into a decision for Christ. (A text book on personal evangel- 
ism will soon be issued by the Department.) 

5. To make adequate preparations with the cabinet of the 
Epworth League for the proper observance of “Win my chum 
week.” (Programs and other information may be had at the Ep- 
worth League office, 740 Rush street, Chicago.) 

6. To give more careful attention to the evangelization of the 
children. An effort must be made to stop the leakage of the 60% 
of the Sunday school that never unite with the church. Decision 
days should be more frequent than they are in our Sunday schools. 
Every Sunday school teacher should be an evangelist. (Informa- 
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tion concerning this important work may be had from the Board 
of Sunday schools, 53 East Washington street, Chicago.) 

7. To make preparation to conserve the results of our evan- 
gelistic efforts by training the converts for membership in the 
church and for rendering some real service to the church. 

8. To enroll promising young people of our churches who are 
attending high schools and colleges in the Life Service League.

STATE OF THE CHURCH 


Our Church has a glorious history. But this is no time for 
looking backward. All eyes should turn toward the future. The 
doors of all kingdoms are now open. Opportunities are every- 
where beckoning. The organic union of the various branches of 
Methodism is proceeding slowly. There are questions organic, 
sentimental, judicial, ecclesiastical, racial, and financial which must 
now have patient and painstaking consideration. There are vested 
rights, social expediencies, racial prejudices and far reaching con- 
sequences that must be carefully weighed and adjusted. The su- 
preme difficulty is to find for African Methodists, North and 
South, a relation which is just and fair and satisfactory on all 
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sides, so that unembarrassed and unhindered and fully abetted 
“Ethiopia may still stretch out her hands unto God.” We would 
encourage all our people to hope for the final consummation of 
this union. 

The trend toward Christian Federation we believe is strength- 
ening along all general lines. There is a common desire to cease 
overlapping in our general work and to defer, one to another, not 
only in the various branches of Methodism, but along interdenomi- 
national lines. This if carefully directed we believe to be wise as 
it conserves economy in time, energy, money and mutual good 
will among believers, and such policy has a potential appeal to 
those whom we seek to win to our common church life. The white 
harvest fields of our Lord’s Kingdom are now so vast and so 
many that there should be the least possible waste of forces or 
resources. 

Our churches everywhere under our American flag and rela- 
tively under the flags of allied nations are beng stripped of young 
men by the exigencies of war. Our church choirs, Epworth 
Leagues, Sunday schools and Christian firesides are made deso- 
late through the general absence of young men who in any age are 
the hope of Christian civilization. But there is every reason to 
hope that when they return to us at the close of the war, having 
fought and wrought heroically for standards which are high, for 
principles which are human—for ideals which are sacred—and in 
the fear of that God who is the friend of truth and justice—they 
will, in peace, strive together for the enthronement of all right- 
eous ends in civil government. Thus shall the issues of the pres- 
ent war be less seen in immediate conquests and more in enacted 
conditions of human welfare along the highways of the future. 


If our final footings, and annual balancings shall show any ar- 
rest of progress in the recruiting of church membership, or shall 
indicate that conversions and confessions of faith are lowering 
their percentage, while such would be cause for humiliation and pro- 
found sorrow—even yet the whole church needs to consider in an 
hour like this the tremendous emphasis which is being placed on 
other lines of effort which seem every way important and which 
are drawing upon the energies of the church excessively. The won- 
derful activities of the church in the endowment of colleges and 
universities—the Red Cross Society and its far reaching utilities— 
the nation-wide effort for the overthrow of the liquor-traffic—the 
determination of our people that our soldiers and sailors who are 
braving all forms of danger and exposure shall be reinforced to 
the last degree with sympathy, encouragement and comfort. are 
so absorbing the attention of the general church that direct effort 
in soul-winning is probably being lessened. But this sublime and 
sacred duty becomes us all in any age, and in every age. Weare 
enthroned with Jesus Christ in the Saviourhood of the whole world. 
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And to this very supreme end we should earnestly devote our- 
selves through the deepening of piety—the wise direction of our 
energies and faithful Christian examples. We can if we will—- 
bring to the uses of the Kingdom—suitable young people to serve 
as teachers in the home-field—and missionaries who shall ably 
serve in the foreign fields—and we can push lines of evangelism 
and of missionary endeavor into all parts of the earth. We felici- 
tate ourselves that we shall have large opportunities and great oc- 
casion when the war ends, but these should not make us waste- 
ful of opportunities rich and rare even now. 


The vision and alertness of our church leaders as signified and 
set forth in the new Centenary Campaign are a sacred challenge. 
We believe this to be the loudest and clearest bugle call which 
ever rang in the ear of the Methodist Episcopal Church. It is a 
voice for the deepening of vital piety—for increase of the quality 
and volume of intercessory prayer—for the correction of certain 
mistakes in polity and practice and for placing the whole church 
on a basis of one hundred per cent of efficiency. It is a new and 
masterful movement designed to help Methodism amazingly, and 
we believe it will also challenge and inspire other denominations 
of like faith and purpose. We believe its achievements are des- 
tined to be both tremendous and glorious. We therefore entreat 
our people in all lands to stand faithfully to this great program.

SPANISH-AMERICAN INSTITUTE 


Notwithstanding the serious limitations of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can Institute in buildings and equipment, a larger number of boys 
have been given a good home with Christian training and educa- 
tion than in any previous year. The school opened with an enroll- 
ment of forty-five which was increased during the year to fifty- 
two. P 

Financial receipts from all sources were approximately $12,- 
300.00. Disbursements were about $10,500.00 for current expenses 
and $1,375.00 for equipment, improvements and repairs. Thus the 
year closed, as usual, with a working balance in the treasury. The 
assets exceed $31,000.00, and all property is free from debt. Par- 
ticulars will appear in the Auditor’s annual report which will be 
mailed to each pastor. 

By a gift of $1,350.00 to the “Endowment Fund” that fund 
has been increased from $4,200.00 to $5,550.00. 

An Annuity gift of $5,000.00 with another of $500.00 has ad- 
vanced the “Annuity Fund” from $2,000.00 to $7,500.00. 

We are expecting that other substantial gifts to these funds 
will come from friends who realize the permanent character and 
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great value of the work the Institute is trying to do to meet the 
tremendous need of the rapidly increasing Spanish-American pop- 
ulation. 

If the Institute is to do a work that is worth while in bring- 
ing hope, courage and Christian experience into the lives of these 
boys, and in fitting them for a self-reliant, competent and useful 
manhood, there must be a great expansion at Gardena in acreage, 
number of buildings and equipment. This is imperative and it 
will be accomplished through the increasing number of friends of 
our work and the consecration of their means to this high pur- 
pose.

PLAZA COMMUNITY CENTER 


A clearing-house and a radiating center for all Latin-Ameri- 
can work in this whole Southwest—this is the program of this 
institution. ‘The Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 
of Philadelphia believes in this program, for it has granted us 
$25,000 out of its Opportunity Fund conditioned on our raising 
$5.00 for every $1.00 of their grant. ‘This is one of the great en- 
terprises in the Centenary, so these conditions will be complied 
with, 

Here we are 150 miles from the border of that turbulent re- 
public to the south of us, whose very condition is due to a lack 
of a Christian impact upon it. Literally thousands upon thousands 
of Mexicans have during the past year drifted into our fair land, 
and thousands have drifted back again. What of American and 
Christian ideals have they carried back to Mexico with them? 
What of those ideals have we, of America, imparted to those who 
remain? 

The Latin-Americans are a Plaza people. It is their natural 
gathering place, their intellectual and social clearing house. They 
are a mobile people. They move in and out, back and forth, but 
the one ultimate center of their life in this whole Southwest is 
around the old Plaza in Los Angeles, What better place to plant 
this Christian service station? With its various departments, re- 
ligous, social, educational and industrial, this institution will be a 
great factor in lifting the whole moral tone of the lives of these 
people, and in making them self-sufficient and economically fit. 

Two portable buildings were erected on the Plaza lot and 
dedicated at Christmas-time. 

Activities in These Buildings—A medical and dental clinic in 
which hundreds have received treatment at five cents per treat- 
ment, besides gaining some primary ideas in hygienic living. 

A Boys’ Club among Italians, Mexicans and Austrians. 
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A Girls’ Sewing Club. 
A Girls’ and Boys’ Health Club. 


An Employment Office which since June lst has secured posi- 
tions for 135 people. 


Goodwill Industries—By means of Opportunity Bags placed 
in homes in Southern California, there is gathered up cast-off and 
unused clothing, shoes and other articles of value. ‘These are re- 
paired in our work-shops and sold to the needy at nominal cost. 

The Morgan Memorial now has 65,000 bags placed in homes 
in the City of Boston and throughout New England. Our pro- 
gram is 10,000 bags placed each year for the next five years in as 
many homes in Southern California. We now have about 2000 so 
placed. WILL NOT EVERY PASTOR IN THIS CONFER- 
ENCE GIVE HIS PEOPLE AN OPPORTUNITY TO KNOW 
ABOUT THIS AND HAVE ONE OF THESE BAGS IN 
EVERY HOME IN HIS PARISH? 


In March, our first Goodwill store was opened in one of the 
portable buildings on the Plaza lot. In June, we opened our sec- 
ond store in the midst of a congested foreign section—mostly 
Mexican, at East First and Rio streets. 

Pressing Needs Making Imperative Our New Buildings— 
Larger space and better equipment for all the above activities. 

A respectable church auditorium and Sunday School rooms. 

A Social Hall and Forum where men can drift in off the street 
and find a quiet, clean place with games, reading matter and clean 
entertainment. 

A men’s temporary home and dormitory. 

A women’s and girls’ temporary home and dormitory. 

Trade schools in connection with the Goodwill Industries. 

School and class rooms for the training of adult, racial Chris- 
tian leadership, including Mexican and Italian deaconesses. 

The program of this institution is to do a constructive work, 
spiritually, socially, educationally and industrially. We are build- 
ing here the Morgan Memorial of the West. Not the Morgan 
Memorial, but WHOSE memorial shall it be? Somewhere in 
this southland there is some one whose arms are empty, or some 
one nearing the sunset of life whose heart yearns to plant some- 
where an institution that in the name of Christ and in perpetuation 
of THEIR memory will for generation after generation continue 
to do its blessed work. Will you point such an one to this op- 
portunity.

BENEVOLENCES 


The world is taking on many new tasks. It is clear that the 
help to be given by the church must be in the region of principles. 
In a greater way the church will establish the moral standards and 
influence the conduct of men, and remind them of the things that 
are eternally vital. Principles that do not issue in action are barren. 

The principles to which the church is committed are: right- 
eousness, penitence, prayer, faith, service. These are elemental. 
It is not enough for the church to affirm these great principles in 
the abstract; they must be applied to the actual conditions in 
which we find ourselves. 

The day is upon us when the Kingdom will not tolerate the 
statesmanship which does not take into its range the whole world. 
When a general is hard pressed he shortens his battle lines. There 
are those who assume that the church is hard pressed and that it 
is prudent to shorten the “far flung battle line’ and conserve men 
and money. Against this position the ablest minds of Methodism 
are working out a strategy that will lengthen every missionary line 
and greatly strengthen the home base. Never before have the 
church statesmen been so concerned about the benevolent enter- 
prises as today. 

The Centenary, as it feade up the benevolent setivines of our 
church in a great missionary endeavor, is just a Methodist talking 
circle—a Methodist world-wide talking circle. It is vast, univer- 
sal, elemental, human. While we men try to talk about missions 
like statesmen, the women come nearest in motive, and spirit, and 
technic, in bringing the facts of the world conquest for Christ 
before the people. Quietly, month after month, and year after 
year, the women gather with their Missionary Friend, Home Mis- 
sions, the Women of the Orient, The Path of Labor, and many 
other alluring books, and led by one of the group, the startling 
facts about other women are told and then nature is ear to do 
her work. 

The David and Margaret Home at LaVerne and the Methodist 
Hospital-at Los Angeles reveal the benevolent spirit of our women. 
The Deaconess, an angel of mercy, is found in the parish and 
among the travelers at the ports and railway stations. Each 
month 9,437 women gather to talk about these important and ad- 
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vanecing lines of work. Expression has followed impression and 
through the 157 auxiliaries of the Conference the Woman’s Home 
Missionary Society has placed on the altars of Methodism $67,- 
336.70. 

The same elemental laws are observed by the Woman’s For- 
eign Missionary Society in the use of such study books as, “An- 
cient Peoples at New Tasks,” “The Women of the Orient,” 
“Working Women of Japan,” and “African Trail.’ The League 
of Intercessors straightway becomes the League of Givers. The 
sum of $57,200 has been given by the 9,277 women of the Foreign 
Society representing 154 auxiliaries. Praying, giving, going is the 
complete circuit of stewardship. Six young women have been 
accepted and appointed as missionaries. 

The Centenary is already increasing the spirit of giving among 
our churches. The total for all benevolences for the year is $413,- 
440, or 8 cents per week per member. If we could lead our people 
to give three cents per day per member for benevolences instead 
of $413,440 we would have nearly $600,000. The key man is the 
pastor. We urge in every church a program of prayer and study 
that will naturally head up in a spirit of stewardship with acknowl- 
edged possessions on the altar of the church. 

No more strategic program could be set up in a church than 
for a pastor to co-operate with the Centenary and enlist the giving 
spirit of the youth for the Kingdom. Adequate missionary educa- 
tion in the Sunday School will bring large returns in gifts of 
money and life. 

The program set up for the Spanish speaking peoples within 
our Conference is commanding; a steady increase in gifts is im- 
perative. Win the Spanish speaking peoples of Southern Califor- 
nia and we will go far toward solving all other foreign problems. 


Our Spanish-American Institute is the only Christian school 
for Mexican boys on the Pacific Coast. It has 52 boys with room 
for 25 more who are waiting for the $10 per month scholarship. 
Buildings, land and teachers are needed, Your committee con- 
siders it a duty of every pastor to inform his people about this 
splendid school and ask for gifts. Only 50% of our charges are 
giving anything to this school. 

No longer can we consider the Mexican a liability; he is an as- 
set. This is being placed upon our hearts by the Plaza Commun- 
ity Center with its welfare work. This far reaching work is not 
for relief primarily, but to help the Mexican help himself. 

The work of the American Bible Society has been greatly in- 
creased because of war pressure, so that the income of the Society 
is mortgaged in full and beyond. One million and a half Testa- 
ments have been sent to the soldiers and as many more have been 
requested. The only way to meet this request is through the 
churches. The American Bible Society is our official department 
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for this work and the call of patriotism urges us to meet this 
emergency. 

One of the promising signs of the times is the exit of cer- 
tain familiar figures which, for many years have been inseparably 
connected with the securing of benevolences. ‘There is general 
rejoicing over the passing of the day of clever devices for extract- 
ing money and for the entering in of the day of abiding principles 
and methods. 


The following letter was received by a Mission Board treas- 
urer: 


Dear Sir: We have discovered that by some mistake we over- 
paid the amount apportioned us by $4.30. Will you kindly return 
this amount to us so we can hold it over for next year’s appor- 
tionment? 

When the Red Cross asked for $100,000,00 and we gave $170,- 
000,000, did any among us rise and ask the return of the amount 
over paid? No, because we are 100% American. Are we 100% 
Christian? 

There are some very significant facts regarding the effects of 
the war on benevolences. Some have said that when we reach the 
heights of patriotism we should cease our calls for benevolences 
for the period of the war. Others have feared that the larger 
amounts given for war work would reduce the amounts given for 
missions. ‘The first pre-war year was one of great financial pros- 
perity in the United States, and yet our contributions to missions 
fell off $100,000. In the same year Canada made her greatest sac- 
rifices in men and money and increased her gifts by $100,000. In 
other days we knew the meaning of sacrifice by the dictionary; to- 
day we are learning its real meaning by experience. The time to 
advance the missionary line is when the spirit of sacrifice is in the 
alt. 

The Methodist whose bank account is increasing these days is 
not a member in good standing. Governmentally speaking it is 
not good form to get rich when the nation is in great need. 

While 33,000,000 of our fellowmen are dying every year with- 
out Christ shall we not continue to pour out our God-given in- 
crease to win a world? The day of our willingness is the day of 
God’s power. 

There are three steps to take in securing benevolences. First, 
the statement of facts that judgment and conscience may act in- 
telligently. Second, a call to prayer. Prayer releases life’s forces. 
Third, a call to be represented before God. When a man thinks 
in terms of becoming a representative in the sight of God he will 
adopt different standards. 

The mind of your committee is that we have been guilty of a 
certain kind of a mistake. As leaders we have tried to make in- 
spiration and machinery work together. We have been more con- 
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cerned about the benevolent machine than about the benevolent 
spirit. Our first aim is the spirit to make the plan go. There is a 
rising tide. Let us believe more in the conductivity in ideas and 
in people. Our appeals must be understood by the average person 
in the street. A fountain has been opened in the house of Method- 
ism for greed and indifference. We are plunging in. A million 
tithers! A million Intercessors! A new spirit is upon us. 

Our benevolences must come not as the result of the turning 
of wheels, but because Kingdom facts and world need, and the 
Master’s call have been assimilated by the soul and body of the 
church. If our churches could be saturated with prayer and Mis- 
sion Study the tide of giving would come in. 

The best way to unlock a church is to give the thing it wants 
to happen to others a chance to happen to itself. Does the world 
need the spirit of prayer? Give the church a chance at intelligent 
prayer. Is the world standing ankle deep in blood? Give the 
church a chance to bleed and carry on for the sake of others. Is 
the world in darkness? Give the church a chance to be a flaming 
torch at midnight. Does the Kingdom halt for money? Give the 
church this chance, “as much for others as for ourselves.”

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RULES FOR BOARD OF EXAMINERS 


1, Examinations in the Conference Courses of Study will be held the Tues- 
day preceding the opening of Conference and at the seat of the Conference, 
and that afternoon at 4 o’clock the Board of Examiners will hold its annual 
meeting. 


2. All applicants for Admission on Trial must present certificates of gradu- 
ation from a High School or from an institution of equal standing, and as early 
as possible in the conference year shall send to the Chairman of the Board for 
application blanks to be filled out and returned to him. 


3. All candidates holding bachelor degrees from accredited colleges shall 
be exempt from further examination in all studies not included in the terms 
biblical and theological and -all graduates of accredited theological seminaries 
shall be exempt from examination in theological and biblical studies. Certificates 
of such work shall be sent to the Registrar not later than September 1st. 


4. All applicants, whether theological students excused from the courses 
of study, or when coming from other conferences or from another denomination, 
shall be examined as to their personal attitude regarding our Doctrine and Dis- 
cipline by a committee of three, said committee to report to the Board of Ex- 
aminers. 


5. A syllabus of each book in the “Collateral Reading and Study” shall be 
presented to the Registrar and this rule shall apply to the College and Seminary 
_graduates who are excused from examination in the Courses of Study. These 
latter shall also write the sermon required. They shall also present a certificate 
giving the grade of each study for work done in college or seminary. 


6. Candidates for the Conferences classes shall be marked on a scale of 100. 
’ This shall be the maximum and 70 the minimum. And no person shall be ad-e 
vanced if conditioned in more than one study. 


7. Sermons must be typewritten and sent to W. E. Tilroe, University of 
Southern California, not later than Sept. 1st. They should contain from 2000 
to 3000 words. The paper used should be letter size and folded, not rolled, when 
sent. Deduction will be made on each paper in which the spelling, grammar, 
penmanship or general execution is slovenly. 


g. A pre-requisite to being admitted to full membership in the Conference 
shall be the Bachelor’s Degree from an approved college or university and gradu- 
ation from one of our theological seminaries. Exceptions for special reasons may 
be allowed under this rule when endorsed by a two-thirds vote of the Conference. 


9. The Registrar and Examiners will be glad to communicate with the 
undergraduates regarding studies. Inclose stamps for reply.

In (Memoriam 


ELI McCLISH 


Eli McClish was bon of Scotch-English ancestry in Warren 
County, Indiana, on October 3, 1846. Before he was eight years 
old he and his little sister Rachel were sadly bereft of both of 
their parents. The children were welcomed into the home of 
their maternal grandfather, and from those humble surroundings 
the boy went forth to become a hired man, a soldier of the Union, 
a school-teacher, a college student, a minister of the Gospel, a 
principal of a Conference Seminary, a College president, a bril- 
liant orator, and, at length, the devoted and beloved chaplain of 
ethe National Soldiers’ Home of Southern California. He arose 
from the humble log-house of one room and its big, open fireplace, 
and the hardships of the daring pioneer, to a place of high posi- 
tion, and influence, and scholarship, where applauding multitudes 
have been glad to pay to him unstinted honor and recognition. 

When he was scarcely eighteen years of age he enlisted on No- 
vember 12, 1863, in Battery D, First Illinois Light Artillery, and 
immediately joined his command at Vicksburg, Mississippi. The 
following spring his battery was ordered to join General Sher- 
man’s army in its advance on Atlanta. He was on the firing line 
till the capture of the city of Atlanta, and later was with his bat- 
tery when it pursued Hood into the mountains of Alabama. He 
afterward went through the Carolinas until Johnston surrendered 
near Raleigh. This soldier boy was not yet twenty years old when 
the war was over. He returned to [llinois and began to work for 
wages on the farm, and the following winter attended the district 
school. 

“And so,” he says, “from,my twentieth to my thirty-first year 
I made a poor boy’s fight for an education, and by dint of working 
in the harvest field, teaching school, economizing by doing my 
own cooking, and living in a garret on sixty-six cents a week, I 
took my degrees of A.B., A.M., and B.D. at the Northwestern 
University.” Ten years later his Alma Mater conferred upon 
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Cc. W. WILSON ELI McCLISH G. L. COLE 


him the honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity. He also carried 
the Phi Beta Kappa key, and, because of his ripe scholarship, was 
perfectly at home among the learned and brilliant men of his gen- 
eration. He was for six years president of the Grand Prairie Sem- 
inary at Onarga, Illinois, and in 1896, he became president of the 
College of the Pacific, where he remained for ten energetic, pros- 
perous years. 

Dr. McClish was admitted into the Central Illinois Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church in 1877, and spent seven 
years in happy pastorates in Eureka, Matamora and Canton. In 
1891 he was transferred to the California Conference, and en- 
joyed at Grace Church, San Francisco, an unusually successful 
pastorate of five years, as long as the time-limit in those days per- 
mitted him to stay. During the next year, while he was having 
an auspicious beginning in the church at Napa, he was persuaded 
to accept the presidency of the College of the Pacific. 

In 1906 Dr. McClish was transferred to the Southern Califor- 
nia Conference, and has had eventful pastorates at the West

Adams Church in Los Angeles, in San Bernardino, and at Cen- 
tral Church, San Diego. He spent twenty-two glorious years in 
the pastorate before coming to the Soldiers’ Home two years ago. 

In all of his long, notable career he had never had a month’s 
illness, and it was with pardonable pride that he spoke gratefully 
of his health and powers of endurance to a company of Methodist 
preachers only a few weeks before his death. 

In December, 1872, he was happily married to Miss Louisa 
Adelaide Clark, who had been a classmate in the Seminary. Their 
married life has been like an idyllic summer afternoon. He is sur- 
vived by Mrs. McClish, and by two daughters, Mrs. Wm. F. Ew- 
ing of Oakland, and Mrs. Percy Lewis of Los Angeles, and his 
three sons, Lieut. Clark L. of Camp Kearney, and Paul F. of Ala- 
meda, and Lloyd G. of Los Angeles and by his ten grandchildren. 


CHARLES EDWARD LOCKE. 


GEORGE L. COLE 


Dr. George La Mont Cole was born in Lockport, N. Y., June 
8, 1849. His father being a Methodist preacher his son George 
naturally grew up to be an earnest Christian from his early child- 
hood. When quite young he heard the call of God to preach and 
he was not disobedient to the call. He received his education in 
the Public Schools of New York and completed it in Albion Col- 
lege, Michigan; from which he received his degrees of M.A. and 
D.D. Dr. Cole was ordained a Methodist Minister when he was 
twenty years old and was married to Miss Ida Upright one year 
after, who with him spent eighteen years in the Michigan Con- 
ference. They, with their two children, came to the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Conference in 1887 and he was appointed to the Long 
Beach Charge, which was then the nucleus of the young people’s 
societies and Chautauqua work. 

Dr. Cole was essentially a worker among young people and 
was made General Secretary of the Fourteenth General Confer- 
ence of the Epworth League, which was held at Long Beach, and 
was also Superintendent of the Chautauqua Assembly. Later he 
preached at Santa Paula, Burbank, Los Angeles and the Simi-Cir- 
cuit. During the last thirty years of his life he gave himself to 
the study of Ethnology and Archaeology and scaled the heights 
of the old homes cof the prehistoric Cliff-dwellers in Arizona, 
Colorado and New Mexico, entering their ruins and there finding 
the relics of the former inhabitants, and after classifying those 
relics he distributed them to several colleges and universities in 
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the United States and even to a great school in Berlin, Germany. 
He became an authority on Archaeology. Amid his research work 
he still had a passion for work among the young people of the 
Epworth Leagues, high school and Chautauqua. About thirty 
years of his life were given to lectures illustrated with charts and 
maps, showing the homes and ruins of races who had long ago 
become extinct, and yet, he always found time to preach to young 
and old whenever there was an opportunity given him. Dr. Cole 
died at his home near the University of Southern California, May 
10, 1918. He leaves to mourn his loss a wife and two grown chil- 
dren.

REV. W. C. WILSON 


Rey. William Coleman Wilson was born in Marion county, 
Virginia, January sixth, 1834. After the formation of the State of 
West Virginia, it was named Taylor county, West Virginia. He 
was the son of Abraham and Rebecca Wilson. The Wilsons and 
Fergusons on the maternal side came to this country before the 
Revolutionary War. His maternal great grandfather was a cap- 
tain in the Revolutionary War, under General Washington’s com- 
mand; among the prized possessions of the Wilson family were 
two papers of honorable discharge, signed by General Washington. 

His ministry began in 1857. He served many churches and 
was instrumental in bringing over three thousand persons to a sav- 
ing knowledge of sins forgiven and into the fellowship of the 
Church. 

On July 25th, 1860, William Coleman Wilson married the 
beautiful Harriet Davisson, a daughter of Nathan E. and Eliza- 
beth Carper Davisson, who also came of old Revolutionary stock. 
She gladly shared with her husband the responsibilities of his 
successful ministry. He was an Abolitionist when it cost him the 
friendship of many dear to him, but he never swerved in his alle- 
giance to the right. 

The subject of our sketch was perhaps the only man in Vir- 
ginia who scratched his ticket and voted for Abraham Lincoln, 
in the fall of 1860. The name of Lincoln was not allowed on the 
ballot in the State of Virginia. When the Civil War broke out he 
offered his services to the Government at Washington, and be- 
fore his commission as chaplain reached him he was taken pris- 
oner by the Confederate army at Rich Mountain, and while a 
prisoner with his young wife he witnessed the battle of Rich 
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Mountain and saw General McClellan and his twenty thousand 
troops liberate that section of Virginia from the Southern Con- 
federacy. During those trying times he gladly served the church 
without compensation, though at great personal sacrifice. When 
the Civil War was over he tactfully carried on the work of re- 
organizing the Church. 

None rejoiced more than he to see the approaching signs of 
a reunited Methodism. It has been his dream for years to see the 
Methodist Episcopal Church and the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, united once again. As chaplain at the state prison and as 
a trustee in colleges he ever tried to do his best for prison reform 
and education. His work, except for a few years in the West, 
was east of the Ohio River. While Presiding Elder of the Wheel- 
ing district he buried his young daughter in 1878. In 1883 he came 
West on account of ill health in the family and finding the climate 
of Illinois. too severe he was transferred to Nebraska where he 
served the church faithfully as Pastor and Presiding Elder, he be- 
ing one of the founders of the Nebraska University. While in 
Nebraska his wife suffered a stroke of paralysis, and the Bishop 
transferred him to the Southern California Conference, in 1887. 
She passed to her Eternal Home in 1897. He has walked twenty- 
one years alone, holding her name and memory as the most prec- 
ious gift of Heaven, faithful to the bride of his youth. He said 
to his daughter after her mother’s death: “To have won your 
mother was to crown my life.” To him she was ever as he called 
her, his “beautiful bride.” 

During the summer of 1918, Brother Wilson became ill and 
took to his bed. He became weaker and weaker until the morn- 
ing of September 24th, when the worn, weary body was at rest. 
His mind was clear and active almost to the very last. 

The funeral was conducted from his home on Thursday, Sep- 
tember 26th, in the presence of a large company of ministers and 
laymen.

WILLIAM G, LEONARD 


William G. Leonard was born in Chittenden, Vermont, June 
23, 1827. He was converted at the age of twenty. For a while 
he was a teacher in the Troy Conference Academy at Poultney, 
N. Y. In 1856 he was married to Miss Jennie Tower of Shore- 
ham, Vermont. In 1862 he was elected Captain of a Vermont 
Company, and was afterwards commissioned as Chaplain and 
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served to the war’s close. He served various charges in the New 
England States and came to the Southern California Conference 
in 1889, serving our churches at Selma and Merced. His wife 
passing away in 1910, he returned in 1911 to Brandon, Vermont, 
where he made his’: home until called to the better land May 31, 
1918. Doctor Leonard was a fine example of Christian manhood, 
refined, spiritual, courageous, patriotic, gracious and humble. He 
was held in the highest esteem and love by all who knew him.

MRS. CLARENCE O. KIMBALL 


Josephine Dear was born at Jacksonville, Illinois, of old 
English parentage. After several pastorates in various Confer- 
ences she came with her husband to the work at Glendora, Cali- 
fornia, March 31st, 1916. Her death occurred in a Los Angeles 
hospital January 8th, 1918. Her funeral occurred at Glendora, Jan- 
uary 11, 1918. Interment at Rosedale cemetery in Los Angeles. 

On October 11, 1890, Mr. Clarence O. Kimball claimed this 
charming young lady as his bride, and was congratulated by his 
friends as a most fortunate young lawyer. Four years later, when 
her husband felt that he must abandon the law for the ministry 
of the gospel, she loyally supported him in his conscientious 
convictions, and although she was a member of the Anglican 
Church she willingly became a devoted Methodist, and through- 
out the twenty-three years of her life in the parsonage she has 
been her hushand’s constant inspiration and unfailing support and 
benediction. It has been her custom to accompany her husband 
in all his parish calls whenever her strength would permit. She 
had rarely poised judgment and was lovingly called by her hus- 
band his balance-wheel. 

Next to her happy duties as wife and mother her Church ac- 
tivities were her chief joy and concern. She was identified with 
the women in all of their societies and helpful agencies, she left 
nothing undone; and this, notwithstanding the fact that during 
much of her married life she was in frail health.

Honorable A. M. Drew of Fresno, gave the address of wel- 
come and C. E, Carver responded. 


Dr. Lincoln A. Ferris of San Diego, addressed the Confer- 
ence on the topic, “The Church and Our Boys.” He gave us a 
tremendous program, for activities in the cantonments of our 
army, unforgettable in its vision. 


Mr. Egerton Shore then moved that the Secretary of this 
Conference be instructed to send to Lieut. Ferris, Camp Zachary 
Taylor, Virginia, the following telegram: “Your Father, Dr. Lin- 
coln A. Ferris, today, at the Laymen’s Association of Southern 
California Conference of the Methodist Church, assembled at 
Bakersfield, California, has given us one of the great inspirations 
of our lives. We send loving greetings to you and pray that your 
life and service will always be true to his great ideals.” 


The Chairman asked for a collection of $100.00. The collec- 
tion was taken, and amounted to $46.00.

Conference called to order by President C. E. Carver. 


After singing and prayer, Mrs. Silas Sprowles spoke on the 
work of the Women’s Home Missionary Society. 


The President then introduced Bishop Thirkield, who ad- 
dressed the Conference on the wonderful possibility along Mis- 
sionary lines on the Pacific Coast. He called our attention to the 
two plans of missionary procedure, one, to send missionaries; the 
other to convert those who come here. On immigration he rec- 
ommended the admission of all people on a percentage basis. 


Dr. Larkin of the California Christian Advocate then spoke 
to the Conference of the necessity of Methodists taking the 
Church papers, quoting Herbert Hoover as saying that the church 
papers are absolutely necessary to the putting over of the Gov- 
ernment program. 


Mr. J. E. Engle was then introduced and addressed the Con- 
ference on the subiect of “The Rural Community Life.” 


Rev. George A. Warmer addressed the Conference on the sub- 
ject, “How the Rural Church May Mold the Young Life of the 
Community.” 


The greater opportunity for the personal touch in the rural 
church, was handled by Rev. E. F. Dexter, Y. M. C. A. Secretary 
at Lindsay. 


The round-table resulted in many angles of discussion that 
were most interesting to all. 


The Conference then was addressed by Mr. Boys of the San 
Francisco Branch of the Methodist Book Concern. 


RESOLUTIONS 


Centenary Campaign—RESOLVED, That the Laymen’s Asso- 
ciation of the Southern California Conference unreservedly com- 
mends the Centenary Campaign. That we approve of the slogan 
“One Million Tithers in Methodism,” and accept our pro-rata of 
that and adopt the slogan, “Ten Thousand Tithers in the Southern 
California Conference.” 


Prohibition—RESOLVED, That the Laymen’s Association. of 
Southern California Conference adopts the W. C. T. U. resolution 
referring to the re-election of Governor Stephens and Hon. C. C. 
Young and the Dry Candidates for Seriate and Assembly and do 
pledge themselves to vote for ratification, urging voters to vote 
“No” on No. 1 and vote “Yes” on No. 22, also urging War-time 
Prohibition in January 1919, 


Lay Representation—That they renew its expression of ad- 
herence to the principle of lay representation in the Annual Con- 
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ference, on the general assumption that some specified time each 
year be devoted to separate sessions of the Ministerial and Lay 
Conference for the consideration of those distinctive matters. 
which may be of peculiar interest or importance to their respec- 
tive bodies and that the major part of the time of each Annual 
Conference be given to the work of a Joint Conference covering 
all matters of education and administration which are of mutual 
interest and concern; and that with a view to properly represent- 
ing the voice of the laity on this matter to the Conference, a Com- 
mission of seven be appointed by the President of this Associa- 
tion, whose duty it shall be to consider this matter during the com- 
ing year, and devise means whereby the voice of the Church may 
be effectively heard next year, including if possible a recommenda- 
tion on the subject from every Quarterly Conference throughout 
the Southern California Conference.

2. The regular standing Committees shall be appointed at the morning session of 
the first day.

4. All motions must be reduced to writing at the request of the S 
Conference or of the Presiding Officer. = ¢ peretaty, of eke 

5. When a member wishes to speak he must arise and address the chair, but shall 
not proceed until he is properly recognized by the President. 
fae a ad President shall distinctly call the name of the member to whom he assigns 

7. Motions made and seconded, reports made and accepted, shall be deemed the 
property of the Conference, and cannot be withdrawn without the consent of the Conference. 

8. All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to indefinitely postpone, 
shall be taken without debate. 2 ae 

9. The following motions may take precedence of the original motion and pre- 
cedence of each other in the order they are here named: (1) To adjourn to a given time. 
(2) To adjourn indefinitely. (3) To take up the order of the day. (4) To lay on the table. 
(5) To move the previous question. (6) To postpone to a given time. (7) To refer toa 
Committee. (8) To amend. (9) To postpone indefinitely. 

10. Members shall not be interrupted while speaking, except by the President, or 
a@ member through the President, 

11. All questions of privilege must be decided by the President. 

12. No Member shall speak on any question more than once until all who wish 
have spoken. No member shall speak more than ten minutes, except by permission of 
the Conference. Nor shall it be in order to move the previous question, nor to lay on the 
table at the close of a speech in which the pending question has been discussed. 

13. The one who offers a motion or resolution may have five minutes to close the 
debate and this right shall not be forfeited by a motion ordering the previous question or 
to lay on the table. 

14. Any person voting in the majority may move a reconsideration, but such motio 
shall not be debatable. 

15. All members are required to be present at the regular sessions of the Conference. 

16. No one is allowed to vote outside the bar of the Conference, 

17. The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call of one-third of the 
members present. 

18. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule during the devotional 
exercises. 

19. All reports prepared for adoption shall be presented in duplicate, one copy of 
which shall be suitably written in ink for the printer, using one side of the paper. 

20. All persons desiring a change in their relations shall first be considered by the 
Committee on Conference Relations. 

21. Applications for admission on trial or into full connection shall be considered 
with closed doors, and no one shall be admitted except by a two-thirds vote, and said 
session shall be held each day from 11 to 12 a. m. if found necessary. 

22. The Memorial Service shall be held the first morning of the Conference 
immediately following the Communion Service and shall include the Calling of the Roll 
of the Honored Dead. 

23. The Committee on Conference Relations shall consist of nine members, who 
shall be elected for a term of three years, but they shall be divided into three classes of three 
members each, one class to be elected annually. 

24. The Committee on Conference Relations shall report each year their recommen- 
dation asto the continuance in the effective relation of all members of the Conference 
appointed to work outside of the Methodist Episcopal Church, except where such appoint- 
ment is provided for in the law of the Church; also all recommendations for such appoint- 
ments shall first be presented to said Committee. 

25. The District Superintendents shall communicate with all Conference 
Members in other than the effective and retired relation, at least thirty days 
prior to the opening session, requesting them to state any change they may de- 
sire in their relation, and all such requests for change of relation shall be put 
before the Committee on Conference Relations at the opening session.

The committee recommended non-concurrence in the mem- 
orial from the Wilmington Conference concerning the powers of 
the presiding Bishop in the General Conference, and its report 
was adopted. :

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Paragraph 5. A Bishop shall be elected for a term of eight 
years, and if not re-elected will remain a member of the Confer- 
ence from which he was elected.

The committee recommended non-concurrence by a divided 
vote, and the report of the committee was not adopted, by a vote 
of 109 to 96. ; 

Paragraph 4. A retired Bishop shall be a member of the Con- 
ference to which he last belonged, and with his family shall be 
cared for, in same manner and degree as other members of his 
conference.

Paragraph 10. Related to plebiscite on unification. 

The committee recommended non-concurrence and the report 
of the committee was not adopted by a standing vote of 118 to 92. 
(See Memorial 7.) 

Paragraph 1l. Related to the number of Bishops to be elected. 

The committee recommended non-concurrencé and the report 
of the committee was adopted. 

Paragraph 12. Related to salaries less than $1200. 

: The committee recommended non-concurrence and the report 
of the committee was adopted. 

The paragraphs previously adopted seriatim, being paragraphs 
4, 5, and 10 were then adopted as a memorial to the General Con- 
ference. (See Memorials.) 

On motion of J. A. Geissinger it was ordered that no more 
memorials be presented to the committee. 

The committee recommended concurrence in the memorial 
providing for the organization of a Latin American Mission 
and the report of the committee was adopted. (See Memorial 8.) 

H. W. Peck presented a memorial concerning the Course of 
Study and it was adopted by a standing vote of 124 to 82. (See 
Memorial 9.) 

On motion of J. B. Green the Order of the Day for the report 
of the Treasurer of the Conference funds was fixed for Saturday 
morning following the reading of the journal. 

The time was extended.

We must so identify 
ourselves with the people of today that the spirit of Jesus Christ 
may become contagious. : : 

Like the successful salesman the minister must believe in the 
house he represents, in the goods he sells and in himself. 

He must make his personality as attractive as possible. The 
real preacher must not say “Go” but “Come.”

We are very desirous of utilizing 
this new plan for collecting and accounting for the usual Con- 
ference apportionments given our people and to add thereto our 
helpful service in collecting and accounting for Collectional 
Benevolences in our territory, our purpose being to act solely as 
a clearing house or agency of our pastors in forwarding collec- 
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tions to the Collectional and other objects for which they are 
gathered.

VIII. 
Reports 


(a) District Superintendents 
FRESNO DISTRICT 


The greatness of the difficulty caused by the influenza epidemic 
may be realized when you consider that the loss in weeks to the 
churches in this district alone totals 600 so far reported, or 
equivalent to about twelve years of enforced idleness for a church 
of about 125 members. 

In our ranks the toll of the influenza was marked by the 
loss of Joseph W. Bruner, who was training at Camp Taylor at 
the time of his death, December 9th. Again death claimed a 
choice flower in the daughter of E. E. Marshall, pastor of Grace 
Church, Fresno. 


Building Enterprises 


Coalinga—In spite of all obstacles that indefatigable veteran, 
Don A. Allen, has carried out a program at Coalinga which 
means that shortly after the Conference he will present for 
dedication a new building. 

At Dinuba, J. E. Houlgate, pastor, work has already com- 
menced on a fine modern $20,000 structure, equipped for present- 
day needs. 

At Delano, Cutler, Raisin City and Madera, building com- 
mittees are busy discussing plans and preparing for enlarged 
activities. 

At Taft, Brother Don Ford has prepared a magnificent pro- 
gram for Community Service, and is planning for the erection of 
a plant to cost nearly $100,000. 

With the departure of Brother Hodges the East Bakersfield 
Church faced a crisis. Harry C. Slater consented to take up the 
work, supplying McFarland in addition until Conference. <A 
complete survey of the field was made by Brother Slater. Dr. 
J. A. Geissinger laid the situation before a company of laymen, 
and First Church, at the suggestion of George A. Warmer, their 
pastor, at the 4th Q. C. subscribed $5,000 to the East Bakersfield 
Church and promised to help them in soliciting funds among the 
business men of Bakersfield. This gift has so stimulated the 
East Bakersfield Church that, with the promised help of the 
Centenary, the enterprise is now assured. 

Other improvements in church property involving amounts 
over $100 have been made as follows: 

Farmersville, $240, where a social hall has been added to 
the church largely by the personal physical efforts of Brother 
Whippo; Independence, $150; Laton, $200; Parlier, $200; Waukena, 
$150; Visalia, $600; Irwin, $200; Kings River, $150; Tulare, $200; 
Wasco, basement, $1000; Bakersfield First, $222; Hanford, $400; 
Poplar, $149; Sultana, $590; Selma, $228; Taft, $150; Lindsay, $300. 

Under the heading of property damages, the report of the 
fire a week ago in First Church, Fresno, would naturally fall. 
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If-the disaster results in the building of a modern structure in its 
place, with equipment for the work needed in that growing 
metropolis, it will prove a blessing in disguise. 


Salaries 


Last year’s minutes report forty-one charges on this District 
as having paid less than $1000 and house, and thirty-three of 
these paying less than $1000 including house. If the promises 
made in the fourth quarterly conferences are kept, next year’s 
minutes will show thirteen of these paying $1000 and house, 
while of these four will reach $1200 and house, while several 
more will reach $1000 with house. In several cases, where it 
seems impossible for the church to pay more, and the conditions 
do not warrant the continued expenditure of missionary money 
the weak charges have been attached to strong ones or com- 
‘bined on the proposition that it is better for a church to get 
along with one service a day than it is to force a pastor to live 
on one meal a day. In the case of Springville and Globe, the 
small charge has been united to a large one which will maintain 
the services by the ministry of minute mem on the Local 
Preacher Plan. 


Another encouraging item along this line is that, while last 
year only three charges reported salaries of $1800. plus house 
rent, the coming year will show this list trebled. To First Church, 
Fresno, First Church, Bakersfield, and Selma, reported in last 
year’s minutes, will be added Lindsay, Porterville, Tulare and 
Taft, each of which will pay $2000 and house, while Parlier and 
Visalia will come into the list with $1800 and house. Delano 
and Dinuba should also be mentioned, having promised $1500 
and house. In this year of agitation for better ministerial support, 
I am sure you will rejoice to know that the sum of these definite 
actions has now reached the handsome total of $9,400 increase 
in the salaries of the pastors of the district, or about one-sixth 
last year’s salaries. 


An outstanding feature of the year’s work on the district 
was the series of Epworth League rallies held on successive 
days in Fresno, Tulare and Bakersfield. They afforded to our 
people a chance to become better acquainted with our Presiding 
Bishop, which has been to the advantage of the entire district. 


Another outstanding event of the year for the young people 
“was the splendid Epworth League Institute held at the Sierra 
Chautauqua grounds, which has justified itself this year in the 
splendid young people who dedicated their lives to Christian 
work. In spite of little publicity, over two hundred people were 
enrolled in the classes, and twice as many enjoyed the services 
on the grounds. 


The Centenary 


Without question the great Centenary campaign has proved 
to be not only a success in the raising of a large sum of money, 
but also the inspiration of the church activities along spiritual 
lines. I am glad to report that the district went safely over the 
top on the Centenary quota plus the Benevolences for the five- 
year period. We did not have a slacker on the district. Every 
man did his part and as a result this great Missionary District has 
made a most creditable showing. 
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Revivals 


In spite of the crowded calendar of the year, several of our 
churches engaged in revival services, a total of thirty weeks, 
and 140 conversions being reported in the preliminary reports. 

I would not be true to my trust did I not state also some 
of the serious problems that must be solved. First of all, we 
have many communities where the old California spirit still 
exists. These communities care nothing for the church, and it is 
only in the carrying on of a real definite program of Community 
Service that we will ever be able to bring to these people a 
realization of the love of God and His Christ for them. They 
have been scolded without avail. Loving service will finally 
“compel them to come in.” 

A second problem is that of the ever-increasing foreign 
population. I wonder how many realize that the choicest, the 
richest and most productive sections of the state are passing into 
the hands of the Armenians and Portuguese! I hope some way 
may be found by which our Portuguese work may be reinforced. 
Brother Tavares has done noble work, but needs definite rein- 
forcement. Brother McCombs has promised to spend some time 
in studying this situation. If we fail, our sceptre will pass to 
the Roman Catholic Church. 

In conclusion, I take a great. deal of pleasure in expressing 
my thanks for the type of men my predecessor has gathered on 
the Fresno District. I have found them forward-looking men 
untainted so far as I could discover by premillenarian views. 
From the days of the pharisees until now the men who have 
trusted to their interpretation of prophecies for their guidance 
in the matters of their day have been out of harmony with the 
big things God has been trying to do in their age. As I have 
come in touch with the men of the Fresno District, I have found 
them eager to find the Mind of the Master, and willing to pour 
out in His service the full measure of devotion. For such men 
there cannot be defeat.

But to the home of Alfonzo Sanchez 
the same Master came and said “Suffer the little one to come 
unto Me,” and the little four-year-old daughter was introduced 
into the beauties and joys and safety of the heavenly home. 

Right in the midst of his labors Harry S. Ryder, our pastor 
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at Trinity Church, Long Beach, left us suddenly for the church 
triumphant. A more sweet spirited, devoted minister of Jesus 
Christ could not be found. During the influenza epidemic he 
was stricken, pneumonia set in, and after a few days’ sickness 
“he was not, for God took him.” 


New Enterprises 


On December 1, 
1918, we dedicat- 
ed the new church 
at Lynwood, W. 
C. McIntyre, pas- 
tor. The lot was 
donated to us by” 
the Presbyterian 
Church, and) the 
building is worth 
approximately 
$2500. 

On February 
16, 1919, the new 
church at Santa 
Barbara was ded- Lynwood 
icated. This is one of the outstanding achievements of the 
Conference. Starting the project with an intended expenditure 
of $12,000, they finished with an outlay of $42,000. The debt has 
been provided for, and $16,000 actually paid in the first six months. 
Then they put the Centenary over the top with a subscription 
of $21,000. ; 

On June Ist, we dedicated the new church at Roscoe, J. H. 
Amis, pastor. Every dollar necessary to pay off the debt was 
quickly raised. 


Moorpark 


Moorpark is a 
most striking illus- 
tration of what wise, 

trained, tactful lead- 
‘ ership can accom- 
plish in our rural 
communities. In 
January last I ap- 
pointed as pastor G. 
R. Phillips, who had 
just returned from 
two years’ exper- 
ience in Y. M. C. A. 
work overseas. . By 
his untiring effort 

Moorpark and tactful, genial 
manner he soon captivated the entire community. All factions and 
denominations were united in the community program he put on 
and the people so filled the little church at the Sunday services that 
the problem of more room was quickly felt. After consultation it 
was decided to wreck the old deserted church at Somis and rebuild 
at Moorpark. The cost of the enterprise is about $6000, and has all 
been subscribed by the community with the exception of a small 
gift from the Centenary. Last Sunday, September 28th, the dedi- 
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catory services were held, followed by a community dinner, and 
this church which was almost a by-word has attained a com- 
manding influence and leadership; the salary has been raised in 
six months from $700 to $1500 and parsonage, and the superin- 
tendent has been warned never to show his face in Moorpark 
_ again if the present pastor and his devoted wife are not returned 
for another year. 


New Enterprises 


Owensmouth, H. T. Lewis, pastor, is just ready to let its 
contract for a $20,000 building in this great and coming section 
of the San Fernando Valley. Santa Maria, C. A. Norcross, pastor, 
after putting the Centenary over, is undertaking a new church 
project and already the subscription taken is sufficiently large 
to insure the new building this Conference year. At Cudahy, 
near Huntington Park, a new church edifice is planned, and the 
new building will be erected in the very near future. Grace 
Church, Long Beach, J. W. Neely, pastor, is just completing a 
$6000 social hall to meet the need of the social program which 
this wide-awake church is putting on. At Burbank, J. P: Barker, 
pastor, the old property has been sold, an elegant new site has 
been secured and paid for, a new parsonage bought, and with the 
great industrial development now going on we hope soon to see 
a plant adequate to the need of this growing community. At 
Lankershim, G. A. Hunt, pastor, the much-needed new church 
building seems assured. At Tejunga, J. H. Amis, pastor, a move- 
ment for a new parsonage is on foot. Subscriptions have been 
secured, and we expect ere long to have a home for the pastor 


here. 
Church Debts . 


Subscriptions have been taken _to cover the church debts at 
Compton, Central and Trinity Churches, ‘Long Beach, while 
Oxnard has finished paying its debt and has burned its mortgage. 

It sometimes requires more grace to give up an old field 
than to enter a hew one. For years we have had a struggling 
little organization a mile outside the town of Downey, while the 
Presbyterian and South Methodist Churches had flourishing or- 
ganizations in the center of the population. It seemed an absolute 
waste of missionary money to attempt any longer to keep up 
our work in this over-churched community, so the work has been 
discontinued and I am taking the necessary steps to dispose of 
the property and use the money where it can accomplish some- 
thing for God and Methodism. 


Future Need 


I represent the Rural Church. The rural home constitutes 
half the homes of the United States. Eighty-five per cent of the 
ministers and 85 per cent of the educators of this land come 
from the rural home. This shows the importance of rural work. 
One charge in my district comprises one thousand and twenty 
square miles, and the efficient pastor of that charge knows fee 
tically every family in it. He is giving his life to this people 
and has only been at home during his pastorate on an average 
of two days a week. As the result he has been instrumental A 
shaping the whole life of the community—trecreational, menta 
and religious. Dance halls have been converted into gymnasiums 
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and results obtained almost unbelievable. And that is by no 
means an isolated case. Yet these college trained men, with 
their cultured wives who have come from homes of comfort, 
are too often asked to live in shacks not worthy of the name of 
parsonages, and on salaries that cannot compare with that paid 
a common day laborer. Only their passion for the uplift of our 
common humanity and love for our Christ ever keeps them at 
their task. In my judgment, before any new work is opened, 
our Board of Home Missions should settle the question of ade- 
quate support and. proper equipment for these tremendously 
promising fields we already occupy. Unless we do this, we shall 
write our death warrant in the fields of greatest opportunity the 
church has ever seen. 


One Need More 


I confess as I have gone up-and down my district, I have 
been more and more impressed with the absence of that passion 
for the salvation of men which has ever been our distinguishing 
mark. I do not find it as I think I ought to find it—that old-time 
passion which gripped us, burned in every message, and broke out 
in revival fire. We have made splendid advancement along 
missionary, sociological and humanitarian lines, but we -haven’t 
advanced in our passion for the salvation of men, and that is 
where, after three years on the district, I would put my finger 
on the weakest spot in our ministry today. May God breathe 
that passion anew in our hearts tonight! Not superiority of gifts, 
not brilliancy of intellect, not eloquence of speech, not logic of 
argument, but the passion is our supreme need.

Only two -pastor’s homes have been visited by death. | Jan- 
uary 29th Mrs. Elizabeth T. Pasko, the mother of Brother Edgar 
W. Pasko, passed ‘to her coronation. She had reached the goodly 
age of 83 years. March 4th, Mrs. Josephine M. Boyd, the wife 
ee Brother W. J. Boyd, pastor of Epworth Church, also received 
ver crown. 


War Services—The Pastors entering Army service from the 
Los Angeles District were Fred H. Ross, J. Hunter Smith, Ralph 
E. Davis, A. F. Torrance and Thomas Grice. God has mercifully. 
preserved their lives. Sixteen ministers’ sons were enlisted from 
our District and not lost or maimed, for which we return our 
heartfelt thanks to the all-wise Father. 


Changes—During the year H. E. Murkett was transferred 
from First Church Hollywood to our First Church, Chattanooga, 
Tenn. Willsie Martin was transferred to First Church Holly- 
wood from Boise, Idaho. Stephen L. Smith, a probationer in 
his second year, resigned his charge at Stephenson Avenue, with- 
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drew from our church, and joined the Presbyterian Church 
H. I. Rasmus, Jr., has taken good care of that congregation. 
Byron H. Hovey was relieved of his church at Traveller to attend 
school at Boston University. F. Marion Smith has filled out the 
year. 


Asbury, Los Angeles 


Building and Improvements—Our outstanding achievement 
along this line is Asbury Church. Up from the ruins of the old 
church, there has come a modern, beautiful plant costing 
$55,000. 

Other churches making improvements are Belvedere, Boyle 
Heights, Culver City, Echo Park, Euclid Heights, Fifth St. Mis- 
sion, Florence Ave., Garvanza, Harbor City, Church of. All 
Nations, Pico, San Pedro, Westland, York Blvd., Wilshire, Wes- 
ley Chapel, Vernon Ave., St. James, Hamilton, Melrose Ave., 
Larchmont, West 79th St., making a total outlay of $50,000 for 
building and improving. 

Debt Paying Activities—One of the greatest natural handi- 
caps to Los Angeles Methodism has been church indebtedness. 
The weakening of this handicap during this year of challenge and 
testing is almost unbelievable. Twenty-seven churches have 
paid a total amount of approximately $40,000, while $36,000 has 
been secured on good subscriptions, making a total of $76,000. 
This will save to Los Angeles Methodism approximately $5000 
per year in interest and relieve the churches for a new forward 
movement along other lines. 


First Church—Our First Church has passed through the 
crucible during the last four years. The country’s financial crisis 
followed by the war came just at the time when this church was 
in a transition state and caught them witha debt to carry of 
$350,000. At times it seemed too much. It now looks as though 
First Church would next’ year take a forward step that will be 
the pride of our universal Methodism. 


Benevolences—Los Angeles District heard with enthusiasm 
the challenge of our leaders to a sort of Gideon test. Eight 
hundred and thirty-three thousand dollars seemed beyond our 
reach but by prayer and loyalty we grew with the task. Loyal 
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pastors and loyal people moved like a well-trained army and 
reported as a test of their faith and courage nearly one million 
and a quarter dollars. 


Sunday Schools—Approximately 19,000 people are enrolled 
in our Sunday Schools. It is from this potential field that we 
receive a large per cent of our recruits for the church. In spite 
of the demoralizing effects of the influenza epidemic this year 
our Sunday Schools will show some gain. Here is the field 
where we need trained leaders. 


Women’s Activities—We are proud of our wonderful women 
with their Ladies’ Aid reporting thousands of calls and thousands 
of dollars raised. The two Missionary Societies are examples of 
good works. 


Our Young People—When we are out of sympathy with the 
young, then I think our work in this world is over. Our Dis- 
trict League is really a powerful organization. Its conventions, its 
night schools, its mass meetings and social gatherings have ac- 
complished much. Our pastors will all welcome our new district 
paper, “The District Leaguer.” 


Evangelism—The year so broken by epidemic, war transi- 
tions and financial campaigning has not been conducive to real 
evangelism, yet many of our pastors have had special meetings 
and all have tried to make their churches centers of evangelistic 
effort. We are all preparing mechanically and_ spiritually to 
make next year the greatest year of evangelistic efforts our church 
has ever experienced. 


Our Colored Work—One of the greatest problems of the 
present day church is the growing restless colored population 
pushing itself into our Northern cities. To meet this crisis in 
Los Angeles we have given the Hamilton Church, so commodious 
and well located, over to these people. 


Italian Work—Mason Chapel, formerly used by the colored 
people, is now surrounded by an Italian population. When the 
colored congregation was relocated in Hamilton Church, they 
turned Mason Chapel over to the City Missionary Society, and 
that Society has given it over to the Italian people where we 
now have a promising work well begun among these potential 
folk, so ready to receive American and Christian ideals. 


The Plaza—We are expecting soon to see the Plaza Church 
built and its work and influence greatly enlarged. 


Goodwill Industries—This child of the modern  church’s 
conception has been thoroughly organized during this year. This 
organization puts the church in boots, in the minds of the needy. © 


University of Southern California—This institution is enter- 
ing a new day of achievements along all lines. Its new building 
now being erected, its new endowment, its new religious educa- 
tion course, its large enrollment, superior professors, with a 
great loyal Conference behind it will make it more and more 
the great heart center of the west from which the red blood of 
Christian education will flow. For no department of its work 
do our hearts go out so fervently as to the Maclay School of 
Theology. 
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Spanish American Institute—No more fundamental work can 
be devised than that being done now and being more largely 
planned for the future by the Spanish American Institute. It 
will have a large place in the redemption of a nation from ignor- 
ance and superstition. 


Methodist Hospital—The W. H. M. S. is a great factor in 
the development of the religious life of the city. Their Friendly 
Cottage, Deaconness Work, Home for Japanese and Korean chil- 
dren, Frances DePauw Home of Spanish Girls, are all institu- 
tions of great value. The Methodist Hospital stands out as 
the greatest monument to their efficient and faithful work. It 
has been able during this year to serve more people than during 
any previous year. 


The Church of all Nations—Forty-two nationalities and 60,000 
people in a great Western city in America with no real organized 
plan to either Americanize or christianize is the challenge of this 
institution. The heart of every Methodist in this Conference 
should thrill with joy at this great Missionary opportunity. 


Pastors’ Salaries—We are glad to report that this year Los 
Angeles District has increased her salaries over $5000 and for 
next year the minimum increase will amount to fully that much. 


The Labor Problem—Here is the greatest challenge the 
church has in this hour. We believe that every Methodist min- 
ister and every Methodist Church will stand foursquare for the 
great principles enunciated by our last General Conference. 


City Missionary Society—By far the greatest year up to 
date has just closed. It has a well trained, efficient and optimistic 
corps of leaders for the new year. 


Evangelism and Social Service—We believe we are entering 
a new day for the church. Not because we have a new Gospel 
but because we are emphasizing the whole Gospel. The church 
will not be less evangelistic but will give a broader interpretation 
to Evangelism.

PASADENA DISTRICT 


Twenty minutes for a report preclude preface, preachment, 
or peroration. 

Some thought the year began with the plague; others thought 
it began with tremendous opportunity! I can name you preachers 
who sat up with the sick night after night when there were 
no nurses! And the people began to say: “I had the plague and 
they visited me!” 


Centenary—The Centenary was the salvation of many a 
church this year. What seemed a burden proved a blessing! One 
preacher, as he staggered under his quota, made thirteen calls 
upon his District Superintendent. Then he went home and put 
it over! 

Time would fail to tell of those, who through faith met all 
opposition, quieted suspicion, answered argument, extracted 
rolls, accepted land, burned up tires, poured out gasoline, wore 
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out shoe-leather, and when asked their names, answered without 
a moment’s hesitation: “Centenary!” ; 

The group Chairmen of the District were: Clyde M. Crist, 
Pasadena; Charles H. Scott, Glendale; S. J. Rogers, Alhambra; 
C. O. Kimball, Glendora; W. C. Buckner, Pomona; John Hall, 
San Bernardino. They took the cent out of Centenary and put 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in. 

New. Projects—Puente is planning to build a new church. 
Eagle Rock Church has‘secured the corner lot adjoining its pres- 
ent building. One of the notable projects of the District is a 
new church at El Monte. The contract was let a few weeks ago 
for $17,500. 

The Palo Verde Valley has two new building projects on 
hand at the same time. The Blythe church will be ready for 
dedication soon after Conference. The Neighbors people are 
mobilizing their forces for a similar advance. With three or four 
other new preaching places opening in the Valley, a junior pastor 
is asked, to whom they will pay a salary of $1000. Las Vegas 
has built a new Social Hall as an addition to the church, and is 
planning a grove and arbor on the lot adjoining the church where 
Open-air services may be held in warm weather. The finest 
church building erected during the year was dedicated at La- 
manda Park, January twelfth. 


Lamanda Park 


A new plan of pastoral efficiency is developing in the Pasa- 
dena District. It began out in the Palo Verde Valley. John 
Gabrielson preaches at Neighbors at 10 every Sunday morning. 
At 10:50 he leaps into his Ford, and flies across the seven miles 
to Blythe and preaches at 11:15. Riding with John in the interim ~ 
is like old-fashioned town ball—out on the first bounce; but he 
never misses an appointment. G. E. Townley thought he could 
do what John Gabrielson was doing out at Blythe, so he has 
been preaching twice every Sunday morning also, at Highland 
and Grace. It has put Grace Church on its feet. The supply at 
Baldwin Park gave out about June first and H. G. Burgess of 
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Puente said he could preach twice on Sunday morning too, and 
has been doing it. Baldwin Park has grown so much in people 
and enthusiasm that she will pay $1000 to some enterprising 
young man this year. 


Debts—During the year Glendora, C. O. Kimball, pastor, paid 
off her debt and burned the $10,000 mortgage. Lincoln Avenue, 
W. C. Loomis, pastor, completely provided for her debt of 
$5,400. San Dimas, S. J. Lindsay, pastor, burned a $400 mortgage. 
The following charges took subscriptions covering their debts, 
which will be paid within two or three years: Glendale First, 
C. H. Scott, $28,782; Rialto, M. W. Beckwith, $2,000; San Ber- 
nardino, John Hall, $10,341; Tropico, H. S. Munger, $4,000. 

Marengo Avenue, John Barnhart, pastor, also has. subscribed 
$5,000 toward a new plant. 

. This makes a total of $82,523 either raised or subscribed in 
the district toward church properties during the year. 


Salaries—The following pastors have had a raise of salary

J. N. Gortner has 
been called to the evangelistic field among Pentecostal people. 
He asks for location. S. J. Rogers has recently been elected to 
the Superintendency of the Hospital at Phoenix for the coming 
year. 


Bereavements—Mrs. C. F. Seitter, A. L. Bear and W. C. 
Loomis were bereaved by the death of their mothers; S. J. Car- 
roll, by that of his wife, and Clyde M. Crist, by that of his 
father. At Lamanda Park the sainted and beloved Bishop Bash- 
ford stepped into the chariot of the skies! Mrs. Bashford will 
make her home in Pasadena the coming winter. 


Special Mention—The preacher who has the largest net gain 
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of members in the District is W. C. Buckner, First Church, 
Pomona, 74. 

The largest number of Local Preachers was licensed at First 
Church, Pasadena, eight. The next largest number was at the 
Mexican Church in Pasadena, A. C. Gonzales, pastor, five. 

Possibly the most unique system for reaching the young 
people is being conducted by L. D. Van Arnam, Ontario, on Sat- 
urday evenings in the basement of his church. It is open house, 
with the president of the Epworth League and his wife in charge. 
But the pastor and wife are always present. 

Who do you suppose made the largest number of pastoral 
calls upon the Pasadena District? The man who preached ~105 
times during the year, who made 132 outside addresses, who 
preached more funerals than any other man in the District, the 
busiest man in the District, made the most calls. He made 1870 
pastoral calls in one year. His name is Merle Smith! His 
deaconness, Miss Mills, made 1858 in addition. 

Your Superintendent has traveled fifteen thousand miles ac- 
cording to his speedometer; while it was registering. He was 
arrested but once and has been towed home but once. He has 
also traveled ten thousand miles by rail. He has found A. Ray 
Moore’s big tracks everywhere, and has been straddling hard to 
step into them. 


Some Superlatives—First Church, Pasadena stands second 
in the world in its number of intercessors. 


The W. F. M. S. of this District leads the Conference in its 
Jubilee pledges—$18,000. 

The W. H. M. S. was reported as heading all the districts 
in the amount of supplies. 

The Ladies’ Aid Society which has made the most calls during 
the year is at First Church, Redlands—2267. 

Without question the largest mass meetings of the year were 
the Epworth League Group Meetings which Bishop Leonard and 
Doctor Guthrie conducted in February. It was a triumphal march 
through the District. 

Pasadena District is credited with doing the most con- 
sistent giving in the Centenary. Her $760,000 were given by all 
the people. 

The Pasadena District sees more stars from the top of Mount 
Wilson, is nearer heaven in the San Bernardino Mountains, 
boasts of more sunshine and sand—in the Mojave and in the 
preachers—than any other district in the Conference. 

The Superitendent of this District has to travel farther to 
reach his most distant point, Las Vegas, Nevada—334 miles 
away—-has the greatest acreage of oranges, and the largest num- 
ber of applications from back East for admission into the Con- 
ference. 

This is the District that has the champion Minute Man of 
the world—Roy S. Kellogg. It had the largest number of Ep- 
worth Leaguers at Arbamar Institute, and boasts the finest esprit 
de corps anywhere this side of Paradise.

She sum to raise. We raised five hundred and twenty thousand 
dollars. 

When we remember that sixteen of the charges on the dis- 
trict are Missionary charges—from which little could be expected, 
and that only two comparatively large gifts were secured on the 
district—one of thirteen, and another of ten thousand dollars, 
both from First Church, San Diego—then it will be seen that 
some wonderfully fine work must have been done, to have raised 
this amount of money. 

Time and language would fail me, to name the preachers 
and laymen, who back of these brought it so marvelously about. 
The whole church is proud of them. 

The Centenary has proved that without efficient leadership, 
success is not possible in any great enterprise. This leadership 
we have in Bishop Leonard. 

The San Diego District is pledged to the necessity of con- 
servation. 

Every cog of our machinery must be made operative, to save 
what we have secured in the Centenary offering. 

We are facing an era of new enterprises, the equal of which 
has not recently been witnessed. d 

New churches if nothing unforeseen occurs to prevent—will 
spring up as if by magic in many places. , 

Already the sound of hammer and saw is heard in the erec- 
tion of a new edifice at Anaheim. ' 

When completed, it will be one of the choicest church build- 
ings in the Southern California Conference. : 

With the recently bought commodious parsonage which Doc- 
tor Humphrey now enjoys, it will make henceforth a charge much 
to be desired. F iS 

Hemet is planning for a great community church, which will 
meet the religious and social needs of this unsurpassed fruit

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(b) Reports of Standing Committees 
YOUNG PEOPLE’S WORK 


Your Committee easily understands that by Young Peoples’ 
Work is meant the widely extended and enthusiastic activities 
of the Sunday School and of the Epworth League. 

One year ago in making our report to you, we were com- 
pelled to acknowledge a depletion in attendance at the Epworth 
League and the Sunday School on account of the great numbers 
of young men who had valiantly enlisted in the Army and Navy. 
The Armistice has changed all this, and our Epworth League 
Chapters and Sunday School classes are becoming normal in 
numbers and activities, and there is greatly increased enthusiasm 
and devotion. 

We have found that all that foolish talk about adjusting the 
school, and the chapter, and the gospel message to suit the 
changed ideas of the returning soldier, had no foundation in 
fact, but on the contrary, the boys are glad to get back to the 
old-fashioned faith of their fathers and mothers and pastors, and 
to the ennobling ideas of the Sunday School and the League, 
which, instead of being outgrown and obsolete, are more sacred 
and more highly prized by reason of war experiences. 

lf your Committee were to indulge in a word of exhortation 
it would say that a pastor cannot give too much time and thought 
to his young people, for a church which has a prosperous Epworth 
League and a prosperous Sunday School, will be found to be a 
prosperous and progressive church. 

It is highly satisfactory to be able to record that the summer 
asseinbly of the Epworth League at Huntington Beach was the 
largest in world-wide Methodism. We will be anxious that as 
a Conference we shall not be surpassed in the efficiency of our 
labors and in the abundance of our spiritual enterprises for the 
establishment of the Master’s Kingdom in the hearts of the young 
people.

EDUCATION 


The committee on Education desires to felicitate the mem- 
bers of the Southern California Conference that in the un- 
precedented experience of last year our great University of 
Southern California not only proved to be a mighty tower of 
strength in the matter of patriotism, culture, and religion, but 
made the best record in its history. The total enrollment last 
year reached 4,375 and there were 567 who received their diplomas 
at the commencement exercises. 

The Summer School had a very choice and able faculty that 
was greatly praised by those in attendance. The enrollment was 
the best in the history of our Summer School Sessions. The 
special three weeks’ course offered under the Centenary for rural 
pastors was a real success. Through the masterful management 
of our efficient President, Dr. George F. Bovard, the school year 
closed with all expenses met in full, and with a small surplus. . 

The University faces the brightest day in its history. The 
corner-stone for the new half million dollar Administration Build- 
ing will be laid on the fourteenth of October. | 

- The program for the present school year is the most elab- 
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erate ever undertaken in the history of the school and there is 
every evidence that this year will excel all previous records. Some 
departments opened with double the enrollment of last year. 
More than fifteen new professors have been added and the salaries 
of the faculty members have been advanced approximately twenty 
per cent. 

Your Committee is gratified to report that the same spirit 
of loyalty aud co-operation which characterized the Jubilee En- 
dowmen: Canipaign and made it such a phenomenal success has 
macs possible an equally splendid record in collections. The col- 
lections tu date exceed $236,000. 


The Executive Secretary, C. E. Leitzell, has experienced some 
difficulty in the past year in securing the new addresses of those 
whe have moved during the year. In fact, we have lost in the 
past year approximately four thousand dollars because of this 
situation, The co-operation of the pastors in helping to meet this 
difficulty will be greatly appreciated. 


The Executive Secretary now has plans well under way for 
another million dollar campaign. This is a campaign for new 
buildings anda the million dollars is to be secured from the city 
of Los Angeles. 


In-view of the critical condition of the world today, we 
recommiend that a strong and new emphasis be given to Chris- 
tian education. 


We approve of the work done by the Board of Education—the 
loans made to worthy students who otherwise would have been 
unable to conzinue in school, the financial aid and expert counsel 
given to pioneer educational institutions in the North, and the 
help in a variety of forms which have made possible our ex- 
cellent Methodist schools in the South. 

We especially commend the plan to develop a system of 
religious education co-extensive with the public school system 
by which expert instruction in morals and religion shall become 
available for all of the school children of the land. 

We pledge to the Board of Education our full support in 
pursuance of these plans and any others which may be adopted 
for turthering the cause of Christian-education. 

Your Committee recommends the adoption of the following 
resolution: a 

Be It Resolved, That we strongly endorse the application 
made by the President's Board of the Centenary Fund asking 
for $25,000 per year to assist in training workers to carry out 
the Centenary program. 

Maclay College of Theology sent five men to their coun- 
try’s service in the great war as Chaplains, one in the Navy 
and four in the Army, while some of the bravest in the ranks 
were also from the student body, past or present. Five men 
were graduted last June, all having their A. B., and three of them 
the Master’s degree. Two-thirds of the Maclay students are 
appointed pastors and so have the advantage of Laboratory work 
while pursuing their studies. The faculty has been substantially 
strengthened for the session of 1919-20, and the school has been 
comfortably housed in the building that was first dedicated as the 
home of the University. 

Dr. E. A. Healy is the incomparable Dean of this growing

HUNTINGTON BEACH METHODIST ASSEMBLY 


Arbamar, “the grove by the sea,’ is an ideal place for re- 
ligious and educational gatherings. For fifteen years it has been 
a rallying point for Southern California Methodism. Other de- 
nominations have also felt its attraction and experienced its charm. 
It was never as attractive and as popular as now. Nor has it 
ever before presented such possibilities or offered such oppor- 
tunities. 

The officers and members of the various bodies meeting at 
Arbamar were unstinted in their praise of the place and in their 
expression of a desire to meet there again next year. 

Our own meetings were eminently satisfactory with the ex- 
ception that the attendance at the Camp Meeting was not up 
to the standard, but the program was probably never excelled 
at any of our Assembly meetings. 

An added charm and power to the attractive and powerful 
program was the unexpected presence of Bishop Leonard and 
his family and the Bishop’s sermon and addresses. = 

As usual the Epworth League Institute was the largest gath- 
ering of its kind in the world. 

The entertainment of that great company and the large num- 
ber in the Veteran Encampment taxed our resources to the limit. 

The Directors of the Assembly are convinced that the for- 
ward movement which they have been urging for the past three 
years should no longer be delayed. Others, who have studied the 
Situation, have caught the vision. They see the possibility of 
making Arbamar the equal of Ocean Grove as a recreational 
resort and of Chautauqua as a center of intellectual and spiritual 
illumination and power. Now is the time to undertake it. Op- 
portunity invites and duty demands immediate action. — 

The Directors are unanimous in the opinion that. in order 
to properly entertain and minister to the multitudes who gather 
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there, and to largely multiply their number, certain improvements 
must be made immediately: such as the erection of dormitories 
sufficient to accommodate at least four hundred young women 
and three hundred young men, the erection of forty to fifty cot- 
tages, enlargement of the cafeteria to double its present capacity, 
the construction of a plunge bath, the erection of a garage that 
will accommodate at least fifty cars, improvement of the streets 
and walks, and beautification of the grounds. 

In order that such necessary improvements-may be made and 
that the possibilities at Arbamar may be realized, we recom- 
mend the appointment, by the Bishop, of a Superintendent, who 
shall have the right of way throughout the Conference, and who, 
with the advice and co-operation of the Directors of Huntington | 
Beach Methodist Assembly and a Ways and Means Committee, 
shall raise the funds for said improvements and shall have the 
general oversight of the work, whose salary shall be paid from 
these funds. 

We also recommend the appointment of a Ways and Means 
Committee, to be composed of the District Superintendent and 
five additional members, whose duty it shall be to devise ways 
and means of securing the necessary funds, and two of whom, 
by election by their associates, shall, with three of the Directors 
of the. Assembly, elected by the Board of Directors, constitute a 
building committee, having the’ usual powers of such a com- 
mittee. 

We further recommend that the Directors and the Ways and 
Means Committee be given full power to act for the Confer- 
ence, in the interim of the Conference sessions, in all matters 
pertaining to the property and plans of the Huntington Beach 
Methodist Assembly.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EXAMINERS 


Your Board of Examiners is very glad to report the 
increasing excellence of the work being done by the ° under- 
graduates. Nearly all have taken a full college and seminary 
course, or are doing so. Several of these undergraduates being 
at present in attendance at one of our eastern schools, while a 
number are availing themselves of the excellent instruction given 
in our own Maclay College of Theology. 

The steady aim of your Board has been to lift the standard 
of examination, making it something that would be an honor 
both to the Conference and to the undergraduates themselves. 
Your Board is in hearty accord with the aims of the Commis- 
sion on the Courses of Study, believing that these mark a new 
and promising day in the training of our young ministers. It 
has felt, however, that the amount of written work asked of the 
undergraduate was somewhat excessive and has therefore as- 
sumed the responsibility of requiring less work of this kind to 
be done than the Commission asks. And it trusts this will meet 
with your approval. : 

_ Your Board would ask for the expenses of conducting ex- 
amination work be paid out of the fund raised by the Conference 
for Saebienyea 

our Board would earnestly recommend that a ° 
Schoo! of Theology be held, under the auspices of Ae ee! 
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College of Theology, in connection with the Summer School of 
the University of Southern California, and that every effort be 
made to secure the attendance not only of the undergraduates 
but also of many of the older members of this conference. The 
unusually successful Summer School held by our University, 
bringing to itself the ablest educational experts of the country, 
affords an exceptional opportunity to this conference to provide 
a means of ministerial culture of great value. Your Board would 
recommend the appointment of a committee to work in con- 
junction with the President of our University to arrange if pos- 
sible for such School. 

_The Commission on the Courses of Study has announced the 
beginning of a postgraduate course. The study for this year is 
on the Gospel of St. John. The expense is modest, the regis- 
tration fee being but $2.00, and there being but two or three 
books to buy. The Course will be under the direction of com- 
petent examiners and will be of great value to those taking it 
up. It is proposed to grant a diploma by the Commission to all 
who have satisfactorily completed the course, the diplomas to 
be conferred bythe Board of Examiners at the Conference 
session.

ANNUAL CONFERENCE DEACONESS BOARD 
; October 1, 1919 


The Annual Reports of the Deaconess Home show advance- 
inent in its work which was conducted at a cost to the Women’s 
Home Missionary Society of $6,045.06. 

October 1, 1918, we opened the “Deaconess Friendly House,” 
a settlement work in the immediate neighborhood of the “Church 
of All Nations.” In this work the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society is co-operating with the City Missionary Society in an 
effort to minister to the forty-two nationalities, in all, 60,000 
people who reside in this industrial section. The 5000 school 
children and 25,595 registered voters challenge our highest en- 
deavor and most earnest devotion to the cause of Americanization 
and Christianization. 

The young people and children are reached through the 
_ various classes and clubs, Social and Community meetings. The 
small playground with its limited equipment is thoroughly ap- 
preciated and well patronized by the little folk who heretofore 
have found their recreation in the streets or alleys. ‘ 

A Daily Vacation Bible School was conducted for six weeks 
in mid-summer with an enrollment of 70. 

The Saturday morning clothes sales is very popular. The 
prices paid are but a few cents per garment, and the proceeds 
form an Emergency Fund which is used for relief in cases of 
need. 
The Deaconesses have also directed the Sunday School work 
and assisted in all the activities of the Church of All Nations. 
Two deaconesses were engaged in this work. 

Another deaconess is engaged in settlement work at San 
Gabriel under the auspices of the San Gabriel Settlement As- 
sociation. This work is almost entirely with the Mexican people. 
‘The principle features of the work are the Boy Scouts, Girls’ 
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Classes, and extensive Relief Work, and a Clinic in which 885 
persons received free treatment within the year. : 

Travelers’ Aid Work continues to be one of our most im- 
portant departments. Two deaconesses at the Railway Depots 
have helped 4953 persons. ‘ 

The work at San Pedro has gone steadily on and soldiers 
and sailors have found a helpful friend in Miss Sanborne. 
Steamers were met and 146 persons helped, 20 being special 
cases. 

A deaconess is in charge of our Home for Japanese and 
Korean children, and in addition to the responsibilities of such 
an institution she has a weekly class in English for the women 
at the Japanese Mission. 

Several deaconesses have engaged in parish work. At Santa 
Paula and Anaheim, Spanish deaconesses have~ given most ac- 
ceptable service among their own people. 

The Deaconess Rest Home has as usual been open to 
deaconesses and other Christian workers seeking rest or renewed 
health. About 50 persons have enjoyed its restful accommoda- 
tions for short or longer periods. 

‘In the various departments of deaconess work there were 
ty children taught in Industrial classes; in Religious classes 
800. 

Employment was found for 150 persons; 408 families and © 
337 persons not included in families received material aid. 

In relief and reconstruction work there were supplies used to 
the value of $447.96 and $998.63 in cash. ; 


In June a Regional Deaconess Conference under the auspices 
of\ the General Deaconess Board was held in Los Angeles. Dr. 
D. W. Howell, Secretary, and other representatives of the Gen- 
eral Board and deaconesses from the Area were in attendance. 

The Board renewed the licenses of the following deaconesses: 
Isabel Leitch, Demis Smith, Geneva McCrory, Mary Ryan, Alice 
Edwards, Pearl Spafford, Mettie Chaffee, Alice Wilkinson, Clara 
Mills, Eunice Sayre, Mary Widaman, Minnie Steel, Nellie San- 
borne, Margaret Fries, Adalaid Applegate, Jessie Pratt, Pauline 
Guthrie, Grace Adams and Bessie Way.

BENEVOLENCES 


The world has been broken by Prussian Malevolence. The 
world must be rebuilded by Christian Benevolence. 

The wardrobe of the world’s soul has been moth-eaten by 
militarism. Peace on earth and good will to men can only come 
to men of good will. And our Gospel is a Gospel of Good Will or 
it is no good news. It is bad news. There can be no peace on 
earth to a bad-willed man, a malevolent man. ; 

No man can take a wrong attitude toward right principles 
and be right. There are still some standards of eternal right- 
eousness which remain unshaken. We live in a shaken age, but 
the Rock of Ages is not shaken. 

Maybe God has swept away the bloody old bridge of Prus- 
sian militarism to build in its place the Gospel Bridge over which 
the A of Jesus may walk to heal the broken heart of the 
world. 

Our Benevolent activities must have for their objective the 
righteous distribution of social power and of wealth. In these 
activities we must carry on a campaign, not only of religious 
-education, but of distinctly Christian Education. We must in- 
sist that more can be done for Mexico with the Gospel than 
with the gun. We must irradiate that land with the light and 
love of Jesus. The Latin-American politician who has played 
with the poor Mexican peon for nearly a century, as a cat plays 
wae a dying mouse, must be righteously and firmly brought to 

eel. 

If surviving savages of Kaiserism are coming to Prussian- 
ize Mexico, she would a thousand times better be absorbed into- 
the life and civilized activities of any other democracy on the 
earth. Our Benevolent Boards can no more disregard the plead- 
ing of these peons than a Christian man could turn a starving 
brother from his door. Politicians must not play pitch and toss 
with, these poor peons forever. Our patriotism is camouflage and 
we are but camofleurs if we do not work as hard to save our 
oppressed neighbors at our door as we did to disenshackle our 
brothers across the sea. 

We now live in the heart of a world neighborhood and we 
must conduct ourselves neighborly toward the representatives of 
everv nation. 

Christian Democracy gives no nation any right to treat any 
people wrong. “Jesus tasted death for every man.” If every man 
is good enough for Jesus Christ to die for, then every man is 
good enough for the best of us to live for. : ; 

As to the Centenary movement: Our chief problem was, a 
few months ago, to materialize the movement. Now our prob- 


‘ 
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lem is to keep the paying practice up to the pledging inspiration. 
We took the pledges under the white heat of a mighty move- 
ment. We can secure these pledges only by the most efficient 
administrative measures. 

Together, or separate, neither the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, nor the Methodist Episcopal Church South can be the 
“Methodist Church of America,” for the “joint centenary” move- 
ment has made all Methodism the Methodist Episcopal Church 
of the World.

Additions to property for the year, made or under way, 
ares 

FIRST: Ten acres with buildings and good well, bought for 
$9,000.00. Paid for. 

SECOND: Repairs and improvements on this land, $1,000.00. 
Paid for. 

THIRD: Large Industrial Hall built and equipped with print- 
ing presses, other valuable machinery, work-benches and tools, 
for teaching and practice of various trades, $12,000.00. Paid 
for—or funds in the treasury to make final payment. 


FOURTH: A home for the Superintendent and dormitory 
tor twenty-five young men, to be completed within the next 
sixty to ninety days, and additional furniture for school dor- 
mitory and dining room, $10,000.00. Not paid for—but will be 
by the hearty co-operation of the friends of the Institute. 

Value of property at Gardena will thus be doubled, increased 
from $31,000.00 to $63,000.00, during this year 1919. 

Financial Statement for conference year will be mailed to 
each Pastor. Approximately, receipts were $37,000.00. Disburse- 
ments, for current expense $12,000.00 and for land, buildings and 
equipment $16,000.00. Balance in Treasury $9,000.00—being cash 
$3,200.00 and Liberty Bonds $5,800.00. 

There is $9,100.00 in the “Annuity Fund” and $5,500.00 in the 
“Endowment Fund.” There were two small gifts of real estate. 
An automobile given by Mr. C. B. Casler was sold immediately 
for $900.00 cash. 

The faculty has been greatly strengthened. Our students 
number fifty-four. The number will very soon be increased to 
seventy-five. More than sixty boys and young men are clamoring 
for admittance and have to be denied. 

The most significant event came near the close of the year 
when your Board of Directors succeeded in secur'ng, as Super- 
intendent, Dr. A..Ray Moore. Under his leadership and around 
such a personality we believe that this Institution, already well 
started, will attain growth and strength that will make it an 
effective agency in the education and saving of our Spanish-

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LOS ANGELES MISSIONARY AND CHURCH 
EXTENSION SOCIETY 


During the year, a number of properties have been given to 
us, principally through the Centenary, including a little ranch near 
Riverside, two acres near Uplands and several vacant lots in 
and near Los Angeles. 

To date, our work has been four-fold: we supplement the 
salaries of under-paid preachers, aid in the payment of debts and 
the purchase of property for struggling churches, finance the 
T'ifth Street Mission and the Church of All Nations. 


Fifth Street Mission 


A few months ago the owner of the property housing the 
Mission raised the rent to such an extent that a move was neces- 
sary. It was a fortunate circumstance for us, for Brother Sweet 
found a much more desirable place at a greatly reduced rental. 
In the new location at 400 East Fifth Street, we now have the 
finest Mission in the city. In the new location, the attendance at 
the services has increased and the outlook is very promising. 


Church of All Nations 


In this congested part of the city where in a small area live 
60,000 people of 42 nationalities, the work of the church is growing 
by leaps and bounds. 

In the Deaconess Friendly House, which is run in con- 
junction with the W. H. M. S., we are reaching more than twenty 
different nationalities in the classes, and through the children 
access is gained to the homes. A little playground on the lot 
adjoining the house is the only playground of any kind in all 
this crowded portion of the city. Through the summer the 
Deaconesses have conducted a Daily Vacation Bible School 
which has been largely attended. Through the fall and winter 
there will be classes in cooking, sewing, general house-keeping, 
kindergarten, nurses’ training and other courses that will be help- 
ful to the homes of the community. : 

A cottage has been furnished, though meagerly, for boys’ 
club work. We have had a troop of Boy Scouts and other Clubs 
with activities that have held the boys. We are just now in- 
stalling equipment for classes in wood work and the whole activ- 
ity of the church with the boys is being greatly enlarged. Some 
will ask if we have had any results. Last Easter, nine of these 
fine fellows were baptized and taken into the church and now 
they are active in the Sunday School, Epworth League and all 
the services of the church. 

A note of $1,500.00 at one of the banks has worried us for 
many months. First Church, Los Angeles, has just volunteered 
its payment in addition to their apportionment of $2,500.00 for 
the year, which has been paid in full.

FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT METHODIST HOSPITAL 
OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


; The institution has ninety-four registered beds; is first class 
in all apartments, and is the property of the Woman’s Home Mis- 
sionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church of the South- 
ern California Conference. It has no stockholders, therefore its 
entire net proceeds either go to pay off the debt on the institu- 
tion or to help necessitous cases. While the institution is owned 
by the Church it helps the needy regardless of race, creed or 
pecuniary circumstances. The money received from those who 
pay is in turn given to those who cannot pay. 

I have been almost constantly engaged in addressing the 
churches and Missionary Societies in the interest of the work. 
Solicitation has been mostly personal. 

No small part of the work has been the Spiritual Care of one 
hundred nurses. Our vesper services are more largely attended 
than the average prayer-meetings of our churches. In addition 
to these, there are three thousand sick who pass through the in- 
stitution each year, coming out either dead or alive. In our Train- 
ing School we have eighty of as fine young women as can be 
found in our Church. They come quite largely from our own 
Churches. The School is deserving of your support on the ground 
of Christian Education. During the Influenza. Epidemic these 
noble young women counted not their lives dear unto themselves. 
Sixty-six nurses had influenza, forty-two being ill at one time. 
No deaths occurred. We treated two hundred and fifty patients 
during the epidemic. Our doors were never closed to any as long 
as we had room. It cost us in actual cash a loss of about $4,000. 
Our operating rooms were practically closed for three months. 

We have treated one hundred and eighty-one complimentary 
patients and two hundred and twenty-five discount patients the 
past ten months. Our Annual Report is for ten months owing to 
the fact that the year has been changed to conform to the fiscal 
year of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society. The total cost 
of our work for the needy this year averaged $1,308.72 per month. 
The hospital has treated 2713 patients; had 985 operations; 363 
babies born, rendered 29,586 days service. We have secured the 
services of Miss Bess Synhorst, a trained Social Service worker 
for next year. She will devote her entire time to this work. The 
total receipts for ten months are $106,150.33. : 

The Board of Directors has been enlarged from nine to fif- 
teen. The Methodist Hospital Association was formed this year— 
it includes the hospitals of our entire Church. We have also been 
granted Institutional Membership in the American Hospital Asso- 
ciation which places our institution in Class A of the hospitals of 
America. ; ; 

I have travelled over 14,000 miles, refunded the mortgaged in- 
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debtedness of $80,000, and paid off $10,000 indebtedness; bought a 
ten room home for $6575 to complete site for a Nurses’ Home; 
investigated 486 charity cases; printed two Annual Reports in ten 
months; written $18,850 in annuities, received $593.11 in direct 
donations; enlarged the Reynold’s Memorial Fund $1806.90; the 
Ministers Wives’ Fund $190; Negotiable notes $250; Emergency 
Fund $60.36; from the W. H. M. S. $3349.74. Dr. S. J. Carroll, a 
member of this body, increased his subscription from $10,000 to 
$20,000 to provide two free rooms for the ministers of this Con- 
ference, the resident Bishop and their families. ‘ 

We are also in process of closing up our bequests amounting 
to $22,000. 

We need a New Wing to accommodate a larger number of 
patients. We have turned away over 1200 patients since the last 
session of this Conference. A new wing to the building as orig- 
inally planned would accommodate 200 patients, the revenue from 
this source would be almost clear profit. 

We also need a Nurse’s Home. The question of housing 100 
nurses is developing a serious problem. At present our nurses 
and help are housed in five different buildings, which are poorly 
constructed. 

We need our mortgaged debt of $75,350 cancelled. Our assets 
are $304,362.95. 

Our monthly receipts run about $12,000. We are merely mark- 
ing ae with our indebtedness. This Conference ought to give us 
relief.

SOCIAL SERVICE AND PUBLIC MORALS 


The great war introduced far reaching changes and the end is 
not yet. It benefitted America by bringing vividly to us the moral 
gains of sacrifice and service; its issues brought forth a devotion, 
an idealism, and a world interest which cannot but be invaluable. 
Plunging us into world affairs we became conscious as never be- 
fore of our mutual interest with other peoples; even our children 
discuss world problems at their play. ; 

This calls attention to the one solution for all social problems 
—Jesus Christ. Modern life is so intense and its intimacies so 
complex and intrusive, we are so dovetailed together that selfish- 
ness becomes almost criminal. If democracy is to prevail; if it is 
to possess the world, the Golden Rule must become the custom 
of the social order; without its practice, life will become difficult 
and democracy impossible; obeying it, we shall progress as never 
before. ; ; 

The utter surrender of many enemies of the cigarette, and the 
sweeping success of the propaganda for it, believed to have been 
inspired by great corporations interested in the sale of tobacco, is 
humiliating. It is high time that we arouse our people to the. 
necessity of combating this demoralizing cigarette habit. We 
earnestly urge that the State laws concerning the sale of tobacco 


to minors be rigidly enforced. | a 
We protest against the unkind criticism of the Y. M. C. A, 
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and especially against the propaganda to discredit the co-ordinated 
efforts of Protestantism, which were a feature of the~ closing 
months of the war. Despite the mistakes inevitable in the expan- 
sion of the Y. M. C. A. organization, and its undertaking to do so 
vast a work as it was called upon to perform, and for which it 
had no previous preparation, we record our judgment that its work 
was wholesome and its service overwhelmingly valuable to our 
soldiers, some of whom, unconsciously exploited by propaganda, 
and unaware of the difficulties under which the “Y” labored, have 
been severe in their censure of this great organization. We as- 
sure the Y. M. C. A. of our confidence and of our continued sup- 
port. 


We record our appreciation of the effort of the General Staff 
and Commanding officers to keep the army free from drunkenness 
and venereal diseases, and to set high moral standards before the 
young men, and of the Government’s persistent efforts at educa- 
tion along these lines, and we pledge ourselves to the heartiest 
co-operation with its efforts and to be prophets of social purity. 
We recommend the Morals Efficiency Association of Southern 
California as the best known agency in the social field. 


The excited, fermenting, social elements force upon our atten- 
tion the fact that the church has an increasing responsibility to put 
Jesus Christ into the social organism. To this end we urge the 
members of our churches and congregations to activity in civic af- 
fairs. We record it as our judgment that the citizen who will not 
participate in the primaries and elections intelligently ought to be 
deprived of the ballot. Christianity is not only to make men fit 
to live in the next world, but pre-eminently is it to make this. 
world fit for them to live in; to make it fit for little children to 
be born in. To this end we also urge that our churches prepare 
and carry out social programs which shall grapple the vital issues 
in each locality, (believing that the gospel is to deal with every- 
thing pertaining to human life.) 

We hail with joy the enactment of the 18th constitutional 
amendment which banishes the saloon from our land. We con- 
demn unsparingly the tactics of those who are endeavoring to 
break down and discredit this amendment. We regret that any 
official, and especially the President of the United States, should 
give aid, comfort or encouragement to the liquor business in any 
manner, even for a temporary reprieve of it, and call upon all 
patriots to help finish the execution of John Barleycorn; his time 
has come; let him die! 

We continue to indorse the Anti-Saloon League; it is the great 
organization which has made this victory possible. We urge that 
it sift the aspirants for the Presidency, and for seats in either 
house of the next Congress, for it is of the utmost importance that 
the enforcement of national prohibition be in the hands of men 
who believe in it. And we felicitate the American Anti-Saloon 
League upon entering on its world wide campaign. This to some 
extent compensates for the entrance of American liquor manu- 
facturers into other countries, but we urge the League to carry on 
a bitter fight against these hordes of evil, the Huns of civilization 
who would debauch Mexico, China and other backward peoples 
to enrich themselves. 


Industry 


_ We believe that “the church as the organized expression of 
religion, is the one institution possessing the spiritual dynamic that 
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may effect a workable partnership between capital and labor,” and 
we therefore call upon the ministry to make this power effective in 
actual social relationships. 

We reaffirm our acceptance of the “Social Creed of the 
Churches,” and urge that the widest publicity be given its state- 
ments and that we strive to concrete these demands in society. 

We further stand for the extension of the principles of dem- 
ocracy to industry, for the principle of collective bargaining as one 
expression of such democracy, and for a just distribution of 


_ wealth. 


‘ We believe a mere sustenance wage is unchristian, that a liv- 
ing wage is but justice, and we favor the sincere experimentation 
now carried on by some high-minded employers and certain labor 
organizations to work out some form of democratic profit-sharing, 
co-operative management and control in industry. 

We believe that the Kingdom of God cannot be built upon 
foundations of economic injustice and that therefore these mat- 
ters are not secondary but primary tasks of the Church. We 
agree with the Federal Council of Churches in America when it 
states, “It must not be forgotten that in social-reconstruction we 
are dealing with matters that vitally affect the welfare and happi- 
ness of millions of human beings, and that we have come upon 
times when people are not submissive to injustice or to unneces- 
sary privation and suffering. They are deeply and justly in earn- 
est. As has been said, we are laying the foundation of a new 
world. If those who are the actual industrial, political and social 
leaders of the nation will not act upon the principle that the great- 
est shall be the servant of all, then the people themselves, with 
indignation and bitterness, are sure to take their destiny and that 
of the world into their own hands. We are entering upon an era 
in which the absorbing concern of the world will be for social jus- 
tice and the greatest well being of the greatest number. This 
will animate the religious spirit of the future—a spirit which has 
found its supreme expression and example in Jesus Christ.” 


Amusement 


Recognizing the power and influence of the motion p‘cture upon 
the life and thought of the people we earnestly protest against its 
use for poisoning the public mind by a fascinating display of 
crime and licentiousness; but we hail with delight the effort of 
the Church to utilize its power for the Kingdom of God. We are 
in sympathy with those who are endeavoring to raise the moral 
tone of the pictures displayed and suggest to the administration of

We deplore the present tendency to commercialize recreation, 

with its degenerating effect upon the minds and spirits of men, 
and we recommend that every pastor give due attention to this 
question and strive to correct these tendencies in’ every way pos- 
sible. . :

PLAZA COMMUNITY CENTER 


Notwithstanding many handicaps—such as lack of workers, 
financial support, and an adeauate place in which to carry on its 
work—the Plaza Community Center of Los Angeles has been able, 
through its various departments, to lighten the burdens and to 
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bring hope into the lives of many folk who had begun to think that 
life held nothing for them. ‘ 

The Rev. J. Scott Willmarth has been our leader this con- 
ference year, as general superintendent of the Plaza Community 
Center and supervisor of the Goodwill Industries. He has in- 
spired every Mexican and American worker by his morning mes- 
sages from the Word of God. ; 

In the Industries department, during the “past year, 6959 Op- 
porttinity bags were put into circulation. The work connected 
with the sorting, repairing and sale of the contents of these bags, 
enabled us to give employment to 159 people—many of whom were 
Mexican mothers having families to support. 

The Rev. E. M. Sein and his assistants have exerted a wide 
influence among the Latin American people of this city, by means 
of the church services, the open-air meetings on the Plaza, and 
other public gatherings. He reports 147 members, 200 adherents, 
305 visits, 32 converts, and $1028 in gifts, for the year. 

Figures mean so little when one is dealing with the problems 
of humanity; but the results accomplished by the Welfare depart- 
ment may be expressed somewhat in the following report: 986 ap- 
plications filed for employment in the city and country; 627 treat-

ments given in the clinic; 215 persons received clothing, food or 
fuel to supply immediate needs; 495 visits made in homes and hos- 
pitals; 3000 tracts and 1012 portions of Scripture distributed; 58 
persons enrolled in English classes; services held in the County 
jail, in both the men’s and the women’s departments, every Sun- 
day afternoon, and many souls helped in their quest for the Mas- 
ter as a personal Savior. 

In addition to the work being done at the Center and in the 
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homes, quarters have been rented in one of. the worst house-courts 
in the city, and a social service work is being cartied on with the 
assistance of students from the University of Southern California. 

ere we conduct a kindergarten, and sewing, housekeeping and 
English classes, with weekly musical and social evenings, 

The gift of the historic Baker Block, now. known as the 
Charles Wesley and Jeanette B. Munger Block, as a memorial to 
the donors, will enable the Goodwill Industries of Southern Cali- 
fornia to supplement the activities of the Plaza Community Cen- 
ter, with which it is associated in the work among the Latin and 
other foreign-speaking peoples of this Southland. S 

The program to be carried on in this imposing edifice con- 
templates the following features: Stores, work-shops, a rest room, 
dining room, and kitchen; a social hall, a men’s club and reading 
room; a mission hall, where the Gospel will be preached every 
night; public shower-bath rooms, and clinics. 

The Plaza Community Center with its religious, industrial, 
educational, social, and welfare work has a program equal to that 
of any other similar institution in the United States. Its future 
and the success of its work rests with its friends.

LATIN AMERICAN MISSIONS 


The lines of our Americanization work include very definitely 
and prominently the establishing of contact between unassimilated 
Mexicans, Italians and Portuguese, and church and state agencies. 
This wholesome race contact is the keynote of true Americaniza- 
tion. 

We had seven stars in our. service flag during the war. 


Portuguese Work Growing 


The hardest situation in all our work is among the Portu- 
cuese. In the midst of these thronging and growing multitudes, 
J. L. Tavares has toiled on, with limited salary, and no hall, for 
now his fourth year. : g 

' He has placed 141 Bibles in new families, and organized a 
Mexican Sunday School. 


Long Beach Circuit Active 


Brother Alfonso Sanchez of our Long Beach circuit has a 
congregation of about forty Mexicans at the Perris Road school- 
honse. At special meetings with Vicente Mendoza, in our little 
$300 chapel, he had an average of 55 Mexicans out every night. 

Definite Americanization work of night classes are being 
maintained at several points. Long Beach has an enrollment of 
over fifty, and mothers’ meetings, numbering up to forty. These 
classes in English, American business and ideals” are alwavs 
preeeded by devotional exercises which the Mexicans greatly 
books Santa Paula, the movement for Americanization by Doctor 
Taylor and his corps of American helners has enrolled some 75 
Mexicans in night classes, including all ages, both sexes, and all 
grades of literacy. 


A New Beginning 


Santa Monica came to Methodism by the action of the local 
union Snanish Board, who have turned over to us a large lot, 
a chapel and parsonage, located in East Santa Monica in the 
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center of the Mexican colony. Herbert M. Sein and Benito Garcia 
have supplied here. 

Another new feature of the year is that of the street meetings, 
at Fillmore, Santa Paula, and Rivera. Marcos Valenzuela has 
held street services numbering as high as 75 to 100 Mexicans. 

The Plaza staff is being organized with one Mexican deacon- 
ess, a fine Bible woman and two student Plaza missionaries. 
Daily, each morning, the more than a score of people employed in 
the Plaza Goodwill Industries have a bilingual service of Scripture — 
and prayer and songs in the chapel, always closing with the 
“Star Spangled Banner” and a formal salute to Old Glory which 
hangs back- of the pulpit. 

The Plaza congregation more than doubled their Centenary 
quota, have practically reached the tithing goal, and have six 
times their quota for life service. 

They sent a splendid delegation to Arbamar where they 
were a prominent feature. Six of the Plaza League, five of 
them girls from Frances DePauw, have gone to the National 
Training School at San Francisco. 


Italian Work 


The Los Angeles Italian Mission was opened six months ago 
in South Wilson St., the veteran pastor, Bruno Bruni, supplying 
this new Latin American point. He says that his greatest victory 
has been the establishing of an Italian Methodist Episcopal Sun- 
day School. 


New Candidates for Ministry 


In Pasadena the greatest success of the year is the winning of 
some half dozen fine, young candidates for the ministry, one of 
whom bears wounds received while in the ranks of the Villa 
bandits. He is steady, eloquent and winning. Another, last 
year, was leading the choir in the Mexican Catholic church, while 
himself. drinking, gambling and wondering whither his evil career 
would lead him. 

Another achievement is the hotel for Mexican young men, 
in charge of Pastor Gonzales’ brother Aaron. It is filled with 
young men, all of whom attend our services. 


Work In the Beet Fields 


Luis P. Tirre came to us during the year to supply this 
Beet Empire circuit from Huntington Beach. His work of 
about four months shows the following statistics: Total members, 
31; adherents, 84; visits, 551; different persons reached, 400; Bibles 
sold and given, 14; meetings, 190; and converts, 11. 

He has English classes scattered from Huntington Beach 
to Artesia, 21 miles away, where thirty Mexicans have united in 
night school and health center and mothers’ meetings. Brother 
Tirre is an American citizen and has our ideals.

Vicente Mendoza has done a great work as a missionary of 
the Methodist Board of Sunday Schools for Latin American Mis- 
sions. He has toned up all the points, and has stirred American 
and Mexican and Portuguese groups. 


A Record of Gains 


The Latin American full members number 549—a gain of 128, 
or 30%, this year; total members, 644—a gain, despite the fact 
that 55 have been lost. There have been 64 baptisms—a gain of 
over 50%. The number of Epworth Leaguers is exactly the 
same. 

There has been a gain in the number of members of the 
Ladies’ societies, in the number of Sunday Schools and classes, 
and in average attendance, an increase of 12%. The giving. to 
-benevolences, due to the Centenary, has been trebled; and the 
total giving of our Latin American brethren has a gain of 45 %, 
totaling $2734. 

The most notable gain of the year is the growing company of 
fine young Christian workers, who, like eager steeds, are await- 
ing the opportunity to run the race of the ministry and other 
Christian work. For four Quarterly Conferences, we issued ten 
licenses to preach. 

All our workers, including the pastors, have during the year 
made 25,222 visits, reached 11,425 persons, sold and given 2,404 
Bibles, held or aided 4,659 services, with a total of 266 converts 
for all our workers. Among the Latin Americans themselves, the 
tithers of a year ago now number fifty-three.

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RULES FOR EXAMINATIONS 


1. Examinations in the Conference Courses of Study will be held the 
Tuesday preceding the opening of the Conference and at the seat of the 
Conference, and that afternoon at 4 o’clock the Board of Examiners .will 
hold its annual meeting. 


2. All applicants for Admission on Trial must present to. the Registrar 
certificates of graduation from a High School or an institution of equal 
standing and as early as possible in the conference year shall send to the 
Registrar for application blanks to be filled cut and returned to him, See 
also Discipline-par. 596 Sec. 2. 


3. All candidates holding a bachelor degree from an accredited college 
or University shall be exempt from examination in all-studies not biblical 
and theological, and all graduates from accredited theological seminaries 
shall be exempt from examination in. theological and biblical studies. 
This exemption shall not, however, exclude examination on the Discipline. 
All candidates whether excused from other examination or not must take 
examination in this study. (See Discipline, par. 597, Sec. 4.) Certificates 
of such work must be sent the Registrar not later than Sept. Ist. 


4. A syllabus of each book in the “Collateral Reading and Study” 
shall be presented to the respective examiner (see name on opposite page) 
but this rule shall not apply to the College and Seminary graduates excused 
from examination in the ‘courses of study. But these latter must present 
to the Registrar a certificate giving the grade of each study for work done 
in college or seminary. 


5. Examinations in the conference studies shall be marked on a scale 
of 100. This shall be the maximum and 70 the minimum, and no one shall 
be advanced when conditioned on more than one study. 


6. Sermons must be typewritten ard sent to W. E. Tilroe, University 
of Southern California, not later than Sept. Ist and should contain from 
2000 to 3000 words. The paper used should be letter-size and should be 
folded and rolled when sent. Deduction will be made when the spelling, 
grammar, or general execution is faulty. 


7. A pre-requisite to being admitted to full membership in this con- 
ference shall be a Bachelor’s Degree from an approved college or university 
and graduation from one of our theological seminaries. Exceptions for 


special reasons may be allowed under this rule when endorsed by a two- 
thirds vote of the conference, 


8. The written work required is as follows: Hach student is to write 
one essay for each book in his year of the conference course of study, of 
at least 1000 words, on some one of the topics given in the Directions and 
Helps, and one of the same length on each book in the Collateral Reading 
and one on some self-chosen article in the Review. As soon as the essay 
is completed it is to be sent to the proper examiner. Markings will be 
given on this work and form a part of the report to the Conference. The 
essays must be sent in by Sept. ist. The attention of é¢ach student excused 
from examination is specially called to paragraph three above. 


9. The examiners and the Registrar will be glad to communicate with . 
the undergraduates regarding studies. Inciose stamps for reply. The 
addresses of the examiners will be found in the List of Appointments.

In CPemoriam 


Harry Sherman Ryder was born in Orrington, Maine, August 
thirtieth, 1871, and died of pneumonia, following influenza, in Long 
Beach, California, January thirteenth, 1919, He came-to California 
in the early 90’s and was admitted to the Southern California Con- 
ference on trial in the fall of 1895, and appointed to Fairview. The 
next year he served at Gardena, and then he returned East and 
was received into the Maine Conference and appointed to New 
Sharon. Here he served three years, and then spent five years in 
N. Anson, which was followed by four years at Wilton. In 1909 
he was sent to Rumford Falls and after serving there two years 
he returned to the Southern California Conference, and in 1911 
was appointed to Delano and two-years later he went to Parlier 
where he labored five, and last Conference was appointed to Trin- 
ity, Long Beach. He was married to Miss Carrie G. Gowen at 
South Portland, Maine, August eighteenth, 1897. Sister Ryder and 
their two sons, Milton S. Ryder, and Donald S. Ryder, and Harry’s 
geed father, and three brothers and two sisters deeply mourn his 
Oss. 

Harry S. Ryder was a gallant lover of God and man, an earn- 
est, tender, loving champion of Christ and his interests among 
men. Salvation to him meant life in love and service, and no min- 
ister more loving and tenderly cared for the flock of Christ than 
he. This was the secret of his long pastorates, for he never “had 
to move.” Hundreds learned to love the Father and to see “the 
friend that sticketh closer than a brother” through his ministra- 
tions. He took each community he served into his heart and 
bathed it in the love of God, refashioned it in faith, and in con- 
duct sought to rebuild it according to the principles of his Mas- 
ter’s Kingdom. 

Harry’s life was a strong combination of love and mercy, jus- 
tice and truth. He was deeply and spiritually conscientious. How 
finely he could distinguish between the essential and the non- 
essential, and with what suave, tender consideration he treated the 
one who failed to agree with him, and what a comforting listener 
he was to the neglected and sorrowing! 

Harry Ryder’s monument is not alone in the splendid cathe- 
dral, the community church, he built at Parlier, but in the lives 
of the people he served at Parlier, Delano and elsewhere. He 
coveted every son and daughter of these communities for Christ, 
and labored in season and out of season to build the love and free- 
dom of the Christ into the statue of their being. How heartily he

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fellowshipped with youth, and how holy and spiritual his consid- 
eration of the aged! In fact, his life. was so largely communal, 
and his personality so broadly socialized the claims of Christ that 
he made it impossible to divide the Christian interests so as to 
establish any other strong Protestant society in these new com- 
munities. 

_ Love makes possible the inheritance of personality. Through 
this choice quality of real life Harry Ryder inherited to a marked 
degree the beauty and fragrant and loving personality of the Son 
of God, becoming like the Christ in his own. sonship with the 
Father; and through this same power some of us have been privi- 
leged to inherit something of the personality of our choice friend 
and brother and co-laborer. Harry Ryder lives.

JOSEPH W. BRUNER 


Joseph W. Bruner was a dreamer, not a dreamer in the night 
watches only, but a day-dreamer, one who visioned the action of 
spiritual forces inthe affairs of men. He was fit to be compared 
with the cleanest young dreamers of all time, with those youthful 
spirits immortal who have believed and made their spiritual 
dreams come true. Appointed to Lakeside three years ago, in that 
divided community he dreamed of a united people, and laid plans 
for a building intended as a community home. His choice spirit 
was a gospel interpretation, and his fine personality socialized the 
truth and brought the fragrance of Christ’s comradeship into 
every fellowship of life. He fitted so appreciatingly into the com- 
munity life of Lakeside that saint and sinner, children and old 
folks, churched and non-churched called him “Joe.” It seemed 
that “Christ had given him birth to brother these poor souls on 
earth,” for in his winsome ministry of the love of Christ he was 
rapidly and securely building the total life of Lakeside into King- 
dom relations, when his country called him to its service. 


The home to which he brought his deaconess bride was the 
product of dreams. This home was cultured and musical; in it 
the laughter of earth and the music of heaven mingled in inspir- 
ing rhythm and added to its spiritual hospitality. It was a place of 
rest and refreshment to all who lingered there. A visit to it en- 
riched the home ideals that have made America great. 

Those who were at the Sierra Epworth League Institute of 
1917 will never forget the fine spirit “Joe” put into the singing, 
and the vim he put into athletics, and the rich blessing he and his 
‘bride brought to the social fellowship. Those who shared these 
sacred hours will surely seek to reproduce his spirit and life in 
the spiritual activities of earth. 

Joseph W. Bruner was born June 16th, 1893, in Belmond, 
Wright County, Iowa, and died of influenza while training for 
the chaplaincy in Camp Taylor, Kentucky, December 11th, 1918. 

After his father’s death in 1910, Joe shouldered the respon- 
sibility of the home and at the same time attended Bonita High 
School from which he graduated with honors in June, 1914. 
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Later he spent two years in the University of Southern California 
where he expected to complete his education.

JOHN McKAY BAXTER 


John M. Baxter was born in Glasgow, Scotland, February 16, 
1855. He received his first religious training in the Scotch Pres- 
byterian Church; of which his parents were members. His edu- 
cation was begun and continued for several years in the schools 
of Glasgow and Edinboro. At the age of eighteen he came to 
New York city and was book-keeper several years for the Ox- 
ford Bible Publication House. In this period he was converted 
and called to the ministry. He sought preparation for this work 
by attending the Hackettstown Institute, and Hamline University. 
Uniting with the Newark Conference in 1883, he was sent to 
Callao, Peru, as a missionary. After four years of service there, 
failing health compelled his return. He served a few charges in 
the Newark Conference and was transferred to the Puget Sound 
Conference. Following two pastorates there he was transferred 
to the Southern California Conference-in 1895. In the following 
thirteen years he served the charges of Kern, Edendale, Buena 
Park, all in California; and Kingman and Flagstaff, in Arizona. 
He retired in 1908, and from that period until his death he was al- 
most constantly employed by the Conference Missionary Society 
as book-keeper and treasurer, a service rendered in the most care- 
ful, faithful and trustworthy manner. Bro. Baxter was married 
in 1885 to Miss Bessie Wright, who shared with him the active 
years of his ministry and passed to her reward. In 1910 he was 
married to Miss Sarah Wright, who devoted her life to his com- 
fort in his declining years and last illness. During the last years 
of his life he was a member of the Westlake Church Quarterly 
Conference, and treasurer of its funds. He was beloved by the 
pastor and people of that Church for his conscientious service and 
deeply spiritual life. On June 21st, after a long and painful ill- 
ness, he entered the Home he loved to talk and sing about. His 
funeral was conducted by his pastor, assisted by Brother Bax- 
ter’s old friend and former Superintendent, S. A. Thomson.

RUSSELL E. STARK 


It is doubtful if the Southern California Conference has ever 
sustained a more unexpected loss or one more deeply and general- 
ly deplored than that occasioned by the passing of Russell Earl 
Stark into the land of Eternal Morning. 

Not one of his brethren who saw him going in and out of the 
Conference session at Bakersfield or seated at the secretarial 
tables, cheerful and smiling, suspected that he was nearing the end 
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of his earthly ministry. But such was the case. He came home 
from Conference with his devoted wife and boy, Cortland, and 
assisted by his father and mother, packed up his books and house- 
hold effects to remove to his new appointment at Mission Hills, 
San Diego. The “goods” were never sent to their intended des- 
tination, for the epidemic of influenza closed the churches and held 
him and his family in Long Beach. He soon fell a victim of the 
disease and, after an illness of several days, pneumonia developed 
and he passed out of this life October 20, 1918. 

Russell Earl Stark, the only son of Brother and Sister J. C. 
Stark, of First Church, Long Beach, was born in Marshall, Illinois, 
May 31, 1889. When Russell was about fifteen years of age the 
family came to California and settled in Long Beach, where Rus- 
sell went to school and was graduated from Culver Business Col- 
lege, and also from the Polytechnic High School. He entered the 
University of Southern California in 1909 and was graduated in 
1913 with the B. A. degree. 

It was after this that his call to the ministry became unmis- 
takable and he knew that he must obey it in spite of his delicate 
health. The family physician told Russell and his ‘mother that he 
would not be able to stand more than five years of the strenuous 
life of the ministry, and the event proved that he could not go 
beyond that limit. But, nothing daunted, Russell started off for 
Boston and finished the bachelor of divinity course in 1915. 

In 1915, Brother Stark was united in marriage to Miss Amy 
O’Neill, of Boston, whom he met his first year in the seminary. 
Mrs. Stark entered most sympathetically into the ministry of her 
husband and helped him in every possible way. To this union was 
born but one child, a son, Cortland, named after Cortland Myers, 
pastor of Tremont Temple, Boston, and a close friends of Mrs. 
Stark. 

On his return to California he was appointed to St. Mark’s 
Church, Venice, which he served faithfully until the end of this 
Conference year, when he was appointed to Mission -Hills Church, 
San Diego. 

Bro. Stark was active in municipal reform and in the inter- 
est of the moral life of the menaced beach town, where all the 
influences were unfavorable to evangelical Christianity. But Rs- 
sell was one of the most outstanding ministers of Southern Cali- 
fornia along the lines of social uplift, regardless of age or de- 
nominational boundaries.

OLE N. OLESON 


The Rev. O. N. Oleson, pastor of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church at Santee, died in San Diego, Thursday morning, March 
27th, after an illness of ten days. He was taken ill on a trip east 
to attend his mother’s funeral, but returned as far as San Diego, 
where he became very ill with pneumonia in the home of Mrs. 
Flora Heffner. In this same home in Iowa, many years ago, he 
made the decision to become a minister, and from-here God too‘ 


him home. 
A O. N. Oleson was born in Pontiac, Illinois, December 18, 1868, 
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his parents having come from Norway three years previously. 
Four years later the family settled in Webster County, lowa. 

Not until he was almost of age was the longing for an educa- 
tion gratified, and he entered the Iowa State Normal, being the 
first one in his community to seek a higher education. He gradu- 
ated from the Normal with honors and was chosen by his class- 
mates as the orator of the day at graduation. Amidst difficulties 
and obstacles which would have discouraged most men, he com- 
pleted the classical course in the Iowa State University and re- 
ceived the A. B. degree in 1899. While in the University he won 
honors in oratory. The following winter he spent in the Moody 
Bible school in Chicago, and in the Spring he became State Sun- 
day School missionary for North Dakota, under the American 
Sunday School Union. The wonderful work which this young 
man did on the frontier in organizing Sunday Schools and 
churches, reads like a romance. For three years he wielded a 
mighty influence in shaping the moral and spiritual life of those 
new communities, and many churches can be found which owe 
their beginning to the fundamental work which he did. 

On. October 3rd, 1901, Brother Oleson was married to Miss 
Lulu A. Gates of Marion, Iowa. At the time of the husband’s 
death Mrs. Oleson’s health was very precarious and she survived 
the husband only a short time, passing to the heavenly land Aug- 
ust 10th, 1919, at San Diego, California. 

Brother Oleson was confirmed in the Norwegian Lutheran 
church but while student in the University of Iowa he made a 
careful study of the doctrines and polity of the Baptist, Presby- 
terian, Congregational, Christian and Methodist churches and de- 
cided to become a Methodist. His first charge was Elliot, North 
Dakota, a four point circuit, which soon grew into an eight point 
place. From 1904 to 1907, Brother Oleson was in Boston School 
of Theology, graduating with the degree of S. T. B., and the fol- 
lowing summer he and his wife traveled through Europe. That 
fall he came to California. 

Brother Oleson was an indomitable worker and he never knew 
when to spare himself. His power of application was remarkable. 
Besides the Greek, Latin and Hebrew, which he had in school he 
mastered seven other languages, so he could read and speak 
them, and as late as October of last year, he completed a three 
year course with the American Correspondence School of Law, 
receiving his diploma with honors. 

Surviving Brother Oleson are six brothers and three sisters. 
oe brother, Rev. C. J. Oleson, is a beloved member of this con- 

erence.

MRS. ANNA GOULD HOUGH 


When on April 28, 1919, Anna Gould Hough “fell on sleep” 
it meant the coronation of a saint of God. Ninety years ago her 
life began in the home of John and Mary Gould in the Catskill 
region of rural New York. In 1855, as the wife of Asahel Morgan 
Hough, she consecrated her life to the itinerant ministry of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. It began in her husband’s home 
town, Wyndham, N. Y. Bishops Jaynes and Clark soon recog- 
nized in the devoted, educated, and enterprising young couple the 
qualification of pioneers and appointed them to the wild, new 
Territory of Montana. In correspondence with his prospective 
field the missionary was warned not to bring his wile, for there 
“wasn’t a decent woman in the whole Territory.” ‘“Well,” said 
the young wife, “it’s time there was, and there’s going to be one.” 
The western part of the journey was made in eighteen days and 
nights in a prairie stage coach. The end of four years’ heroic ser- 
vice saw abiding foundations laid, and our heroine starting on a 
trip to the Pacific Coast with her husband driving mules and 
buck-board. Arriving in Los Angeles in October, 1868, their Cali- 
fornia life began, and unsparing devotion to the best interests of 
the state, benevolent, educational, religious, has been unceasing 
until now. 

In August, 1900, A. M. Hough went home to God. In these 
nineteen years all the qualities that endeared them to us_ while 
they were together have been nobly sustained by Mrs. Hough. 
Our own University, the Missionary Society, and the Foundation 
for the support of Retired Ministers, have been chief beneficiaries; 
while local causes and private need have seldom failed to find gen- 
erous aid. 

It is worthy of notice that while in the thought of the world 
the name of Gould is associated with great wealth, we gratefully 
associate the same family with enthusiastic devotion to the best 
of causes. Mrs. Hough and her sister, Mrs. Elizabeth Palen, who 
died eight years ago, were life-long supporters of the Missionary 
Society, Mrs. Palen’s work and means being given chiefly to the 
home field and Mrs. Hough’s chiefly to the foreign. No ‘one of our 
acquaintance has quite so fully as Mrs. Hough filled the picture 
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that the wise man drew three thousand years ago. We might 
write in the name Anna Gould Hough and then. read: 

“Strength and dignity are her clothing.” 

“She stretcheth out her hands to the poor.” 

“She openeth her mouth with wisdom.” 

“The law of kindness is on, her tongue.” : ; 

Only those who came near to the home life of this godly, 
kind, usually reserved and often silent woman could know the 
depth and tenderness of her human affection. : 

In her cherished Bible under the record of her husband's 
death I find an exquisite poetic tribute, adopted from Augusta 
Moore, from which I let one stanza close this sketch: 

“Go not far from me up the hills 

Of holiness and mystery; 

Wait near the threshold, O my love, 
Till I can climb those hills with thee.”

MRS. JOSEPHINE BAKER BOYD 


It is a comfort to note the gospel of a Christly life, and to 
interpret some of the lessons of her years of service. Josephine 
M. Baker was born in West Virginia, Oct. 9, 1864. From her par- 
sonage home in Los Angeles, March 4, 1919, she entered her eter- 
nal home, at the age of fifty-four years. At twenty years of age 
she moved with her parents to Minden, Nebraska. There she met 
and was happily married to the Reverend W. J. Boyd, a young 
minister of the West Nebraska Conference. She accompanied 
him to Iliff School of Theology, in Denver, where he made prep- 
aration for his ministry. They returned to Nebraska where their 
ministry was unbroken until 1903 when, due to her ill-health, they 
sought and obtained a transfer to Southern California. 

Perhaps Mrs. Boyd’s greatest earthly pride and joy were the 
three daughters who came to bless the parsonage home. Edna, 
Irene and Hazel mightily enriched the lives of their parents. 
They have now grown to graceful young womanhood, but will 
forever cherish the memory of their faithful Christian mother. 
At fourteen years of age Mrs. Boyd entered the Christian life and 
service. Strict fidelity to her Lord and Master made possible the 
beautiful consistent life that is a precious memory to every local- 
ity in which she has lived.

Helen Hayes was born in Lancaster, Mo., moving with her fam- 
ily to St. Louis while still a young girl. After her preparatory 
education in a Girls’ School of St. Louis, she went to Goucher 
College, Baltimore. Her popularity brought her so many college 
offices and extra duties that her health broke under the strain, 
requiring her to leave before the completion of her senior year. 
On June 3rd, 1913, she was united in marriage to Mr. Warren 
T. Powell and went with him to Minneapolis, Mr. Powell then 
being a member of the faculty of the University of Minnesota. 
At the beginning of the next year Brother Powell entered Gar- 
rett to prepare for the ministry. Her husband says, speaking of 
Mrs. Powell, “It is largely due to her influence and loyalty that I 
am now in the ministry. Her sickness naturally made both our 
minds and hearts search for the things which are eternal.” Mrs. 
Powell was a young woman of most charming personality and in 
joining hands with her husband for the Methodist itinerancy she 
manifested a spirit of willingness to sacrifice for the Kingdom 
akin to that which possessed the fathers and mothers of the early 
church. From the material side of life she was a child of luxury.

It would be difficult to imagine a more dis- 
couraging prospect than that to which they were first sent, but 
during a very close personal friendship the writer never discov- 
ered in her the slightest shadow of disappointment. She endeared 
herself in such a manner to the people of Armona and Merced 
that her memory will long be cherished. She joined her husband 
at Camp Taylor just before he sailed for over-seas service, then 
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went for a visit to her parents in St. Louis before starting back 
to California where she intended amidst the flowers and sunshine 
to await the home-coming of her lover-husband. It was in the 
old home, while at lunch with her sister that a little piece of candy 
lodged in her throat, causing a severe hemorrhage, and in just a 
few minutes she had swept through the portals of glory. Her sis- 
ter said: “She closed her eyes so peacefully that it seemed as if 
she were in heaven.” ‘She was not, for God had taken her.”

WHEREAS, a referendum of all the pastors and workers in 
that field, and. the present and all former superintendents, includ- 
ing G. H. Adams, Pres. Geo. F. Bovard, S. A. Thomson, S. J. 
Rogers and A. W. Atkinson, who with only one negative pastoral 
vote desire union with the Southern California Conference; 

We therefore approve of this union and earnestly and re- 
spectfully ask this Conference to memorialize the General Con- 
ference to pass an enabling act.

Dear Fathers and Brethren: In the absence of clear and ade- 
quate definitions of the extent and limits of authority, responsibil- 
ity and duty of the Book Committee, we, the members of the 
Southern California Conference, in session at Santa Barbara, 
October 2nd, 1919, do earnestly entreat the General Conference 
to clearly define the duties, make definite the limits of authority 
and responsibility of said Committee. And that definite limita- 
tion be made with reference to the Board of Foreign Missions and 
all connectional Boards and Committees. 

Also we urge the General Conference shall direct that all the 
meetings of the Book Committee shall be open meetings; and that 
all the Editors of our Church Papers and the Agents of our Book 
Concern, any authorized members of our Annual Conferences shall 
at all times have full and free access to all the meetings of the said 
Committee. 

Also that the General Conference shall direct that every ad- 
vertisement, intended for any Church Paper, must have, before its 
insertion, the entire consent and approval of the Editor of the 
paper in which it is to be published.

RESOLVED, That while we do not concur in the memorial 
of the committee on Finance on the unification of benevolences, 
we do urge the General Conference to make such reorganization 
of our benevolences as will give us unity of appeal and avoid re- 
duplication.

WHEREAS, A feeling is making itself known in certain quar- 
ters of the Church and through the medium of the Church, Press 
and the circulation of a Resolution from the Wisconsin Confer- 
ence, “that the time has arrived, when in the interest of the king- 
dom the foreign language Churches and Conferences are no longer 
desirable nor essential to the program of kingdom extension, but 
is an unpatriotic waste of fundamental resources”; We would call 
attention to the fact that the foreign speaking conferences repre- 
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sent a considerable number of members besides constituents, and 
we fear that a large percentage would join other foreign speak- 
ing denominations, and that if Methodism shall continue to grow 
strong and reap the full harvest of nations growing golden in this 
fair land of ours, it must, as at Pentecost of old, have the gift of 
tongues. It is the many tributaries that make the mighty river. 
It is the gains made in this conglomerate country that will 
strengthen the church, and if these gains are to be made the 
church must be properly equipped with the paraphernalia and in- 
struments with which to do the work, and among these are the 
foreign speaking Conferences and Districts as well as the use of 
the language. ) 

We do not believe that the insinuations, that the “foreign 
work is an unpatriotic waste of fundamental resources,” and that 
“dangers are lurking in these foreign assemblies” are justified by 
facts. On the other hand, we hold that the foreign speaking 
church is the only curbing and controlling element of such “lurk- 
ing dangers.” Dissolve it, and you have removed from these 
people the best means of salvation from the evil and unpatriotic 
tendencies that we all fear. These churches are the wholesome 
leaven that is leavening these masses into true patriotism. We 
should therefore not destroy the vital agency by which Methodism 
is extending its patriotic and Christian influence on the masses, but 
rather extend it by strengthening and encouraging the foreign 
work. The foreign speaking Methodists, with few exceptions 
(and exceptions can be found everywhere) have been as loyal as 
the English-speaking Methodists. Our churches have gladly given 
up their sons to do and to die; our churches have carried on their 
War and Red Cross work as effectively as any church in compari- 
son, and all we ask is fair play. 

It is our judgment that no action should be taken by the Gen- 
eral. Conference until the Church has been fully informed con- 
cerning the meaning of this work to our Church and the kingdom 
of God. We believe, that the dissolution of the foreign speaking 
conferences, or of any conference, without their consent is uncon- 
stitutional. (See Discipline. Paragraphs 497 and 569.) 

THEREFORE, We, the Eastern Swedish Conference, do 
hereby memorialize the General Conference of 1920 to appoint a 
strong and unbiased Commission, including representatives of all 
the foreign speaking groups affected, to thoroughly study the 
whole question of amalgamation and report to the General Con- 
ference of 1924. 

That this Commission be instructed by the General Confer- 
ence to let all sides be heard, that the Church may know whether 
or not it would further the cause of God and the Church to under- 
take forceful and drastic means in solving the problems which 
may exist.

WHEREAS, As Professor James Orr says: “At least nine- 
tenths of the ‘higher Critical’ theories now in vogue had their 
origin and elaboration in Germany, and in Britain and America 
are largely of the nature of importations,” and this “Modern view- 
point shows marked dependence on rationalistic pre-suppositions 
and bear their rationalistic impress in every fibre,” and, 

WHEREAS, These same theories and teachings have very 
largely controlled the theological and university thought of Ger- 
many and its people and have been the fruitful mother of the 
World’s tragedy of the past five years, 

THEREFORE, Be it resolved, that we earnestly request the 
General Conference to remove all such books from the Course of 
Study.

On motion made and carried a committee of five members on 
Rules and Order of Business was appointed consisting of H. V. 
Mather, E. J. Chamberlain, A. J. Ives, Mrs. E. O. Rink, and Mrs. 
J. M. Barnhart. 

On motion made and carried a recess of fifteen minutes was 
ordered to allow the committees to report. 

During the recess Miss Cronemiller entertained the delegates 
with a very delightful piano solo, and then played the accom- 
paniment for Mrs. Florence Parks Vroom, who rendered one oi 
her charming vocal solos. Rev. Jesse Lee Corley, Superintendent 
of the Sunday School work in the Southern California Confer- 
ence, gave a very interesting address on the work he has mapped 
out for the new year. : 

The Committee on Rules and Order of Business made a re- 
port setting forth the plans for conducting the business of the con- 
ference, which unanimously agreed to.

: The conference reconvened at 1:30 p.m. and all joined in 
See He Leadeth Me,” after which prayer was offered by D.

Each candidate was now introduced in turn to the conference 
and given two minutes to address it. Mr. A. J. Lasbey, elected as 
president of the Laymen’s Association for the coming year, with- 
drew his name, and asked that the delegates not consider him as 
a candidate. j ay 

Upon motion.made and carried the following five delegates 
were elected tellers: H. A. Hastain, Chairman, H. L. Pierce, 
Charles Sell, J. L. Warring, and L. H. Webber. The chairman 
then called for three volunteers to assist each teller, making five 
groups of four tellers each, who were in turn instructed by the 
chairman as to their duties. The ballot was then taken and the 
tellers withdrew to count the same. 

While the tellers were at work the chairman called upon Dr. 
Shaw, of the Wesley A. M. E. Church, who sang several selec- 
tions. Prof. R. D. Hunt, of the University of Southern California, 
spoke of the University’s work and mission; Mrs. J. M. Barnhart 
sang a beautiful solo, and Rev. H. J. Hartsell, Field Secretary of 
the Methodist Hospital, stated what had been accomplished by 
the Hospital during the past year. All were greatly appreciated. 

The result of the ballot is as follows: Ballots cast 153, neces- 
sary to elect 77; Charles E. Carver 113, Mrs. Hattie King 105, 
George E. Hume 105, H. V. Mather 100, Frank S. Wallace 90, 
Mrs. Z. L. Parmelee 82, and Egerton Shore 82. 

The delegates-elect were then presented to the conference, 
and Mr. Charles E. Carver made a few remarks thanking the dele- 
gates for their selection of the men and women so highly honored.

Charles H. Randall on the Prohibition question in the Halls of 
Congress, was heartily endorsed. 

On motion made and carried the minutes were authorized to 
be printed, after the approval and endorsement of the president.

Historical 


(a) Rules of Order 


1. Conference shall meet at 8:00 a. m., spend half an hour in dev otional 
exercises, the regular business session commencing at 8:30 and closing at 
12:30 p. m. . 


2. The regular standing Committees shall be appointed at the morning 
session of the first day. 


3. The District Superintendent shall be a Committee to nominate 
Standing Committees. 


4. All motions must be reduced to writing at the request of the Secre- 
tary of the Conference or of the Presiding Officer. 


5. When a member wishes to speak he must arise and address the 
chair, but shall not proceed until he is properly recognized by the President. 


6. The President shall distinctly call the name of the member to whom 
he assigns the floor. 


7. Motions made and seconded, reports made and accepted, shall be 
deemed the property of the Conference, and cannot be withdrawn without 
the consent of the Conference. 


8. All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to in- 
definitely postpone, shall be taken without debate. ' 


/ 9. The following motions may take precedence of the original motion 
and precedence of each other in the order they are here named: (1) To 
adjourn to a given time. (2) To adjourn indefinitely. (3) To take up the 
order of the day. (4)! Bo lay on the table. (5) To move the previous 
question. (6) To postpone to a given time. (7) To refer to a Committee. 
(8) To amend. (9, To postpone indefinitely. 


10. Members shall not be interrupted while speaking, except by the 
President, or a member through the President. 


‘11. All questions of privilege must be decided by the President. 


12. No Member shall speak on any question more than once until all 
who wish have spoken. No member shall speak more than ten minutes, 
except by permission of the Conference. Nor shall it be in order to move 
the previous question, nor to lay on the table at the close of a speech in 
which the pending question has been discussed. 

- 18 The one who offers a motion or resolution may have five minutes 
to close the debate and this right shall not be forfeited by a motion order- 
ing the previous question or to lay on the table. 

14. Any person voting in the majority may move a reconsideration, but 
such motion shall not be. debatable. 

15. All members are required to be present at the regular sessions of 
the Conference. 

16. No one is allowed to vote outside the bar of the Conference, 


17. The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call of one- 
third of the members present. 
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18. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule during 
the devotional exercises. : By 


19. All reports prepared for adoption shall be presented in duplicate, 
one copy of which shall be suitably written in ink for the printer, using 
one side of the paper. 


20. <All persons desiring a change in their relations shall first be con- 
sidered by the Committee on Conference Relations. 


21. Applications for admission on trial or“into full connection shall 
be considered with closed doors, and no one shall be admitted except by a 
two-thirds vote, and said session shall be held each day from 11 to 12 a. m. 
if found necessary. 


22. The Memorial Service shall be held the first morning of the Con- 
ference immediately following the Communion Service and shall include the 
Calling of the Roll of the Honored Dead. 


23. The Commitee on Conference Relations shall consist of nine mem- 
bers, who shall be elected for a term of three years, but they shall be 
divided into three classes of three members each, one class to be elected 
annually. 


24, The Committee on Conference Relations shall report each year their 
recommendations as to the continuance in the effective relation of all mem- 
bers of the Conference appointed to work outside of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, except where such appointment is provided for in the.law of the 
Church; also all recommendations for such appointments shall first be 
presented to said Committee. 


25. The District Superintendent shall communicate with all Conference 
Members in other than the effective and retired relation, at least thirty days 
prior to the opening session, requesting them to state any change they may 
desire in their relation, and all such requests for change of relation shall 
be put before the Committee-on Conference Relations at the opening session. 
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(b) Methodist Work Among the Mexicans 
Gas to a program which is making respectable 


provision for the religious, social, educational and industrial 

needs of the Mexicans above and below the Border, the 
Methodist Episcopal Church is now engaged in forwarding a work 
which will grow with the years and will continue to be one of the 
means of cementing more closely the ties of friendship and inter- 
national amity existing between the peoples of the United States 
and Mexico. 

_ Under the leadership and co-operation of the many sincere 
friends of the Mexican people in California, doors of opportunity 
for education and social betterment are being opened to the Latin 
Americans. Community centers have been established, and others 
will be erected, in strategic locations in many cities and towns in 
the Southwest. > 

One of those buildings already constructed, in which Mexi- 
cans gather for social, recreational and religious intercourse and 
fellowship, is the Institutional Church of Pasadena. Among the 
several features of the work being carried on by this institution, 
under the direction of the pastor, the Rev. A. C. Gonzales,;—him- 
self a product of Christian education with industrial training,—are 
the following: Co-operative employment agency; a hotel with so- 
cial salon; mothers’ meetings and a young men’s club. 

Plaza Community Center 

Looming larger than any of the other institutional plants, now 
existing or in contemplation, the proposed Plaza Community Cen- 
ter will replace the two frame buildings to the north of and front- 
ing the Los Angeles Plaza, when present plans materialize. 

This commanding structure will shelter a beautiful chapel of 
artistic architectural design. It will house, also, the many lines of 
welfare work already opened up, which will be conducted on a 
larger scale than the present limited facilities will permit. 

Goodwill Industries’ 

Allied with and subsidiary to the Plaza Community Center, 
which pioneered the way for this enlarged program of industrial 
and social activities for the benefit and uplift of the Mexicans and 
other Latin peoples in the Southwest, the Goodwill Industries of 
Southern California will likewise minister to the needs of those 
in whom latent potentialities lie dormant. 

In its new, permanent headquarters, known as the Chas. W. 
and Jeanette B. Munger Block, employment will be provided 
worthy folk in the stores and work-shops now being installed. 
And here, also, trade schools and study classes will be conducted. 

The Goodwill Industries of Southern California, as well as the 
Plaza Community Center, will operate medical and dental clinics, 
and will render many other forms of benevolent service. 

Spanish American Institute : 

Industrial training is recognized by the Spanish American In- 
stitute, of Gardena, as of prime importance in the development of 
the Mexican people. : 3 

Accordingly, the amplified program of this school for Spanish- 
American boys has made excellent provision for teaching many 
crafts, including printing and wood-work, in addition to the teach- 
ing of agriculture and the regular courses of study approximating | 
‘the curriculum of the public schools. __ ¥ : 

This far-reaching effort for the uplift of the Latin American 
peoples has its basic motive in the desire to dissipate friction be- 
tween the two races and to solve the Border problem, which is 
mostly psychological and educational, by fostering the spirit of 
friendliness and by preaching the Gospel of Christ.

Within an hour 
or less we may confidently expect long steps taken toward a half 
million dollars and more for the men in whose toil-worn hands 
lie the issues of life and death for the gospel it is ours to preach. 
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In caring for the Conference Claimant of today, we make ready 
for the Conference Claimant of tomorrow. The Southern Cali- 
fornia Conference is about to underwrite its history for a hundred 
years. God grant it long vision and strength to its arm. 

The Commission recommends as follows: 

_ (1) That the Southern California Conference heartily re- 
affirm its action of the years 1918 and 1919 in this interest, con- 
tinuing intact the provisions therein made for the year ensuing, 
and pledging itself to an immediate active prosecution of their 
plans and purposes. 

(2) That by vote of the Conference the Rev. W. C. Loomis 
be asked to assume the position and duties of Secretary of the 
Endowment Fund under supervision of the Commission, and that 
the Bishop presiding be requested to make such appointment an- 
nually in due form. 

(3) That the Conference be asked to go on record by vote 
as giving the Secretary of the Endowment Fund full right of way 
on the charges at such times as his plans may require. 

(4) That the support of the Secretary of the Endowment 
Fund be estimated at $3000 per annum with furnished house not 
to exceed $1000 yearly rental and reasonable allowance for office 
and traveling expenses. 

(5) That the Rev. J. B. Green, D. D., be added’ to the Com- 
mission as heretofore constituted.

We suggest that our clergy designate 
a Sunday for the above mentioned purpose, and notify the Near 
East Relief office at 517, Wright & Callender Bldg., in the City of 
Los Angeles, California.

“In view of the insistent demand for competent leadership and 
trustworthy information concerning the social programs of the 
present day, and recognizing that the Annual Conference is a time 
ot opportunity for many of our brethren to hear men who are 
eminent in their respective departments of church activity, we here- 
by invite G. Bromley Oxnam to deliver a series of addresses at the 
next session of this Annual Conference on “Christ. and the Social 
Order.” 

R. J. Coyne presented the following resolutions and they were 
adopted: 

RESOLVED: That, we as an Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, view with alarm the spread of Roman 
Catholic propaganda in the United States, under the guise of sym- 
pathy for the so-called Republic of Ireland, (which has no exist- 
ence in fact) and condemn unequivocally the wide-spread misrepre- 
sentation of the facts as they exist. 

First. Whatever may have been the relationship existing be- 
tween England and Ireland in the past, no oppression exists today. 
Ireland today has politically even greater freedom in self-govern- 
ment than has either Scotland or Wales. According to the Pro- 
testant clergymen who recently visited the United States, Ireland 
has more members in the British Parliament in proportion to 
population than has England, Scotland and Wales. 

Second. That the British Parliament has passed laws repeal- 
ing the law of entail and making possible the securing by the 
farmers of small plots of land for the purchase of which the Brit- 
ish government loaned the money at the nominal rate of two per 
cent per annum. That at the same rate of interest money was ad- 
vanced from the same source for the purchase of farm implements 
and live-stock by the farmers. That 80,000 four-room stone houses, 
each on an acre of land have been built for the poor of Ireland 
and rented to them for the small sum of thirty, cents per week. 

Third. That the so-called oppression of Ireland by England 
not only does not exist but that during the world war when the 
men of the United States were crossing the Atlantic in the de- 
fense of world liberty, the Irish priests of the Roman Catholic 
Church in Ireland were swearing their eligible fighting men in their 
churches, when conscription became law, to refuse to fight Ger- 
many and her allies, choosing rather to incur the penalty of death 
than to take up arms in defense of world liberty. That they did 
not suffer the full penalty of the law is an evidence of Engiand’s 
magnanimity. ; 

Fourth, That Mr. DeValera, the so-called president of the so- 
called Irish republic has been permitted to sell bonds, issued by 
the authority of the so-called Irish republic, in the United States 
for the purpose of raising funds to continue the rebellion against 
Great Britain, such rebellion being purely a Roman Catholic move- 
ment against Protestantism. In this purpose DeValera has en- 
deavored to disturb, and if possible to break, the friendly relations 
aaa between the United States and Great Britain. This is 
reason. 
ee pesbee be it resolved that we, the Southern Califronia 

erence of the Methodist Episcopal Church, are entirely op- 
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posed to any interference by the United States as a nation, in the 
internal affairs of Great Britain whereby the present friendly re- 
lations might be disturbed. 

John Wood presented a resolution requesting the program 

committee to invite L. A. Ferris to make the devotional addresses 
at the Conference Session of 1921, and it was referred to the pro- 
gram committee. 
_ On motion of H. W. Peck it was requested that the resolu- 
tions on the Irish question as presented by R. J. Coyne, be printed 
in full in the Los Angeles and Long Beach papers, and in the Cali- 
fornia Christian Advocate. 

On motion of E. W. Pasko, the Commission on Finance was 
instructed to designate the year of the statistical minutes to be 
used as a basis for the apportionments of this year. 

A collection was ordered taken for the janitor, which was later 
reported as amounting to $46.58. 

The Bishop and District Superintendents retired, L. A. Ferris 
being requested to preside. 

On motion of V. M. McCombs, the report of Supt. H. A. 
Ingham of the Goodwill Industries and Plaza Community Center 
was ordered printed in the minutes. 

The Bishop took the chair. The Bishop announced that the 
appointment “Bard, California” would be placed on the Arizona 
Mission District. 

The Bishop read the list of assignments of the deaconesses as 
assigned by the Conference Deaconess Board. ‘ 

The District Superintendents were designated as a Commis- 
sion to represent this Conference in the adjustment of boundaries 
between the California and Southern California Conference. | 

It was ordered that after the reading of the minutes, the sing- 
ing of a hymn, prayer by F. D. Mather, and the reading of the ap- 
pointments, the Conference stand adjourned. 2

FRESNO DISTRICT 


The past. year has been one of successful effort on the part of 
both pastors and people. 

Normal Charge, Fresno, J. Hunter Smith, pastor, promises to 
be one of our really important charges. During the year, with 
the generous help of First Church, a cash gift of $2000, this church 
has secured fine lots directly across the street from the Normal 
School site on Van Ness avenue, and so has one of the choicest 
possible locations in this rapidJy growing section. 

Tranquility, on the Rolinda Circuit, desired a pastor all of 
their own this year, and R. W. Plannette was transferred in to take 
charge of Tranquility and San Joaquin—only a name then. Last 
week I held the fourth Quarterly Conference of the circuit, and 
found that arrangements have been already made to build a new 
parsonage, and subscriptions made warranted them in promising 
the pastor $2000 and parsonage for the next year, where only $300 
was paid last year. I do not know of this record having been 
excelled. 


Coalinga 


Building Projects.—In spite of the high cost of building, the 
people of Dinuba have erected a splendidly equipped church, with 
social hall, pariors, and Sunday School equipment, the cost of 
which has been more than covered with the subscriptions taken 
on dedication day, September 12. 

_ Early in the year the church at Coalinga was dedicated, re- 
ceiving subscriptions sufficient to enable them to meet their obliga- 
pen: and take a leading place in the affairs of this thriving oil 
own. 

McFarland church was dedicated on June 13, having in the 
week preceding paid the last cent of their indebtedness, and burned 
their mortgage. 

_ First Church, Fresno, handicapped for some time because of 
their inability to secure ground enough for the kind of plant they 
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desired finally succeeded in getting possession of the fifty feet ad- 
joining their old site, and having torn down the ruins of their 
former edifice, and secured something like one hundred thousand 
dollars of assets by subscription, insurance and salvage, so that the 
new church will soon be a reality, and Methodism will be in shape 
to acquit itself with credit in this growing metropolis. 

Chesbro, Bakersfield, has done a year’s work of he most 
heroic character. Determined to make the most of limited re- 
sources, the pastor, H. C. Slater, took personal charge of. the con- 
struction, donning overalls along with the other men, and allowing 
none to exceed him in the length of hours, or efficiency of service 
rendered. The result is that the exterior of a splended church is 
now about complete, and the organization has moved into the 
basement, where they will be able to do better service than in the 
complete plant of former days. 


_Porterville, with an increase of 175 full members, and 33 pro- 
bationers has been obliged to seek enlarged accomodations and 
a new social hall has been completed. 


In addition to helping Chesbro Church in their much needed 
enterprise, the First-Church of Bakersfield has installed their new 
pipe organ, and paid $2,500 on improvements. 

Sultana and Parlier have put cement floors in their basements, 
the latter adding other improvements costing $3,700. Beside this, 
this charge has increased their benevolences to the extent of $600 
and promised an increase of $300 on the pastor’s salary for next 
year. 

Farmersville completed their social hall at a cost of $800. 

Other improvements are: Armona, $250; Caruthers, $260; 
Earlimart, $100; Grace, Fresno, $650 on new lots; Hanford, $100; 
Lancaster, $100; Lakeside, $225; Lemoore, $280; Lindsay, $550; 
Merced, $700; Reedley, $150; Riverbend, $325; Selma, $500; Taft, 
$6,000 (on new lots; Visalia, $500; Wasco, $550. 

Atwater has paid their old debt of $520, and has burned their 
mortgage. 

Tulare has had a most remarkable year. Some things ac- 
complished are the installaion of a moving-picture machine and 
telephone system at a cost of $1,500. The entire old debt of $12,- 
000 has been provided for. Forty-seven members have been re- 
ceived on probation, a net increase of 81 in the membership, the 
salary increased from $1,600 yast year to $2,400 this year and a 
promise of $3,000 next year. A splendid memorial organ has been 
presented by George Small in memory of his father and mother 
and a new $8,000 parsonage is to be begun soon. 

Lemoore has paid off $1,055; and other payments on debts 
bring the district total to about $14,000, Lindsay paying their last 
$700 and burning their mortgage also. 


Salaries—Two years ago, when I was appointed to the Fresno 
District, one place only—First Church, Fresno, paying $3,600—paid 
over two thousand dollars cash salary in addition to the parson- 
age. For the coming year ten points on the district will come 
up to that standard—First Church, Fresno, leading with $4,000 and 
parsonage; Tulare, $3,000; Bakersfield, First. $2,700; Porterville, 
$2,500; Lindsay, $2,200 or $2,400; Selma, $2,100; and Chesbro, 
Bakersfield, Hanford, Dinuba, Reedley, Tranquility and Taft at 
$2,000 each. Beside this, Bishop and Parlier, will pay $1,800 each; 
Visalia, $1,700, and Coalinga, Delano, King’s River, Lemoore, 
Merced, and Sanger, $1,500. All these places have parsonages not 
counted in the above. This remarkable record is due to two 
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causes—first, the large number of places formerly in course of 
development that are now in bearing, and, second, the splendid 
prices received for the products of the farm. We rejoice that in 
spite of high living costs, the laymen of the district have so gen- 
erously shared their prosperity with those who minister to them 
in spiritual things. 


Revivals——The first stress this year, according to the general 
plan followed throughout our church, has been on the ingathering 
of souls. Ina large number of places campaigns were put on under 
approved evangelists of our church. 

The results in conversions will never be fully known, but our 
accessionh on probation will be over five hundred—nearly double 
that of last year, and our gain in membership about 600. One 
item in this connection that needs investigation is that although 
our membership will show this large gain, the increase in Sunday 
School attendance will only be about 200, which is not enough 
for these growing communities. 

The Centenary.—Nineteen charges wil lreport $7,876 increase 
over last year’s giving, an amount about equal to the total amount 
given by the churches of the entire district to Foreign Missions last 
year, with five months Centenary included. 

Ladies’ Aid.—No record of the year’s work would be complete 
without a statement of the achievements of the Ladies’ Aid societies. 
Their work has been fundamental, supporting in he truest sense the 
social and financial program of the local church. With the 
churches’ need for money as their rallying cry, they have extended 
their endeavor to touch every interest of the life of the people. 
in fact, I know of no place where a church has lost its hold upon 
a community when the Ladies’ Aid has properly fulfilled its social 
function. 


Denominational Comity— Dreams have not been realized. The 
trouble is that we seem to be the only co-operating denomination in 
which the local church really carries out the agreements made 
through its denominational officers. 

The excuse of the denominational superintendents of the of- 
fending badies is probably valid.. They do not have the effective 
organization we have, and cannot control the local bodies as we 
do. Consequently before we can work effectively along these lines, 
the other denominations will have to find a way—through their 
missionary boards or otherwise—to guarantee the carrying out of 
their agreements. We are perfectly willing to play the game— 
BUT NOT WHEN OUR TEAM IS THE ONLY ONE FORCED 
TO KEEP THE RULES. There is erying need for a solution 
of the problem but our present cure is working as much hardship 
as the disease. 


Foreign Populations——In the report of last year a short para- 
graph dealt with a growing problem in connection with foreign pop- 
ulations. That you may understand some of our difficulties, I feel 
that I should again refer to the matter. Many of our communities 
are bitterly divided by racial antagonisms. At the entrance to va- 
rious towns from Atwater to Delano, may be seen signs prominently 
displayed on the highway stating that “No Japanese or Armenians 
are wanted here.” To us such utterances seem absolutely un-Chris- 
tian and un-American, but there is a cause for these feelings. I have 
held some heart-breaking quarterly conferences in which dear people 
have told of the splendid social life and spiritual fervor of their 
church in the days when the pioneer Americans supported the 
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church in spite of their poverty. Now, those who conquered the 
wilderness and took all the chances, have sold their profitable 
ranches to the Armenians or Portuguese or Japanese who will pay 
for them from the handsome profits of their cultivation. ‘his is 
a tragedy that is not realized by those who do not see these fair- 
est sections of our California passing into strange hands. And 
those who do see, and whose social life and religious home have 
been destroyed, are often overcome by a blind rage that outweighs 
their judgment, and does violence to their profession. 


This tragedy is deepened by the fact that we are doing al- 
most nothing for these people in a Christian sense. The Japanese 
alone are receiving spiritual help from our church. For the Portu- 
guese, we have done absolutely nothing, and for the Armenians we 
have made no attempt whatever. 

Last year, Ispoke of the Portuguese. Today let me speak 
briefly of the Armenians. It is hard to explain to those unac- 
quainted with the situation the antagonism existing between these 
people and our own. Their sharp and dishonorable business prac- 
tice in spite of their nominal Christianity, the absolute absence 
of any sense of honor among the foreign-born Armenians, is be- 
getting among our own people a spirit not unlike that shown by 
the Turks in their unrestrained outbursts of passion. 

Our hope, of course, is education, and the redeeming factor in 
the situation has been the work done by spiritual leaders among 
the Armenians themselves. But it seems to me that surely we 
Methodists have a message for these people whose bad qualities 
have developed under centuries of oppression, and whose virtues 
have been high enough to sieze oftentimes the martyr’s crown. 
Let us then pray that God may put it into the heart of some 
Methodist Armenian to become the leader of his people, and refill 
some of these empty churches with the people of his race. Then, 
though the praises to our God arise in a foreign tongue, our hearts 
will respond in a glad amen. 

In preparing this report for your consideration, I have been 
constantly impressed with a sense of gratitude, that my lot has 
been cast in a field where progress is the rule. I can easily see 
how men might have labored under other circumstances just as 
faithfully, and then had little of advance to show. We have been 
favored with wonderful opportunities. For the young man look- 
ing for an empire to conquer, I could offer no better advice than 
that he cast his lot with the men of the Fresno district. Here 
it is not a question of simply holding your own, there are oppor- 
tunities; and victory is ready to perch upon the knee of the man 
who goes in to conquer in the name of our Master, and for the 
advance of His Kingdom. Such men are the pastors, in the ma- 
jority, of our appointments. Handicapped at times by very inade- 
quate equipment, laboring often with people who find it hard to 
catch the vision of their leaders, people busy in establishing them- 
selves in a new country and engrossed in the pursuit of the ma- 
terial gain, yet undaunted these men have stood the test, and the 
record that I bring is the testimony of facts to their success. 

So, with gratitude to God that it has been my privilege to 
share with them in their high service, I respectfully present this 
report.

LONG BEACH DISTRICT 


A district, like a person, has a. character all its own. The 
Long Beach district is a strip of coast beginning at Seal Beach 
in Orange County and running to Salinas in Monterey County. 
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If you could put the western boundary of Massachusetts at Seal 
Beach, Boston on its eastern boundary would be located between 
Santa Barbara and Lompoc. If you moved, Massachusetts up an- 
other length Boston would be near Kings City, still about fifty 
miles south of the Long Beach district line. It is four hundred 
miles of the most charming open country in God’s great out-doors. 

Methodism has always been fascinated by the frontier. Her 
system is peculiarly adapted to meet its need, and into this ter- 
ritory we have put fifty-two preachers with sixty-one preaching 
places. Compare that with what other churches are doing. The 
Presbyterian Church comes next to us among the Protestant 
churches, yet she has only seventeen churches in this territory 
where we have sixty-one. Some conception of our task will be 
seen when I tell you that twenty-two of our charges receive aid 
from the Home Missionary Society. In twenty charges, with a 
population of 18,000, THERE ARE NO OTHER EVANGELIT- 
CAL CHURCHES, and the average population of these twenty 
communities is nine hundred. May God burn such facts as these 
into the hearts of those who are lukewarm on the subject of Home 
Missions or inclined to criticise our great Board in its mighty un- 
dertakings. The average membership of these twenty charges is 
fifty-three, and the average salary paid in these days of H. C. L. 
is $637. Ten of these charges have no parsonage, and the aver- 
age amount given for maintenance from the Board of Home Mis- 
sions is $180. The marvel is that we get any preachers for such 
places at all. The day of Methodist heroes is not past. 


Cudahy 


Building Enterprises——At Cudahy, a new settlement three miles 
south of Huntington Park, a neat and comfortable church has been 
erected at a cost of $5,000, and was dedicated Sunday afternoon 
January 18, 1920, Dr. L. T. Guild, of Long Beach, preaching. Dr. 
J. B. Green assisted greatly in the finances, and the entire indebted- 
ness was quickly provided. : 

You have heard of men lifting themselves by their own boot- 
straps. We have the man on the Long Beach district, and his 
name is T. F. Allen, of Burbank. No more difficult task awaited 
any man at our last conference than that to which he was assigned. 
The church had been sold, and the money used to purchase a new 
church site and a parsonage, while the services were being held in 
a hall. Scarcely had the year begun when the pastor was notified 
by the owner of the hall that the building was to be turned into 
a rooming house, and we must immediately vacate, and there was 
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no other place available for services. A temporary structure was 
erected, and the pastor at once put on a canvass for subscriptions 
for a new church, and the building to cost $30,000 is now under 
course of construction, which will meet the need of this rapidly 
growing industrial center. This pastor has found the time to make 
1050 pastoral calls, attended -practically every prayer meeting 
Sunday School session and Epworth League ‘service during the 
year, and has solicited all the funds for the new building. No 
wonder the salary was raised $300 last year, and is to be raised 
$300 more this coming year. 


Owensmouth 


The Centenary program has made possible the undertaking 
at Owensmouth, where, under the leadership of H. T. Lewis, 
pastor, we have completed a handsome $30,000 church, which was 
dedicated by Bishop Leonard on Sunday afternoon, September 
5, 1920. It is a beautiful, commodious building, splendidly adapted 
for a great community program. 

At Tejunga, J. H. Amis, pastor, a new $3,000 parsonage is 
about completed, made possible by Centenary help. At Roscoe, 
on the same charge, an addition is now being built for enlarged 
Sunday School room, largely through the help given by the Ladies’ 
Aid Societies of Santa Paula and Whittier. 

At Venice, the old debt to the Board of Home Missions has 
been paid, a new lot secured and a parsonage is now being erected 
for which $1,800 has been raised. The pastor’s salary has been in- 
creased $400, and under the leadership of its pastor, E. C. Morgan, 
this charge is taking on new life. t 

At Lankershim, G. A. Hunt, pastor, a fine site for the new 
church has been bought and paid for at a cost of $3,000. Local 
conditions have held back the enterprise, but a new building will 
be begun this fall. 

Santa Maria, C. A. Norcross, pastor, has purchased an elegant 
site for its proposed new church at a cost of $8,000. A great op- 
portunity awaits our Methodism here if rightly cared for. During 
the last three years’ service of the present pastor, the membership 
has increased 59 per cent, and the Sunday School enrollment and 
benevolent offerings 84 per cent. 

At East Santa Monica, W. C. McIntire, pastor, a most com- 
fortable parsonage has been purchased, worth about $4,000. The 
pastor’s salary has been doubled, going from $900 to $1,800 in a 
single year, and the whole year has been one continuous revival. 

Artesia. Byron Horne’s coming has meant a new day for 
Artesia. No finer piece of community work has been done in the 
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district. With master skill, he has put. on a community survey, 
and has on file the names of every person in his entire constitu- 
ency, young and old, knows the nationality of every person, 
whether the people are renters or owners of the land, the age of 
each child, and its relation to the school, the church and Sunday 
School relation of each, and one of the startling things revealed 
by this survey was that 600 friends of the church were discovered, 
and thus the opportunity and responsibility of that local church 
was shown. Already a tennis court costing $150 has been built 
and a social program put on which is gripping the young life; 
they have exceeded their quota of the one million souls for Christ 
this year, and plans have been adopted for a $25,000 new church 
building. 

San Fernando, F. M. Clark, pastor, paid off its debt of $4,000 
and burned its mortgage March 12. Inglewood First, E. M. Cran- 
dall, pastor, paid its debt of nearly $5,000, and on Easter Sunday 
burned the mortgage. Grace Church, Inglewood, R. T. Simpson, 
pastor, paid its debt, besides going on the Honor Roll in the Cen- 
tenary. Fillmore, F. W. Otto, pastor, has pai off its mortgage 
of $2,500. Nearly $1,000 interest had been paid on this debt, and 
this splendid achievement is largely due to effort of W. H. Price, 
one of our leading laymen there. 

Long Beach Methodism deserves special notice. The Meth- 
odist Union, organized about a year ago, proposed as its first 
year’s program the wiping out of the debts on the three small 
churches of the city. By the splendid help of the stronger 
churches and the heroic giving of the smaller this has been ac- 
complished. 


At Arroyo Grande, where we hold an Epworth League Insti- 
tute and Camp Meeting, under the leadership of a godiy, conse- 
crated layman, J. B. Gibson, the $1,000 debt on our property was 
paid, and the thirty-acre camp ground is to be improved and new 
equipment provided, to meet the increasing need of this sum- 
mer assembly. 

And time fails me to tell of Santa Barbara, A. J. Hughes, 
pastor, increasing its Sunday School enrollment 54 per cent, re- 
ducing its debt $7,000, paying $4,000 to the Centenary, and closing 
the year with a gracious revival, led by the pastor, bringing forty- 
two new members into the church; G. R. Lawrence of San Miguel 
increasing his Sunday School enrollment 73 per: cent; Simi, under 
E. H. Kiefer, purchasing a Ford, a motion-picture machine, in- 
stalling electric lights, and giving for church and benevolences an 
average of $91 per member; Moorpark, G. R. Phillips, pastor, or- 
ganizing scout troop, leading in the creation of a Union High 
School, relating the life of the church to all the upbuilding activ- 
ities of the community; Ocean Park, A. C. Welch, pastor, getting 
$2,558 subscribed for a new church site, about $1,000 of which 
is already paid. , 


_ Lynwood, F. B. Cowgill, pastor, has the honor of leading the 
district in a 92 per cent gain in membership. Belmont Heights, 
Long Beach, comes second with 74 per cent increase, and Trinity, 
Long Beach, third, with 72 per cent gain. Zaferia, Long Beach, 
and Cudahy report 50 per cent; Grace, Long Beach, and Burbank, 
40 per cent; Huntington Park, Artesia, Chatsworth, Lankershim, 
Moorpark, Piru, Sawtelle, Van Nuys, all went over the 25 per 
HG es 

. O. Simmons of Trinity leads the district with 1175 pastora 
calls made, but T. F, Allen of Burbank, J. W. Neely of Gives G 3 
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Cliff of Whittier, and A. J. Hughes of Santa Barbara have from 
900 to 1,000 to their credit, and each of these men has a unanimous 
invitation to return another year at a largely increased salary. 

_ Santa Barbara leads the district in ail-round Sunday School 
efficiency, reporting 54 per cent increase in enrollment this year, 
nearly 3,000 calls made in their Sunday School work; Whittier is 
a very close second, with Huntington Park, First, Grace, Trinity, 
and Central, Long Beach, all deserving special mention. 

W. C. McIntire, of East Santa Monica, reports the largest 
percentage of probationers received, and J. W. Neely of Grace 
Church has the district record in personally leading men to Christ 
this year. Thirty-four charges have increased pastors’ salaries 
for the coming year to the amount of $11,000.

LOS ANGELES DISTRICT 


Our Task.—Los Angeles City is now the tenth in population 
among the cities of the world’s greatest nation. This rapidly 
growing city comprises our district and is co-extensive with it. 

It is a startling fact that although every second person in 
this country lives in the city, only four per cent of the members 
of the Methodist Church belong to the city. While this condition 
does not exist in Southern California, we are certain with our rapidly 
expanding manufacturing and commercial interests, along with the 
growing foreign population, it will be the Herculean task of the 
future to prevent its doing so. 


Our Workers.—The men, everyone of whom deserves persona! 
mention, who have wrought on the Los. Angeles district this 
year, have been men of strength, vision and daring. Each one is 
a star player and every one has played the game. Their wives 
have been their inspiration and of course the game was won. 

There have been but four changes in the ranks of the regular 
pastors during the year, Wesley V. Smith and Roy G. Bose were 
relieved near the last of the year to attend the Boston School of 
Theology and their respective charges were filled by E. W. Pasko 
and J. W. Norviel. J. R. Esias returned to his own, the Baltimore 
Conference, and John Hedley filled out the year at Euclid. Dr. 
Charles Edward Locke was elected Bishop and First Church was 
supplied by Dr. Theodore Kemp. During the year, Dr. Thomas 
O. Grieves was transferred to our Conference and appointed to 
Westlake. 


Memoriam.—Some of our brethren have learned in bereave- 
ment what they teach in song and sermon. The young bride of 
W. H. Stockton was called to her eternal rest after only a few 
months of happy married life. Mrs. J. B. Green, for years an 
elect and efficient woman among us, passed to her coronation. 
Mrs. A. W. Lamport, the faithful, queenly Christian entered into 
her reward near the close of the conference year. MrenEky M. 
Sein finished her work and loving service and joyfully took her 
departure to her heavenly rest. The beautiful, accomplished 
daughter of I. R. Lovejoy met a very tragic and untimely death 
by accident near where she was teaching school in the north part 
of the State. C. W. Tarr, a charter member of this Conference, a 
kingdom builder, a veritable St. John among us, heard the sum- 
mons, “Come home,” this year, and the mantle he wore for almost 


60 years must pass to another. 
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Building and Improvement.—The total amount of building 
and improvement for this year is $61,219. The outstanding achieve- 
ments are the new location and building for Arlington Heights at 
a cost of $24,000, and the first unit for the new plant at Mount 
Olive costing $31,000. These two victories transform two strug- 
gling, discouraged charges into two among the most desirable of

the Conference. Great credit is due the respective pastors, B. C. 
Cory, and George R. Graff, and their faithful people. The Cen- 
tenary is also to be thanked for it proved the friend just in the 
time of need. Commodious new parsonages have been purcnased 
or erected at Highland Park, Sunnyside, Vermont Square, and 
West Adams. This means a great step in advance for these 
churches. The above figures represent only the amount paid in 
cash up to date. The indebtedness for these great enterprises is all 
provided for.

Other charges making material improvement are Annandale 
$400, Asbury $500, Belvedere $100, Boyle Heights $2700, brooklvp 
Heights $40, Echo Park $12, Euclid Heights $600, Hamilton $75: 
Harbor City $730, Haven $100, Larchmont Heights $100, Vernon 
$2500, Western Avenue $261, Melrose $500, Moneta $20, San Pedro 
$300, Union Avenue $829, University $1000, Vernon $2500, West- 


ern Avenue $261, Wesley Chapel $500, Westlake $2000, 79th 
$80, and York Boulevard $130. : eke ee: Street 
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Debt-Paying Activities—During this year, we have paid church 
debts to the amount of $43,338 without counting the large debt paid 
by First Church of $448,000. Counting this, the total amount 
paid is $491,338. First Church has now clear her new church 
site and cash from the sale of her old church of about $100,000. 
This now gives her, outside of any building money or subscrip- 
tions, approximately $500,006 in money and property with no en- 
cumbrance. We see a great day ahead for our First Church. 
Other churches that have paid debts this year are Annandale 
$400, Asbury $12,000, Belvedere $450, Brooklyn Heights $500, Flor- 
ence Avenue $160, Harbor City $458, Larchmont Heights $335, 
Moneta $75, Mount Olive $2500, Normandie $500, San Pedro $1560, 
St. James $5000, Union Avenue $1650, University $500, Vermont 
Square $2300, West Adams $5000, Wesley Chapel $7000. Much of 
the above represents great victory and progress for the Kingdom. 


Pastors’ Salaries——While our faithful pastors are yet under- 
paid, there is great cause for thanksgiving as we study the reports 
for the last three years. In the year 1917-18, our increase was 
$5046; in 1918-19 it was $4970; in 1919-20 it amounted to $7440; 
and already there is pledged for next year an increase of $10,600; 
which totals $28,066 or an average of over $500 per charge in the 
three years. 


Benevolences.—For the six diciplinary benevolences, the dis- 
trict will give $11,258 or the total apportionment. For the Centen- 
ary, the incomplete reports total $114,755 which does not include 
any credits for annuities o rproperty gifts. If the district were 
credited with all for which it is entitled, it would be far above its 
full quota of $155,114. For the City Missionary Society and the 
Woman’s Missionary Societies, the district will go far beyond 
any previous year. From all reports received up to date, the total 
giving for benevolences in our district will amount to $283,292. 
The amount of money given by Los Angeles Methodists for ali 
purposes outside of the gifts of which we have not learned will 
total $1,038,501 for this year. 


Sunday Schools—There has been a reported net gain in the 
Sunday Schools of 896. Dr. Jesse Lee Corley, our efficient Con- 
ference Sunday School Secreary. has done much to inspire and 
systematize the work of our schools: As we study the Sunday 
School work of our city, we are more and more impressed with 
the timeliness of the General Conference pronouncement for spe- 
cial effort among our young people along lines of social, intellectual 
and physical development. Something must be done to accompany 
our “Shalt Not” with such attractive and constructive privileges 
that its need will be the exception and not the rule. Every church 
should begin to plan as largely as possible a program of religious 
educational training. 


Epworh Leagues.—The spirit and morale of the Epworth 
Leagues this year have been very encouraging. They have gained 
in membership 451, or over 21 per cent. They have held two mid- 
year schools, one annual convention and many sub-district rallies. 
They are publishing a district paper, and supporting very liber- 
ally the Plaza work and Church of All Nations. We are greatly 
heartened by the loyal young people, their interest in the Arbamar 
Institute and the fact that many have this year decided for a life 
of Christian service. There are a number of Junior and Intermedi- 
ate Leagues that are doing good work. 
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Women’s Activities—The women have not slackened in their 
zeal for the Kingdom during this year. The Aid Societies and 
the two Missionary Societies are marvelous examples oi what or- 
ganized and persistent effort will do, Their wonderful ministra- 
tions are a great factor in Kingdom building. 


Correlative Activities—Along with our own churches, we 
have three German, two Japanese, one Chinese, one Swedish, one 
Italian and two Mexican Methodist Episcopal Churches. While 
these are not under our supervision, we thank God ror them and 
for the contribution they are making for righteousness in the city. 


Institutions—The University of Southern California has not 
faltered this. year in its forward march. The new building will be 
dedicated this fall. Every school and every department is well 
organized. The religious educational department has become a 
reality. The Maclay School has done splendid work with our 
‘young men. This great institution presents a challenge to our 
Conference. But whatever it might cost us in sacrifice and en- 
deavor, it will be a reasonable price. 


The Methodist Hospital has come through the trying period 
of the war and its consequent unsettled conditions in splendid 
financial condition. It stands in the forefront among the hospitals 
of the city. This is only one of the splendid institutions main- 
tained by the Woman’s Home Missionary Society, an organiza- 
tion that is one of the strongest factors our church has in the 
dissemination of practical Christianity and the establishing of 
righteousness in the city. Their other institutions are the Friendly 
Cottage, Deaconess Home, the Home for Japanese and Korean 
Children, Francis DePauw Home for Spanish girls.. Each institu- 
tion is growing in strength and influence. 


The Plaza, Goodwill Industries, and Spanish American Insti- 
tute are institutions now under the Latin American Mission, but 
they are so essential to and so much a part of the program of 
establishing righteousness in the city that we feel every Methodist 
should invest prayer, money and time in them. These splendid 
institutions are workmen that need not be ashamed and this year 
been shackled by ignorance and superstition. The leaders for these 
instittuions are workmen that need not be ashamed and this year 
has seen rapid growth and development for the institutions. 


Our City Missionary Society has continued to be a strong 
factor in helping to establish the weak churches. Its rapid de- 
velopment means more to our future than any other organization 
or institution. 


There are some tasks that face us that are of vital interest 
and supreme importance. They ought not to wait. They almost 
seem too great and we think we would despair if man alone were 
concerned, We believe Almighty God leads the way in this great 
day as the church grapples with her problems. Great manufac- 
turing interests are locating in the vicinity of some of our churches, 
which presents a hard challenge to the weak congregation wholly 
unprepared and many of her membership untaught and unvisioned 
for such a task. Other churches are being wholly surrounded by 
a foreign and oftentime polyglot population. We could now wisely 
and most profitably expend a million dollars in our district. May 
God help the church not to run from its task and to be so much 
concerned in saving the community that it is willing to lose itself. 
The outstanding task along this line that demands immediate 
action is the Church of All Nations. This task should mightily 
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concern the whole Conference. Forty-two nationalities are now 
looking for a new building. It will demand one hundred thousand 
dollars. Unless it is done now, we will lose much that has been 
already accomplished and handicap our work for the future. We 
are planning to begin the work on the new building next July. 


Church Membership and Evangelism.—This year on the Los 
Angeles district there has been a net gain in membership of 1464 
in full relation and 282 in preparation, making a net gain after 
very careful keeping of the records, of 1746, or a gain of almost 13 
per cent. This would not bea startling gain were it not that for the 
Page nd three years this district had decreased 352 in membership. 
ship. 

Was it not high time the leaders of the church were calling 
for the evangelistic note? If this ill-timed and loosely organized 
effort could succeed this well, what would a real heart-searching, 
thoroughly organized effort bring forth? The people are giving 
of their means as never before; they are responding to every call 
of the church for an advance. but God will not be saisfied with 
offerings; he wants a broken and contrite heart. We believe the 
people are yearning for spiritual life. We trust the church is not 
in danger of ignoring the prophet’s ideal.

PASADENA DISTRICT 


Fontana is the baby church of the district—born a week be- 
fore Conference with twenty charter members. M. W. Beckwith, 
of Rialto, added to his labors this year; but he also added a new 
society to our church. San Gabriel holds the record for having 
the largest number of pastors in one year: Martindale Woods, D. 
S. Smith, Fred E. White. Neighbors licensed the first woman as 
local preacher on the district, Mrs. Bella E. Bodkins. She will 
be a great help to John Gabrielson at Biythe, Rocky Comfort, and 
Neighbors. Wade Hamilton, supply at Grace, Redlands, was 
elected one of the city councilmen in the winter. This is not his 
only claim to growth in Grace. Del Rosa started the year with 
one preaching place. That was not enough for the strenuous soul 
of C. J. Miller, so he added Warm Spring. E. O. Thayer sold the 
old lot at Casa Verdugo and came out into the open on a new cor- 
ner on Central Avenue. A temporary structure will house them. 
_ Why do churches ever build on back streets? Lamanda Park has 
converted the old church into a parsonage. Baldwin Park built 
a new parsonage and new hopes at the same time early in the year. 
Martindale Woods reports $925 paid on improvements. Scott 
Chapel has paid off a thousand dollars debt and raised two thou- 
sand more for a new church. B. J. Jordan is a general in ebony. 
Altadena has established a Methodist ’bus, with D. S. Andrewartha 
at the wheel. He may also substitute a dinner bell for the church 
bell, for he is bound to have a church full. Once the Superin- 
tendent went into Blythe on a hand-car, and another time came 
out under suspicion. Two stores were robbed that night, and his 
suit-case was searched for jewelry the next night as he departed 
on the train. He hopefully helped the cowboy deputy hunt for 
something of value in that old bag. Yucaipa was the first over 
the top in its quota of decisions for Christ. Two fat petitions 
have just come in asking for A. L. Bear’s return, and signed by 
every apple in the Valley. Highland has assumed: her rightful 
place of leadership in the community this year under Ernest W. 
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Mager. Grace, Ontario, and pastor, J. N. Roberts, went over to 
Whittier in the winter and brought home the banner from the 
State Sunday School Convention for having the largest per cent 
of attendance. Chino church and parsonage: have blossomed out 
in a new coat of paint, new life, and the garment of holiness gen- 
erally. M. K. Stone was given a Centenary Ford, and he went 
right out and annexed six new preaching places at once, making

that desert for a radius of twenty-five miles around Victorville 
blossom as a rose. Stone is a rock in-a weary land! John Gabriel- 
son was three times offered the managership of the cotton inter- 
ests at an advanced salary in the Palo Verde Valley. Las Vegas 
wanted to run W. H. Rogers for Congress. The desert is yet the 
place where men are tempted; but each man continues to preach 
the Gospel of the son of God! 

Think of Cucamonga, E. Sedweek, pastor, paying $1,600 and 
parsonage; Central Avenue, Marion Smith ten months, ana vu. v. 
Cowan, two months, pastors, ceasing to be a mission station, and

paying $1,600 and house next year; Azusa, where many of the bril- 
liant lights of the Conference began to shine, rising from $1,200 
under J. A. Sutton to $1,800 and house; Montebello, that received 
missionary money a year ago, brought by C. D. Ashleigh to $1,500 
and house; Ramona, that has been used as a starting station, lifted 
in two years by E. Sedweek and G. E. Twomley from $1,000 prop- 
osition to $2,000 and house for next year; Lamanda Park. Gass, 
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Allen, pastor, that some folks shook their wise heads over when 
building that ambitious plant, paying $1,800 and house next year; 
Marengo Avenue coming up from $1,500 and house to $2,000 and 
house for John M. Barnhart, and no other, next year. Our chief 
embarrassment now is to find enough poor churches for poor 
preachers—who may be sent,us from Eastern conferences. 

Chas. A. Kent, Upland, will receive $2,500 and parsonage nex 
year. Clyde M. Crist, First Glendale, se his ite set for $2 800 
plus parsonage next year; Lincoln Avenue, W. C. Loomis in 
charge, will pay $2,600 and parsonage; First Church, Pomona, has 
raised the salary of W. C. Buckner to $2,750, and newly painted 
parsonage for next year. He also holds the record of the area for 
number of Advocates taken by Official Board. David Loofbourrow 
was told last Wednesday night by LaVerne that his salary would 
be $2,000 and parsonage next year. First Church, Ontario, has

added a hundred dollars to its budget for the pastor, L. D. Van 
Arnam, the coming year, and at Glendora, C. O. Kimball, pastor, 
Mrs. L. M. LaFetra has given a new pipe organ which will be in- 
stalled at once. Pasadena district now has thirteen churches that 
pay $2,500 and parsonage, or more. 

W. C. Botkin, Washington Street, reports improvement cost- 
ing two hundred dollars, and advances in benevolences. Two 
churches have been dedicated during the year: One at Blythe, 
costing nearly $12,000, and an addition at Yucaipa, costing about 
$5,000. Blythe has paid $6,947 on the new church this year. First 
Church at Glendale purchased a new parsonage and Ramona built 
one for the pastor. But seven of our pastors are house-hunters. 

Two churches are in process of construction: El Monte and . 
Puente. The walls of each have risen slowly, owing to the diff- 
culty of securing material and labor. ; 

First Church, Pomona, has purchased the lot adjoining the 
plant on the east, for young people’s recreational purposes. 

L. D. VanArnam, pastor First Church, Ontario, has added a 
$3,200 addition to its Sunday School equipment. South Pasadena, 
B. D. Snudden, pastor, is to increase the Sunday School plant to 
the extent of $18,000; W. Cc. Loomis burned that $6,000 mortgage 
in Lincoln Avenue, Pasadena, September 19th. ; 

Colton paid $3,100 on an old debt and cleared up this year. W. 
W. Hull engineered it. His salary has been raised to $2,000 and 
parsonage. First Church, Alhambra, Samuel Hughes, pastor, paid 
$1,000 on its debt, besides making improvements. San Dimas made

several hundred dollars worth of improvements in the church. 
The Fourth Quarterly conference found money in he_ treasury 
after the church had over paid S. J. Lindsay $240 on his salary. 
Charles Coke Woods fought ill-health much of the time of the 
first part of the year, and yet had a net gain of ninety members. 
Mountain View, with S. W. Carnes, pastor, stands at the head of 
the list for community chicken dinners. Fresno may be the home 
of the grape and Lankershim the home of the peach; but Moun- 
tain View is the home of the chicken. Special community revival 
work was notable at Covina under W. C. Geyer. The Church 
Federation published some of the results. The salary has been 
raised to $2,200 for next year. 

Merle N. Smith is again high man in number of calls made: 
1850; Charles Kent is a close sceond with 1743-to his credit. W. 
E.. Tilroe comes third with 1,200. Any wonder these churches 
move and are moved! Miss Mills, deaconess of First Church, 
Pasadena, made 3,004 pastoral calls. They had just given her a 
new car. What if they had given her two cars! Monrovia La- 
dies’ Aid leads the district with 1,490 calls; Redlands, First, is 
second with 1,283; Ontario, First, with 1,041, Lake Avenue, with 
1,026. Could this possibly be the high calling in Christ mentioned 
by Paul? 

First Church, Pasadena, raised $27,000 for her own local bud- 
get; $30,000-for Centenary and outside benevolence. According to 
announcement here is a typical church plus. This church has one 
hundred and seventy-two Advocate subscribers. 

First Church, Pasadena, has also purchased two and one-half 
acres on Colorado Street diagonally across from the Maryland 
Hotel, on which she will erect a vast plant right in the heart of 
Methodism. $127,000 was raised before the ground was purchased. 
Merle N. Smith and the Educational Director, W. S. Stagg, in con- 
junction with all the pastors of our churches in Pasadena, are de- 
veloping a community School of Religion. Ideas with no prece- 
dents are being pioneered in Pasadena. The University of South- 
ern California is co-operating. 

Chaffee Union High School under Prof. Hill is giving a frac- 
tion of a unit for Bible study in Sunday School in churches of all 
denominations under its jurisdiction in the Upland-Ontario 
neighborhood; also credit for singing in church choirs under the 
direction of the department of music; further credit in the English 
Department for public speaking by young folks in churches. This 
is all under the head of good citizenship. Here again is something 
worth investigating. : + 

The W. H. M. S. of Southern California Conference raised 
$90,169 cash, and $8,321 supplies the past year. The Pasadena 
district sent in $24,321 cash and $1,300 supplies. We would tell 
how our district compares with the others, but comparisons are 
Bor Ge First Pasadena is the banner church with $6,814 to her 
credit. . 

The W. F. M. S. of the Conference raised $76,786; the Pasa- 
dena district brought in $22,567. Modesty again forbids us to 
oy our rank, In this First Church, Pasadena, led again with 
_ J. L. Corley has set many of our Sunday Schools to remodel- 
ling their plants, and has brought most of the babies out of the 
eae 

ut the ‘crowning glory of the disrict was her e isti 
effort. We confined ourselves to no single method pike ated 
paign. We employed evangelists in ten of our churches. We 
harnessed up our laymen to the task. We sent little children out 
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to lead them in. Prayer rooms were esablished in charge of the 
pastor, that superficial work might not be done. We emphasized 
personal work as Christ’s own way with James and Andrew. We 
used cranks where they alone could start things. We used our 
own preaching and were rewarded. We used every means, if by 
some means, we might save some. We used the altar and found it 
drenched with penitence. Our sub-district chairmen: W. E. 
Tilroe, Clyde M. Crist, John M. Barnhard, C. O. Kimball, W. C. 
Buckner, and C. F. Seitter, were lieutenants with initiative and de- 
votion. They spared not themselves, nor anybody else. They 
a or they organized, they telephoned, they wrote letters, they 
prayed. 


We make no attempt to tabulate the faith, purity and joy gen- 
district, gathered within the last four days, are as follows: Con- 
versions, 1,521; received on probation and from probation, not 
counting the same person twice, 1,307; received by letter, 1,896— 
making a total received, 3,203. Subtracting all losses, by letter, 
death and otherwise removed from active roll, we have a net gain 
for the district of 2,002. The largest net gain for the year is in 
First Church, Clyde M. Crist, pastor, Glendale, 191; or 33%. The 
next largest is in Upland, Charles A. Kent, pastor, 134; or 29%. 
W. C. Buckner, First, Pomona, had 138 net gain. San Bernardino 
received the largest number of accessions, eighty-four in all. West 
Glendale had fifty conversions; Eagle Rock has thirty-six acces- 
sions. 


“Add to your faith, virtue; and to your virtue, knowledge; and 
to your knowledge, patience”; and to your patience, McKee; and 
to McKee, Sedweek; and to Sedweek, Vaughan; and to Vaughan, 
Sutton; and to Sutton, Loomis; and to Loomis, Marion Smith;.

The reason 
why Nature planted Death Valley 268 feet below the sea on the 
district, was that there might be a place lowly enough for these 
men to stand on, so that their heads might not stick up into 
Heaven ahead of time. They stand up to any proposition. And 
yet, the other men of the district are as tall inside! 


The women of the parsonages have done valiantly. They have 
sung in the choirs, when some of them did not have overmuch to 
sing about; they have led the Epworth Leagues, been patient with 
the plodding and erring, ministered to the sick, and not always 
their own sick, taught Sunday School classes, been the power be- 
hind the throne in Ladies’ Aids and Missionary societies without 
honor, headed every subscription list, given tithes of their meager 
allowances, lived in other people’s houses, never even hoping to 
know the joy of a home of their own, using other people’s furni- 
ture, turning garments to make them last a little longer, and all 
the time raising poets and captains of industry and presidents and 
Bishops for the on-coming generation. And there is no column in 
the Minutes to report all this; but I think there is a column in 
the Book of Remembrance! 


Bishop, we the preachers and laymen of the Pasadena district, 
have tried to be the body of Jesus; some of us, His hands; some 
His feet; many, His tongue; all of us, His heart. We have not 
attained; but we follow after. We have counted it all joy to help 
Him win men. Our arms are not as full of sheaves as we had 
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hoped them to be; for we have reaped fields that have been gleaned 
many times; but our hands are not empty! And we are more am- 
bitious than ever to be like Him!

SAN DIEGO DISTRICT 


I pause, to express gratitude to God for the mercies and the 
record of the conference year, and for the signs which indicate 
that we are coming back to our heritage of apostolic zeal, evan- 
gelistic fervor, and triumphant faith. We greatly need them all. 
The Centenary call for the conquest of a million souls, brought an 
earnest endeavor on the part of our preachers to meet their quotas 
of immortal values. 

During the conference year, we have completed and dedicated 
two of the most fully equipped churches in Southern California. 


Anaheim 


At Anaheim, now stands a temple of worship beautiful. J. F. 
Humphrey and his laymen loyal to the project, brought to pass 
the seemingly impossible, and gave to the conference a property 
easily worth a hundred thousand dollars. Anaheim now becomes 
one of the first charges of the conference. Bishop Lonard was the 
dedicatory preacher. Thirty-six thousand and five hundred dol- 
lars were pledged. 

The Centenary presented a program of expansion for com- 
munity rural churches. F. A. Leak, pastor at Hemet, accepted the

a 
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challenge. What is perhaps the finest rural community building 
in the entire connection now stands at Hemet. Prayers, tears, de- 
votion, love, and heroic effort mingle in this usurpassed achieve- 
ment. Lincoln A. Ferris preached upon the occasion of the dedi- 
cation. The cost of this superb building was close to sixty-thou- 
sand dollars. 

La Habra also felt the need of enlarged community privileges. 
S. Phillips, the pastor, and his good laymen secured a building 
which had been used for skating rink and dancing purposes. It 
now stands by the side of the church and is used for Sunday 
School and social opportunities. 

Six parsonages have been built or purchased during the year. 

At Banning, the old property was sold, and a new building 
erected by the side of the church. A beautiful bungalow costing 
five thousand dollars is now the pride of Banning. F. B. Morgan 
with his laymen did fine work in giving us this addition to our 
property. 

Harper, now bearing the name of Costa Mesa, had no parson- 
age. L. ©. Bostwick undertook the task of securing one. Success 
came, and a four thousand dollar home is the delight of both pas- 
tor and people at Costa Mesa. Brother Bostwick has also the 
happy experience of having purchased the Bible Institute Chapel 
at Balboa Beach. It is now a real Methodist meeting house, 

Holtville has won out. Out of what seemed to be forlorn 
hope, Charles La Fontain brought into being a parsonage worth 
si xthousand dollars. The Centenary granted one thousand dol- 
lars towards its erection. He has also added a full hundred to 
the membership of the church. 

Besides the beautiful little church in National City, now stands 
a manse costing four thousand dollars. 

Mission Hills has purchased a home for the pastor, costing 
five thousand dollars. Earl Haydock’s face shines when he speaks 
of it. 

O. W. Reinius and his good wife by their own labor, thorough- 
ly improved and cleaned what ought to be supplanted by a new 
and commodious home. 

Chula Vista for years had struggled with a debt well 
nigh unbearable. A. W. Gray undertook its payment. When the 
mortgage of seven thousand five hundred was burned, pastor and 
people were supremely happy. 


Yuma Indian Mission 


At Yuma, the W. H. M. S. has built a twenty thousand dollar 
church for the Indians of our mission there. J. A. Crouch is the 
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pastor at Bard, and superintendent of the Indian mission at Yuma. 


Building activities for the coming year will be: 
Calexico’s delayed building, $65,000; Q. P. Royer, pastor. 
Escondido, $30,000; R. E. Wright, pastor. 

Garden Grove, $40,000; W. M. Harkness, pastor. 

Indio, $6,000; D. H. Gillan, pastor. 

La Mesa, $25,000; H. I. Rasmus, Jr., pastor. 


I deem it my duty to call the attention of the Conference to cer- 
tain efforts put forh in some localities, o institute what is called, 
“Union Community Churches.” Such organizations owe no allegi- 
ance to duly constituted authority by the evangelical bodies. They 
are a law uno themselves. At Imperial this is being attempted 
in an ingenious way. Our church at this place by quarterly con- 
ference action, invited the Christian and Presbyterian membership 
to join with them in a community project under the control of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. This invitation was flatly re- 
jected. Immediately these two bodies united and called a pastor. 
They are now announcing themselves as the Union Community 
Church of Imperial. V. Hunter Brink, our pasor, with his loyal 
people met this situation in the most dignified and Christian way. 
A gracious-revival conducted by the pastor, and aided by evange- 
list I. E. Honaywell, greatly helped to offset this plan of disruption. 
Every available influence of the general church should be given 
to win in this battle against such reprehensible methods in re- 
ligious work. To do this, we ought to have a fully equipped com- 
munity church building and social hall. Without this, we shall 
likely fail. 


There are three great first churches on San Diego district: 
San Diego First, Riverside First, Santa Ana First. 


To San Diego First Church belongs the honor of having the 
pastor who had perhaps the most pronounced and outstanding 
battle with unrighteousness of the year. It was a contest in which 
vice and iniquity, wealth and civic influence, crime and criminals 
were on the one side, and a Methodist preacher was on the other. 
The Methodist preacher won. 


To Santa Ana must be given the credit of‘a policy. of help- 
fulness which is commendable. Richland Avenue has been cared 
for by this church, in a way that has made possible the continua- 
tion of this struggling society with the outlook of a strong or- 
ganization there in the near future. Doctor John Oliver surren- 
dered F. W. Rollins, his assistant, to carry forward this work and 
has. given it his heartiest attention. 


_ Riverside First Church is uniquely rare in that it has the dis- 
tinction of holding the most remarkable quarterly conference per- 
haps in the whole connection. Doctor Benjamin S. Haywood 
makes these occasions functions with a master’s skill. To have 
. from five to eight hundred people attend and enjoy a quarterly 

conference, 1s now witnessed very frequently in these days. The 
pastor's report is given as a state document might be delivered. 
Not an item called for in such a report that seems to be forgotten 
Every department of church work is expected to report complete- 
ly. “ihe membership of the church is acquainted with what is, be- 
ing done. This truly democratizes the quarterly conference, and 
the people have a dignified respect for the church to which’ they 
belong. Other churches and pastors are following this example, - 
and are finding the results are richly fruitful. ; 
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_ What does San Diego District need? Foremost, on the ma- 
terial side: 
1. Increased support for the poorly paid pastors, with parson- 
ages provided where there are none. 
2. Quicker action in pursuing building opportunities. 
3. Greater diligence in the conservation of Centenary pledges. 
On the spiritual side: 
1. A return to a mighty passion for soul saving in a definite 
way, and a restoration of the wholesome spiritual life of the home, 
_2.. A ministry with unflinching courage, to meet moral issues 
which confront us. Either we must conquer these, or they will 
conquer us. 
3. To preach a gospel with renewed emphasis which shall 
convict of sin, of righteousness, and of a judgment to come. 
This is our commissioned task, none other will meet the needs 
of the hour. No matter what science may say, or not say. No 
matter what philosophies may come or go. We agree that social 
life miust be attended to. We are of one opinion, financial plans 
must be observed. Yet, this is our ceaseless task, to preach until 
men shall come to recognize that God is calling them to repent- 
ance, and the privileges of a high spiritual experiencé. Preach the 
deathly disease of sin, and its only remedy—Jesus.

ARIZONA MISSION DISTRICT 


After thirty-eight years of organized life the Arizona Mission 
ceases to exist as a separate body and becomes a part of the 
Southern California Conference. 

The first grant made by the Board of Church Extension was 
in 1881, $250 to Pinal, a name which has long since disappeared 
from the Minutes. To date the Board has given to the Mission 
$22,274, and has loaned $29,179. I have no evidence that the Board 
has ever lost a dollar of the Loan Fund in Arizona. 

We come to you today with 28 charges, with 23 effective min- 
isters, 16 of whom are from other than the Southern California 
Conference. 

Just one half the charges are self-supporting. The effective 
men serving pastoral charges receive an average salary, exclusive 
of missionary money and house tent, of $1609. Arizona is sparsely 
settled, having about 270,000, or two and one-half people to the 
square mile. Nor do we come to you with a large Methodist 
membership, about 4,100; but more members, I think, than is 
mustered by any other protestant body in the state. 

The brief time at my disposal makes it impossible to bring 
the charges before you in detail. : 

Grouping these as best I can, let me call your attention by 
suggestion to the Agricultural Districts. 

The Salt River Valley has Phoenix, Glendale, Tempe, Mesa, 
Chandler, Gilbert, and Creighton, already of tremendous import- 
ance, but all of them practically at the beginning of their real 
development. 

Yuma Valley, still earlier in the stage of development, has 
Yuma and a splendid rural community only four miles away con- 
nected with it, and Gadsden and Somerton farther down toward the 
Mexican border, splendid centers of great rich sections and each 
of them to be in the not distant future, a charge by itself; while 
-in the south Sulphur Springs Valley, McNeal stands right in the 
center of what are bound o be immensely rich farm lands when 
fully developed. Of these, Chandler and Yuma with Phoenix are 
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the outstanding points for which we are this year asking gen- 
erous help from the Emergency Fund. The mining interests are 
still more spectacular. Starting in the southwest we have Ajo, 
one of the oldest camps but in its modern development, one of the 
newest, offering spiritual resources vastly superior to the mineral; 
Bisbee and Douglas, the twin cities of the southeast; the one 
pouring out the rich ore in exhaustless quantities and the other 
with her great smelters conipelling the crude ore to yield up its 
riches; each of them with strong, thoroughly organized and ag- 
gressive churches. Going south we find Patagonia, the center of 
a rich but undeveloped region. Farther north is Hayden where 
already a strong community program is being carried out; and 
Globe, just waiting for the master hand which shall lead her on 
to great spiritual victories. Swinging still farther north, we have 
the other twin cities, Jerome and Clarkdale; the former yielding 
up her wealth for the enrichment of the race while the latter 
cleanses and purifies it by fifire; both of them bringing together 
thousands of men, women, and children, to whom Jesus bids us 
carry the gospel of life. Swinging off to the western boundary, 
at Oatman we find the one gold mining camp. 

Then we have the railroad towns: Needles, Williams with 
its outlying points of Seligman, Ashfork and Grand Canyon; 
Winslow reaching a helping hand to Holbrook until it shall-be 
able to stand alone; and Benson, with Cochise, Buena, and Garces, 
lying in the dry farming region, with the emphasis on DRY; con- 
stituting an unsolved and as yet an unsolvable problem. 

Then we have other places that cannot well be classified on 
any general plan. Prescott, the “mile high city,” beautiful for sit- 
uation, the all-the-year-round residence city; Kingman, the center 
of an outlying mining region, but at her very door a great vailey 
that is bound to be the source of vast wealth when the water 
is poured upon it; Tucson, the second city for size in the state 
wih great and diversified business interess; Wilcox, in the midst 
of a great stock raising country, and rapidly developing farming 
community; and Flagstaff, on the top of the world. 

There are a few places I simply must not pass over so hur- 
riedly. Phoenix is the outstanding church in the district. The 
membership has passed the thousand mark. The church is plan- 
ning for a great building in keeping with the gteat opportunities. 
We have the location that will make it easy for our church to be 
the dominating religious force of the community. There is no 
more important charge between Kansas City and Los Angeles. 
and south of Denver. Our people will do their full share but we 
are to build not simply for the present but for the future. The 
church. at large cannot do a wiser thing than to put $100,000 of 
Centenary money into that great enterprise. The church will 
match it or more and $200,000 is not too much to expend upon a 
church which is to be one of the outstanding plants of the south- 
west. In Phoenix is also located the great Deaconess Hospital. 
The Phoenix church is tremendously important for itself, but 
vastly more important for its strategic connection with all Arizona 
Methodism. 

Flagstaff must have much more than passing notice for several 
reasons. It is a city of about 3,000 people, with an altitude of 6.700 
feet, most beautifully located, and the seat of the Northern Ari- 
zona Normal School. The charge never succeeded in becoming 
self-supporting. It never paid over $1100 cash salary and that for 
only two years. Under the pastorate of Dr. Thomas Hambly, a 
basis of agreement with the Presbyterians was reached whereby 
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each church should maintain its own identity; the federated 
church as such would have no membership; persons desiring to 
unite with the church would choose either one; the members of 
each church would continue to contribute to their own benevolent 
Boards. The two churches would have a common treasury out of 
which all current expenses would be paid and they would work as 
one body in all local matters. Our church at once became self- 
supporting, paying the pastor $1500 and house, instead of $1000 
and house as before; $200 per year has been saved to the mis- 
sionary society. Flagstaff paid the benevolences in full. The 
next year the charge went over the top in the Centenary, and last 
year was on the Honor Roll, having met all apportionments in full. 
By standing together, the churches have had a wider influence in 
the affairs of the community. 

Tucson is the seat of the state University. It is a state uni- 
versity, but the President, several of the professors and a large 
number of the students are Methodists or Methodist adherents. 
About half our League of 150 members, are college students. A 
very cordial relationship exists between the young people of the 
town and of the university. The great mass of the young people 
of Arizona who get any higher educational training, must get it at 
the state university or he normal schools. This Conference should 
put itself behind the pastors at Tucson, Temple, and Flagstaff, with 
all its moral and financial force. 


Evangelism.—Our quota was 950 on the basis of 25%. Each 
man planned his own work, while all followed the essentials of 
the church-wide plan. Some engaged in union meetings with out- 
side leadership. -Others secured outside help and conducted their 
own meetings. Others rallied their own people and led their own 
forces without outside help. Not all succeeded in equal. measure. 
All did their best, and when the returns came in after June 1, the 
aggregate was 854, or 80% of the quota, 668 of whom were en- 
rolled either as preparatory members or on confession of faith. 
Despite the transient character of. our people we should report a 
net increase of about 400; or a little more than 10%. We are 
clearing the decks for another great forward movement for next 
year. 


Pastors’ Salaries have been increased about $5000 and the 
churches are planning handsome advances for next year. 


Debts have been paid; $800 at Kingman; $750 at Bisbee; $600 
at Ajo; $100 each at Glendale, Wilcox and Oatman. 


Improvements.—At Gilbert a neat home has been built for the 
pastor at a cost of $1000. At Globe, through the generosity of 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas A. Pascoe, a splendid parsonage has been 
built: at a cost of about $5500. The church has furnished it 
throughout most handsomely and the new pastor will find a very 
comfortable home. At Mesa, $1000 has been spent upon he par- 
sonage, and at Oatman, $132. At Prescott the church and par- 
sonage property have been overhauled and the capacity of the 
church about doubled. More than $8000 has been expended, we 
have now a fine up-to-date plant and the church enters upon a 
new era. At Patagonia, we have a beautiful $3000 concrete church 
under roof. At Glendale the basement is in and much of the ma- 
terial is on the ground for a $60,000 church. This is the first 
church to be helped by Centenary funds and a fine new church is 
in prospect for the very near future. At Clarkdale and Chandler 
fine subscriptions have been taken for new buildings. At Bisbec 
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a fine lot has been secured and as soon as the high cost of ma- 
terial and the low price of copper can be more nearly harmonized, 
a great church will be built. ; ; 

Arizona Mission went over the top in the Centenary drive 
and met all of her apportionments in full last year, with 8 charges 
on the Honor Roll and 171 out of a possible 196 star credits. 

We thank you for the unanimous vote by which you welcomed 
us to your Conference. We desire to take a very humble place. 
We will do our best to see to it that you never regret having ex- 
tended to us your generous hospitality.

RESOLUTIONS , ; 

The forty-fifth annual session of the Southern California Con- 
ference has proven one of the most delightful in fellowship and 
heartening in its influence and therefore merits specific commen- 
dation.

Sun-kissed, mystic land of the old 
and the new; land of a great tomorrow, happily we greet Ari- 
zona as our own. 

We are now entering on a greater day of opportunity than 
before known for city evangelization and therefore feel it timely 
to givé voice to the following special resolution prepared by 
others, which our own committee heartily endorses: 

Whereas, the increasing centralization of the foreign peo- 
ples in the congested sections of he city of Los Angeles is 

well known, 

And whereas, the industrial problems of the hour call 
imperatively for solution and at the same time center in the 
same section of Los Angeles owing to the location of the 
Union Labor Temple, 

And whereas, the Methodist Episcopal Church, through 
its Centenary policy, has determined to spend itself both in 
ae Christianization of our foreign groups and our industrial 
ife, 

And whereas, such an objective calls for the united action 
of Southern California Methodism if it is to be successful; 

Therefore, be it resolved, that the Southern California 
Conference endorse the plan to erect a splendid community 
plant and church building in the heart of this section, to be 
known as the Church of All Nations, whose object shall be 
the redemption of the individual in this section and the com- 
munity itself; and be it further resolved that insofar as :pos- 
sible and insofar as it does not conflict with the plans of the 
local pastor, representatives of the Church of All Nations be 
allowed to mingle with the Methodist constituency of South- 
ern California for the purpose of raising $100,000 to build said 
plant, and that the pastors, insofar as they are willing, open 
their pulpits to said representatives. 

We herewith express our deep appreciation of the open doors 
and kindly consideration extended to the members of the Con- 
ference during the days of this session. To Dr. John Wesley 
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Neely, the Rev. Guy McCreery and Grace Church we are greatly 
indebted for the skillful adjustment of the annual Conference de- 
tails and for caring so finely for this large body of men and their 
wives.

SOCIAL SERVICE AND PUBLIC MORALS 
We desire to call attention to the two things associated in 


the title: 
SOCIAL SERVICE: 


It is pre-eminently through social service that the Church of 
God can correct and purify public morals. To this end we urge 
the heartiest co-operation in all community undertakings looking 
toward the social betterment. Let our people in every community 
co-operate in the Parent-Teacher organizations in the public 
schools, in the Red Cross, the Anti-Saloon League, the Y. M. 
C. A., the Y. W. C. A. and the Women’s Christian Temperance 
League. We commend the W. C. T. U. to the younger women 
of our congregations and advise that they become active mem- 
bers of the same and help carry on its splendid work. We also 
recommend to our Official Boards the consideration of the request 
of the W. C. T. U. for an offering to be taken for their work. 
Economic Conditions ; 

We urge that our pastors call our people back to the simple 
fundamental virtues of industry, economy and thrift and urge 
upon them the practice of generosity and devotion to justice, legal 
and social. Let us be practical enough to set the example of 
modesty in expenditures, even in wearing apparel, re-emphasizing 
the gospel teachings concerning vanity and extravagance. We 
need to set up again the ancient standards of value that men are 
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worth more than property and that manhood is tested not by 
wealth gained, but by character attained and service rendered. 
Let us support all proposed measures which shall make profiteer- 
ing and extortion impossible. 
Amusements 

We would call upon both ministers and parents to teach our 
young people the dangers of worldly amusements forbidden by 
the discipline and pledge to our young people a hearty co-oper- 
ation in carrying out the social program endorsed by the recent 
General Conference. We recogniz th grat possibilitis for good 
or evil of the motion picture and deplore the fact that it has been 
so commercialized that it is not only made to desecrate the 
Sabbath, but also to degrade the moral life of our people who 
patronize it in the public theater. We will use our best efforts 
to secure a censorship that will secure clean pictures for public 
exhibition. 

The public schools are the common property of all our cit- 
izens and the social activity therein should be of such character 
that young people from Christian homes should not be embar- 
rassed by social pressure brought upon them to enter into social 
activities condemned by our Church. 
Industrial Problems 

It is plain that the time has come when the Church must 
establish contact with both labor and capital. We, therefore, 
approve the action of the Southern California Preachers’ Meeting 
in appointing a permanent Industrial Relations Committee to get 
the accurate facts of any industrial dispute and to get such facts 
to the people, and would urge every pastor to use such informa- 
tion in moulding public sentiment to bring about a just settle- 
ment of every dispute. We suggest the appointment of such a 
committee from this body. Through collective capital the vast 
achievements of the modern commercial world have been accom- 
plished. We therefore believe the right of labor to organize and 
bargain collectively is as essential as the right of capital to com- 
bine. We call upon our pastors to give wide publicity to the 
social creed of our Church; to urge eight hours as a basis for all 
working days, and to assist labor in its fight for one day’s rest 
in seven. 

PUBLIC MORALS: 

Harris Bill 

It is vital to the enforcement of the Eighteenth Amendment 
that the Harris Bill become the law of California. Failure to carry 
this amendment will flood the state with illegal liquor. Let every 
pastor and official board assist in forming organizations for agi- 
tation, for careful instruction of the people and for work of get- 
ting every dry voter to the polls on the day of the election. 
The Sabbath 

Inasmuch as the sanctity of the Sabbath is fundamental to all 
human well-being, we herefore deplore the desecration of this 
day of rest and worship. We call upon our clergy and people to 
raise their voices against the insidious forces that are undermin- 
ing the influences of this holy day.. We exhort every person in 
our church to be a living protest against this great evil and to 
stand for a clean observance of the Sabbath day. 
Tia Juana 

Across our borders are Tia Juana and Mexicali. Whereas, 
for the past year there has existed a terrible condition of open 
and licensed gambling, prostitution, traffic in deadly drugs, organ- 
ized bootlegging and crime, shameless violations of girlhood and 
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womanhood, resulting in the moral and social ruin of hundreds 
of young people; 

Therefore, be it resolved that the Southern California Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, representing 350,000 
citizens of the State of California, ask the State Department at 
Washington -to exercise governmental authority and influence to 
suppress this shameless iniquity; and F 

Be it further resolved, that we also petition the newly- 
appointed Governor of Lower California to exercise his author- 
ity in refusing to grant to American citizens vice concessions 
below our border; and 

Be it further resolved, that a petiion be forwarded to the 
President of Mexico and to the Mexican Congress, asking the 
passage of the Zone Bill in the mutual interest of both coun- 
tries and of common humanity. 

Be it further resolved that we request our church papers to 
publish in prominent place the full story of Tia Juana so that 
our million and a quarter weekly readers may have the facts, 

We recommend that the Secretary of this Annual Conference 
be instructed to forward this part of this report to our Govern- 
ment in Washington, D. C., and to the President of the Mexican 
Government and to the Governor of Lower California.

COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 


The denominational school was never more unique and sig- 
nificant, never more urgent in its needs, never more worthy of 
the whole-souled support of all friends of the higher education 
than now. Civilization ultimately must rest upon God or go down. 
Our youth are “the trustees of posterity.” It is ours to present 
to youth an opportunity for the highest Christian culture in an 
atmosphere where they will not lose their simple faith in Jesus 
Christ. 

We note with hearty approval the emphasis being put in our 
University of Southern California upon training for leadership in 
religious and social service work. There have been recent exten- 
sive developments in the Department of Religious Education and 
Missions. _We appreciate the assistance given the University to 
that end by the missionary boards of the Church. We urge, as 
an important factor in the evangelistic emphasis of the Univer- 
sity, that curriculum courses be so arranged as to encourage 
Freshmen to sign up for Bible study, deeming the systematic 
and inspirational study of the Bible, under Godly teachers, to be 
fundamental in Christian culture. 

The masterful leadership of President George F. Bovard is 
steadily advancing every department of the University. In many 
respects the year just closed has been the most aggressive and 
successful of any year in its history. 

The new Auditorium and Administration Building is nearing 
completion. It now appears that the building will be ready for 
occupancy February next. It is one of the most commanding and 
serviceable college buildings to be found anywhere. i 

Early in the year the Board of Trustees decided that nothing 
short of five million dollars would meet the urgent immediate 
needs. The executive secretary of the Endowment Fund, C. E. 
Leitzell, was directed to plan and to put into operation a siege, 
not a spasmodic campaign, to meet these needs at the earliest 
date possible. The outlook is encouraging, 

The enrollment of students exceeded that of the previous year. 
Another successful summer session was held and also a three 
weeks’ term for the benefit of rural pastors. 

The deficit for the year was approximately $40,000. This 
deficit was met by special gifts from friends, thus making it pos- 
sible to pay all claims against the budget in full at the close of 
the year. 

Salaries have been increased but there is urgent need for more 
adequate support to be given our teachers. The General Board of 
Education has recently made an appropriation of $15,000 to the 
current expense fund of the University. The trustees are en- 
deavoring to increase, from other sources, this amount to $150,000. 
The large enrollment for the current year has made it necessary 
to enlarge the teaching force, which now exceeds one hundred 
in. Liberal Arts alone. 

The collections on the Jubilee Endowment Fund have been 
good, and yet the fact that more than two thousand subscribers 
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are now delinquent makes it highly important that the pastors 
render all possible assistance in this matter. 


Your committee commends the action of the trustees in clos- 


ing the Medical Department until an adequate endowment shall 
have been secured. 


The depreciated value of our national currency has embar- 
rassed the administrative boards of practically all of our schools 
in their annual budgets and has actually jeopardized the very 
existence of not a few. 

The Southern California Annual Conference, in regular an- 
nual session, this fourth day of October, 1920, respectfully re- 
quests the Council of Boards of Benevolence at the coming ad- 
journed session of its annual meeting, November 17. and 18, to 
authorize a minimum quota of two million dollars for the pub- 
lic educational collection. 


The close relation of the Maclay School of Theology to the 
College of Liberal Arts makes it a potent factor in the life of 
the University. It is our conviction that we have here a great 
theological, educational opportunity. We believe the Maclay 
School should be made the peer of any other school of theology 
in Methodism. We believe Maclay should be given a command- 
ing position for the special reason of the present most urgent 
need of a fully trained ministry, in adequate numbers, to meet 
the emergencies of the new day. There is already under consider- 
ation by the trustees a reorganization of Maclay. In view of such 
consideration we recommend the appointment by this conference 
of a commission of seven who shall make a survey of the re- 
lation of schools of theology to universities or colleges, with 
special reference to their scholastic, administrative and financial 
problems, and that said commission shall report their findings 
to the board of trustees and act in an advisory capacity with the 
board as representatives of this conference. The commission shall 
also make a final report to this conference early in its next annual 
session. We sincerely hope that earnest thought and careful plan- 
ning shall eventuate in greatly increased facilities for Maclay. 
We are grateful for Dean E. A. Healy’s noble leadership of the 
school. Since 1907 fifty students have been graduated from its 
classes. Of the names on our conference roll, eighty men are 
graduates or former students of the school. The courses of 
study are carefully adapted to the needs of pastors and teachers 
of religion. And while the currents of modern thought are rec- 
ognized, the essentials of the Christian faith are loyally held and 
efficiently presented. 

We urge upon our-pastors continuous regard for securing the 
choicest young men in our churches for the ministry of Christ. 

Your Committee on Education rejoices in the growth and 
broadening usefulness of he Spanish American Institute. We 
affirm the importance of the work the institute is doing as a 
schoo! of primary and secondary grades and bid it Godspeed in 
its labor of training Latin-American youth for Christian leader- 
ship among fheir people. : 

It is important that the members of this conference become 
better acquainted with the work being done at our university, and 
that we give to the president and the board of trustees our cordial 
‘support in all plans put into operation for the further develop- 
ment of this great institution of learning. f 

We record our appreciation of the untiring devotion to the 
interests of the University of Bishop A. W. Leonard, president of 


the Board of Trustees.

REPORT OF COMMISSION ON FINANCE 


Report No. 1 


The General Conference of 1916, by Section 328 of the Disci- 
pline of that year, provided an ALTERNATIVE plan for han- 
dling certain items of ministerial support and authorized the 
creation in each Conference of a Commission on Finance. 

For the purpose of unifying the Conference and of equal- 
izing the salaries of the district superintendents, this Conference 
in 1916 adopted that ALTERNATIVE plan and created this Com- 
mission, which was consequently organized in October, 1916. _ 

During the first year of the existence of the Commission it 
assumed jurisdiction over only those items of ministerial support 
given it by the Discipline; that is, the support of bishops, con- 
ference claimants and district superintendents. 

Dr. J. B. Green was elected Treasurer and his office made the 
office of the Commission, and has so continued during the past 
four years. 

Prior to the organization of the Commission, each district, 
hrough the district stewards, fixed the salary of the district 
superintendent and made its own apporionment. The result was 
a different salary for each superintendent and a different appor- 
tionment in each district. Furthermore, there resulted no regular 
systematic meeting of these apportionments and consequently no 
suggestion or reflex influence on the local church and people to 
care for their own pastor’s salary in the same systematic and reg- 
ular way. 

The Commission took what steps seemed necessary by meth- 
ods educational to have the pastors of the Conference remit reg- 
ularly and on a monthly basis where possible to Dr. Green’s office 
their apportionment for these items of ministerial support. We 
had a splendid response to this appeal. 

Just as every official board or local church should do with its 
pastor, so did we with the district superintendents. We author- 
ized them to draw on the treasurer of this Commission 
for their salaries by the 15th of each month, and we paid those 
salaries by that date during every month of the past four years, 
even though the executive committee had at times to borrow on 
their own personal notes the money so to do. Is there a pastor 
here, be his church large or small, to whom this does not sug- 
gest the thought of putting the finances of his own local church 
on the same business-like basis? 

The splendid response of the Conference to this alternative 
plan and the splendid results obtained demonstrated the feasibil- 
ity of broadening the work of the Commission. 

The 1917 session of this Conference approved the recom- 
mendation of this Commission and made the office of the Com- 
mission the place to which all benevolences, both disciplinary and 
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local, should be sent, and designated the treasurer of this Com- 
mission as the treasurer to receive and forward these funds. 

Since the creation by the last General Conference of the 
Council of the Benevolent Boards and the consequent organiza- 
tion within it of the Committee on Conservation and Advance, 
with a splendid office at Chicago, equipped for handling and col- 
lecting and. forwarding Centenary funds a thing worth while to 
mission: First, is the service the Commission is rendering in col- 
lecting and forwarding Centtnary funds a thing worth while to 
the Conference? Second, if so, is the Conference willing to pay 
for this service by increasing the apportionment for the expenses 
of the office? We submit these questions to you without recom- 
mendation. 

Report No. 2 


In view of the fact that the last General Conference made it 
mandatory that all Conference claims shall be-met in full, and as 
these claims cannot be known until near the close of the Confer- 
ence, this Commission recommends that the report of the Con- 
ference stewards be accepted and the amount recommended by 
them be apportioned to the Conference for Conferenc Claimants. 


Report No. 3 
_ It is the recommendation of the Commission that the appor- 
tionment for the M. and E. Society be fixed at thirty (30) cents 
per member. 

Report No. 4 
_ It is the recommendation of the Commission that the appor- 
tionment on the Los Angeles District for the Los Angeles City 
Missionary Society be the same as last year. 

Report No. 5 


For the past several years this Conference has shown its in- 
terest in caring for the religious welfare of the Methodist students 
at the State University at Berkeley hy contributing to the support 
of an assistant pastor at the seat of that institution. An effort 
has been made to secure from the Board of Home Missions or 
the Board of Education an appropriation to cover this item, The 
Board of Education has just made an appropriation of $500 for 
this work and nothing has been secured from any other, board. 
It was the judgment of the Commission that this work should be 
continued, and it therefore recommends that an appropriation of 
two (2) cents per member be made for the support of the Berke- 
ley pastor. 

Report No. 6 

During the past year this Commission made a nominal con- 
tribution toward the support of the State Church Federation, It 
was felt by some members of the Commission that Methodism 
should take her proper part in this work and bear her proportion 
of the expenses necessarily involved; that our church should sys- 
tematically and regularly support this work and not leave such 
support dependent on indiscriminate solicitation from churches 
and individuals. The Southern California Denominational Super- 
intendents’ Council one year ago voted to approve a plan to dis- 
tribute the budget of the State Church Federation to the various 
denominations and that they be requested to apportion the same 
to their individual churches, to be paid through the regular de- 
nominational channels. An apportionment of three (3) cents per 
member on the protestant churches of the state was proposed and 
has been accepted by some of the major denominations, such as 


the Presbyterian.

CONFERENCE DEACONESS BOARD 


Confronted with the necessity of vacating the premises which 
had been occupied by the Deaconess Home, the Board of Man- 
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agers purchased the property at 224 West Twenty-first street, 
Los Angeles. Improvements and repairs were made to meet the 
needs of the work. The result is a very comfortable and attrac- 
tive home, conveniently located, at a cost of $8,000. The home 
is entirely free from debt. 

Deaconesses connected with this home have served seven 
churches in Los Angeles and other towns, including Santa Paula 
Mexican. They have specialized in Sunday School work and in 
young people’s work, helped in all the departments of the church, 
made 7000 calis and visited 1100 sick and shut-ins, 

Travelers’ Aid Deaconesses at work in the Los Angeles rail- 
way stations have assisted over 6000 persons. 

Settlement work at San Gabriel has met a great need among 
the Mexican people of that community. Material aid has been 
given to many families. In the clinic 1631 persons were given 
free treatment. A reading room has been opened to the boys, 
and the girls have been interested in class work. 

The Deaconess Friendly House, located in the vicinity of 
the Church of All Nations, has accomplished a good work through 
its different departments. The clubs and classes have been well 
attended. The girls have been greatly interested in kitchen, garden, 
domestic science, sewing and club work. Piano lessons were given 
the older girls and a class in home nursing was conducted through 
the year. The playground is well patronized by the little folks, 
who spend much time there in healthful play. A daily vacation 
Bible school was conducted for six weeks during the summer 
with most satisfactory results and an attendance of 366. The 
Loyal Temperance Legion has met regularly every Saturday after- 
noon. The Saturday morning clothes sale has proven a blessing 
to many of the community people to whom the fabulous prices 
of today are positively prohibitive. Here for a small amount 
they have been able to clothe their families. The proceeds are 
kept in an emergency fund to be used in cases of need. 

A Deaconess is in charge of the Immigrant Home at San 
Pedro. She meets the boats and extends the hospitality of the 
home to those who need it and in other ways helps those who 
_travel by way of the harbor. 

Another Deaconess is in charge of the Home for Japanese 
Women and Children in Los Angeles. 

The Rest Home at Huntington Beach has been open to 
deaconesses and other Christian workers throughout the year. 
Miss Steele, who has had the care of the home for several years, 
has for health reasons asked to be relieved of the responsibility. 

In relief and reconstruction work 423 families and 194 other 
persons were aided. Employment was found for 213 persons. In 
this work $1,244.00 was expended and supplies to the value of 


$691.00 were used. 
The General Deaconess Board has granted the retired rela- 


tion to Minnie Steele and Adelaide Applegate. This carries with 
it a pension based on the number of years of service. 

May C. Cross was transferred from the California Confer- 
ence to the Southern California Conference. 

A request is being forwarded to the Southwest Kansas Con- 
ference asking for the transfer of Olive Fuller to the Southern 
California Conference. ‘s ;

FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF METHODIST HOSPITAL 
OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


Only a few years ago a company of good women ‘of the 
Woman’s Home Missionary Sociey banded themselves together, 
agreeing to pay 25 cents per week for the support of the Meth- 
odist Hospital of Southern California. Today this institution has 
assets valued at $332,817.85. 

In 1903 it opened its doors for service. A young Chinese 
woman was its first patient, a major operation its first case, and 
this was surprisingly successful. Today the Methodist Hospital of 
Southern California has 100 registered beds and has treated 3135 
patients this Conference year; 1687 have received medical aid, 1619 
operations have been performed. There have been 508 births. Its 
social service work during its history aggregates approximately 
$35,000.00, and it has cared for more than 15,000 patients. It has 
assisted 350 needy cases in their suffering and rendered to them 
a service amounting to $10,000.00 during this Conference year. 
In addition to this it has maintained a well-trained social service 
worker, who gave personal attention to 137 other cases outside 
the hospital; many cases were referred to other hospitals, clinics, 
charitable and social agencies. 

The Nurses’ Training School graduated. nineteen young 
women this year. It has 75 young women in training at the pres- 
ent time. They come for the most part from our Methodist 
homes. The fact that we have received an adequate number of 
applicants in our training school is due to the loyalty of our 
ministers in presenting this matter to their young people and to 
the efficiency and high standards of the school itself. The school 
might well be classed as a part of the educational work of the 
Conference. 

The hospital has had a total income of $163,505.76 for the 
fiscal year closing June 30, 1920. The Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society gave $10,674.16. The Osborne bequest of $11,481.35 and 
that of Mrs. Helen M. Cusick of $1,000.00 have been received; 
$9,500.00 in annuities written and other donations amounting to 
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a 


$950.00 bring the total income from outside sources up to nearly 
40,000.00. : 

: Westlake Church, Los Angeles, Rev. Thos. O. Grieves, pas- 
tor, gave the funds necessary to put a social service worker in the 
field. If every church and pastor would emulate this worthy ex- 
ample it would enable us to carry forward our work in a way 
that would reflect credit upon the church and the institution. The 
First Methodist. Church of Pasadena has completed its gift of 
$5,000.00 to endow a bed in the hospital as a memorial to the 
late Mrs. Martha I. Reynolds. This fund is known as the 
Reynolds Memorial Fund and will be administered by the church 
giving it. It will go entirely to charitable cases. 

The Ministers’ Wives’ Fund is yet incomplete. We have re- 
ceived $150.00 this year on the fund. 

Our laundry bill this year amounted to more than $10,000.00. 
We are endeavoring to reduce our expenses to a minimum. We 
have erected a first-class laundry at a cost of $16,000.00, which 
will take care of our work when the larger hospital is erected. 

The most embarrassing thing of the year has been the de- 
mand for doctors, patients and friends for more room—a splen- 
did compliment to our work. The most trying experience of the 
year has been the tedious task of readjustments necessary. to 
meet the increased costs of living and labor. We serve 600 meals 
daily and 300 meals are doctors’ prescriptions, Changes have 
come so quickly that adjustment on a large scale has been neces- 
sary. 

We are grateful for the help which the members of this Con- 
ference have given to our work. We are hoping and planning 
to standardize our work in such a way that every patient may 
receive the best possible care. The demand for our service is 
so great that we turn away almost as many patients as we re- 
ceive. We need more room. It can only be met by building an 
additional wing to the hospital, and this in turn will necessitate 
the erection of a nurses’ home. The Church ought to meet this 
demand in an adequate way. At present we have no provision for 
our children. This necessitates sending them to another hospital 
and the hospital is put to inconvenience and expense in sending 
the nurses to the Children’s Hospital for this part of their train- © 
ing. We are housing our nurses in four very old and inadequate 
buildings. The housing laws are such that this plan will soon 
meet with an enforced discontinuance. It is unsatisfactory and ex- 
pensive. These young women come from our best homes and we 
owe it to them to give them their training under the most help- 
ful conditions. This can be done only when the Church furnishes 
adequate means. 

We are gratified with the larger conception of the Church 
regarding hospital work as shown by the action of the last Gen- 
eral Conference in creating the Board of Hospitals and Homes. 

Do not expect too much of us. We are young. Only five 
years ago we entered our present building, and during these five 
years we have labored under a heavy debt, doing more free work 
than could reasonably be expected of so young a child.

ARIZONA DEACONESS HOSPITAL AND HOME 
The Arizona Deaconess Hospital and Home was incorporated 


in October, UOT majority of its fifteen trustees are members 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. A building was rented and 
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remodeled, giving a capacity of twenty-five beds. A five-acre tract 
of the capital’s choicest property ‘was purchased and ground 
broken for the new building Jan. 27, 1918. Bishop Leonard laid 
the cornerstone in December of the same year. 

Plans have enlarged on account of an increasing neéd, until 
a hospital with a capacity of 120 beds is being built. 
_ to complete the structure another wing will be added, mak- 
ing room for 80 more beds. 

In the present building, which includes the administration 
section and west wing, we have spent $103,571. 
: We have unpaid subscriptions of an early campaign amount- 
ing to $56,442, in life memberships, which are to be paid in eight 
annual installments, $38,877. 

We own a ten-acre tract for which we hope to negotiate a 
sale to the city for a park for $40,000. 


The hospital block with a ten-room house is valued at $30,000. 
We have over $10,000 worth of Liberty Bonds.

In our old hospital there are three nurses and five student 
nurses employed. 

During the-year 489 patients were treated and 309 operations 
performtd. Value of free service, $1,049.00.

Not only must the hospital be completed, but before it can 
be operated with success a nurses’ home must be built. 

Much of this burden has fallen on the benevolent people of 
Phoenix and the Salt River Valley, and no small portion on the 
members of the First Methodist Episcopal Church. 

The trustees and contributors were greatly encouraged by the 
action of the last General Conference relating to hospitals and 

homes. 

Our great Church could do no better work for suffering hu- 
manity and for herself than to assist the Arizona Deaconess Hos- 
pital in her efforts to care for those who come to Arizona for 
health reasons from every part of our land.

PLAZA COMMUNITY CENTER AND GOODWILL INDUS- 
TRIES OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


The Plaza Community Center, organized five years ago, has 
had a most successful year. Though limited in building and equip- 
ment, it has been the Good Samaritan of the Plaza community, 
ministering to thousands bruised in body and soul, and has sent 
them forth physically strong and filled with a spirit of thankful- 
ness, hope and courage. 

In carrying forward the community program 550 visits were 
made in district work; 505 patients were treated in the medical 
clinic; more than 4,000 different Latin Americans were rendered 
personal sevice in some form; conferences were held daily with 
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many in the office; legal assistance given, including court and pro- 
bation work, and relief rendered when needed by the distribution 
of food, clothing and money; a day nursery has been equipped and 
maintained, caring for about 25 children daily, including lunch; 
the teaching of English, American ideals, home-making, personal 
hygiene and practical nursing and the conduct of a free employ- 
ment bureau have been a part of the program; rellgious services 
at the county jail have been conducted on Sunday afternoons and 
a number have accepted Christ as their personal Savior; through 
the year a training class has been conducted at the University of 
Southern California, the students doing their field work in the 
Plaza; 5,100 tracts, including Bibles and copies of the Gospels, 
have been given out. 


In every department of work constant emphasis is placed upon 
the value of the teachings and life of Jesus; and many in the of- 
fice, in the homes and in the Church have found Him a personal 
Savior. 

The development of the Goodwill-Industries of Southern Cali- 
fornia began in March, 1918, as a part of the Plaza Community 
Center. On April 21, 1919, it was organized under the Bureau of 
Goodwill Industries of the Department of Cities of the Board of 
Home Missions and Church Exension. The growth, though slow 
because of limited facilities, was nevertheless substantial. Since 
securing possession of the Munger Block, where ample room for 
the activities of the Industries is afforded, its development has been 
little less than miraculous, having increased, more than two hun- 
dred per cent since January first of this year; more than thirty 
thousand Goodwill bags have been placed and about one hundred 
are employed in the work rooms. Three stores have been opened; 
one in the Munger Block, 342 North Main Street, Los Angeles; 
th second at 689 S. Fair Oaks Ave., Pasadena, and the third at 
806 E. Seventh Street, Los Angeles. Since January first, more 
than fifty thousand garments have come from the work rooms; 
over thirty thousand patrons have been in the sores and $24,000 
in self-respecting wages have been paid to those employed in the 
work rooms. 

The day’s work is begun at eight o’clock with a religious ser- 
vice of half an hour, which is attended by practically all of the 
workers; English classes are conducted three noons each week, 
in which forty-five are registered. The welfare of the workers is 
given careful consideration and the betterment ‘of their condition 
constantly sought; spiritual values are ever emphasized above the 
oe and quite a number have been led into a definite Christian 
ife. 

The goal of all effort in these institutions is positive Christian 
character, strengthened and developed through active Church 
membership. Inasmuch as a majority of the people benefitted by 
these institutions are Mexican, it is necessary, if these spiritual re- 
sults are reached, to keep them in touch with a Church which 
speaks the Spanish language. Therefore the Plaza Mexican Church 
is recognized as an integral part of the Plaza Community Center 
and the Goodwill Industries, and it is their purpose to be of the 
largest possible help to the Church.

SPANISH AMERICAN INSTITUTE 


The year has been marked by varied activities and substantial 
advance, 


Permanent improvements for the year include a two-story

house of eight rooms for Superintendent’s home and a large two- 
story building, known as Dining Hall, now under construction and 
nearing completion. The dining room has capacity for seating 
250 students. There is a small dining room for the faculty, a 
modern kitchen and store-room. The dining room is much too 
large for present needs and, by use of temporary partitions more 
than half of the space is converted into school rooms where all of 
the regular school work will, in the meantime, be conducted— 
excep, of course, the manual training activities in Industrial Hall. 
On the second floor is a comfortable dormitory of eleven rooms 
for use of the faculty. 

There have been other lesser building improvements, with 
additions to equipment and furnishings, made necessary by the 
increasing number of pupils. 

The Institute has erected altogether six modern buildings—two 
dormiories, industrial hall, five room bungalow, Superintendent’s 
home and the new dining hall. These relieve the serious limita- 
tions which have handicapped the work. The Spanish American 
Institute now has comfortable accommodations for efficient work 
with 80 to 90 students. 

Financially the year opened with $9,000.00 in the treasury— 
mostly liberty bonds. Receipts from all sources amount to $40,- 
590.00. Disbursements for current expense, including salaries, 
were $19,399.00, and for building fund $28,743.00, leaving a balance 
on hand of approximately $1450.00. 

There is $6,050.00 Endowment Investment and $9,100.00 An- 
nuity Investment. There is no debt. After the annual audit a 
financial statement will be mailed to each pastor. 

The Board of Directors is happy in securing Dr. A. Ray Moore 
as Superintendent of the Institute, now completing his first year. 
Coming to a work entirely new, the efficient management of the 
school as he found it would have been a sufficient task for the 
first year’ but Dr. Moore applying his ability, energy and devo- 
_tion to the developing of new industrial work, to the opening and 
conduct of the Bible Training Department and to management of 
the extensive building program already outlined, has had a really 
strenuous year. 

We believe this Conference appreciates having Dr. Moore at 
the head of this instiution as it goes forward from small begin- 
nings to the extensive constructive work which the Conference has 
undertaken for Christian education and training of Spanish-speak- 
ing youth. 

The enrollment has advanced from fifty to seventy-two and 
will be more than eighty within a few days: We rejoice in this 
growth. It will continue. More than sixty boys and young men 
are now pressing for admittance. The faculty has been enlarged 
and we are proud of its personnel. The coming year is full of 
promise. A 

That there shall be trained leaders of their own race is funda- 
mental to the success of the whole movement to bring the spirit 
of Jesus Christ into the hearts and lives of these less-privileged 
people, our Latin American neighbors.

LOS ANGELES MISSIONARY AND CHURCH EXTENSION 
SOCIETY 


The financial condition of the Los Angeles Missionary and 
Church Extension Society seems better than at any other time 
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during the two years of the service of the present Secretary. EE 
is cheering to note that practically all the churches of the District 
are again meeting their apportionments in full this year, and sev- 
eral of them have quite largely overpaid. 

Our total apportionment of $600.00, supplementing the sal- 
aries of underpaid preachers, has been paid in full. We have given 
special assistance to several churches this year, aside from the 
regular payments made to them. 

A pledge of $1,000 was made to Union Avenue, payable 
$200.00 per year for five years. This year’s amount has been paid. 

The pledge made to Wesley Chapel some years ago for $1,000 
on the condition that they raise their debt, has been paid in full 
this year. 

For the past seven years, we have been making-monthly pay- 
ments on the property of Chesterfield Square. Sometime ago, 
we were able to secure a subscripiton of $750.00 from Mr. R. D. 
List and family, and then told the church that if they would raise 
one-half of the balance, approximately $1650.00, this Society would 
pay the other half and free them from debt. This has been done, 
and now Chesterfield Square has taken on new life and is happy 
to be out of debt. 

An old note of $1500.00 has been paid; also $2300.00 on the 
mortgage against the Church of All Nations. This is the first 
payment that has ever been made on the mortgage which has run 
for a period of fourteen years. 

The total receipts from all the churches of the Conference 
for the year will total approximately $12,000.00. Receipts from 
other sources, including the Centenary, will bring the grand total 
to more than $36,000.00. Of this amount, $1250.00 was given by 
the Masonic Organizations of the city for the purchase and installa- 
tion of a motion-picture plant for the Church of All Nations. 

Even this advance in the budget of the year must seem small 
as in the year which is just before us, a new building must be 
erected for the Church of All Nations, and an equipment installed 
which will enable Mr. Oxnam and his workers to put on some- 
what of an adequate program for that great community. 

The year has been a busy one, and we believe has in some 
measure brought the people of this great city to realize that their 
Missionary Society is functioning to help connectional Methodism.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. OF -THE HUNT- 
INGTON BEACH METHODIST ASSEMBLY 


A year ago, by your action, Bishop. Leonard was requested to 
appoint a superintendent of this institution, and a Ways and Means 
Committee of ten was named to co-operate with the Directors in 
an effort to provide an Assembly equipment adequate to the grow- 
ing needs of the Southwest. The Ways and Means Committee was 
compere of the five District Superintendents, and Dr. Charles Ed- 
ward Locke, Dr. Merle N. Smith, Dr. B. S. Haywood, Dr. L: T. 
Guild, and Dr. Lincoln A. Ferris. 

The joint committee was given full power to act for the Con- 
ference in all matters pertaining to the property and plans of the 
Assembly, during the interval between sessions of the annual 
Conference. 

Acting in the spirit of these instructions a careful study has 
been made of the Christian Assemblies throughout the United 
States, to ascertain the best type of site, equipment and method for 
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such an enterprise. We have drawn up an outline plan of develop- 
ment based on these findings, and carried on extensive investiga- 
tions and negotiations regarding available properties. 


_We have not as yet closed our negotiations or assumed any 
obligations in our plan of enlargement, and we come now to lay it 
before you, believing that there should be the fullest understand- 
ing and the greatest possible unanimity in the Conference where 
such large spiritual and financial interests are involved. 


_ For reasons of business expediency, we shall not give the lo- 
cation of any of the three or four possible sites, but will ask you 
to await the proper time for such announcement, placing your con- 
fidence in the fact that our choice is made with the unanimous 
support of the joint committee, Bishop Leonard and a number 
of laymen with whom we have counseled. 


While we have not closed a deal, our negotiations are well 
under way, and unless the Conference shall today decline to in- 
dorse our plans, we are confident that a property will have been 
secured, and the details of the plan made public, within the next 
ninety days. 

In drawing up our plan of development, we have had in mind 
the following considerations, which have been brought out by our 
study of similar institutions, and of the local situation— 

1. The only permanently successful plan is to acquire a tract 
of land in which business and residence lots are leased, not sold. 
In no other way can the community and the institution be kept 
from drifting apart. Other plans have failed in all cases of which 
we have learned. This plan has proved a great success over a 
period of more.than fifty years, and in a number of conspicuous 
institutions, most notably at Ocean Grove and Lake Chautauqua. 

2. While the properties of these Eastern institutions run into 
many hundreds of acres, several of them are suffering embarrass- 
ment through not having had foresight enough to acquire larger 
acreage. This is specially true at Lakeside, Chautauqua and 
Ocean Grove. 

3. As an auxiliary agency of the Church, education, and social 
betterment, these institutions have been and are of inestimable 
value, to the country and the Kingdom of God. 

The following considerations have been brought out in our 
study of the local situation— 

Need—1. There is no similar institution nearer Southern Cali- 
fornia than Asilomar, belonging to the Y. W. C. A., which is 450 
miles from Los Angeles. 

2. The existing organizations would afford a large patronage 
to such an institution having superior equipment. 

Advantages—1. Climatic conditions make possible year round 
activities and permanent residential development in connection 
with such an institution in Southern California, in contrast with the 
East which permits use of equipment for the summer season only. 

2. The present population of the Southwest is dense enough 
to warrant a large enterprise of this character, while the prospec- 
tive growth marks this as the opportune time to secure sufficient 
acreage to keep pace with the growth of the country. 

3. Lands are now available at prices practicable for such de- 
velopment, which within a few years will be prohibitive in price. 

4. The location should be on the Coast, and as close as pos- 
sible to the center of population. 
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5. The enterprise should be develpoed, on its own resources, 
at least in its early stages, the funds received from contracts and 
leases providing the cost of the lands, their improvement, and the 
buildings of the institution. 

Our Qualifications—1. Methodism has developed many such 
institutions, some of the best known being Bay View, Michigan, 
Lakeside, Ohio, and Ocean Grove, New Jersey. 

2. There are thousands of Methodists among the many _thou- 
sands of newcomers who are making their homes in the South- 
west, and would gladly settle in such a community. 

3. Our strength of numbers and organization indicate us as 
the agency best able to provide such facilities for the use of the 
various religious and educational bodies of the Southwest. 


PLAN OF DEVELOPMENT 


Organization—The existing Huntington Beach Methodist As- 
sembly to be reincorporated, or disincorporated and another body 
formed, under a charter modeled after those of Ocean Grove and 
Bay View, substantially as follows: 

1. To promote religious, educational and social welfare. 

2. Empowered to hold and transfer property in the interest 
of its purpose and to receive gifts and bequests for the same.” 

3. Such profits as may accrue to be used for the improvement 
of the property and program, and for religious and educational 
purposes. . 

4. Building lots not to be sold, but leased for long term, sub- 
ject to such restrictions as are necessary to keep the institution to 


its purpose. ° 
Site—l. Not less than 300 acres, and if practicable more 
acreage. 


2. The whole site to be plotted in harmony with the purpose, 

buildings proposed, etc. 
Minimum of ten acres to be devoted to recreation grounds. 

Buildings—1. Central auditorium of first class construction, 
to seat at least 5000. 
_ 2. Such minor auditoriums as the development of the institu- 
tion shall call for. 

3. Dining hall to seat not less than 1000. 

4. Hotels as development shall warrant. 

5. Dormitories with minimum capacity of 1000. 

6. Private residences under restrictions. 


Policy—1. To offer facilities for all worthy bodies which hold 
conventions, conferences, institutes, delegated gatherings or train- 
ing schools, such as (a) Evangelical churches; (b) Church auxiliar 
bodies, Sunday School, missionary, reform, young peoples, Y. M. 
Caan Yee C. A., etc.; (c) Educational, professional, civic, patrio- 
tic, commercial, and fraternal bodies. 

2. To conduct a Summer Popular University on lines similar 
to Bay View University, and the Chautauqua Institution. 

3. To provide a permanent residential community built about 
and related to such a Christian institution in a manner to furnish 
the best environment for Christian training and home life. 

4. To encourage the location at such a place of homes and 
schools which are auxiliary to the work of the Church. 

5. To encourage the building of vacation homes in such a 
place by local churches and church societies. 
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Substantially this outline has been submitted to the civic 
—— and land Owners with whon we have negotiated for a site. 
; ee maintained that the value of such an institution to any 
Ocality 1s such as to warrant considerable price concession, and 
local assistance. 


Our plan has challenged the attention of a number of the 
strongest business leaders of this region, who have given much 
time and effort to its realization, in a manner which be believe is 
unselfish, and because of their opinion of the value of such an in- 
stitution to Southern California. 


While we are not at liberty to mention such friends by name, 

we wish to record our obligation to them for their generous help. 

In anticipation of carrying out this plan, we have had drawn 

up tentative articles of incorporation, forms for lease and contract 

and Z Eee plan.

_If you shall see fit to indorse our plan, we hope you will not 
designate the place for holding the next session of this Conference, 
but leave it to be determined by the cabinet, so that they will be 
in position to accept an invitation which we hope to be able to 
present before half the year is past, to hold that Conference at 
what will grow to be the greatest of the Christian Assemblies of 


America.

THE LATIN AMERICAN MISSION 


Last year the report to the Annual Conference made refer- 
ence to Americanization as a keynote. We did not like the term 
“Americanization” then, and we like it still less now; but the 
process to which all refer has been going on this year in our work 
as never before. Wholesome race contacts are being set up and 
international prejudices and bitterness are being dispelled. Eng- 
lish classes are being held at many points. They totaled 82 in the 
English classes at Santa Paula and about the same number now 
at the Plaza. They have been held at Artesia, Los Alamitos, Tal- 
bert, Huntington Beach, Long Beach, Glendora, San Fernando 
and Calexico. 

Considering the thousands of race contacts formed in an atmo- 
sphere of enthusiasm and goodwill, represented by the hundreds 
of both races who gather at the Plaza Community Center and the 
Spanish American Institute, we can see that all that is meant by 
Americanization is being done, in a substantial and prophetic way, 
in this branch of home missionary work among foreigners. 

When the Gospel was first presented to one of these “other 
sheep” in a foreign land, she cried out, “I thought there must be a 
God like that.” By God’s good help, all in this work are leading 
masses of Mexicans and other Latin Americans, not only to grasp 
this new and true conception of God, but also to exclaim, “We 
thought there must be an America, and Americans like these.” 

The Year’s Work in Tabloid—During the ten months there 
has been an increase of 148 in full members; members of all kinds, 
1,122. There have been 68 baptisms; 452 decisions for God, as 
compared with 266 a year ago. Consider the significance of over 
35,044 visits and calls as compared with 25,200 last year; 13,487 
different Latin Americans reached; over 2,100 Bibles placed, 27,714 
carefully selected tracts given; 7,040 Gospel services held or as- 
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sisted, as compared with 4,659 last year; nearly 3,000 minitsries 
with food, clothing or other aid, and the Bread of Life delivered 
in 2,598 Gospel sermons and missionary addresses. Total giving 
for the ten months $3,033.00. 

Our Task.—If anyone thinks that the task requires less prayer 
now than ever before, he does not sense the situation. Los An- 
geles is said to be the fourth largest Mexican city in the world. 
During the past year Los Angeles has had twice as many arrests 
of all kinds as has San Francisco, three times as many “bunco” 
games exposed, and six times as many accidents. 

Lifting our eyes to suffering and struggling Mexico, we are 
reminded that our task reaches vitally into a situation which has 
already cost the United States half a billion dollars; Mexico, at 
least $400,000,000; led to the violent death of 300,000 Mexicans; 
caused the death, by pestilence and famine, of 500,000 more Mexi- 
cans, and hurled across the Border not less than one million peo- 
ple seeking safety, work, education and opportunity. Six hundred 
sixty-five American citizens have lost their lives in Mexico, and 
ous 80,000 United States troops have been required to patrol the 

order. 

We rejoice at this hour to have a clear field as a Latin Ameri- 
can Mission and to have at the helm, under God, our chief pastor 
and Resident Bishop, Adna Wright Leonard. We feel like saying 
with Benito Juarez, martyred patriot of Mexico: “We have gener- 
ous co-laborers within and without the republic, who with their 
pens, their influence and their money, are aiding us, and they offer 
up earnest prayers for our salvation: Redouble then your efforts.”

CONFERENCE EXAMINATIONS 121 
RULES FOR EXAMINATIONS 


a Examinations in the Conference Courses of Study will be held the 
Tuesday preceding the opening of the Conference and at the-seat of the 
Conference, and that afternoon at 4 o'clock the Board of Examiners will 
hold its annual meeting. 


2. All applicants for Admission on Trial must present to the Registrar 
certificates of graduation from a High School or an institution of equal 
standing and as early as possible in the conference year shall send to the 
Registrar for application blanks to be filled out and returned to him. See 
also Discipline par. 596, Sec. 2. : 


3. All candidates holding a bachelor degree from an accredited college 
or University shall be exempt from examination in all studies not biblical 
and theological, and all graduates from accredited theological seminaries 
shall be exempt from examination in theological and biblical studies. 
This exemption shall not, however, exclude examination on the Discipline. 
All candidates whether excused from other examination or not must take 
examination in this study. (See Discipline, par. 597, Sec. 4.) Certificates 
of such work must be sent the Registrar not later-than Sept. 1st. 


4. A syllabus of each book in the “Collateral Reading and Study” 
shall be presented to the respective examiner (see name on opposite page), 
but this rule shall not apply to the College and Seminary graduates excused 
from examination in the courses of study. But these latter must present 
to the Registrar a certificate giving the grade of each study for work done 
in college or seminary. 


5. Examinations in the conference studies shall be marked on a scale 
of 100. This shall be the maximum and 70 the minimum, and no one shall 
be advanced when conditioned on more than one study. 


6. Sermons must be typewritten and sent to W. E. Tilroe, University 
of Southern California, not later than Sept. ist and should contain from 
2000 to 3000 words. The paper used should be letter-size and should be 
folded and rolled when sent. Deduction will be made when the spelling, 
grammar or general execution is faulty. 


7. A pre-requisite to being admitted to full membership in this con- 
ference shall be a Bachelor’s Degree from an approved college or university 
and graduation from one of our theological seminaries. Exceptions for 
special reasons may be allowed under this rule when endorsed by a two- 
thirds vote of the conference. 


8. The written work required is as follows: Each stuaent rs to write 
one essay for each book in his year of the conference course of study, of 
at least 1000 words, on some one of the topics given in the Directions and 
Helps, and one of the same length on each book in the Collateral Reading 
and one on some self-chosen article in the Review. As soon as the essay 
is completed it is to be sent to the proper examiner. Markings will be 
given on this work and form a part of the report to the Conference. The 
essays must be sent in by Sept. ist. The attention of each student excused 
from examination is specially called to paragraph three above. 

9. The examiners and the Registrar will be glad to communicate with 
the undergraduates regarding studies. Inclose stamps for reply. The 
addresses of the examiners will be found in the List of Appointments.

Bishop Matt. S. Hughes 


Dr. Matt S. Hughes came to us in the year 1908 in the early 
prime of a royal manhood. In knowledge, exptrience, vision, 
achievement, he was already a cosmopolitan. .From Virginia to 
Iowa, to Maine, back to the empire of the middle West, through 
great pastorates in Minneapolis and Kansas City, then on to 
Southern California, his Americanism was nation-wide. 

How gladly we welcomed this man and brother to our frater- 
nity. If at our Monday morning rally we missed the cheery greet- 
ing, the buoyant optimism and hearty comradeship of Matt S. 
Hughes, a part of the joy of the morning was missing too.

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_The pulpit was his throne. With commanding presence, and 
a direct style of address that made the very atmosphere of oratory, 
his initial word went to the extreme of the largest audience rooms, 
while his magnificent voice and distinct enunciation held eager at- 
tention to the end. 

Dr. Hughes was elected to the office of Bishop, midway in 
the group of seven, in 1916, at Saratoga. In his new office, as in 
the pastorate, he was in labors abundant. From early training, 
rare native gift, and ripe experience, he wrote and spoke with equal 
facility. The routine of official duty found him ready, and the de- 
mand of great occasions found him equal to the hour. He was 
among the first to catch the vision of a changing world. Men 
love to tell how, upon the afternoon of a Conference Sunday, two 
years ago, he thrilled a great Boston audience in a lecture on 
“World Democracy.” 

His last conference address was given to the young men on 
Friday at the session of the Delaware Conference in Philadelphia, 
in which a pastor who heard him reports that the Bishop was “at 
his brilliant best.” 

He was giving lenten addresses in Cleveland and was sched- 
uled for three sermons on Easter Sunday, but God called and our 
aes went to spend his Sabbath with the Church of the First- 

orn, 

Now the Jason Lee Memorial Cemetery in our Western Salem 
has taken a “New treasure to its trust,” and we are left to think 
of Matt S. Hughes with the dear father who so lately went be- 
fore and with the Saviour whom they served so well.

CHARLES WESLEY TARR 


Charles Wesley Tarr was born in. Richland County, Ohio, 
near the city of Mansfield, April 25, 1836. 

' His parents were humble farmers, devout and God-fearing. 
The home was one of that noble type in which the parents taught 
by precept and example the high value of the spiritual life. His 
father belonged to that venerable order of local preachers. It 
was perfectly natural that from such a home and such a father, 
there should be raised up a son to the ministry. When but 12 
years of age, he was converted at the famliy altar at morning 

- worship. Y i 
At 19 years of age he entered Asbury University, now De 
Pauw, and after completing his college work entered the teaching 
profession. ins f a 
Being fervent in his religious life, and of an evangelistic tem- 
perament, he held prayer meetings and religious services in his 
school, which often assumed the form of sweeping revivals. At 
this time he had no intention of entering the ministry. : 
Being pressed to join the itinerancy, he said: “I always believed 
that if God called a man to the ministry, he made known that call 
through the church.” It was through this open-mindedness to 
follow the Divine leading that he came to his life’s work. Hav- 
ing been recommended by his church, he was received on trial in 
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the North Indiana Conference, October, 1861, and went to his 
first appointment, saying: “If God shall give me success in win- 
ning souls, I shall feel it is His appointment, but if not, I shall 
return to the school room.” He records that during the first ten 
years of his ministry, more than 1000 souls were converted and 
added to the church. This set at rest all questionings.

In 1871, because of poor health, he came to California, and in, 
1872, was transferred to California Conference and was sent to 
Southern California when it was yet a part of the California Con- 
erence. At the organization of the Southern Caljfornia Confer- 
ence he became one of the charter members, and up to the time 
of his retirement, most freely and earnestly gave himself to the 
Church and Conference which he loved. 

His career was pre-eminently that of a pioneer, never during 
his entire ministry having served a charge which gave more than 
a scant support; yet he looked back over it all without the slight- 
est regret, only the regret that he could not do it all over again. 

For some year and a half before his death, he was exceedingly 
frail, and at times a great sufferer. Just a day or two before his 
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release, I called at the home. He was in great agony of body and 
when I ventured to offer a word of sympathy, he stopped me, say- 
ne. “Don’t condole with me; congratulate me that I am so near. 
ome.” 

He was a brother beloved, a living branch of the true vine, 
well laden and bending low with rich and mellow fruit of heaven- 
ly planting and Godly nurture. He was an unusually likable and 
ender spirit. He was a sunny, genial, warm-hearted Christian; al- 
ways cordial and gracious, a lover of his Church, a patriot of his 
country, a true servant of his Lord. 

During his retirement, there was no note of harshness, no 
despondency, no vain regrets, but an ever deepening quietude in 
preparation for his transfer to the Conference of the Heavenlies. 

On June 5, 1920, he quietly passed away. Funeral services 
were held in Asbury Church in charge of the pastor, E. F. Gates, 
assisted by Drs. Cory and Westhaven. 

He leaves a companion in frail health, with whom he had lived 
for more than 57 years.

Geo. C. Skafte

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GEORGE CHRISTIAN SKAFTE 


George Christian Skafte was born of Danish-English parentage 
in Liverpool, England, October 25, 1853. He received his earlier 
education under the tutor system in the home of his father, later 
attending a college for the training of young men, located in the 
city of his birth. 

Brother Skafte was of a keenly impressionable temperament 
and God seemed to often call him aside to contemplate the burn- 
ing bush. He might also have said, “I never count the hours I 
spend in wandering by the sea. Like God, it useth me.” In fact, 
he dated his conversion back to an occasion in his youth when, 
while walking by the sea-shore, he got an inspiration of God’s love 
as being as boundless as the sea, and as abundant as the ripples 
that kissed the sands, and, falling down to worship him, God 
metal Jesus Christ our Lord, flooded his soul with the waters 
of life. 

Entering upon life in his chosen profession, that of a tutor, he 
added o his office as Christian eacher that of tract-distribution in 
the tenement districts of the city, availing himself also of the 
privilege here and there of reading God’s word in he homes of the 
impoverished and the shut-in. 

In 1887 our brother left his native land for residence in Amer- 
ica, and early after his arrival in Florida, he yielded to the in- 
sistent call of the Holy Spirit and dedicated himself to the public 
ministry, entering in 1889 the St. John’s River Conference, to be 
stationed at Eustice, and six years later, having been transferred 
to the Troy Conference, was stationed at West Lebanon. 

In 1906, brother Skafte was transferred to the Southern Cali- 
fornia Conference and stationed at Holtville, later holding in the 
order named the following appoinments: Paso Robles, Ocean 
Park, Hamilton, Alamoria and San Marcos. 

He was twice married. First in 1882 to Isabel Nuttall, whose 
memoir appears in our Conference Journal of 1915. 

On Christmas day, 1916, in the city of Los Angeles, he was 
united in marriage to Miss Allene Moon, who remains to treasure 
as a precious benediction the three years of companionship with 
she eee soul in whom combined all the elements that make 
ovable. 

On the morning of December 11, 1919, at the home of his 
wife’s parents, on West 29th Street, Los Angeles, George Christian 
Skafte finished the course—henceforth for him—the Crown.

Mary R. Green, daughter of George A. and Mary Z- Robin- 
son, was born in North Madison, Ind., Aug. 16, 1853. Her father 
passed away during her childhood and her mother passed away 
in March, 1875, at Urbana, Ill., to which place the family had re- 
moved a short time before. Three brothers survive her. From 
childhood she was a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
and by experience an ardent Christian. 


On September 7, 1875, she was married to Rev. J. B. Green, 
and the young couple started the same day for San Francisco to 
attend the session of the California Conference, the boundaries of 
which then included this entire state. The young preacher’s trans- 
fer from the Southeast Indiana Conference to the California Con- 
ference was announced just before the final vote was taken com- 
pleting the division of the state into two conferences and when the 
appointments were read this young couple were assigned to South- 
ern California Conference, Bakersfield charge. There began the 
nearly forty-five years of serving of this loving and loyal itinerant 
wife, a service which closed only when strength and life failed. 
Through these years of service, much of it pioneer work, often in 
poverty and real hardship, frequently in illness; sometimes in 
vigorous health and under gentler conditions of life, but always 
with tireless energy and endless devotion. 

In more recent years, as health and home duties permitted, she 
joyfully gave of her time and strength to the more public duties 
which opened and claimed her talents. She was always a loyal 
member of the W. F. M. S. and enjoyed it. But for about a score 
of years, she was especially engaged in the various departments of 
the W. H. M. S., as District Secretary, Conference Corresponding 
Secretary and as Departmental Secretary of the National Organi- 
zation. The Children’s Home at La Verne, the Francis DePauw 
Home in Hollywood, the Deaconess Work and the Chinese and 
Japanese Missions in Los Angeles were at various times touched 
by her zeal and administrative efficiency. 

On Sunday afternoon, June 6th, she entered into the rest “that 
remaineth to the people of God.” 

The immediate family of this now triumphant follower of 
Jesus Christ, consisting of Rev. J. B. Green of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Conference, Nellie G. Wheeler of Glendale, Bertha Green

MRS. A. W. LAMPORT 


Hattie Bowman Lamport was born in Knightstown, Indiana, 
Dec. 5, 1865. Her parents, William and Lydia Bowman were of 
Quaker extraction but both became members of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church and trained their children under its doctrines 
and polity.

MRS. E. M. SEIN 


The youngest child of a family of thirteen born to Walter and 
Rachel Marriage, her traditions included the good stock of Eng- 
land, where her father, Walter Marriage, and her mother, Rachel, 
were both born. Margaretta was born in Montreal, Canada, Sep- 
tember 11, 1868. She died in Los Angeles, January 31, 1920. 

In her early childhood her parents went as missionaries of the 
Friends Church to labor among the colored people of North Caro- 
lina. Later, they pioneered in Iowa. She there spent her early 
youth, completed common school, and was graduated by Penn 
College at Oskaloosa, Iowa. 

Soon afterwards, at the age of twenty, she crossed the Rio 
Grande into Mexico as a missionary teacher. She was assigned 
by the Friends Church to Ciudad Victoria, Tamaulipas, Mexico. 
She labored in that field till 1891. During that time she acquired 
a very good control of the Spanish language, rode hundreds of 
miles on horseback, visiting and strengthening the mission posts 
of her territory, and winning many to Christ. ( 

In 1891 she was sent to Matehuala, San Luis Potosi, Here 
she labored in the mission school and among the growing body 
of converts. The year 1893 witnessed her marriage to the Rev. 
Eucario M. Sein. 

In 1905 the Rev. E. M. Sein was appointed General Secretary 
of the International Sunday School Association in that Republic. 
Then the Sein family moved to Puebla. The head of the family 
travelled almost continually for eight years, throughout Mexico 
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and the United States. During all this time Mrs. Sein not only 
directed the growing home, but also continued taking a very active 
part in Christian work. 

In May, 1912, Mr. and Mrs. Sein with their eight children left 
Puebla for Laredo, Texas, where they remained for about two 
years. 
4 To Los Angeles this family came in February, 1914, and took 
charge of the Mexican Methodist Episcopal Church. Mrs. Sein, 
as before, continued to be his wise and cheering helpmate in this 
task. 

For the last three years of her life, she was an invalid, due 
to a severe case of rheumatism. The sombre, gloomy morning of 
January 31 stole in through the window to find her-sweetly asleep 
in Jesus. 

Among the many beautiful and fitting sentiments voiced by 
Doctor Charles Edward Locke in the message which he delivered at 
th funeral service, held at the Boyle Heights Methodist Episcopal 
Church of Los Angeles, Febraary 5, 1920, these tributes were of-

“Mrs. Sein was a beautiful Christian, a devoted home-maker, a 
choice friend, an exquisite mother, and one of God’s divinest repre- 
sentatives. Her last words are singing themselves in a soft sooth- 
ing refrain, ‘I am so happy!

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LAY ELECTORAL CONFERENCE 


Long Beach, Calif., October 1, 1920. 

The meeting of the Lay Electoral Conference of the Southern 
California Conference, called by action of the General Conference 
of 1920, convened in the Presbyterian Church of Long Beach, 
California, at two o’clock p. m. on the above date. In the absence 
of the secretary of the former Lay Electoral Conference, the dele- 
gates were called to order by George E. Hume of Oxnard, who 
stated the purpose of the meeting.

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(a) Rules of Order 


1. Conference shall meet at 8:00 a. m., spend half an hour in devotional 
exercises, the regular business session commencing at 8:30 and closing at 
12:30 p. m. 


. The regular standing Committees Same be appointed at the morning 
session of the first day. 


3. The District Superintendent shall be a Committee to nominate 
Standing Committees. 


4. All motions must be reduced to writing at the request of the Secre- 
tary of the Conference or of the Presiding Officer. 


5. When a member wishes to speak he must arise and address the 
chair, but shall not proceed until he is properly recognized by the President. 


6. The President shall distinctly call the name of the member to whom 
he assigns the floor. 


7. Motions made and seconded, reports made and accepted, shall be 
deemed the property of the Conference, and cannot be withdrawn without 
the consent of the Conference. 


8. All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to in-- 
definitely postpone, shall be taken without debate. 


9. The following motions may take precedence of the original motion 
and precedence of each other in the order they are here named: (1) To 
adjourn to a given time. (2) To adjourn indefinitely. (3) To take up the 
order of the day. (4)! To lay on the table. (5) To miove the previous 
question. (6) To postpone to a given time. (7) To refer to a Committee. 
(8) To amend. (9, To postpone indefinitely. 


10. Members shall not be interrupted while Bpchelne, except by the
